I  beg  tq  snbmit,  as  required  by  law,  my  Report  on  the  Public  Schools  of 
the  Province  for  the  School  Year  1900-1. 

By  the  provisions  of  "The  Schools'  Act,  1900,"  the  School  Year  now  be- 
gins on  the  first  day  of  July  and  ends  on  the  thirtieth  day  of  June  in  each 
year. 

The  Tabular  Statements  given  in  Parts  II.  and  III.,  are  for  the  School 
Year  ending*  June  30th,  1901.  The  Inspectors'  Eeports  cover  the  whole  of  the 
>plendar  year,  1901. 

The  following  summary  of  the  Statistical  Tables  (See  Part  II)  presents  a 
ueral  comparison  of  the  work  of  the  two  terms  under  review,  with  that  of  the 
-rresponding  terms  of  the  previous  twelve  months : —

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As  anticipated  in  my  last  Annual  R'jport,  the  statistics  for  the  two  tefms 
under  review,  show  aTurther  decj-ease  in  the  number  of  schools  in  operation 
and  the  number  of  pupils  enrolled,  as  compared  with  the  corresponding  terms  of 
recent  years.  The  principal  cause  of  this  falling  off  was,  without  doubt,  the 
closing  of  the  schools  in  many  districts  on  account  of  the  prevalence  of 
smalUpox    and  other    epidemic   diseases. 

Another  cause  more  particularly  affecting  the  rural  districts,  was  the 
difficulty  of  obtaining  teachers.  This  is  a  condition  of  things  so  detrimental 
to  educational  progress,  that  public  attention  cannot  be  too  strongly  directed 
to  the  causes  which  have  brought  it  about. 

THE   SCARCITY   OF   TEACHERS. 

By  reference  to  the  Normal  School  Report,  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
average  enrolment  of  candidates  for  the  teaching  profession  during  the  last 
ten  years  was  273;  but  as  a  porti  n  of  those  •enrolled  were  already  licensed 
teachers  who  were  seeking  advance  of  class,  it  may  be  estimated  that  from  240 
k)  250  new  candidates  present  themselves  each  year.  This  number  would 
provide  for  vacancies  caused  by  the  annual  withdrawal  of  about  one-eighth  of 
the  total  number  of  teachers  employed,  and  this  proportion,  under  ordinary 
circumstances,  ought  to  be  sufficient  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  schools. 

But  under  existing  conditions  a  much  larger  proportion  than  12 J  per 
cent,  of  trained  teachers  of  the  higher  classes  seek  and  obtain  other  employ- 
ments. There  are  now  many  more  avenues  of  activity  than  formerly,  opening 
up  before  educated  and  energetic  young  people  of  both  sexes,  and  these  new 
fields  of  usefulness  give  promise  of  much  better  financial  rewards  and  their 
cultivation  is  attended  with  less  nervous  strain  and  self-denial  than  aro  usually 
associated  with  the  charge  of  a  country  school.  The  inevitable  results  are  the 
withdrawal  annually  from  the  teaching  profession  of  hundreds  of*  our  best 
qualified  teachers  and  the  consequent  closing  of  the  schools  or,  what  is  scarcely 
a  less  evil,  placing  them  in  charge  of  teachers  of  imperfect  education  and  utterly^ 
incompetent  for  the  prop3r  disohar^e  of  the  functions  of  a  teacher. 

The  time  has  com6  when  some  remedy   must  be  found  for  this  growing 
evil ;   otherwise,  every  effort  which  has  been  made  to  raise  the  standards  of  effi- 
ciency in  the  schools  by  supplying  them   with   a   better  educated   and   better 
*~'ned  class  of  teachers  will  be  rendered  abortive.     A  young  man   or  w^oman 
J  has  spent  years  in  acquiring  the  necessary  education,  who   has  undergone 
Sessional  training  and  successfully  passed  the  prescribed  examinations,  has  a 

*.  to  claim  a   reasonably   remunerative  salary  from  some  source.     If  the 
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public  revenues  are  too  limited  to  admit  of  increased  provincial  grants,  and  if 
no  further  assistance  can  be  expected  by  the  augmentation  .of  the  County  Fund 
then,  I  respectfully  submit,  that  by  legal  enactment,  the  8cho(.l  districts,  in  pro- 
portion to  their  taxable  valuation,  should  be  required  to  coutribu:  j  ai  rniiount 
which,  when  added  to  the  provincial  grant,  will  make  up  salaries  sufficient  to 
command  the  services  of  properly  educated  and  well  qualified  teachers. 

In  my  last  Annual  Report,  I  gave  a  list  of  twenty  school  districts,  having 
a  taxable  valuation  ranging  from  $i09,350  to  $55,000,  in  which  the  highest  sum 
contiibuted  by  the  district  towards  the  teacher's  salary  was  $185  and  the 
lowest  J85.  These  were  all  comparatively  wealthy  districts.  In  the  poor 
districts,  so  called,  the  regular  Provincial  Grants  to  the  teachers  and  the 
County  Fund  Grants  to  the  Trustees  are  increased  from  25  to  33 J  per  cent. 
Even  with  this  help  it  is  not  reasonable  to  expect  that  large  salaries ,  can  be 
given  in  such  districts ;  but  they  should  be  required  to  contribute  according 
to  their  ability,  for  it  is  demoralising  to  permit  even  the  poorest  of  districts  to 
become  possessed  of  the  idea  that?  they  need  incur  no  financial  responsibility 
for  the  support  of  a  school  ia  their  midst.  The  minimum  sum  they  should  be 
required  to  contribute  towards  the  teacher's  salary  should  equal  the  Provincial 
Grant.  Cases  have  come  under  my  notice  during  the  present  year  in  which 
the  teachers  accepted  as  salary  the  Provincial  Grant  only,  and  the  amount  of 
the  County  Fund  was  more  than  sufficient  to  pay  all  other  expenses,  as  fuel, 
&c.  ;  so  that  in  these  cases,  the  schools,  instead  of  being  a  financial  charge  ^ 
upon  the  districts,  were  actually  a  source  of  income. 

It  might  be  supposed  that  authority  had  been  invested  in  the  Board  of 
Education,  or  in  the  Chief  Superintendent  to  warrant  the  withholding  of  the 
Provincial  Grant  and  the  County  Fund  in  such  cases  ;  but  this  is  not  the  fact. 
Under  Section  23  of  the  Schools'  Act,  the  districts  are  not  required  to  provide 
more  than  may  be  found  necessary  "in  further  payment  of  teachers'  salarie, 
over  and  above  the  sums  provided  by  the  Province  and  County,  and  any  sum 
required  for  other  school  purposes  during  the  year."  The  amount,  if  any 
voted  at  the  Annual  School  Meetings  is  absolutely  within  the  control  of  the 
majority  of  ratepayers  present.  The  employment  of  the  teacher  and  the 
amount  of  salary  contributed  by  the  district  is  determined  by  the  Local 
School  Board,  and  it  often  happens  that  a  majority  of  the  School  Board  have  no 
other  interest  in  the  school  than  to  protect  themselves  and  fellow-ratepayers 
from  taxation.  The  results  are,  in  many  cases,  what  might  be  expected  when 
the  educational  interests  of  the  community  are  left,  without  limitation,  in  the 
hands  of  ignorant  and  narrow-minded  men,  who  have  no  proper  conception  os 
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the  importance  of  the  trust  committed  to  their  charge.      When  obliged  to  open 

the  school,  they  emplo}'  the  person  who  will  accept  the  position  at  the  lowes 

figure,  without  regard  to  any  other  consideration. 

In  order  to  protect  the  higher  class  teachers  from  competition,  as  to  sala  ry 

with  teachers  holding  a  Third  Class  or  a  Local  License,  the  Board  of  Education 

some  years  ago  passed  the  followiDg  regulation : 

"  Third  Class  Teachers  shall  not  be  employed  (except  as  class  room  assist- 
ants) in  districts  having  an  assessable  valuation  of  fifteen   thousand   dollars  or 

upwards,  unless  by  the  written  consent  of  the  Chief  Superintendent.' 

In  the  exercise  of  the  discretion  thus  given  him,  the  Chief  Superintend- 
ent  has  granted  permission  for  the  employment  of  Third  Class  or  Local 
Licensed  Teachers  in  such  districts,  only  on  the  recommendation  of  the 
InspectDTs,  and  when  assured  that  the  closing  of  the  schools  indefinitely  was 
the  alternative.  And  yet  in  the  majority  of  cases  in  which  Trustees  have 
applied  for  such  permission,  there  is  strong  ground  for  the  belief  that  teachers  of 
the  Second  Class  could  have  been  obtained,  if  a  reasonable  salary  had  been 
ofifered,  and  proper  efforts  had  been  made  at  or  before  the  beginning  of  the 
term. 

In  regard  to  the  granting  of  Local  Licenses,  it  may  be  said  that  for  several 
years  such  licenses  have  been  almost  exclusively  limited  to  the  Counties  of  Mada- 
waska  and  Gloucester,  principally  the  former,  where  the  supply  of  French 
speaking  trained  teachers  was  very  much  below  the  requirements.  But  during 
the  last  year,  in  order  to  prevent  the  closing  of  the  schools,  I  have  been 
induced  to  grant  Local  Licenses  in  every  County  of  the  Province.  I  need 
scarcely  say  thatthe  majority  ofthose  for  whom  Local  Licenses  are  asked,  are 
young  girls  living  at  their  own  homes  in  the  community  where  they  are  to 
teach,  that  they  have  had  little  or  no  experience  of  life  outside  of  their  own 
narrow  circle,  that  their  education  is  but  little  in  advance  of  that  of  the  pupils 
whom  they  are  expected  to  teach,  and  that  neither  in  manner  nor  speech  are 
they  fitted  for  the  discharge  of  a  teacher's  duties. 

The  only  effectual  remedy  for  the  evils  I  have  pointed  out  is  to  provide 
*nsome  way  for  an  adequate  system  of  salaries,  graded  according  to  the  class^ 
experience,  ability  and  length  of  service  of  the  teacher.  In  order  to  aid  in 
providing  adequate  salaries,  County  School  Districts  should  be  consolidated 
-'^  Tever    possible,   provision   should   be  made  for  taking  the    children  to    a 

<  iral    school,  and  all  school  districts,  large  or  small,  should  be  required  to 

<  "^hute  for  educational  purposes,  not  less  than  fifty  cents  on  every  hundred

dollars  of  the  taxable  valuation.  Some  of  the  poorer  districts  contribute- 
double  that  amount  at  present. 

By  reference  to  Tables  IV.  and  VIII.,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  average 
salary  of  the  24  First  Class  Male  Teachers  employed  during  the  term  ending- 
June  30th,  1901,  was  $520.10  an  increase  of  $515.77  on  the  previous  year;: 
and  that  the  average  salary  of  the  305  First  Class  Female  Teachers  employed- 
during  the  same  term  was  ?312.69,  an  increase  of  $5.88  on  the  previous  year. 
The  increase  in  these  averages  results  from  the  smaller  number  of  these  classes- 
employed,  and  the  fact  that  a  larger  proportion  than  formerly  are  employed  m 
the  graded  schools  of  cities  and  towns. 

The  average  salaries  of  teachers  of  the  Second  and  Third  Classes  show  a 
small  decrease  with  one  exception.

Disburdement  of  Provincial  Grants. 

By  reference  to  Tabless  IX  and  XIX,  it  will  be.  seen  that  the  Provin- 
cial Grants  to  the  Common,  Superior  and  Grammar  Schools,  amounted  to- 
$163,951.73,  a  decrease  of  $4,272.99  on  the  disbursement  of  the  previous  year. 
This  decrease  was  principally  on  account  of  the  smaller  number  of  common 
ichools  in  operation. 

The  following  statement  shows  the  annual  expenditure  since  1891,  in 
relation  to  the  number  of  schools  open  during  the  term  ending  June  30th,  and 
the  number  of  teachers  of  each  class  employed  :

The  total  amount  of  the  County  Funds  distributed  during  the  year  (See 
Tables  X  and  XI)  was  $94,428.30,  of  which  $5,302.40  was  given  as  an 
additional  grant  to  Poor  Districts,  $2,325  to  the  School  for  the  Blind,  and. 
81,611.14  to  the  School  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb. 

The  County  Fund  for  the  next  decade  is  to  be  biased  on  the  Census  Returns 
of  1901.  At  the  rate  of  30  cents  per  head  of  the  population  (as  provided  by 
the  law)  the  fund  should  yield  for  the  several  counties  as  follows :

These  examinations  consist  of : 

(1)  The  High  School  Entrance  Examinations  (See  Regulation  46,  School 
Manual)  held  during  the  month  *of  June  at  the  several  Grammar  Schools,  and 
such  of  the  Superior  Schools  as  apply  for  the  same.  They  cover  the  work 
of  Grades  I.  to  VIII.  inclusive,  or  the  Common  School  Grades.  Those  who 
succec:sfully  pass  these  examinations  receive  a  certificate  which  is  intended  to 
serve  a  two-fold  purpose ;  lor  pupils  who  do  not  intend  to  continue  longer  at 
school  it  serves  as  a  diploma  given  under  the  authority  of  the  Education 
Department,  testifying  that  the  holder  has  completed  satisfactorily  the  course 
of  studies  of  the  Common  Schools ;  for  pupils  who  intend  to  continue  their 
studies  it  serves  as  a  certificate  of  admittance  to  the  High  School  classes. 

(2)  The  High  School  Leaving  Examinations  (See  Regulation  45,  School 
Manual)  held  the  first  week  in  July  at  different  examination  stations  throughout 
the  province.  They  cover  the  work  of  Grades  IX.,  X.  and  XI.  of  the  Grammar 
Schools.  Diplomas  are  granted  to  those  who  successfully  pass  these  exam- 
inations. 
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(3)  The  University  Matriculation  Examatinions  held  at  the  same  time 
and  stations  as  the  Leaving  Examinations. 

(4)  The  Normal  School  Entrance  Examinations  held  at  the  same  time  and 
places  as  the  two  former.  Candidates  for  admittance  to  the  Normal  School 
and  Licensed  Teachers  seeking  for  advance  of  Class  are  required  to  pass  these 
examinations. 

(5)  The  Normal  School  Closing  Examinations,  held  at  the  Normal  School, 
Fredericton,  and  at  St.  John  and  Chatham,  beginning  on  the  second  Tuesday  of 
June,  and  for  Third  Class  Candidates  in  December  and  May  of  each  year.

POOR  DISTRICTS. 

These  districts,  which  have  an  a^^sessable  valuation  of  81200  or  less> 
receive  from  25  to  33  J  p^r  cent,  additional  grants  from  the  provincial  revenues- 
and  the  County  Fund.  It  has  been  hoped  from  year  to  year  that  the  number 
of  these  districts  would  decrease,  but  the  tendency  has  been  jn  the  opp:)site 
direction.  The  organization  of  districts  in  new  settlements,  the  division  of  some^ 
old  districts  and,  in  some  cases,  the  successful  efforts  made  by  interested  parties- 
to  keep  the  assessable  valuation  as  given  upon  the  district  lists  at  a  figure- 
much  lower  than  the  actual  value  of  the  assessable  prooerty,  have  all  contrib- 
uted to  increase  rather  than  diminish  the  number  of  districts  demanding  this 
special  aid.  The  opsration  of  the  change  in  the  Schools  Act,  making  the 
property^withln  the  boundaries  of  any  school  district  taxable  for  the  benefit  of 
such  district,  without  regard  to  the  place  of  residence  of  the  owner,  has  been 
for  the  advantage  of  tl^  poorer  districts,  and  will  tend  in  that  direction  more 
and  more.  The  total  special  aid  granted  to  the  Poor  Districts  during  the  year 
has  been  S8,339.56  from  the  Provincial  revenues  and  $5,272.70  from  the 
County  Fund,  or  $13,612.26  from  both  sourees.

School  Libraries. 

The  total  number  of  volumes  reported  as  having  been  purchased  during 
the  fiscal  year  for  School  Libraries  was  894  at  a  cost  of  $356.75  of  which  the 
Province  paid  $118.90.  The  total  number  of  volumes  reported  since  1891 
was  13,007,' and  the  money  expended  $6,335.34.  Of  this  sum  the  amount 
contributed  from  the  provincial  revenue  was  $2050.14  and  the  amount  raised 
by  the  districts  was  $4285.20. 

Comparatively  few  teachers  or  school  officials  have  made  the  annual  report 
to  the  Chief  Superintendent  required  by  Regulation  34  and  Appendix  1,  as  to 
the  library  statistics.  No  district  having  a  school  library  will,  hereafter,  receive 
any  additional  bonus  until  a  satisfactory  report  shall  have  been  made,  showing 
the  number  and  condition  of  the  books  on  hand,  in  accordance  with  instructions 
given  on  pages  121  and  122  of  the  Manual.

The  University  of  New  Brunswick. 

The  attendance  of  students  at  the  Univercdty  is  larger  than  during  any 
fonner  year ;  but  the  Freshman  Class  is  considerably  less  in  number  than  last 
year's  Freshman  Class. 

The  total  number  enrolled  is  116,  of  whom  30  are  women.  As  a 
proof  of  the  influence  of  the  Matriculation  examinations  held  under  the  super- 
Tision  of  the  Education  Department,  and  of  tiie  more  intimate  connection 
•maintained  between  the  University  and  the  public  schools,  it  may  be  stated 
that  about  twenty-five  por  cent  of  the  undergraduates  are  licensed  teachers.

^helor  of  Engineering  1 ;  B.  Sc.  1 ;  B.  A.  7  ;  Ph.  D.  1. 
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The  resignation  by  Professor  Stephen  M.  Dixon,  M.  A.,  B.  A.  I.  at  the- 
close  of  the  last  Academic  year,  of  the  Chair  of  Civil  Engineering  and  Chemistry^ 
was  the  cause  of  much  regret  to  the  Senate  and  friends  of  the  University. 
Prof.  Dixon  had  labored  earnestly  and  successfully  since  1892  in  the  interests 
of  the  Department  of  Civil  Engineering,  and  to  his  zeal  and  energy  the^ 
University  is  largely  indebted  for  the  inauguration  and  completion  of  the 
movement  which  has  placed  upon  the  College  groulids  the  handsome  Engineer- 
ing Building  which  now  provides  so  much  better  accommodations  than  tormerly 
existed  for  the  effective  teaching  of  Applied  Science. 

The  Senate  was  fortunate  in  being  able  to  secure  without  delay  the  services:^ 
of  Professor  Ernest  Brydone-Jack,  B.  A.,  C.  E.  Associate  Member  of  the 
American  Society  of  Civil  Engineers.  Professor  Jack  is  a  graduate  of  the 
P^niversity  of  New  Brunswick  (1891)  and  son  of  the  late  Dr.  W.  Brydone- 
Jack  who  was  President.of  the  University  from  1861  to  1885.

I  beg  to  add  the  following  notes  and  comments  on  some  of  these  reports. 

The  Normal  School. 

The  attendance  at  the  Normal  School  for  the  year  under  review  was  198^ 
a  decrease  of  60  as  compared  with  the  previous  year ;  but  at  the  present  time 
(1901-2)  the  enrolment  is  270  which  is  about  the  average  for  the  past  ten 
years.  The  difficulty  experienced  in  finding  a  supply  of  teachers  for  the  schools 
indicates  that  many  who  receive  training  at  the  Normal  School  teach  but  a. 
very  short  tim*e ;  indeed  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  not  a  few  never  engage 
in  teaching  or  drop  out  of  the  list  of  active  teachers  at  the  end  of  a  single  term. 
It  would  appear  but  reasonable  that  those  who  receive  the  benefit  of  free  tuition- 
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:and  training  at  considerable  expense  to  the  Province  should  be  required  to 
.«erve  in  the  public  schools  at  least  three  years. 

The  attendance  at  the  French  Department  has  proved  quite  insufficient  to 
proAdde  a  supply  of  teachers  for  the  Acadian  Districts.  In  the  County  of 
Madawaska  there  is  a  lamentable  deficiency  of  trained  teachers.  Of  the  60 
teachers  employed  in  that  County  during  the  past  year  all  but  three  were  of 
the  Third  Class,  and  14  had  received  no  training;  whatever.  So  long  as  the 
.French-speaking  teachers  aim  only  to  prepare  themselves  for  Licenses  of  the 
Third  Class,  and  so  long  as  the  rate-payers  and  trustees  are  satisfied  to  employ 
untrained  and  imperfectly  educated  teachers,  there  is  little  chance  for  improve- 
ment. Special  encouragement  has  been  given  to  French-speaking  candidates  to 
seek  for  higher  classification,  and  I  am  not  without  hope  that  before  long  a 
larger  number  ^ill  be  found  preparing  for  the  advanced  classes.  At  the 
present  time  there  are  only  fourteen  French-speaking  pupil  teachers  at  the 
.Normal  School,  and  of  these  five  are  enrolled  in  the  English  Department  as 
<»tndidates  for  either  the  Second  or  First  Class. 

The  temporary  withdrawal  of  Eldon  MuUin,  Esq.,  from  the  principalship 
-of  the  Noimal  School,  after  a  period  of  service  of  nearly  eighteen  years,  and 
the  appointment  of  Dr.  William  Crockett  to  fill  his  place,  together  with  the 
circumstances  which  led  up  to  the  change,  demand  some  notice  in  this  Eeport, 
though  the  principal  events  occurred  after  the  close  of  the  school  year  under 
.review. 

Educational  Assistance  for  South  Africa. 

During  the  summer  of  1900  a  gentleman  giving  his  name  as  E.  B.  Sar- 

^ant  called  at  the  Education  Office  and  presented  a  letter  of  introduction  from 

Lord  Strathcona,  the  Canadian  Commissioner  in  London.     The  letter  stated 

that  Mr.  Sargant  was  an  official  in  the  Education  Department,  London ;  that 

he  was  visiting  Canada  for  the  purpose  of  examining  the  educational  systems 

of  the  several  provinces  of  the  Dominion,  and  solicited  my  assistance  in  the 

matter.     I  was  unfortunately  preparing  to  leave  Fredericton  on  the  day  of 

*Mr.  Sargant's  call,  to  meet  an  engagement  in  another  part  of  the  province ;  but 

I   spent  as  much  time  as  possible  with  him,  supplied  him  with   the  School 

!Manual,  Educational  Beports,  etc.,  and  gave  him  a  letter  of  introduction  to 

ichers  and  school  officials  in  New  Brunswick.     Mr.  S.  had  left  Fredericton 

fore  my  return,  and  I  heul  almost  forgotten  the  circumstances  of  his  visit 

len  I  received  from  him  a  letter  which  I  hereto  append :

Dear  Dr,  Inch, —  Perhaps  you  will  remember  a  visit  I   paid  to  you 
at  Fredericton  in  the  summer  of  last  year  in  connectioa  with  some  enquiries 
which  I  was  making  unofficially  into  the  educational  system  of  New  Brunswick. 
Very  soon  after  that  time  —  in  fact  while  I  was  in  the  Province   of 
Quebec —  I  received  a  cablegram  from  Sir  Alfred  Milner  asking  me  to  under- 
take provisionally  the  education  of  .the  new  colonies.     I  have  been  at  work 
since  the  beginning  of  November,  but  military  law  has  made  it  difficult  to  do 
much  as  yet.     However,  there  seems  a  likelihood  that  by  the  middle  of  the- 
year  civil  administration  will  have  been  thoroughly  established,  and  that  the^ 
important  educational  buildings,  which  are  now  used  as  hospitals,  will  hAY& 
been  released  by  the  military. 

At   Pretoria   there  k  a  fine  Staats  Model  School,  as  well  as  a  Staats 
(jynihasium  and  a  Staats  Meisjes  School. 

In  thinking  over  various  ways  of  beginning  work  there,  I  have  come  to 
the  conclusion  that  none  would  be  more  satisfactory  than  to  ask  for  the 
temporary  assistance  of  experienced  teachers  from  a  country  which  in  many 
ways  might  provide  a  model  (or  the  new  educational  system  to  be  introduced 
here. 

New  Brunswick  is  the  country  which  I  have  in  my  mind's  eye,  and  there- 
•  are  three  of  your  staff  whose  work  I  i;)articularly  admired,  namely,  Mr.  Eldon 
MuUin,  Principal  of  the  Normal  School;  Miss  C.  E.  Bridges,  who  conducts  the 
kindergarten  of  the  Model  School,  and  Dr.  H.  S.  Bridges,Jhead  master  of  the 
High  School,  and  snperintendent  under  the  St.  John  School  Board.  There 
was  also  a  Miss  Nicholson  in  the  York  Street  School  whose  method  of  handlings 
children  attracted  my  attention. 

I  should  like  to  sound  you  as  to  the  possibility  of  the  first  three,  and' 
Miss  Nicholson  or  any  teacher  whom  Miss  Bridges  preferred  to  her,  coming  to 
South  Africa  for  a  year's  work  and  putting  the  Normal  School  at  Pretoria 
(perhaps  also  the  Gymnasium)  on  the  right  lines.  To  spare  them  would,  I 
know,  put  a  stram  upon  your  arrangements ;  all  I  can  say  is  that  just  as  in  the 
war,  we  needed  the  best  soldiers  we  could  find,  so  now  England  and  her 
colonies  will  have  to  provide  the  best  civil  administration. 

I   do   not    know  what  salaries  the  ladies  and  gentlemen  named  are  at 
present  receiving,  and  your  Annual  Report  does  not  give  me  the  information,, 
but  my  idea  would  be  that  all  their  traveUing  expenses  as  well  as  their  salaries 
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for  the  time  that  they  were  away,  should  be  paid  by  the  Transvaal  administration, 
and  that  a  bonus  ot  (say)  a  quarter  of  their  salary  should  be  added. 

I  will  not  make  any  more  definite  proposal  than  this  before  I  hear  from 
you  as  to  the  possibility  of  the  plan  being  carried  out. 

If  they  are  willing  to  come,  and  jou  can  spare  them,  perhaps  you  would 
mention  what  salary  each  is  now  receiving;  then  the  whole  matter  could  be 
settled  by  cable  with  the  assent  of  the  Colonial  Secretary  and  High  Com- 
missioner. 

I  wish  it  were  possible  for  me  to  have  your  advice  in  many  matters  of 
importance  which  arise  for  decision  every  day.  I  know  none  to  whom  I  would 
more  readily  go.  It  would  help  me  in  my  work,  if  you  crjuld  let  me  have 
your  Annual  Reports,  as  they  come  out,one  copy  for  the  Transvaal,  and  one 
for  the  Orange  River  colony.  They  should  be  addiessed  to  me  as  Acting 
Director  of  Education  at  Bloemfontein  and  Pretoria  respectively.  I  will,  of 
course,  send  you  my  reports  in  return.

After  careful  deliberation  the  Board  of  Education  regarded  it  as  a  patriotic 
duty  to  comply  with  Mr.  Sargant's  request,  and  to  aid  him  as  far  as  possible 
in  organizing  the  educational  work  in  the  Transvaal  and  Oran^'e  River  C'olonies. 
I^ave  of  absence  was,  accordingly,  granted  to  Principal  MuUin,  of  the  Normal 
School,  and  Miss  Bridges,  of  the  Model  School,  in  case  they  should  decide  to 
enter  into  an  agreement  with  the  South  African  authorities.  The  prolongation 
of  the  war  and  the  consequent  unsettled  condition  of  the  country  delayed  the 
closing  of  negotiations  until  a  few  weeks  ago.  Mr.  MuUin  and  Miss  Bridges 
carry  with  them  the  be:3t  wishes  of  the  educational  authorities  of  New  Bruns- 
wick for  their  success  in  their  new  sphere  of  labor. 

In  the  cases  of  Dr.  Bridges,  Miss  Nicholson,  and  other  New  Brunswick 
teachers  who  are  under  contract  with  loc>al  School  Boards,  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion did  not  deem  it  necessary  to  take  any  fiction,  other  than  to  obtain  such 
information  as  might  be  of  interest  to  any  who  might  desire  to  offer  their 
services  for  the  Sotrth  African  work. 

As  a  large  number  of  teachers  in  New  Brunswick,  Nova  Scotia  and  the 
United  States  have  applied  to  me  for  information  iu  regard  to  the  conditions 
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likely  to  be  met  with  by  teachers  in  the  Transvaal,  I  append  the  following  as 
of  general  interest : 

MEMORANDUM  WITH  REGARD  TO  THE  PROSPECTS  OF  TEACHEliS  IN  THE  ORANGE 
RIVER  COLONY  AND  IN  THE  TRANSVAAL  FOR  THE  USE  OF  APPLICANTS  RESIDING 
BEYOND  THE  LIMITS  OF  SOUTH  AFRICA. 

In  considering  the  question  of  seeking  teaching  employment  in  these 
colonies,  applicants  will  do  well  to  read  carefully  the  following  statement  as  to 
the  conditions  under  which  they  are  likely  to  work : 

(1)  The  cost  of  living  in  South  Africa,  especially  at  a  distance  from  the 
coast,  is  higher  than  in  most  other  parts  of  the  ^British  dominions.  The 
charges  at  a  good  boarding  house  are  from  £8  to  £10  a  month  in  most  towns, 
and  in  B^oemfontein,  Pretoria  and  Johannesburg  may  rise  still  higher.  The 
charges  at  hotels  are  from  12s.  6d.  to  15s.  a  day.  Many  neceasaries  of  life  and 
nearly  all  luxuries  ar^  proportionally  dear. 

(2)  Thp  climate  in  the  Transvaal  and  the  Orange  River -Colony  is  of  the 
"continental"  type.  The  summers  are  hot  and  the  winters  cold,  the  rains 
generally  falling  during  the  former  season.  It  is,  therefore,  necessary  to  be 
provided  with  both  heavy  and  light  clothing. 

(3)  Teachers  will  be  for  some  time  at  any  rate  directly  under  the 
education  department  and  not  responsible  to  any  local  committees.  This 
reiation,  however,  may  be  altered  in  the  future,  except  in  the  case  of  those 
occupying  the  higher  positions. 

(4)  The  engagement  with  every  teacher  from  outside  the  limits  of  the 
Colonies  is  made  for  three  years.  Should  that  engagement  be  terminated  on 
the  part  of  the  teacher  before  the  expiration  of  the  period  named,  the  passage 
money  to  the  Colony  is  forfeited  and  the  return  fare  is  not  paid  by  Government. 
But  if  the  engagement  is  fulfilled,  Government  pays  the  passage  money  in 
both  directions. 

(5)  The  salaries  paid  to  assistants  in  elementary  schools  are  from  £100 
to  £200  a  year.  To  head  teachers  or  elementary  schools  and  to  the  assistants 
in  higher  schools  from  £200  to  £400  a  year,  and  to  heads  of  higher  schools 
and  inspectors  from  £400  t'^  £600.  There  are  a  few  posts  carrying  larger 
salaries  but  these  may  for  practical  purposes  be  disregarded.  For  the  sake  of 
comparison  the  salaries  paid  by  the  leading  banks  to  their  junior  clerks  are 
here  stated :  If  sent  for  service  up  country,  they  begin  at  salaries  of  £250  a 
year,  and  are  provided  with  quarters  when  this  is  possible,  otherwise  no  allow- 
ance is  made  for  lodging. 
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(<»)  The  medium  of  instruction  in  schook  is  English  but  it  is  expected 
that  all  teachers  (except  those  in  Johannesburg)  will  learn  to  speak  the  '^taal" 
or  colloquial  Dutch  of  S.  A.  Bible  instruction  is  given  to  Cape  Dutch  children 
in  Dutch,  but,  as  there  will  always  be  plenty  of  junior  assistants  able  to  speak 
Dutch,  no  such  accur&te  knowledge  of  the  language,  as  is  required  for  this 
purpose,  is  necessary  on  the  part  of  those  who  come  from  the  United  Kingdom 
or  the  Colonies. 

(7)  It  ia  expected  that  all  teachers  who  do  not  belong  to  the  higher  rank 
will  endeavor  to  raise  their  scholastic  and  professional  qualifications  and  the 
department  will  endeavor  to  offer  them  tbe  opportunity  of  attendance  at  courses 
at  one  or  other  of  the  Normal  Colleges  for  this  purpose. 

(8  It  is  considered  of  the  utmost  importance  that  teachers  should  not  be 
of  adyanced  years. 

Teachers  wishing  to  make  application  for  positions  in  the  new  Colonies 
should  address  their  letters  to  **The  Director  of  Education,  Pretoria,  South 
Africa," 

THE  INSPECTORS'  REPORTS: 

The  details  given  in  the  Reports  of  the  Inspectors  will  be  read  with 
interest  by  all  acquainted  with  the  localities  mentioned.  Taken  as  a  whole 
they  afford  encouragement,  but  at  the  same  time  they  reveal  the  difficulties 
and  obetacles  which  are  constantly  encountered  by  those  who  are  working  for 
the  best  educational  interests  of  the  country.  The  inertia  of  ignorance  is  hard 
to  be  overcome.  It  requires  more  enlightenment  and  unselfishness  than  ara 
found  in  many  communities  to  induce  the  people  to  tax  themselves  for  their 
own  benefit  or  that  of  their  children,  and  more  intelligence  than  many  local 
school  boards  po^ess  to  manage  wisely  the  business  of  the  schools.  But  it  is 
satisfactory  to  note  progress  in  many  places  which  only  a  few  years  ago  gave 
little  indication  of  interest  in  education. 

As  in  former  years,  most  of  the  Inspectors  have  found  themselves  unable 

to  complete  the  work  assigned  them  by  the  School  Law  and  Regulations.     In 

July  last  Inspector  Steeves  found  it  necessary  to  apply  for  leave  of  absence  for 

some  months  on  account  of  impaired  health.     I  am  glad  to  say  that  he  is  so  far 

recovered  as  to  be  able  to  resume  his  duties  with  his  accustomed  energy  and 

ty.     In  September  last  the  Board  of  Education,  in  view  of  the  necessities 

le  work,  appointed  an  additional  Inspector,  Mr.  Jean  Flavien  Doucet,  who 

Qualified  himself  for  the  position  by  his  experience  of  several  years  as  a 
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STiccessful  teacher  in  the  Public  Schools,  aud  by  passing  the  prescribed 
examinations  for  Grammar  School  Li  ense.  It  is  intended  that  Mr.  Doncet  shalU 
so  far  as  practicable,  inspect  the  schooL-j  in  the  Counties  of  Madawaska  and 
Gloucester,  and  as  many  of  the  other  schools  in  the  French-speaking  districts 
of  Northumberland  and  Kent  as  nis  time  will  permit.  This  renders  necessary 
a  re-distribution  of  the  work  of  the  other  Inspectors.  The  definite  boundaries 
of  the  several  Inspectorates,  as  re-arranged,  will  be  announced  at  an  eaily  date. 

REPORTS  OF  SCHOOL  BOARDS  IN  CITIES  AND  INCORPORATED  TOWNS.. 

On  account  of  the  change  in  the  beginning  of  the  school  year,  I  gave  notice 
some  months  ago  to  the  secretaries  of  the  city  and  town  school  boards  that  they 
need  not  report  for  more  than  the  interim  term  ended  June  30.  1901,  so  that 
their  reports  hereafter  may  be  for  the  school  year  beginning  and  ending  at  mid- 
summer. 

In  addition  to  the  usual  statistics,  which  indicate  in  general  satisfactory 
progress,  I  beg  to  call  attention  to  a  few  facts  of  more  than  ordinary  educational 
interest. 

Among  the  prizes  to  be  given  hereafter  in  the  Fredericton  Grammar 
School  will  be  a  handsome  silver  medal  displaying  the  profile  of  the  late 
chairman  of  the  School  Board,  George  E.  Courlthard,  Esq  ,  M.  D.,  who  for 
many  years  took  an  active  part  in  the  management  and  welfare  of  thtj  city 
schools  and  of  the  Provincial  University.  The  medal  is  the  gift  of  Mrs. 
Coulthard.     It  wus  won  this  year  by  Miss  Turner,  of  Gibson. 

The  St.  John  School  Board  has  continued  the  work  of  providing  pr-^per 
school  accommodation  for  all  parts  of  the  city.  A  noble  building  on  the  West 
Side,  to  be  known  as  the  La  Tour  School,  is  now  nearing  completion,  and  will 
be  ready  for  use  at  the  beginning  of  the  next  term.  Ground  has  also  been 
purchased  ''or  the  erection  of  a  new  building  for  the  children  now  attending  the 
Elm  Street  School.  The  estimated  value  of  the  school  property  in  the  city  of 
Saint  John,  is  about  $350,000,  on  which  the  Board  carries  insurance  to  the 
amount  of  $205,730. 

In  Moncton,  the  School  Board  has  wisely  made  provision  for  a  suitable 
play  ground  for  the  Victoria  School.  A  block  of  land  230x181  feet  adjacent 
to  the  building  has  been  purchased  for  $2,000. 

At  St.  Stephen  the  graduating  exercises  of  the  High  School  were  of  moi 
than  ordinary  interest.  Fully  1,000  people  were  in  attendance.  A  pup 
of  this  school  made    the     highest     average    of    the     candidates    from     th 
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Maritime   Provinces,   at   the   entrauce   examinations   of  the   Royal  Military 
College  at  Kingston. 

The  Milltown  Schools  maintain  their  reputation  for  efficiency.  They  have 
long  had  the  distinction  of  making  a  very  high  average  of  attendance. 

The  educational  event  of  greatest  importance  to  the  eastern  part  of  the 
province  has  been  the  conapletion  and  opening  of  the  fine  building  for  the 
Northumberland  County  Grammar  School  at  Chatham, 

This  building  was  formally  opened  on  Jan.  6th,  by  interesting  exercises. 
Addresses  were  made  by  the  Chgirman  of  the  School  Board,  Mayor  W.  B, 
SnowbaU  and  by  the  Hon.  J.  P.  Burchell,  M.  P.  P.,  C.  E.  Fish,  Esq.,  tL  P.  P. 
Rev.  Father  McLauchlin,  Rev.  Canon  Forsyth,  Rev.  W.  C.  Matthews,  His 
Honor  Judge  Wilkinson,  Trustee  J.  L.  Stewart,  and  the  Principal  Dr.  Philip 
Cox. 

The  building  is  103x76  J  feet,  three  stories  above  the  basement.  The  walls 
are  of  rock-face,  broken  ashler  sandstone  with  cut  trimmings  ;  roof,  slate  and 
gravel,  with  galvanized  iron  cornice,  and  lead  hip-rods,  flashings,  gutters,  etc., 
and  iron  cresting. 

The  three  main  entrance  sections  project  four  feet  beyond  the  general  line 
of  the  walls  and  run  up  the  f^uU  height  of  them.  That  in  the  front  is  35  feet 
4  inches  wide,  and  those  at  the  ends,  18  feet  wide.'  They  are  arched  and 
pillared,  reached  by  stone  steps,  and  vestibuled.  The  heavy  plate  glass  with 
which  the  double  doors  of  all  are  fitted  give  the  visitor  an  idea  of  the  substantial 
character  of  the  materials  used  in  the  building  and  the  class  to  which  the  work 
belongs. 

The  interior  is  well  planned.  Nine  spacious  class  rooms  with  an  assembly 
hall,  cloak  rooms,  teachers'  closets,  etc.,  will  afford  ample  accommodation  for 
45U  pupils.  The  hall  ways  are  wide  and  airy,  the  floors  and  stairs  are  all  of 
native  hardwood  finished  in  natural  colors.  The  sanitary  arrangements  and 
the  methods  of  heating,  lighting,  ventilation,  etc.,  are  all  in  eccordance  with  the 
most  modern  ideas.     The  cost  of  the  building  has  been  something  over  $40,000. 

THE   SCHOOLS   FOR   DEA.F   MUTES   AND    FOR   THE    BLIND. 

The  reports  from  these  institutions  are  so  full  tha:  I  do  not  think  it  necessary 
in  this  place  to  say  more  than  to  direct  attention  to  the  statements  of  the 
Drincipals  and  the  boards  of  directors.  The  eminently  practical  work  done  at 
School  for  the  Blind  is  of  special  importance.  To  prepare  those  deprived 
ght  to  earn  their  own  living  and  to  become  active  and  productive  members 
^dustrial  society  instead  of  becoming  a  charge  upou  the  beuevoleuce  of 
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others,  is  a  work  which  must  commend  itself  to  every  thoughtful  citizen.  In 
a  recent  lettf  r  the  PTincipal,  Dr.  C.  E.  Fraser,  says :  "  We  have  opened  a 
department  for  manufacturing  books  in  raised  print.  Tnese  books  are  most 
advantageous  to  our  pupils.  We  are  looking  forward  to  training  some  of  our 
pupils  as  masseurs,  and  now  have  one  of  our  graduates  in  London,  G.  B.,  for 
the  purpose  of  qualifying  herself  as  an  instructor.  This  department  will  be 
particularly  useful  to  those  boys  and  girls  who  are  not  musical." 

teachers'  institutes  and  the  summer  school  of  science. 

In  Appendix  E  will  be  found  an  outline  of  the  proceedings  of  these 
•interesting  conventions  of  teachers.  The  Summer  School  of  Science  of  the 
Atlantic  Provinces  has  been  growing  rapidly  during  the  last  few  years  not 
only  in  membership,  but  in  importance  as  one  of  the  most  effective  organiza- 
tions for  enabling  teachers  during  their  summer  vacation  to  make  themselves 
better  acquainted  with  certain  subjects  they  are  called  upon  to  teach,  and 
especially  to  keep  abreast  with  the  advancement  of  Natural  History*  and 
Science.  It  is  found  that  the  teachers  who  attend  the  Summer  School  return 
to  their  work  with  increased  enthusiasm  and  zeal ;  and  their  pupils  thus  gain 
i;he  benefit. 

The  legislature  of  each  of  the  three  Atlantic  Provinces  makes  an  annual  - 
rgrant  towards  the  expenses  of  the  school.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  it  met  last 
year  at  Lunenburg,  N.  S.,  the  Government  of  that  Province  contributed  $200i 
while  the  other  Provinces  gave  $100  each.  N"ova  Scotia  and  Prince  Edward 
Island  grant  also  to  their  teachers  who  attend  an  additional  vacation  of  one 
week.  I  would  be  glad  to  see  the  same  privilege,  or  its  equivalent  in  some 
other  form,  granted  to  New  Brunswick  teachers. 

The  Summer  School  will  meet  the  last  week  in  July  and  the  first  week  in 
August,  1902,  at  St.  Stephen,  under  the  presidency  of  Professor  L.  W.  Bailey, 
•of  the  University  of  New  Brunswith.  The  citizens  of  St.  Stephen  and  Mill- 
town,  with  their  accustomed  hospitality  towards  teachers,  are  making  special 
preparations  for  the  rect^ption  of  those  who  attend.  In  view  of  the  meeting  of 
the  Summer  School  at  St.  Stephen,  the  Charlotte  County  Institute  will  not  be 
convened  this  year.  It  is  hoped  that  the  membership  of  the  school  this  year 
will  exceed  that  of  any  former  year. 

The  Provincial  Institute,  which  meets  bi-ennially  is  to  convene  this  year 
at  Fredericton,  on  the  26th  of  June,  and  the  two  days  following.      A  very  in 
leresting  programme  has  been  prepared.     Several  prominent  educationists  froi 
lister  provinces  and  from  the  United   States  are  expected  to  take  part  in  th 
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proceedings.  The  University  Library,  Museum  and  Science  building  will  be 
open  for  the  inspection  of  visitors.  It  is  hoped  that  a  very  large  number  of 
our  teachers  will  enrol  as  members  of  the  institute. 

Manual  and  Agricultural  Instruction  in  the  Public  Schools. 

The  lively  and  sympathetic  interest  with  which  the  people  of  Canada  have 
watched  the  movement  initiated  by  the  generosity  of  Sir  William  Macdonald 
and  organized  by  Professor  J.  W.  Robertson  to  make  Manual  Training  a  pirt 
of  the  Public  School  Course  in  every  Province  of  the  Dominion,  justifies  me  in 
giving  more  space  than  usual  in  this  report  to  what  has  been  accomplished  in 
this  direction  and  what  is  proposed  for  the  future. 

During  my  visit  to  England,  in  September  last,  I  took  the  opportunity  of 
making  inquiries  in  regard  to  the  progress  of  Manual  Training  under  the 
direction  of  the  School  Boards,  and  of  spending  a  day  in  one  of  the  largest 
central  schools  in  London  watching  the  boys  at  work,  examining  the  finished 
articles  they  had  made,  and  having  the  system  explained  to  me  by  the 
Superintendent 

Manual  Training  in  a  few  of  the  Primary  Schools  was  begun  in  London  in 
1886.  It  was  found  so  useful  and  acceptable  that  it  rapidly  extended.  In 
1890  it  was  formally  recognized  by  the  English  Education  Department  as  a. 
school  subject,  and  the  funds  of  the  London  School  Board  were  thus  made  avail- 
able for  its  support.  In  the  same  year  Parliament  provided  liberal  grants  from 
the  Imperial  Exchequer,  for  its  extension  throughout  the  Kingdom.  At  that 
time  the  system  had  been  introduced  into  less  than  50  schools.  In  1900  the 
Work  had  grown  to  such  an  extent  that  provision  had  been  made  in  Manual 
Training  centres  for  the  instruction  in  this  system  of  the  boys  of  about  5,000 
schools. 

In  1897,  a  Royal  Commission  was  appointed  to  determine  how  far,  and  in 
what  form  Manual  Instruction  should  be  included  in  the  work  of  the  Primary 
Schools  in  Ireland  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  National  Education. 
After  a  thorough  investigation  and  study  of  the  subject  in  England,  Scotland, 
Germany,  France,  Switzerland  and  Holland,  the  Commissioners  made  a  most 
interesting  and  instructive  report.  A  copy  of  their  last  report  is  before  me 
from  which  I  make  the' following  extracts : 

"We  may  at  once   express   our  strong  conviction  that  Manual  and  Practical  Instruction 

<  io  be  introduced,  as  far  as  possible,  into  all  schools  where  it  does  not  at  present  exist, 

i       iiat,  in  those  schools  where  it  does  exist,  it  ought  to  be'largely  developed  and  extended. 

re  satisfied  that  such  a  change  will  not  involve  any  detriment  to  the  literary  education  of 

ipils,  while  it  will  contribute  largely  to  develop  their  facuhies,   to  quicken  their  intelli- 

-nd  to  Tit  them  better  for  their  work  in  life." 
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The  reasons  assigned  by  the  Commissioners  for  their  conclusions  are  thus 
summed  up : 

I.  **  First,  then  there  are  reasons  founded  on  educationsl  principles.  The  present  system 
which  consists  largely  in  the  study  of  books,  is  one-sided  in  its  character  ,  and  it  leaves  some 
of  the  most  useful  faculties  of  the  mind  absolutely  untrained.  We  think  it  important  that 
-children  should  be  taught  not.  merely  to  take  in  knowledge  from  books,  but  to  observe  with 
intelligence  the  material  world  around  them  ;  that  they  should  be  trained  in  habits  of  correct 
reasoning  on  the  facts  obser\'ed;  and  that  they  should  even  at  school  acquire  some  skill  in  the 
use  of  hand  and  eye  to  execute  the  conceptions  of  the  brain.  Such  a  training  we  regard  as 
valuable  to  all,  but  especially  valuable  to  those  whose  lives  are  to  be  mainly  devoted  to^ 
industrial  arts  and  occupations.  The  great  bulk  of  the  pupils  attending  primary  schools 
under  the  National  Board  will  have  to  earn  their  bread  by  the  work  of  their  hands;  it  is  there- 
fore important  that  they  should  be  trained,  from  the  beginning,  to  use  their  hands  with 
dexterity  and  intelligence." 

2.  "  Next,  we  have  the  practical  experience  of  those  schools  in  England,  Scotland,  and 
on  the  continent  of  Europe,  in  which  such  a  system  as  we  recommend  has  been  already  in- 
troduced and  tested.  The  evidence  we  have  received  on  this  point,  is  absolutely  unanimous 
and,  as  we  think,  entirely  conclusive.  We  have  been  told,  over  and  over  again«  that  the 
introduction  of  manual  and  practical  training  has  contributed  greatly  to  stimulate  the  intelli- 
gence of  the  pupils,  to  increase  their  interest  in  school  work,  and  to  make  school  life  generally 
brighter  and  more  pleasant.  As  n  consequence  the  school  attendance  is  improved  ;  the 
children  remain  at  school  to  a  more  advanced  age  ;  and  much  time  is  gained  for  the  purpose 
of  education. 

**We  inquired  particularly  whether  the  literary  side  of  school  studies — reading,  writing, 
arithmetic,  grammar,  and  geography — had  suffered  any  loss  by  the  change  ;  and  the  answer 
was  uniform,  that  no  such  loss  had  been  observed.  In  some  cases  we  were  assured  that  the 
literary  studies  had  been  positively  improved  by  the  introduction  of  manual  training.  This 
result  was  accounted  for,  partly  by  the  increased  intelligence  of  the  children,  partly  by  the 
constant  change  and  variety  of  their  occupations, — many  of  the  most  useful  exercises  being- 
only  a  kind  of  organized  play,  and  partly  by  their  increased  interest  in  their  work. 

**  We  regard  it  also  as  a  very  significant  testimony  to  the  value  of  manual  training,  that 
wherever  it  has  once  been  introduced,  it  has,  with  hardly  an  exception,  been  continued  and 
extended.     There  has  been   practically  no  disposition  to  go  back  to  the  old  system,  which 
made  primary  education  almost  exclusively  literary  in  its  character;  and  after  an  experience 
extending  over  some  years,  there  is  a  general  concensus  of  managers  of  schools,  inspectors, 
and  parents,  that   the  value  of  primary  education  has  been  greatly  enhanced  by  the  change," 
3.     "  Lastly,    there    is   a    consideration    of  a    practical   character,    which   seems   to   us 
deserving  of  no  little  weight.  A  strong  desire  exists  throughout  this  country,  and  it  is  growing 
stronger  every  day,  for  the  introduction  of  a  general  system  of  Technical  Education.     It  is 
thought  that  a  good  system  of  Technical   Education  would  contribute  largely  towards  the 
development  of  arts  and  industries  in  Ireland  ;  and  in  this  opinion  we  entirely  concur.     But 
the  present  system  of  primary  education  is  so  one-sided  in   its  character  that  it  leaves  the 
pupils  quite  unprepared  for  Technical  Education.     The  clever  boys  trained  in  the  National 
Schools,  if  they  are  disposed  to  seek  for  a  higher  education,  may  pass  with  advantage  int 
Intermediate  Schools  of  the  kind  now  general   in  Ireland  ;  but  they  are  not  fit  to  enter 
Technical  School,  even  it  they  had  such  a  school  at  their  doors.     Now  it  seems  to  us  tfc 
changes  we  recommend  would  go  far  to  remedy  this  defect.     The  system  of  National  Educa 
tion,  modified  as  we  propose,  would  give  an  all-round  training  to  the  faculties  of^  the  childrei 
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and  would  thus  lay  a  solid  foundation  for  any  system  of  hig-her  education  —  literar>', 
scientific  or  technical  —  which  mij^ht  afterwards  be  found  suitable  to'  their  talents  and  their 
circumstances." 

CONCLLSION. 

'*  In  presenting^  this  Repo^  to  your  Excellency,  we  venture  to  express  our  conviction  that, 
if  our  recommendations  be  adopted,  the  system  of  education  carried  out  in  the  Primary  Schools  of 
Ireland  can  be  made,  within  a  few  years,  very  thorough  and  complete.  At  present,  no  doubt, 
it  is  excellent  in  some  respects  ;  but  in  other  respects  it  seems  to  us  seriously  deficient.  In- 
sisting- too  much,  as  it  does,  on  the  study  of  books,  it  leaves  the  faculty  of  observation  and 
other  important  faculties  comparatively  uncultivated  ;  and  it  neglects  almost  entirely  that 
training  of  the  hand  and  eye  which  would  be  so  useful  to  the  children  in  their  after  life,  and 
which  is  now  regarded  both  in  Kngland  and  on  the  Continent  of  Europe  as  an  element  of  great 
Importance  in  primary  education. 

"  The  development  of  Manual  and  Practical  Instruction,  on  tlie  lines  we  have  pointed 
•oui,  will  remedy  these  defects,  and  will  not,  we  are  satisfied,  inHict  any  injury  on  the  literary 
•edncation  which  is  now  given.  It  will  quicken  the  intelligence  of  the  children,  brighten  the 
tone  of  school  life,  and  make  school-work  generally  more  interesting  and  attractive.  With  the 
system  of  National  Education  modified  as  we  propose,  the  children  will  be  taught  not  by  i 
means  of  books,  only,  but  also  by  the  more  simple  and  effective  agency  of  things;  and  they  j 
will  be  better  prepared  for  their  work  in  life,  which,  for  the  great  bulk  of  them,  must 
<n>nsist  mainly  of  manual  occupations. 

**It  is  hardly  necessary  to  say  that  the  changes  we  have  recommended  cannot  be  carried 
out  without  a  considerable  expenditure  of  money.  But  we  feel  confident  that  the  State, 
which  so  larj^ely  maintains  and  controls  the  system  of  National  Education  in  Ireland,  will  not 
hesitate  to  provide  the  necessary  funds  for  improving  that  system  within  reasonable  limits. 
The  projfress  of  the  people  in  wealth  and  material  prosperity  must  largely  depend  on  the 
education  i^iven  in  the  primary  schools  ;  and  to  make  that  education  thoroughly  effieient  and 
fit  for  its  purpose  is  a  task,  we  submit,  which  may  well  be  undertaken,  in  the  highest  interests 
•of  the  State,  whatever  the  necessary  cost  may  be." 

In  reference  to  the  teaching  of  agricalture  in  the  schools  the  CJommisaioners 
say :  • 

**We  do  not  think  that  agriculture  as  an  art,  that  is  to  say  practical  farming,  is  a  subject 
that  properly  belongs  to  elementary  education.  At  present  the  study  of  what  is  called  the 
theory  of  agriculture  is  compulsory  for  boys  in  all  rural  schools,  and  is  highly  encouraged  by 
fees.  But  our  enquiry  has  shown  that  this  study  consists,  for  the  most  part,  in  committing  a 
text-book  to  memory  ;  and  we  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  it  has  little  educational  or 
practical  value.  We  recommend  instead  that  the  course  of  Elementary  Science  to  be  taught 
in  rural  schools  should  be  so  framed  as  to  illustrate  the  more  simple  scientific  principles  that 
underlie  the  art  and  industry  of  agriculture.  We  also  recommend  the  maintenance  anj 
extension  of  school  gardens,  as  a  means  by  which  these  scientific  principles  may  be  illustrated 
and  nrnde  interesting  to  the  pupils." 

The  reasons  assigned  by  the  Royal  Commissioners  for  the  iotroduction  of 
nual  and  Practical  instruction  as  part  of  the  public  school  course  in  Ireland 
>ly  with  equal,  if  not  greater  force,  to  the  conditions  obtaining  in  New 
answick.     The  difficulties  to  be  overcome  in  grafting  these  new   methods 
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into  the  stem  of  the  system  of  public  instruction  as  now  established  cannot  be 
greater  than  those  which  weje  successfully  grappled  with  in  the  older  lands. 

We  Ijiave  as  object  lessons  Macdonald  Manual  Training  Schools  in  success- 
ful operation  in  Ottawa,  Brockville  and  Toronto,  Ontario;  in  Montreal, 
Waterloo,  Knowlton  and  Bedford,  Quebec;  in  Winnipe'g,  Manitoba;  in  Begina 
and  Calgary,  N.  W.  Territories ;  in  Victoria  and  Vancouver,  British  Columbia; 
in  Trur#,  Nova  Scotia,  where  there  is  also  a  special  Training  School  for  teachers; 
in  Charlottetown  and  Summerside,  P.  E.  Island;  and  in  Fredericton,  New 
Brunswick.  All  these  have  been  established  and  maintained  up  to  this  time 
without  any  expense  to  the  several  Provinces  other  than  providing  the  rooms 
in  which  the  schools  are  severally  located. 

For  information  as  to  the  work  of  the  New  Brunswick  Manual  Training 
School  I  direct  attention  to  the  Report  of  Principal  MacCredie,  found  in 
Appendix  E. 

But  the  munificence  of  Sir  William  Macdonald  has  not  yet  been  exhausted. 
He  proposes  for  the  Rural  Schools  a  plan  even  more  comprehensive  than  that 
already  instituted  for  towns  and  cities.  This  plan  has  been  submitted  for  the 
consideration  of  the  educational  authorities  in  the  several  provinces.  I  under- 
stand  that  the  plan  herewith  submitted  is  open  to  such  changes  or  modifications 
as  observation  or  experience  might  suggest  for  the  purpose  of  adapting  it  to 
the  conditions  of  the  rural  communities  in  each  province. 

MEMORANDUM    OF    A    PLAN    PROPOSED    FOR    THE    IMPROVEMENT    OF    EDUCATION    AT 
RURAL    SCHOOLS  ;     AND    FOR    THE    ESTABLISHMENT    OF   COURSES    OF    INSTRUCTION 
AND    TRAINING  IN  DOMESTIC    ECONOMY  OR    HOUSEHOLD    SCIENCE    AT   THE    ONTARIO- 
AGRICULTURAL  COLLEGE.  • 

Having  respect  to  the  well  known  sayings,  "Seeing  is  believing"  and, 
"  We  learn  by  doing,"  the  plan  which  Sir  William  C.  Macdonald  offers  as  one 
desirable  to  carry  out  is  presented  in  four  parts  —  three  under  the  Division  of 
Nature  Study,  and  the  fourth  under  the  Division  of  Domestic  Economy  or 
Household  Science. 

PART    I. — THE    CONSOLIDATION    OF    RURAL    SCHOOLS. 

Part  1  of  the  plan  is  intended  to  give  object  lessons  of  improvements  in 
education  from  the  consolidation  of  five,  six  or  more  small  rural  schools  into 
one  central  graded  school,  with  a  School  (larden  and  a  Manual  Training  room 
as  part  of  its  equipment. 

It  is  proposed  to  of!'er  financial  assistance  to  one  locality  in  Ontario  and 
one  locality  in  each  of  the  Provinces  of  Quebec,  New  Brunswick,  Nova  Scotia 
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and  Prince  Edward  Island,  to  induce  the  people  to  undertake  and  carry  on 
object  lessons  of  improvements  in  education,  with  School  Gardens  and  Mmnal 
Training,  all  under  the  control  of  the  regularl3'^-constituted  educational 
authorities. 

Notes  on  Part  1. 

{a)  In  our  educational  progress  not  much  has  been  done  for  the  girls  and 
boys  in  rural  schools  compared  with  what  has  been  given  to  and  made  possible 
for  the  children  in  towns  and  cities.  The  difficulties  which  have  hindered 
progress  are  said  to  have  been:  Want  of  money,  the  fact  that  the  time  table 
was  already  too  full,  and  the  fact  that  teachers  are  not  properly  qualified  to 
take  up  better.mothods. 

(6)  In  some  districts  the  area  for  the  rural  school  is  »o  small  that  the 
lack  of  funds  and  the  isolation  of  school  authorities  cause  them  to  let  educa- 
tional matters  drift  into  weakness  and  inefficiency.  If  in  some  district  an 
object  lesson  could  be  given  of  the  consolidation  of  five,  six  or  more  weak  rural 
schools  into  one  well-appointed  ami  well-sustained  central  school,  that  might 
lead  to  general  improvement. 

(c)  In  some  of  the  United  States  the  consolidation  of  rural  schools  has 
already  been  carried  out  to  a-  considerable  extent  with  very  great  gain  in  the 
quality  of  the  education  given  in  tlie  locality,  and  in  most  cas3s  with  no  increase 
of  cost  to  the  ratepayers. 

It  has  not  been  difficult  in  Canada  to  arrange  routes  for  the  collecting  of 
milk  or  cream  to  one  central  place ;  it  would  not  be  more  difficult  to  arrange 
for  the  collection  of  children  on  various  routes  to  one  central  school ;  and 
certainly  the  children  of  a  neighborhood  are  best  worth  the  care,  thought  and 
spending  of  anything  in  the  locality. 

PART  2.  —  GROUPS  OF  RURAL  SCHOOLS  WITH  A  TRAVELLING  LNSTRl'CTOR  FOR 

EACH  GROUP. 

Part  2  of  the  plan  is  for  the  purpose  of  giving  object  lessons  of  the  value 
of  School  Gardens  and  Nature  Studies',  at  individual  rural  schools,  as  a 
port  of  general  education,  to  be  begun  by  means  of  a  travelling  instructor,  who 
would  visit  and  spend  one-half  day  per  week  with  the  children  and  teacher  at 
each  school  of  a  group,  for  a  term  of  three  years,  or  until  a  considerable 
-jer  of  suitably  trained  and  qualified  teachers  would  be  available  to  carry 
""-sh  work  themselves  at  rural  schools. 

t  is  proposed  to  offer  financial  assistance  to  one  group  of  ten  or  fewer 
*"  '"'1  one  locality  in  Ontario,  and  to  one  group  in  each  of  the  Provinces  of 
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Quebec,  New  Brunswick,  Nova  Scotia  and  Prince  Edward  Island,  to  enable  the 
people  to  provide  School  Gardens,  and  to  undertake  and  carry  on  object  lessons 
and  experiments  with  improvements  in  education,  all  under  the  control  of  the 
regularly  constituted  educational  authorities. 
Notes  on  Fart  2. 

(a)  A  group  of  ten,  or  fewer,  rural  schools  in  some  locality  should  be 
chosen  in  which  to  give  an  object  lesson  or  illustration  of  this  better  education. 
If  a  competent  travelling  instructor  were  engaged  to  spend  half  a  day  of  every 
week  at  each  of  these  schools,  he  would  be  able  to  train  teachers  and  children 
into  methods  of  Nature  Study.  The  travelling  instructor  would  be  a  specialist 
in  Nature  Study  and  Nature  Knowledge,  as  well  as  a  good  teacher  in  the 
subjects  which  have  been  common  in  the  schools  in  the  past. 

(6)  It  would  certainly  be  of  great  benefit  to  the  children  at*any  rural 
school  if  a  School  Garden  containing  plots  for  every  child  above  the  age  of 
eight  or  nine  years  could  be  provided.  Those  plots  would  be  used  (like  slates 
of  large  size)  to  put  "things"  on,  to  be  rubtied  off*  when  they  had  served 
their  educational  purpose.  The  gardens  could  be  used,  as  they  are  at  a  few 
chools  in  England,  and  as  they  are  at  many  schools  on  the  continent  of 
Europe,  for  the  training  of  children  to  habits  of  close  observation,  of  thought- 
fulness,  and  of  carefulness. 

(c)  If  one  may  mention  a  method  which  woiild  seem  to  include  the  best, 
it  would  be  that  of  tracing  results  back  to  their  causes  until  that  habit  of  mind 
is  formed  in  the  children.  When  a  child  does  anything  with  its  own  hands, 
such  as  planting  a  seed,  pulling  up  a  plant,  making  examination  of  the  changes 
which  have  taken  place  during  its  growth,  making  a  drawiug  of  it,  mounting 
it  and  putting  its  name  on  it,  he  receives  impressions  by  the  sense  of  touch,  he 
sees,  he  hears  the  noise  of  the  movements  he  makes,  and  he  smells  the  soil  and 
the  part  of  the  plant  with  which  he  is  dealing.  Those  impresssons  are  definite 
and  lasting ;  they  add  to  the  sum  of  sensuous  knowledge ;  they  prepare  for 
the  perception  of  logical  knowledge,  in  a  common  sense  way. 

{d)  For  instance,  if  a  child  should  plant  ten  grains  of  wheat  in  a  row,  ten 
grains  of  Indian  com  in  another  row,  ten  sets  of  potatoes  in  another  row,  and 
ten  clover  seeds  in  another  row ;  if  he  should  pull  up  one  each  of  these  plants 
every  week,  and  find  out  for  himself,  under  the  guidance  of  a  competent 
teacher,  what  had  taken  place  in  the  meantime ;  if,  further,  he  should  make 
drawings  of  the  plants  and  a  written  statement  of  the  progress  of  growth,  as  he 
was  able  to  pbserve  it,  from  week  to  week,  such  a  course,  occupying  only  half 
a  day   per   week,  would   certainly    give   a  boy   or    girl  a  great  amount  of 
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exceedingly  useful  information,  and  also  habits  of  investigation,  obiervation, 
comparison  and  thoughtfulness,  which  are  immensely  desirable.  These  would 
quicken  the  intelligence  of  the  children,  and  lead  them  to  have  both  desire  and 
capacity  for  living  happily  amid  rural  surroundings. 

{e)  Trogress  in  agricultural  education  would  be  made  by  starting  Evening 
Continuation  Classes  in  the  rural  districts  in  connection  with  those  groups  of 
schools,  or  in  connection  with  the  consolidated  schools  mentioned  under  P^rt  1. 
These  would  provide  the  true  solution  for  education  iu  agriculture  and  horti- 
culture of  youths  in  the  country  at  the  ages  from  fourteen  to  eighteen.  One  or 
two  central  schools  of  each  of  these  groups  might  be  chosen  for  Evening  Con- 
tinuation Classes.  At  these,  what  the  young  lad,  working  on  the  farm,  saw 
during  the  day  with  his  uninstructed  eye,  could  be  explained  to  him  in  such  a 
way  as  to  awaken  a  new  interest  in  his  work,  and  greatly  increase  his  ability 
for  enjoying  it  and  carrying  it  on  well. 

PxRT  3. — Special  Courses  of  Instruction  and  Training  for  Teachers  of 

Rural  Schools. 

• 

Part  3  of  the  Plan  has  for  its  object  to  assist  in  providing  short  courses  of 
instruction  and  training  for  teachers  for  rural  schools,  who  desire  to  qualify 
themselves  in  these  newer  subjects  and  methods  of  education. 

It  is  proposed  to  offer  to  the  Province  of  Ontario  at  the  Ontario  Agricul- 
tural College  at  Guelph,  a  gift  of  a  building,  including  a  Nature  Study  plant- 
growing  house,  and  such  equipment  as  inay  be  required,  in  addition  to  what  is 
there  at  present,  for  the  accommodation  of  teachers  while  taking  short  courses 
in  Nature  Study  for  rural  schools. 
Notes  on  Part  3. 

(a)  To  make  possible  such  additions  and  changes  in  rural  schools  as  have 
been  indicated,  and  to  let  them  be  capable  of  anything  like  general  adoption 
and  extension,  there  is  need  for  further  preparation  of  the  teachers.  No  doubt 
teachers  in  Canada  would  be  willing  to  qualify  themselves  for  this  better  sort 
of  work,  if  an  opportunity  were  provided.  It  seems  desirable  and  practical  to 
give  such  teachers  the  opportunity  which  they  need. 

(6)  At  several  places  in  England  in  1901,  short  courses  of  instruction 
and  training  in  methods  were  provided  for  periods  of  only  three  weeks,  with 

expectation  of  doing  a  good  deal  towards  qualifying  teachers  to  carry  on 
T  work  in  a  better  way.  In  Canada,  it  might  be  possible  to  arrange  for 
•ses  of  training  for  thirty  teachers  .tt  one  place,  each  course  to  last  for  two 

jree  months.      During  this  course  the  teachers  would   carry  on  'Nature 
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Study  work  as  they  expected  the  children  to  do  it  at  the  school  afterwards* 
A  plant-growing  house  for  Nature  Study  work  would  not  be  so  costly  for 
construction  ani  maintenance  that  it  would  be  a  very  difficult  accommodation 
to  have  for  the  winter  and  spring  months,  when  outdoor  work  would  not  be- 
practicable. 

(c)  If  proviaion  should  be  made  for  a  class  of  about  thirty  teachers  at 
each  short  course,  it  is  hoped  that  the  Government  of  each  Province  concerned 
would  arrange  (by  providing  a  substitute  or  otherwise)  to  enable  approved 
teachers  in  rural  schools  to  take  the  short  course  without  loss  of  situation  or 
loss  of  salary. 

(d)  For  a  period  of  three  years,  at  least  fifteen  teachers  of  rural  schools 
outside  the  Province  of  Ontario  are  to  be  eligible  to  receive  instruction  and 
training  in  each  short  course  without  any  fees. 

(e)  For  the  first  year,  it  is  proposed  to  make,  (1)  an  allowance  at  the  rate 
of  five  cents  per  mile  for  the  actual  distance  from  the  teacher's  school  to  the 
Ontario  Agricultural  College,  to  help  in  meeting  travelling  expenses,  and  (2) 
an  allowance  of  $25.00  to  help  in  meeting  the  expenses  of  board  and  lodging 
to  every  approved  teacher  who  has  taken  a  full  course  satisfactorily. 

Part  4. — Domestic  Economy  or  Household  Science. 

Part  4  of  the  Plan  is  intended  to  assist  in  providing  courses  of  instruction 
and  training  in  Domestic  Economy  or  Household  Science  for  young  women 
from  country  homes,  in  order  that  they  may  have  opportunities  for  acquiring 
practical  and  advanced  education  not  less  suitable  and  helpful  to  them,  than  the 
present  courses  at  the  Ontario  Agricultural  College  are  beneficial  to  young  men» 
who  take  them  with  earn(^stness  and  cheerfulness. 

It  is  proposed  to  offer  to  the  Province  of  Ontario  at  the  Ontario  Agricul- 
tural College  at  Guelph,  (1)  a  residence  building  to  accommodate  not  less  than 
100  female  students  and  teacher-students,  daughters  of  farmers  and  others,  and 
(2)  class  rooms,  kitchen  laboratories  and  other  equipment  nec<3ssary  for  courses 
of  instruction  and  training  in  Domestic  Economy  or  Household  Science. 
No  '68  on  Part  4. 

(a)  Suitable  courses  (long  and  short)  which  would  include  iucitruction 
and  training  in  dairying,  poultry-keeping,  bee-keeping,  fruit-growing  and  general 
gardening  with  particular  attention  to  the  cultivation  of  vegetables  and  flowerp' 
would  be  highly  valuable  to  the  young  women  who  were  able  to  take  them 
and  through  their  influence  would  be  of  far-reaching  benefit  to  the  rura" 
schools,  and  the  rural  population  generally. 
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(&)    Special   regard  might  be   given  tn  properly  arranged  lessons  and 
exercises, — 

(1)  in  the  selection,  preparation  and  solving  of  foods  in  the  most  nourish- 
ing,  wholesome,  appetising,  and  economical  manner ; 

(2)  in  sewing,  dressmaking,  and  the  simpler  forms  of  household  art  and 
decoration;  and, 

(3)  in  the  care  and  cleansing  of  rooms,  fabrics,  sinks,  etc. ; 

All  to  the  end  that  the  pupils  might  know  the  relation  of  those  things  t« 
health  and  comfort,  and  might  observe  those  methods  and  practices  which  make 
for  good-living  in  simple,  clean,  well-kept  and  beautiful  homes  in  the  country. 
'  I  cordially  commend  the  plan  above  outlined  as  worthy  of  the  grateful 
recognition  and  co-operation  of  the  government  and  legislature  of  New  Bruns- 
wick. The  generous  promoters  of  this  new  departure  ask  nothing  for  the 
present  but  to  be  allowed  the  opportunity  to  test  the  merits  of  their  plan. 
There  is  of  coursiJ  implied  in  its  acceptance  by  the  educational  authorities  a 
moral  obligation  to  render  every  needed  assistance,  and  to  afford  every  reason- 
able facility  for  the  selection  of  a  locality  for  the  proposed  Model  School  where 
it  will  have  the  best  chances  for  success ;  and  there  is  further  implied  on  the 
part  of  the  Executive  Government  and  Legislative  Assembly  the  obligations  to 
mamtain  and  extend  the  system  when  its  feasibility  and  usefulness  have  been 
clearly  demonstrated  by  a  fair  trial. 

The  important  problem  of  the  consolidation  of  country  schools  is  involved 
in  the  proposed  scheme.  Up  to  this  date,  the  people  in  the  small  districts, 
with  few  exceptions,  have  persistently  declined  to  unite  with  adjacent  districts 
for  the  establishment  of  a  central  school  to  which  the  children  of  two  or  more 
districts  might  be  conveyed.  There  are,  without  doubt,  many  localities  in 
which  such  a  union  would  be  impracticable ;  but  there  are  scores,  if  not  hundreds 
of  districts  in  which  the  centralization  of  the  schools  would  not  only  lead  to 
the  maintenance  of  much  better  schools,  with  more  regular  attendance ;  but 
would  also  reduce  the  educational  expenditure.  The  conditions  in  many  parts 
of  New  Brunswick  do  not  materially  differ  from  those  of  other  states  and 
countries  in  which  this  system  has  been  successfully  introduced. 

In  my  opinion  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  it  will  become  the  duty  of 
the  Board  of  Educatiou,  either  under  the  existing  law,  or  under  a  more  stringent 
which  the  legislature  may  be  called  upon  to  enact,  to  re-adjust  the  whole 
'm  of  school  districts  as  they  exist  at  present  with  a  view  of  reducing  their 
3er  and  enlarging  their  area.  In  the  meantime,  if  the  centralization  of 
^1  proposed  by  Sir  William  Macdonald's  plan  be  carried  into  effect,  an 
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object  lesson  as  to  the  advantages  of  consolidation  will  aid  in  removing  pre- 
judices and  demonstrating  the  practicability  of  union  in  other  places. 

As  to  the  Macdonald  Manual  Training  School  now  in  operation  at 
Predericton,  it  must  ni>t  be  forgotten  that  two  of  the  three  years  during  which 
the  expenses  of  its  maintenance  were  to  be  borne  by  its  founder,  have  nearly 
passed.  Shall  it  be  closed  at  the  expiration  of  the  three  years  ?  Or  will  the 
intelligent  School  Board  of  the  City  of  Fredericton 'take  up  the  work  when  Sir 
William  Macdonald  lays  it  down  and  establish  it  on  a  permanent  basis  as  a 
constituent  part  of  the  school  course  in  Fredericton  ?  And  will  the  intelligent 
and  progressive  School  Boards  of  the  Cities  of  St.  John  and  Moncton,  and  of 
the  incorporated  towns  and  populous  centres  from  Restigouche  to  Charlotte  > 
having  become  acquainted  with  the  system  and  having  seen  the  results  of  its 
working  in  Fredericton,  decide  in  their  wisdom  to  establish  and  maintain  one  of 
these  Manual  Training  departments  in  each  of  the  several  distric's  under  their 
respective  administraticns  / 

At  the  present  time  the  system  has  been  introduced  at  the  expense  of  the 
Macdonald  fund  into  two  of  our  country  districts,  without  detriment  in  the 
slightest  degree  to  the  ordinary  work  of  the  schools.  Several  of  our  teachers, 
after  instruction  at  the  Fredericton  school,  are  now  taking  a  six  months*  course 
at  the  Truro  Training  School  to  fit  themselves  more  thoroughly  for  this  work. 
When  the  proposed  Manual  Training  School  shall  be  opened  at  Guelph,  as 
outlined  in  Prof.  Robertson's  plan,  there  is  no  doubt  that  mony  more  of  our 
teachers  will  avail  themselves  of  the  privileges  for  instruction  it  will  afford 
provided  suitable  financial  encouragement  is  offered. 

Frequent  inquiries  have  been  addressed  to  me  as  to  what  may  be  expected 
from  the  Board  of  Education  in  the  way  of  assistance  to  School  Boards  who 
may  decide  to  introduce  the  Manual  Training  work  into  the  schools  under  their 
charge,  and  what  encouragement  and  remuneration  may  be  expected  by  teachers 
who  shall  take  the  time  and  incur  the  expense  of  making  special  preparation 
for  this  work.  These  inquiries  are  reasonable,  and  the  Chief  Superintendent 
should  be  in  a  position  to  answer  them  definitely. 

Recommendations  for  Grants  In  Aid  of  Manual  Training. 

I  recommend,  therefore,  that  at  the  approaching  session  of  the  legislature 
an  iVct  may  be  passed  authorizing  the  Board  of  Education  to  enlarge  its  work 
in  the  direction  indicated  ;  and  to  expend  a  reasonable  amount  for  the  promo- 
tion of  Manual  Training  with  its  associated  branches  in  the  common  schools. 

Among  other  provisions  of  such  Act,  I  venture  to  make  the  followin; 
suggestions  as  to  the  money  grants  to  be  provided  from  the  Provincial  revanuec 
to  aid  in  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  Manual  Training  instruction :

(a)  To  any  Board  of  School  Trustees,  whether  in  city,  town  or  country 
district^  which  shall  provide  suitable  accommodation  in  connection  with  the 
school  or  schools  under  its  jurisdiction  for  instruction  in  Manual  Training} 
there  shall  be  granted  a  sum  not  less  than  one  half  of  the  total  amount 
expended  for  the  necessary  benches^  tools,  material  and  other  equipment 
required. 

(b)  To  any  Licensed  Teadier  who  shall  obtain  from  any  Manual  Training 
School  approved  by  the  Board  of  Education,  a  certificate  of  fitness  to  teach  the 
system,  and  who  shall  in  addition  to  the  other  regular  work  of  the  school  under 
his  charge,  give  instruction  in  Manual  Training  in  accordance  with  Regulations 
to  be  made  by  the  Board  of  Education,  there  shall  be  granted  in  addition  to  the 
Provincial  Grant  provided  for  by  the  "Schools  Act,  1900,"  the  sum  of  fifty 
dollars  per  annum. 

(c)  To  any  Certificated  Teacher  who  may  be  employed  in  cities,  towns  or 
other  populous  districts  to  give  instruction  in  Manual  Training  to  the  pupils  of 
several  schools,  and  who  gives  his  full  time  to  such  instruction  under  the 
direction  of  the  local  School  Board,  and  in  accordance  with  the  Kegulations  of 
the  Board  of  Education,  there  shall  be  granted  a  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars 
per  annum. 

(d)  That  the  provisions  of  Section  6  of  the  "Schools  Act,  1900"  in  refer! 
ence  to  the  travelling  expenses  of  student  teachers  attending  the  Provincial 
Normal  School,  shall  apply  to  New  Brunswick  teachers  who  shall  take  the 
course  at  any  Manual  Training  School  approved  by  the  Board  of  Educationp 
and  who  shall  afterwards  actually  teach  the  system  in  any  New  Brunswick 
school 

Before  closing  my  remarks  on  this  proposed  new  departure,  I  wish  to  say 
a  word  or  two  in  regard  to  the  relation  the  subject  of  Manual  Training,  if 
adopted  as  part  of  our  school  course,  will  hold  to  the  other  subjects  at  present 
taught  in  the  schools.  If  I  thought  its  introduction  would  tend  to  lessen  the 
attention  given  by  either  teacher  or  pupils  to  the  essential  subjects  which  the 
visdom  of  centuries  has  placed  at  the  very  foundation  of  all  sound  education, 
I  would  reject  it  ¥rithout  hesitation.  But  it  is  because  I  am  convinced  that 
the  spending  of  two  or  three  hours  per  week  of  the  child's  school  life  in  training 
his  hand  and  eye,  and  his  intellectual  and  moral  character  through  the  exercise 
of  the  hand  and  eye,  will  quicken  rather  than  weaken  his  interest  in  his  read- 
ing, writing,  arithmetic  and  other  fundamental  studies,  that  I  recommend  with 
i^^^nA^j^QQ  the  adoption  of  the  system.

Sir: — 1  beg  leave  to  submit,  for  the  information  of  His  Honor  the 
Lieutenant  Governor  and  Members  of  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Education, 
my  Annual  Report  on  the  workings  of  the  Provincial  Normal  and  Model 
Schools,  for  the  year  ending  with  June  30th,  1901,  and  to  add  such  sug- 
gestions and  observations  as  may  be  relevant  thereto. 


NORMAL  DEPARTMENT. 

The  enrolment  for  the  year  was  the  smallest  recorded  for  many  years 
past  amounting  only  to  199,  of  which  number  43  were  young  men  and  15G 
young  women.  I  was  led  to  expect  a  falling  off  in  the  attendance  from  the 
fact  that  the  standard  of  age  for  young  women  had  been  raised,  as  well  as  from 
the  further  fact  that  the  standard  of  requirement  for  admission  has  been 
gradually  made  higher.  But  I  feel  satisfied  that  the  output  of  the  school 
made  up  in  quality  what  it  lacked  in  quantity.  We  were  able  on  account  of 
the  comparatively  small  number,  to  give  more  time  to  individual  instruction 
and  especially  so  in  the  professional  work.     This  resulted  in  our  sending  out  a 

J  of  students  which,  though  smaller  in  numbers  than  in  previous  years,  was 

3  fully  prepared  to  take  part  in  the  great  work  of  public  instruction  in  the 

ols  of  the  Province.

^Xhe  average  for  the  ten-year  period  is  273.  The  figures  for  the  current 
year's  enrolment  show  a  rise  to  about  this  average.  At  the  present  writing 
the  number  enrolled  for  1901-2  is  270  Last  yearns  comparatively  small  en- 
rolment was  due  entirely  to  the  causes  stated  above,  and  I  should  now  expect 
an  average  of  from  250  to  270  students  annually  to  be  steadily  maintained  in 
the  future.  All  parts  of  our  Educational  System  were  represented  in  the  en- 
rolment, from  the  common  schools  to  the  college.  The  Secondary  Schools  con- 
tinue to  send  up  a  large  and  increasing  percentage  of  our  students.  This  &ct 
shows  that  the  raising  of  the  Standards  for  Provincial  License  is  devolving 
upon  them  their  proper  share  in  the  preliminary  preparation  of  candidates^ 
especially  of  those  looking  toward  the  higher  classes.

At  the  opening  of  the  Normal  Department  138  candidates  presentied  them- 
selves for  admission,  23  of  whom  had  passed  for  Class  1.,  80  for  Class  II.  and 
35  for  Class  III.

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No  efforts  should  be  spared  by  those  more  immediately  interested  in  the 
Acadian  Schools  and  in  the  intellectual  progress  of  the  Acadian  element  in  our 
population,  to  direct  a  larger  number  of  eligible  young  people  qualified  to 
teach  in  the  schools  wholly  or  largely  attended  by  Acadian  French  children,  to 
attend  first  the  French  Department  of  the  Normal  School  and  afterwards  to 
prepare  for  the  higher  classes  of  License  by  attending  the  Normal  Department. 
These  schools  can  rise  to  no  higher  level  of  efficiency  and  progress  than  that  of 
the  teachers. 

ilODEL  DEPARTMENT. 

On  the  retirement  of  Mr.  John  P.  Rogers,  from  the  Principalship  of  this 
Department,  Mr.  Amos  O'Blenes  was  appointed,  and  is  now  in  charge.  Mr. 
O'Blenes  has  shown  himself  to  be  an  industrious  teacher. 

Miss  M,  E.  Phillips  was  in  charge  of  the  3rd  department  of  the  school 
and  is  gradually  bringing  it  into  a  very  creditable  state  of  efficiency. 

Miss  Harvey  still  continues  in  charga  of  the  2nd  department,  and  has 
added  another  year  to  her  long  record  of  faithful  and  diligent  work  for  the  ad- 
vancement of  her  pupils. 

Miss  Clara  E.  Bridges  has  fully  maintained  her  liigh  reputation  as  a 
Primary  Teacher.  Her  distinguished  ability  lias  brought  her  au  offer  from  the 
South  African  educational  authorities,  and  it  is  quite  probable  that  the  Model 
School  will  lose  her  valuable  services  in  the  near  future. 

GENERAL  REMARKS. 

During  the  year  considerable  additions  were  made  to  the  equipment  of 
the  school.  So  far  as  the  internal  working  of  the  Institution  is  concerned  a 
good  Reference  Library  is  the  greatest  immediate  necessity,  and  I  would 
strongly  recommend  that  a  fixed  sura  be  placed  in  the  estimates  for  each  year 
to  provide  for  the  gradual  accumulation  of  a  collection  of  the  standard  works 
of  reference,  and  a  good  professional  library  for  the  use  of  the  students  in 
general.  Even  so  small  a  sum  as  $100  a  year  would  give  us  in  a  few  years  a 
very  useful  library. 

The  Sloyd  Schools  established  by  Sir  William  MacDonald  for  the  Normal 
School  and  for  the  City  of  Fredericton,  continues  to  be  largely  attended  and 
th  students  and  pupils  show  much  interest  in  their  work. 

I  would  recommend  that   a  building  be   erected  on  the  Normal  School 

ounds  in  the  rear  of  the  Normal  School  building,  the  lower  flat  to  be  devoted 

a  gymnasium  for  the  exclusive  use  of  the  Normal  School  students,  and  the 
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upper  flat  fitted  up  to  accommodate  the  Slofrd  School,  if  the  same  is  to  be 
continued  after  the  present  arrangements  terminate. 

The  Normal  School  needs  the  space  now  given  up  to  the  Sloyd  Schools, 
and  it  would  be  much  better  in  every  way  if  these  schools  were  placed  in  a 
detached  building.  The  present  arrangement  was  only  adopted  as  a  tempor- 
ary one,  and  when  it  is  decided  to  place  the  Sloyd  School  on  a  permanent 
footing  as  a  part  of  our  Educational  System,  if  such  a  decision  should  be  made, 
permanent  provision  should  be  made  to  remove  it  to  a  place  of  its  own  in  a 
building  specially  designed  for  it. 

The  Public  Closing  Exercises  for  the  year  were  held  on  Friday,  June  7th, 
in  the  Assembly  Hall  of  the  school.  His  Honor  the  Lieut.  Grovemor  and 
other  members  of  the  Board  of  Education  were  on  the  platform,  and  the  Hall 
was  filled  to  its  utmost  capacity  by  the  leading  citizens  of  Frederictonj  and  the 
friends  of  the  students.  The  occasion  was  a  pleasing  and  interesting  one  for 
all  present.  The  vocal  and  instrumental  music  by  th«  students  was  an  espec- 
ial feature. 

The  silver  and  bronze  medals  annually  granted  by  His  Excellency  the 
Governor  General  for  highest  professional  standing  wjis  awarded  for  the  year  to 
Miss  Isabella  Reed  of  St.  Vincent's  School,  St.  John  city,  in  the  Senior  Divi- 
sion and  to  Miss  Ida  J.  Kierstead  of  Albert  Co.  in  the  J  unior  Division  respec- 
tively. His  Honor  the  Lieut.  Governor  presented  the  medals  to  the  successful 
competitors  in  a  very  thoughtful  and  practical  address.  Tlie  Chief  Superin- 
tendent of  Education,  the  Chancellor  of  the  University  and  Dean  Partridge  also 
addressed  tne  students  during  the  proceedings. 

Miss  Kierstead,  who  won  the  junior  medal  entered  the  school  for  Class 
in.  and  showed  such  marked  progress  both  in  scholarship  and  in  professional 
ability  that  she  was  promoted  to  Class  II.  and  won  the  coveted  distinction  of 
being  announced  as  the  winner  of  the  medal  in  competition  with  an  exception- 
ally intelligent  body  of  Class  II.  students.  It  was  a  great  sorrow  to  all  who 
knew  her,  and  recognized  her  abilities  and  her  promise  of  future  usefulness,  to 
learn  of  her  early  death  within  a  few  months  after  leaving  the  school. 

Mr.  Fred  C.  Squiers  of  Bath,  Carleton  Co.,  was  elected  by  his  fellow- 
students  as  valedictorian  for  the  year  and  discharged  his  pleasant  duty  with 
great  force  and  spirit,  and  in  excellent  taste.  Mr.  Squiers  had,  during  the 
year,  especially  distinguished  himself  in  the  Literary  and  Debating  Society. 

The  school  paper,  '*The  Normal  Light,"  was  very  successfully  managed, 
and  added  much  pleasure  and  interest  to  the  corporate  life  of  the  school. 

The  Literary  and  Debating  Society,  and  the  Chorus  Club,  were  conducted 
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with  energy  and  interec-t.  A  very  delightful  concert  -was  given  to  the  friends 
ol  the  students  under  the  auspices  of  the  two  organizations  in  the  early  spring. 
The  general  health  of  the  school  was  remarkably  good.  It  is  a  notewoithy 
fact  in  thie  connection,  that  we  have  not  had  a  single  death  in  the  school,  dur- 
ing the  school  year,  for  nearly  ten  years.  In  that  time  over  2,500  students 
have  attended.  This  fact  speaks  volumes  for  the  sanitary  conditions  of  the 
school,  and  for  the  healthfulness  of  the  City  of  Fredericton. 

The  conduct  and  deportment  of  the  school  was  very  satisfactory,  and  the 
most  cordial  relations  among  the  students  and  between  instructors  and  students, 
prevailed. 

In  closing  ray  Report  for  the  year,  I  beg  leave  respectfully  to  call  the  at- 
tention of  the  Honorable,  the  Board  of  Education  to  the  recommendations, 
which  I  have  so  often  made  hitherto,  and  which  will  be  found  in  summary  form 
on  page  9,  Appendix  A  of  the  Educational  Report  for  1900.  I  am  more 
than  ever  convinced  that  these  are  thu  main  lines  of  progress  along  which  the 
future  of  the  Normal  School  should  be  developed. 

In  view  of  what  has  taken  place  since  my  last  Report  was  written,  I  may 
also  be  pardoned  for  closing  this  Repoit  with  a  personal  reference. 

It  is  within  the  knowledge  of  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Education,  that 
daring  the  year  an  invitation  has  come  to  me  from  South  Africa  to  take  charge 
of  the  organizations  and  establishment  of  Normal  School  work  in  the  Trans- 
vaal and  Orange  River  Colonies  with  headquarters  at  Pretoria,  and  in  response 
to  this*  invitation  the  Board  was  pleased,  in  December  last,  to  grant  me  a 
year's  leave  of  absence  from  Feb.  1st,  1902,  to  enable  me  to  assist  the  Sister 
Colonies  of  the  Empire  in  placing  their  Normal  Schools  on  an  effective  basis. 
In  accordance  with  this  patriotic  action  of  the  Board,  I  shall  leave  for  South 
Africa  in  the  near  future. 

In  laying  down  my  responsibility  even  for  the  short  time  mentioned,  I 
wish  to  place  on  record  my  gratetul  sensfe  of  the  many  kindnesses  and  cour- 
tesies extended  to  me,  personally  and  officially,  by  the  members  of  the  success- 
ive Boards  of  Education  since  1883,  and  in  an  especial  manner  to  the  present 
B'^ard.    Whatever  my  fortune  may  be  in  the  future  I  shall  never  forget  the 
kindly  and  public-spirited    way  in  which  the  Hon.  the  Premier,  the    Hon. 
Attorney  General,  the  Hon.  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Public  works  and  other 
Hon.  members  of  the  Board  have  dealt  with  all  matters  relating  to  the  con- 
^^  the  Normal  School  and  to  myself  as  Principal  of  it. 
r  ovfer  eighteen  years,  a  much  longer  period  than  anj  one  man  has  ever 
^  oflSce,  it  has  been  my  duty  to  preside  over  the  Normal  School  and  to 
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be  responsible  for  its  eflSciency.  I  have  laboured  strenuously  and  to  the  beat"  of 
my  ability  and  judgment  in  what  I  considered  to  be  the  interests  of  the  Nor- 
mal School  and  of  the  teaching  profession  in  this  Province. 

In  that  time  over  5,000  teachers  have  been  trained  in  the  school,  many 
of  whom  are  now  among  the  leaders  of  educational  work  in  the  Province.  I 
have  seen  progress,  often  slow,  but  always  sure  towards  better  conditions,  and 
I  am  glad  to  say  that  in  all  that  time,  and  now  more  than  ever.  I  had  and 
have  a  strong  and  abiding  faith  in  our  Public  School  System,  and  a  confident 
belief  that  in  the  youth  of  this  Province  we  have  as  great  a  measure  of  life,, 
quality  and  intelligence,  as  can  be  found  anywhere. 

We  have  the  material  out  of  which  to  make  teachers,  what  we  need  now 
is  more  and  better  facilities  for  doing  it,  and  I  earnestly  trust  that  the 
future  will  see  those  facilities  provided  ;  for  the  advance  of  the  public  intelli- 
gence will  only  keep  pace  with  the  pieparation  and  fitness  of  the  public  school 
teacher,  and  on  the  gradual  rise  of  intelligence  in  the  great  body  of  citizens,  the 
future  welfare  and  prosperity  of  the  Province  largely  depends. 

To  the  Chief  Superintendent  of  Education,  to  those  who  have  been  «W80- 
ciated  with  me  in  the  Normal  and  Model  Schools— to  the  students  of  the 
Normal  School,  and  to  my  successor  in  office,  I  extend  my  sincerest  good 
wishes  and  my  earnest  hope  that  all  their  efforts  for  the  advancement  of  the 
educational  life  of  the  community  during  the  coming  year  may  be  abundantly 
fruitful  of  the  best  results^

Sir  . — I  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  Report  on  the  condition  of 
Public  Schools  in  Inspectoral  District  No.  1,  for  the  year  ending  31st  De* 
cember,  1901. 

During  the  First  Term,  I  travelled  greater  distances  and  visited  more 
schools  than  ever  before  in  the  same  time  and  still  there  remained  about  forty 
schools  unvisited.  In  the  Second  Term,  I  spent  a  large  portion  of  the  time,  as 
you  suggested,  in  urging  the  amalgamation  of  districts,  where  such  a  course 
seemed  advantageous  to  the  schools.  However,  all  my  territory  (except 
Bogersville,  which  I  left  for  Inspector  Doucet)  was  visited  once  during  the 
year  and  the  greater  portion  of  it  for  the  second  time  and  all  the  work  was  as 
well  attended  to  as  could  be  expected  from  one  man  over  such  an  extended 
field. 

I  am  gratified  to  be  able  to  report  a  gradual  recovery  from  the  hindrances 
to  advancement  noticed  in  my  last  Annual  Report. 

The  public  meetings  which  I  held  during  the  year,  seemed  to  be  highly 
appreciated  by  the  people,  many  of  whom  have  badly  perverted  notions  of  their 
duty  in  the  matter  of  educating  their  children  and  worse  of  what  education 
really  is.     Much  valuable  work  remains  to  be  done  along  tl.is  line,  and  in  my 

.on  it  would  be  an  advance  step  for  the  Board  of  Education  to  require  of 

Inspectors    a    less    number    of    visits    per  term   or  year,    and  a  pro- 

'tely  greater  number  of  Public  Meetings  in  the  less  enlightened  Dis- 
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tricts.  A  generation  ago  a  propaganda  of  this  kind  was  carried  out  and  today 
we  notice  its  effects  in  the  greater  knowledge  of  the  School  Law  and  the  keener 
interest  in  education  evinced  by^the  old  and  middle  aged,  than  by  the 
generations  following  that  have  not  received  this  training  and  who  are  now 
exercising  local  control  in  educational  matters. 

This  state  of  affairs  probably  accounts  in  large  measure  for  my  lack  of 
•success  in  carrying  out  the  Board's  policy  of  amalgamation  of  districts.  There 
is  always  some  excuse  for  not  joining  two  districts.  Generally  the  bases  of 
these  excuses  are  naiTowness  of  view,  selfishness,  jealousy  and  ignorance. 
Sometimes  one,  sometimes  another,  sometimes  all  combined.  In  some  cases 
they  consider  it  merely  a  scheme  of  the  Inspector's  to  lessen  the  number  of 
schools  and  thus  diminish  his  work  regardless  of  the  effect  on  the  schools. 
This  opinion  would  prevail  of  couise,  only  in  the  more  densely  ignorant 
•districts  where  they  were  unable  to  conceive  of  an  officer  being  influenced 
by  purely  unselfish  motiVes.  To  give  some  idea  of  the  difficulties  in 
the  way,  I  shall  quote  a  resolution  moved  by  a  County  councillor  in  a  district 
that  lies  side  by  side  with  another  district  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  river 
with  a  bridge  between,  very  nearly  in  the  middle,  and  their  school  houses  not 
more  than  a  half  a  mile  apart  in  a  direct  line.  The  districts  too  are  suffering 
from  inanition  and  consequent  inferior  accomodation,  lack  of  apparatus  and 
iiirant  of  sympathy  of  numbers.  Their  combined  enrolment  for  the  last  Term 
was  28  and  their  combined  average  1 9.  If  there  are  two  districts  in  the  Pro- 
vince that  can  be  joined  to  their  mutual  advantage,  these  are  the  two  and 
still  this  resolution  was  canied  by  thirteen  to  three  at  the  last  annual  meeting 
in  the  larger  of  the  two  districts. 

"  Whereas  the  School  Inspector  is  trying  to  induce  the  Board  of  Education 
to  coerce  the  ratepayers  of  School  Districts  Nos.  —  and  —  to  unite  their 
School  Districts  into  one. 

"  And  whereas  the  ratepayers  of  District  No.  —  is  of  the  opinion  that  the 
amalgamation  of  the  said  districts  would  increase  taxation,  mar  the  harmony 
which  now  prevails  in  our  School  District,  and  would  in  no  way  facilitate  or 
help  the  children  in  said  districts  getting  a  better  education,  therefore  resolved 
that  the  ratepayers  of  District  No  —  protest  against  such  proposed  change  and 
take  such  steps  as  they  deem  necessary  to  prevent  the  amalgamation  of  the 
respective  districts." 

I  have  copied  the  resolution  verhativi  et  literatim^  except  the  numbers  of 
the  districts  which  are  omitted  for  obvious  reasons. 

In  another  distiict  which  had  only    three  children  of  school  age    all  be- 
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longing  to  one  family,  which  lived  about  two  miles  from  the  school  in  the  ad- 
joining district,  the  ratepayers  voted  $40  to  convey  the  pupils  to  the  school. 
No  one  could  be  found  to  undertake  the  job  for  the  money,  not  even  the  father 
of  the  children,  so  they  remained  at  home. 

Judging  from  my  experience  of  the  past  year,  the  Board  need  not  hope  for 
success  in  this  direction,  while  it  is  left  to  local  option.  It  will  be  compelled 
in  the  interests  of  the  coming  generations  to  take  a  firm  stand  and  do  what  is 
best  whether  the  people  agree  or  not. 

New  school  houses  were  completed  end  schools  weie  opened  in  them  for 
the  first  time  at  the  beginning  of  the  Second  Term,  in  the  following  districts: 
Weldfield,  No.  3.  Glenelg,  Breadalbane,  No.  13,  Black ville  and  Little  Pass,  No. 
1,  Caraquet. 

One  new  department  was  opened  in  September,  in  each  of  the  Graded 
Systems  of  Newcastle,  Dalhousie  and  Campbellton.  Thus  the  number  of 
teachers  employed  in  this  Inspectorate  has  been  increased  during  the  year  by 
six. 

Two  other  districts  have  completed  their  school  houses  during  the  year 
and  it  is  the  intention  of  their  Trustees  to  open  schools  in  them  at  the  be- 
ginning of  next  year,  if  the  sei  vices  of  teachers  can  be  secured. 

The  new  school  house  in  Wilson's  Point,  No.  10 J,  Shippegan,  is  slowly 
approaching  completion.  This  district  is  a  very  weak  one,  but  the  Trustees- 
hope  to  open  school  during  the  coming  year. 

GagDon  District  No.  8,  St.  Isidoie,  is  now  ready  to  begin  to  build  as  soon 
as  the  site  is  determined  on.  Once  a  beginning  is  made  the  work  will  be 
pushed  along  rapidly. 

Gaspereau,  District  No.  7,  Saumarez,  was  lately  erected,  but  the  people  wish 
to  have  their  school  opened  not  later  than  the  beginning  of  Second  Term,  1902. 

RESTIGOUCHE   COUNTY, 

Restigouche,  though  the  smallest,  is  the  banner  County  in  this  Inspectorat®^ 

in  everything  that  relates  to  Educational  progress.     All  the   settlements   are 

erected   into  districts.     Every  district  is  organized,  and  at  the  beginning  of 

1902,  all  the  districts  will  have  schools  in  operation.      In  school  buildings- 

and  appliances  it  makes  a  very   creditable  showing.      There  are  only  four  or 

five  really  pDor  school  houses  in  the  County.     On  Heron  Island  the  school 

se  is  small  and  old-fashioned  and  not  very  well  provided  with  apparatus, 

;  the  district  is  weak  numerically,  and  with  the   repairs  made  during  the 

r,  the  school  house  and  equipment,f  airly  meets  the  raquirem^ats     Diw- 
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sonville  has  a  log  school  house,  built  iu  the  early  days  of  the  settlement  which 
has  outgrown  it,  and  though  it  is  comfortable  in  winter,  it  will  soon  have  to.be 
replaced  by  something  more  pretentious  and  more  in  keeping  with  the  other 
buildings  of  the  district. 

The  school  house  at  Quinn's  Point  is  not  an  old  building,  but  it  has  been 
allowed  to  get  out  of  repair  by  carelessness  on  the  part  of  the  Trustees,  (and 
perhaps  of  some  of  the  teachers).  The  furniture  and  equipment,  too,  is  very 
inferior  and  needs  an  almost  wholesale  replenishment,  which  the  Trustees  and 
ratepayers  seem  quite  unwilling  to  provide.  In  Point  La  Nim  and  The  Cove, 
the  school  houses  are  old,  small,  poorly  lighted  and  ventilated,  with  very 
unattractive  surroundings.  I  have  not  urged  these  districts  to  rebuild,  as 
the  attendance  is  small  in  both  and  I  hope  at  sometime  to  see  the  pupils  of  the 
former  conveyed  to  Dalhousie  and  those  of  the  latter  to  Dalhousie  Junction. 

While  all  the  other  school  houses  are  good,  there  are  some  that  are 
superior  in  construction  and  arrangement,  with  good  woodhouses  and  outhouses, 
and  neatly  kept  and  attractive  grounds.  Among  the  best  may  be  mentioned 
those  in  Upper  Charlo,  River  Charlo,  Jacquet  Eiver,  Dalhousie  Junction,  New 
Mills,  Black  Land,  Flat  Lands,  Eiverside,  Churchville,  Bernard,  Balmoral, 
Mountain  Brook  and  Glencoe. 

In  many  of  the  schools,  the  supply  of  maps  and  other  apparatus  is  quite 
satisfactory.  A  few  have  slate  blackboards  any  many  have  hyloplate.  Much 
has  been  done  during  the  year  in  adding  to  the  equipment,  especially  in 
providing  the  schools  with  maps  of  the  empire,  flags  and  flag  poles. 

In  this  County  is  found,  too,  a  large  proportion  of  excellent  teachers, 
industrious,  earnest  and  progressive.     Among  those  deserving  special  mention 

are: Miss  Susie  B.  MacPherson,  New  Mills ;  Miss  Lizzie  Cook,  Elver  Charlo; 

Miss  Melissa  J.  Cook,  Point  La  Nim  ;  Miss  Mary  J.  Crawford,  Dalhousie 
Junction;  Miss  Mary  A.  Eeid,  Tide  Head;  Miss  A.  Maude  Lachlan,  Glencoe; 
Miss  Bertha  I.  Asker,  Flat  Lands;  Miss  Mary  Harvie,  Black  Point;  Miss 
Mary  E.  Nichol,  Eiver  Louison ;  Miss  Lena  M.  Shannon,  Upper  Charlo ;  Mr. 
Antoiue  Boudreau,  Balmoral ;  and  Miss  Mary  McNair,  Sumraerside. 

The  graded  schools  of  the  County  are  equally  satisfactory.  The  Camp- 
bellton  Grammar  School  is  one  of  the  most  progressive  Institutions  of  the 
kind  in  the  Province  as  its  record  for  the  pist  ten  years  abundantly  proves,  and 
never  in  its  history  has  it  done  better  work  than  during  the  past  year.  The 
Trustees  take  a  lively  interest  in  everything  that  concerns  the  school  a 
cooperate  with  the  teachers  in  every  way  to  make  it  a  success.  Appointme* 
to  the  staff  are  made  on  merit.     The  aim  is  to  secure  the  best  and  all  fut 
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appointees  must  hold  Licenses  of  the  First  Class  and  come  otherwise  well 
recommended.  Already  three  of  the  staff  of  eight  are  Graduates  in  Arts  and 
two  of  these  hold  Grammar  School  Licenses, 

Dalhousie  Superior  School  has  now  four  departments.  Up  to  August 
last  it  had  only  three,  and  this  constituted  its  chief  weakness.  The  Primary 
Department  was  very  much  overcrowded,  the  pupils*  interest  could  not  be 
kept  alive,  hence  irregular  attendance  and  pupils  promoted  before  they  were 
prepared.  Some  of  the  rooms  still  need  better  furniti:re  and  all  need  ad- 
ditional apparatus,  but  the  school  is  better  prepared  to  do  effective  work  than 
ever  before.  The  Trustees  are  t(ikiug  an  intelligent  interest  and  are  helping 
the  teachers  instead  of  being  a  hindrance  to  them-,  as  has  sometimes  been  the 
<5ase  in  the  past.  The  staff  of  teachers  is  a  good  one,  earnest,  experienced  and 
■capable. 

GLOUCESTER   COUNTY. 

To  give  an  idea  of  the  condition  of  schools  in  this  County,  it  will  be 
nec^sary  for  me  to  give  a  review  of  parishes.  Progress  bas  not  been  as  rapid 
as  it  should  bave  been.  The  people  in  many  sections  do  not  work  together 
harmoniously.  They  are  much  divided  and  there  are  many  lines  of  cleavage, 
such  as  the  social,  family,  race,  religious  and  political  lines.  In  these  sections 
they  dp  "ot  place  a  high  value  on  education.  Children  attend  school  when  not 
otherwise  employed.  As  soon  as  they  are  big  enough  to  woik  on  the  farm  or 
at  the  fishing,  the  school  knows  them  no  more,  except  perhaps  for  a  haphazard 
attendance  of  a  month  or  two  in  the  winter.  As  a  rule  the  school  houses 
and  grounds  and  outbuildings  are  not  well  cared  for.  Not  many  are 
kept  well  painted,  though  to  this  jule  there  are  many  notable  exceptions,  such 
as  at  New  Bandon,  St.  Jerome,  Green  Point,  Dumfries,  Upper  Grand  Anse 
Miscou  Harbor,  Wangh,  Blanchard  Settlement,  Inkerman,  Little  River,  Upper 
Taquetville  and  others,  where  the  school  houses  and  outbuildings  and  fences 
are  kept  well  painted  aud  much  care  is  taken  with  the  grounds  to  have  them 
neat  and  attractive  and  a  place  to  which  the  children  like  to  come. 

Beresford  No.  1,  needs  a  new  school  house.      The  old  shed  now  in  use  is 

not  fit  for  people  to  be  shut  up  in  during  the  o^ld  weather.     It  is  not  in  the 

right  place  to  accommodate  the  people  living  back  of  the  Railway.     In  No.  2, 

the  school  house  is  too  small,  but  the  people  are  divided  on  race  lines   and 

't    agree   on   the   site  for   a  new  building.      No.  3   has   a   fine   school 

.w  with  grounds   and  outbuildings  well  kept.      No.  4    has  four   school 

'~<TS  that  are  rapidly  falling  into  decay,  through  the  niggardliness  of  the

ratepayers  and  the  cheeseparing  of  the  Trustees.  No.  12  has  a  school  house 
of  which  any  district  might  be  proud,  and  an  excellent  teacher  in  Miss  Md- 
vina  J.  Godin.  Arrangements  should  be  made  to  convey  the  pupils  of  No.  13 
and  No.  13^  to  the  big  school  at  Petit  Rocher,  or  those  of  No.  13^  to  the 
school  house  in  No.  13,  thus  saving  the  salary  of  one  teacher  and  providing 
better  teaching  for  the  children.  During  the  year  No.  7  made  extensive  im- 
provements and  provided  new  furniture  through  the  efforts  of  the  teacher 
Miss  Mattie  II.  Renouf.  In  No.  7  J  the  school  is  small,  but  the  work  is  well 
done  by  Miss  Agnes  Nichol,  an  excellent  teacher  of  the  First  Class.  Nos.  6 
and  6^  have  good  school  houses,  but  the  most  disgracefully  kept  outhouses 
in  the  County.  Nos.  8J  and  11  need  better  school  buildings.  The  school 
house  in  No.  10  A,  was  extensively  repaired  during  summer  vacation, 

Bathurst. — This  parish  has  some  fairly  good  buildings  such  as  the 
Grammar  School  building  in  town  and  the  Superior  School  building  in  the 
village,  though  the  former  is  getting  somewhat  out  of  repair.  No.  6  is 
a  very  weak  district,  and  has  a  poor  school  house,  but  a  good  school,  with  Miss 
Annie  Loggie  as  teacher.  No.  12  rebuilt  its  school  house  during  the  year* 
No.  3  repaired  its  school  house  and  provided  new  furniture.  The  school  in 
No.  7  is  improving  slowly.  No.  5  made  some  improvements  and  promises 
more.  No.  4J  wainscotted  school-room  and  procured  hyloplate  blackboard^ 
During  Second  Term,  there  were  only  five  pupils  enrolled  in  No.  8.  The 
ratepayers  of  No.  17  will  be  compelled  to  build  a  new  school  house  very  soon. 
The  present  building  is  a  very  poor  affair  on  a  poor  site  not  centrally  located. 
No  school  was  operated  in  No.  9  during  the  year,  as  there  are  only  three 
pupils  in  the  district. 

New  Bakdon. — Much  needed  repairs  were  made  on  the  school  house  of 
No.  9  both  inside  and  outside,  and  the  school  was  very  successfully  conducted 
by  Miss  Mina  D.  Plant.  In  No.  8  the  school-room  was  painted  and  still 
needs  more  blackboard  surface.  Miss  Maggie  £.  McNair  taught  the  school 
very  acceptably  and  was  a  power  for  good  in  the  district,  besides.  No.  7  kept 
its  school  open  during  the  year  and  repjtired  the  school  house.  The  school 
in  No.  6  improved  very  much  in  tone  during  the  year  under  Miss  Eva  B. 
Culligan.  Grand  Anse  Portage  No.  3i,  set  the  best  example  of  zeal  in  edu- 
cating the  children  in  my  Inspectorate.  The  district  has  only  eight  rate- 
payers and  its  total  valuation  is  $2,650.  The  parents  took  turns  in  driving 
the  children  to  and  from  school  during  stormy  weather.  Needless  to  say  ever 
child  attended.     In  No.  2  the  pupils  made  excellent  progress  in   their  owi 
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language,  but  did  not  care  to  learn  English.      No.  1  has  a  poor  school,  which 
is  not  kept  going  regularly. 

Caraquet. — For  a  wealthy  Parish,  Caraquet  has  very  poor  schools.  No. 
1  was  organized  late  in  March,  and  is  now  ready  to  employ  a  teacher.  No.  2 
had  a  kind  of  graded  school  of  two  departments  with  Grade  lY.  as  the  high- 
est Grade  and  the  pupils  classified  according  to  size,  so  that  Grades  II.  and 
III.  were  in  both  departments.  No.  24  was  better,  and  the  teacher,  Mr. 
P.  P.  Murray  seemed  very  zealous  and  faithful,  but  the  larger  pupils  attended 
only  a  few  months  in  winter.  No.  3  was  well  taught  by  Mr.  Jos.  F.  Godin. 
No.  4  was  organized  late  in  the  year.  Nos.  1  and  .  8  are  still  dormant  as 
noticed  last  year. 

Paquetville. — I  visited  the  schools  of  this  parish  but  once  during  the 
year,  in  the  month  of  March,  while  a  mission  was  being  preached  in  the 
Church  and  all  the  larger  pupils  were  in  almost  constant  attendance.  Nos.  1 
and  2  have  good  school  houses  and  the  grounds  of  No.  2  receive  carefu-I 
attention.  No.  3  has  a  poor  school.  The  pupils  have  been  told  rather  than 
taught.  No.  4  has  a  good  teacher  in  Miss  Josephine  M.  Godin.  No.  5  has  a 
good  school  house  but  little  in  the  way  of  furniture  and  apparatus. 

Inkerman. — No.  1  has  a  new  school  house  not  yet  furnished  inside,  but 
warm  and  comfortable.  No.  2  has  also  a  good  school  house  but  some  of  the 
ratepayers  .complain  that  it  is  not  now  near  the  middle  of  the  district,  and 
that  it  will  have  to  be  moved.  The  school  in  No.  3,  where  there  is  another 
good  achool  house,  improved  greatly  during  the  year.  The  school  in  No. 
5  was  reopened  after  being  closed  for  three  Terms.  In  No.  4  the  school 
house  is  evidently  not  in  the  right  place  as  most  of  the  children  live  on  the 
opposite  side  of  the  Biver.  The  Maltumpeque  Road  Settlement  will  soon 
have  to  be  erected  into  a  district  with  the  western  end  of  this  district.  When 
that  occurs  the  proper  location  of  this  school  house  can  be  determined. 

SmpPBGAN. — No.    1  has  a  graded  school  of  two  departments,  but   the 

accommodation  and  equipment  are  very  inferior.      The  teachers  employed  this 

year  are  two  of  our  brightest  young  men,  Mr.  J,  Edward  De  Grace  and  Mr. 

Theodore  J.  De  La  Garde.     Miss  Philom^ne  Eobichaud  achieved  success  in 

No.  1^.     In  No.  2  the  pupils  never  advance  beyond  Grade  IV.  and  few  reach 

even  that.     The  school  in  No.  3  was  small  but  was  well  taught.     No.  Sj4  has 

fx   excellent  teacher  in  Mr.  Jas.  R.  Smith,  and  is  building    a   new  school 

nse  slowly  but  steadily.      Mr.  J.  Avila  Duguay  has  given  faithful  service 

No.  5  for  the  past  four  years.     This  district  has  a  good  school  house,  but 

or  furniture  and.  little  apparatus.     No.   4,    4 J,   and   6,   have  good  school 
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bouses,  but  poor  furniture  and  little  apparatus  No.  7,  bas  a  good  building 
and  good  furniture,  but  poorly  kept  grounds.  No.  9  has  the  best  furnished 
school  in  the  parish  and  every  year  sees  something  added  to  its  equipment 
Nos.  9i  and  10  have  poor  school  houses  and  poor  schools.  No.  8  will  open 
school  at  the  commencement  of  the  New  Year,  for  the  first  time  in  many 
years.     No.  lOJ  repoits  progress  in  building. 

Saumauez. — The  Superior  School  House  in  Tracadie,  No.  3,  is  a  plain, 
substantial,  two-^tory  structure  that  accommodates  two  departments  very  com- 
fortably, but  the  other  two  buildings  in  the  district  are  not  nearly  so  credit- 
able. Mr.  Geo.  E.  Price  is  the  Principal  of  the  Superior  School  and  does  very 
faithful  work.  There  is  a  fair  school  house  and  a  good  school  in  No.  2,  Miss 
Catherine  D,  Losier,  teacher,  but  only  an  apobgy  for  either  in  No.  2}4,  No. 
6  keeps  its  school  open  very  irregularly.  No.  10  A  has  a  very  small  school 
house  for  the  number  of  pupils.  I  thought  some  of  dividing  the  district  and 
perhaps  this  will  yet  have  to  be  done,  though  the  school  has  been  better  taught 
this  year  by  Miss  Alice  M.  Kobichaud  and  better  attended  than  ever  before. 

St.  Isidore. — This  small  parish  has  only  three  school  districts.  In  No. 
7}4  there  is  a  good  school  house,  but  the  most  the  children  have  learned  for 
the  past  five  years  is  reading  and  that  not  very  understandingly.  No.  7  has  a 
miserable  school  house  and  a  very  unsatisfactory  school.  No.  8  has,  at  last^ 
decided  to  build  a  school  house. 

NORTHUMBERLAND   COUNTY. 

This  County  presents  strong  contrasts.  It  has  some  of  the  finest  school 
buildings,  best  equipment  and  most  progressive  schools,  and  also  some  of  the 
poorest.  I  shall  not  have  time  to  do  more  than  to  notice  very  briefly  a  few  of 
the  schools  in  each  parish. 

Alnwick. — Miss  Nora  Cripps  did  excellent  work  in  No.  1.  The  school 
in  No.  1^  is  very  small  and  kept  open  but  a  part  of  each  year.  No.  3  has  a 
fair  building,  enclosed  grounds  and  a  good  school  under  Miss  K.  Loggie,  who 
was  forced  by  ill  health  to  resign  her  position.  The  school  in  No.  9  is  improve- 
ing  from  term  to  term  under  !Miss  Ellen  M.  Donovan,  No.  12  has  a  good 
building  but  only  a  fair  school.  The  same  is  true  of  No.  4.  New  school 
houses  are  being  built  in  Nos.  8}i  and  13.  The  school  in  No.  5  has  been  very 
poorly  conducted  for  the  past  two  years.  There  are  but  few  pupils  in  No.  6  so 
they  should  be  conveyed  to  the  school  in  No.  7. 

Newcastle. — There  are  but  few  Ungraded  Schools  in  this  parish,  only  five 
altogether.     No.  2j4  has  so  few  pupils  that  it  would  be  much  better  to  convey 
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them  to  the  school  in  No.  1,  which  has  not  a  large  enrollment.  No.  8  has  good 
buildings  and  neatly  kept  grounds  and  Miss  Mabel  V.  Elliott  is  the  popular 
ttticher. 

North  Esk. — There  is  an  excellent  school  house  in  No.  1,  but  the  school 
is  small.  No.  2  has  a  new,  nicely  furnished  school  house.  In  No.  3  there  are 
very  few  pupils  and  it  will  be  difficult  to  have  them  conveyed  to  the  next 
district  as  some  of  them  are  nearly  ten  miles  from  the  school  house.  There  is 
a  poor  school  house  in  No.  4,  but  it  is  fairly  equipped  and  the  teacher,  Miss 
Stella  O'Shea,  is  an  excellent  oue.  No.  5  is  a  weak  district  that  operates  its 
school  very  irregularly.  The  number  of  pupils  in  No.  6  is  large,  but  the  equip- 
ment of  the  school  is  poor  and  the  average  attaudance  small.  There  are  about 
eighty  pupils  in  No.  10  and  there  is  a  fair  Class-rojm  but  the  Trustees  are  very 
negligent  about  employing  an  Assistant.  Miss  A.  Maude  Menzies,  one  of  our 
best  teachers,  has  been  employed  during  the  Second  Term,  but  even  she  could 
not  do  satisfactory  work  under  the  circumstances. 

South  Esk. — The  best  school  in  the  parish  is  in  No.  9,  where  the 
Tnistees  are  interested  and  attentive  to  their  duties.  No.  7  operated  school 
this  year  for  the  first  time  in  twenty  years.  No.  7i,  had  a  very  good  school 
during  the  year.  An  unfortunate  disagreement  among  the  people  in  No.  13 
operates  against  the  school.  The  attendance  is  increasing  in  No.  14,  and  the 
achool  is  improving. 

Derby. — The  Superior  School  of  two  departments  is  in  District  No.  1. 
This  district  suffered  a  great  loss  in  the  retirement  from  the  Principalship  and 
6om  the  profession,  of  Mr.  J.  J.  Clark,  who  had  taught  here  most  successfully 
for  eighteen  years,  at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  Miss  Lottie  E,  Underhill  has. 
given  excellent  satisfaction  in  No.  3  for  the  past  seven  years.  She  has  not 
only  supplied  a  large  amount  of  apparatus  for  the  school  by  means  of  concerts 
but  has  offered  to  raise  at  least  half  the  funds  to  build  a  new  school  house  in 
the  same  way. 

Blackville. — The  Suparior  School  of  three  departments  is  iu  District 
No.  6.  Mr.  J.  0.  Carruthers,  the  Prineipil,  has  done  excellent  work  and 
shown  himself  to  be  a  wide  awake,  progressive  teacher  since  his  appointment 
to  this  position.  His  efforts  du-ing  the  past  Term  have  been  ably  seconded  by 
his  associate  teachers.  Miss  M  ;Carthy  and  Miss  Fairweather.  There  has  been 
much  complaint  about  the  heating  of  the  new  building.       A  new  school  house 

Jeen  built  in  No.  4,  but  it  is  so  poor  a  job  that  it  should  not  have  been 

n  off  the  contractor's  hands.     At  the  beginning  of  the  Second  Term  School 

"Tened  for  the  first  time  in  District  No.  13.     The  school  house  in  No.  5 
't  yet  been  moved  to  the  middle  of  the  district. 
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Blissfield. — The  Doaktown  Superior  School  is  in  No.  4  of  this  parish. 
The  school  house  is  very  inferior  and  so  is  the  equipment,  but  the  teachers- 
are  industrious,  skilful  and  progressive.  Mr.  Geo.  A.  Wathen  is  the  Principal 
and  Miss  Jessie  J.  Murray  has  charge  of  the  Primary  Department.  The 
school  house  in  No.  3  has  been  nicely  painted.  Miss  Beatrice  Ellis  has  done 
excellent  work  in  No.  3^  under  discouraging  conditions.  No.  1  made  some 
improvements  in  its  house  and  grounds  No.  l}i  opened  its  school  at  the^ 
beginning  of  the  Second  Term  to  continue  it  for  a  year  at  least.  No.  2  J  has^ 
the  best  kept  giounds  in  the  parish. 

Ludlow. — Boiestown,  No.  3,  has  an  excellent  school  house  with  fair 
equipment.  Mr.  W.  W.  Wright,  the  teacher,  gives  satisfaction  to  all.  The 
school  house  in  No.  r»  was  ceiled  and  painted  inside  during  the  summer 
vacation.  Nos.  2  and  4  are  very  weak  districts,  that  it  would  be  well  to  unite 
if  the  people's  consent  could  be  gained. 

Nelson. — Nelson  Village  No.  1  has  a  graded  school  of  two  departments 
but  the  school  house  is  very  inferior  for  such  a  district,  and  not  in  the  centre 
of  the  school  population.  At  the  last  Annual  Meeting  it  was  resolved  to 
build  more  centrally.  In  No.  5,  the  school  house  was  shingled  throughout 
and  a  woodhouse  built.  No.  6  J  has  a  good  school  house  and  No.  8  has  well 
kept  grounds.  No.  1^  has  a  good  school  as  usual,  neatly  painted  buildings 
and  well  kept  grounds. 

Chatham. — The  school  in  No.  2  has  done  better  than  usual  under  Miss 
Sophia  G.  McDonald.  Miss  Josie  M.  McNeil  has  done  excellent  work  in  No. 
5,  where  the  Trustees  are  very  careless  in  the  performance  of  their  duties.  In 
No.  6i.  a  new  school  house  was  built  and  school  opened  in  August  after  being 
closed  for  a  year  and  a  half  after  the  old  building  was  burnt.  No.  6  has  a  fin& 
new  school  house  and  the  Trustees  are  now  paying  some  attention  to  its  sur- 
roundings. 

Glenelg. — No.  4  has  a  new  school  house  that  should  be  painted.  The 
school  in  No.  1  was  not  quite  so  successful  as  usual  on  account  of  measles  in 
the  district.  The  school  house  and  outbuildings  should  be  painted.  No.  3 
opened  school  in  August  for  the  first  time  in  eighteen  years.  It's  new  school 
house  is  very  creditable.  Miss  Jennie  D.  Gilliss  completed  a  very  successful 
Term  of  four  years  in  No.  7.  No.  7J  has  good  buildings  and  an  excellent 
school. 

HA.RDWICKE. — The  schools  in  Nos.  1  and  2  were  closed  for  a  time 
because  of  diphtheria.  No.  3  has  a  fine  school  house  in  which  Miss  H.  J- 
Ahem  conducted  a  very  successful  school.      The  schools  in  Nos.  4  and  5  were 
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also  satisfactorily  conducted  by  Miss  Euby  Noble  and  Miss  Kate  McNair.  The 
school  house  in  No.  <i  was  destroyed  by  forest  fires.  A  movement  is  on  foot 
to  have  a  poition  of  No.  5,  called  the  McDonald  Settlement,  joined  to  No.  6, 
4md  the  school  house  moved  to  the  middle  of  the  enlarged  district.  The 
McDonalds  have  all  petitioned  for  the  change,  but  the  Trustees  of  No.  5  con- 
tend that  it  will  make  their  district  too  weak  to  support  a  school.  ^ 

GRADED  SCHOOLS. 

Of  the  larger  graded  systems  of  schools  in  the  County  I  shall  write  but 
little.  Chatham,  which  has  heretofore  been  behind  other  towns  of  the  same^  or 
less  importance  in  the  matter  of  High  School  accommodation  and  equipment, 
ias  opened  a  new  High  School  building  that  will  place  her  well  in  the  fore- 
iroDt  in  these  respects. 

Since  the  amalgamation  of  its  three  districts  the  schools  of  Chatham  have 
'Continued  to  grow  in  efficiency.  The  improved  accommodation  will  enable  Dr. 
€ox  and  his  staff  of  capable  and  earnest  teachers  to  achieve  higher  degrees  of 
saccess  in  their  important  work.  The  teaching  throughout  all  the  standards 
•aims  to  be  practical,  to  take  nothing  for  granted  that  can  be  verified  and  to  put 
the  pupil  in  the  position  of  a  dicoverer  in  every  subject,  in  so  far  as  it  is  pos- 
ble.  In  consequence  of  this  the  Chatham  Schools  are  well  prepared  to  take  up 
the  Manual  Training  work  as  illustrated  by  the  Sir  Wm.  C.  McDonald  Training 
Schools.  I  trust  that  one  of  the  spare  rooms  in  the  new  building  may  be 
devoted  to  this  purpose  before  my  next  report. 

The  resignation  of  Mr.  F.  P.  Yorston,  M.  A.,  was  a  great  loss  to  the  New- 
•castle  Schools,  He  was  faithful  in  the  performance  of  his  duties  and  brought 
to  bear  upon  them  exceptional  powers  of  mind.  He  was  succeeded  as  Princi- 
J»l  by  Mr.  Geo.  K.  McNaughton,  B.  A.,  and  if  interest  in  his  work  and  steady 
■application  to  duty  can  achieve  it,  he  will  win  success. 

^  The  necessity  for  some  kind  of  hand  work  is  apparent  in  all  our  cchools, 
■especially  in  the  miscellaneous  ones,  something  more  tangible  than  Drawing 
■and  that  would  not  require  too  great  an  outlay  for  material.  I  am  of  the 
•opinion  that  Cardboard  work  would  meet  the  requirements,  and  beg  leave  to 
suggest  that  othis  subject  he  .added  to  our  Normal  School  Course.

Sir: — I  have  the  honor  to  forward  my  Eeport  for  the  year  1901. 

The  more  than  usual  amount  of  snow  on  the  ground  during  the  winter 
months  made  the  work  of  travelling  through  my  district  more  difficult  than 
usual  and  hindered  me  to  some  extent  in  my  work.  The  prevalence  of  smaO 
pox  in  Westmorland  County  also  interfered  to  a  considerable  degree  with  my 
plans  of  inspection,  as  it  became  necessary  to  close  lor  a  time  some  of  the 
schools. 

Compulsory  vaccination  throughout  the  entire  County  as  a  result  of  the 
outbreak  of  smallpox  proved  more  detrimental  to  the  schools  than  any  other 
cause,  as  in  many  cases  the  children  remained  home  either  as  the  result  of 
vaccination,  or  from  fear  of  having  to  undergo  vaccination.  In  one  school 
whpre  the  attendance  should  have  been  about  twenty-fivo,  on  the  day  of  my 
visit  I  found  two  pupils  present,  the  result  of  vaccination,  and  this  school  is 
not  less  than  forty  miles  from  any  case  of  smallpox. 

Two  new  districts  have  been  formed  in  the  parish  of  Wellington,  Saint 
Michael,  No.  17  taken  from  No.  12,  and  St.  Croix,  No.  18,  taken  from  No.  7J. 

A  new  school  house  has  been  built  in  Canaan  Staiion,  district  No.  25, 
Moncton.  School  was  in  operation  in  the  new  house  during  the  terra  ended 
the  Slst  of  December.  New  school  houses  have  also  been  built  in  Gallagher 
Bidge,  No.  32,  Moncton,  Shaw  Brook,  No.  33,  Moncton,  and  Portage  River,  No* 
10,  Carleton,  all  new  districts.  In  the  last  two  named,  school  was  in  oper- 
ation for  the  first  time  during  the  term  closed  the  :^lst  of  December. 

In  No.  12  Dundas,  where  for  several  years  the  old  school  house  has  been 
unfit  for  use,  a  new  house  has  been  built  in  the  centre  of  tlie  district,  and  will 
be  occupied  the  coming  term.  As  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  a  large  majority 
of  the  rate  payers  were  opposed  to  building  a  new  house  and  persistently 
refused  to  vote  money  for  the  purpose,  a  new  Board  of  Trustees  was  appointed 
by  the  authority  of  the  Chief  Superintendent  and  an  assessment  sufficient  to 
build  the  new  house  was  levied  on  the  disi  rict  by  order  of  the  Board  of 
Education. 
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The  following  districts  in  the  parish  of  Botsford  have  taken  advanta^^ri  of 
the  act  providing  for  tho  distribution  of  school  moneys  in  this  parish,  and  have 
made  extensive  repairs  in  the  school  bouses  and  improvements  in  the  grounds  : 
Bristol  Corner,  No.  16,  Poi^tage,  No.  17,  Little  Cap'\  No.  18,  Leger  Brook,  No. 
19,  Cape  Bald,  No.  20,  and  Chapel  No,  21.  In  No.  16,  the  interior  of  the 
school  room  has  .been  sheathed  and  painted  and  new  furniture  provided. 
Other  districts  in  the  parish  contemplate  making  improvements  during  the 
anniog  year.  General  improvements  have  been  made  as  needed  throughout 
the  various  districts  of  this  Inspectorate. 

In  the  Bichibucto  Grammar  School,  Mr.  A.  £.  Pearson  was  appointed 
teacher  of  Grades  VII  and  YIII,  beginning  in  January  last.  In  the  Moncton 
High  School,  Mr.  McNally  succeeded  Mr.  McLean  in  August.  Mr.  R.  D. 
Hanson  resumed  charge  of  the  Petitcodiac  Superior  School.  Mr.  H.  B.  Steeves- 
vas  appointed  Principal  of  the  Dorchester  Superior  School,  and  Mr.  Charles  B. 
Kichards  of  the  Bass  River  Superior  School  in  August. 

GENERAL   BEMARKS. 

Ventilation. — This  is  a  matter  which  does  not  hold  the  place  of  import- 
ance in  the  minds  of  teachers,  trustees  and  parents,  which  its  importance 
demands.  In  perhaps  one-half  of  the  school  houses  instead  of  the  windows 
being  so  that  they  can  be  lowered  from  the  top,  and  thus  provide  the  only 
proper  means  of  ventilation  available,  they  are  securely  fastened  and  in  many 
instances  cannot  even  be  raised.  Even  when  provision  is  made  for  lowering 
the  top  sash,  teachers  either  through  ignorance  or  carelessness  do  not  make 
a  proper  use  of  this  means  of  vontilHtion.  They  either  close  the  window  en- 
tirely or  open  it  five  or  six  inches  and  thus  allow  a  rush  of  cold  air  to  blow 
directly  on  the  pupil.  For  ventilation  in  cold  weather  the  upper  sashes  of  two 
or  more  opposite  windows  should  be  lowered  so  as  to  make  a  very  small  open 
space  at  the  top  and  should  be  kept  in  that  position  during  the  whole  day. 
This  is  much  better  than  throwing  windows  and  doors  open  at  short  intervals 
and  thus  admitting  a  rush  of  cold  air  which  will  cause  a  chill  on  the  pupils,. 
especially  the  smaller  ones. 

The  proper  care  of  the  wood  is  a  matter  which  does  not  receive  the  atten- 
tion it  should.     As  a  rule  good  wood  is  provid^^fl,  but  instead  of  being  housed 
it  is  allowed  to  remain  exposed  to  the  autumn  rains  and  winter  snows     It 
emi  diffioult  t>  convince  Trustee*  aad  ratepiy«3rs  thit  it  is  good  economy  to 
'ovide  a  woodshed.     In  some  instances  even  where  a  proper  woodshed  is  pro- 
ded  the  wood  is  allowed  to  remain  exposed  to  the  storms.

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  an  increasing  interest  is  being  taken  in  decorat- 
ing the  interior  of  the  school  rooms.  As  noted  in  my  report  of  last  year  few 
school  rooms  are  entirely  void  of  pictures  or  some  decoration  on  the  walls, 
some  rooms  being  very  tastefully  decorated.  1  wish  I  could  report  as  favor- 
ably of  the  school  grounds.  These  in  many  instances  are  not  as  well  cared  for 
as  they  should  be.  A  little  more  effort  on  the  part  of  the  teacher  in  enlisting 
the  CO- operation  of  the  pupils  in  this  matter  would  be  productive  of  good 
results. 

As  a  rule  the  discipline  in  the  schools  is  all  that  can  be  desired.  Occa- 
sionally however  I  find  a  teacher  deficient  in  that  most  essential  qualification, 
the  ability  to  govern.  In  all  such  cases  the  results  show  that  the  lack  of  this 
qualification  is  a  very  serious  drawback  and  that  good  work  and  disorder 
cannot  go  together. 

Some  defects  in  teaching. — One  defect  which  I  have  noticed  is  the  habit 
which  some  teachers  have  of  dividing  their  attention  between  two  or  even  more 
than  two  subjects  at  the  same  time.  I  have  seen  teachers  attempt  to  hear  a 
lesson  in  reading,  correct  a  slate  ejcercise,  and  tell  pupils  who  were  studying 
their  lessons  the  pronunciation  of  words  all  at  the  same  time.  This  I  need 
hardly  say  is  not  and  never  can  be  efTective  teaching.  Another  defect  is  the 
apparent  lack  of  ability  on  the  part  of  the  teacher  to  devise  new^  ways  of  doing 
things.  The  same  routine  in  all  subjects  is  followed  day  after  day,  and  when 
the  results  are  not  so  good  as  might  be  expected  the  method  is  blamed. 
Children  must  have  variety  in  order  that  the  interest  may  be  sustained.  Lack 
of  punctuality  on  the  part  of  the  teacher  is  another  drawback.  The  regulation 
requiring  teachers  to  be  in  the  school  room  twenty  minutes  before  the  time  for 
opening  should  be  strictly  enforced  by  every  Board  of  Trustees.  Teachers  who 
complain  that  they  have  not  time  enough  to  teach  all  the  subjects  can  save 
time  by  making  preparation  for  the  lessons  before  school  is  opened.  Failure 
to  review  more  frequently  is  the  frequent  cause  of  failure  to  secure  thorough- 
ness and  eflficiency. 

Parents. —  As  a  rule  I  find  parents  willing  and  pleased  to  give  good  and 
faithful  teachers  their  just  mead  of  praise,  and  where  dissatisfaction  exists  there 
is  generally  some  fault  on  both  sides.  Occasionally,  hoAvever,  the  criticisms  of 
the  parents  stem  unfair  and  unjust. 

Trustees. — Some  Boards  of  Trustees  do  not  seem  to  realize  the  moral  obli- 
gation resting  upon  them  to  expend  to  the  best  advantage  the  money  taken 
from  the  ratepayers.  In  some  districts  the  Trustees  will  employ  and  continue 
in  their  employ  teachers  whose  inability  to  properly  conduct  the  school  is  ap- 
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parent  to  all.  While  this  is  true  in  a  few  cases  it  is  pleasing  to  know  that  in 
most  cases  an  honest  effort  is  made  by  the  Trustees  to  secure  the  best  teachers 
available. 

While  I  have  referred  to  some  defects  in  the  schools  and  shortcomings  on 
the  part  of  teachers  and  Trustees,  I  do  not  wish  to  be  understood  as  implying 
that  these  defects  are  at  all  general.  The  great  majority  of  teachers  in  both 
^{raded  and  ungraded  schools  manifest  a  disposition  to  do  the  very  best  work 
possible  and  do  succeed  in  very  many  instances  in  doing  excellent  work. 

The  good  effects  of  Arbor  Day  may  be  observed  in  many  inst  mces,  prin- 
oipally  in  the  improvement  of  the  condition  of  the  interior  of  the  school  room. 
Usually  the  annual  scrubbing  is  done  on  this  day,  besides  out  door  improve- 
ments of  various  kinds. 

The  Kent  County  Institute  met  at  Harcourt,  on  the  third  and  fourth  of 
October,  and  although  the  weather  was  unfavorable  the  attendance  was  good, 
•and  the  program  was  successfully  carried  out.  Too  much  cannot  be  said  in 
pmiae  of  the  citizens  of  Harcourt  for  the  hospitality  extended  to  the  members 
of  the  Institute.  The  Westmorland  County  Institute  met  at  Shediac  on  the 
tenth  and  eleventh  of  October.  The  attendance  was  large  and  a  good  program 
wa»  carried  out.

Sir: — Following  is  my  Eeport  on  the  condition  of  the  Public  Schools  in 
Inspectoral  District,  No.  3,  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1901. 

ALBERT    COUNTY. 

About  the  usual  number  of  schools  has  been  in  operation  this  year.  Some 
districts  in  remote  sections  customarily  keep  their  schools  closed  during  the 
severe  winter  months.  Owing  to  scarcity  of  teachers  many  of  these  had  diffi- 
culty in  securing  teachers  in  early  spring,  and  some  schools  for  this  reason  were 
jiot  open  at  all  during  the  winter,  term.  Generally  speaking,  the  schools  are  in 
a  progressive  and  satisfactory  condition. 

GRADED    SCHOOLS. 

The  Hillsboro'  Superior  School,  in  which  there  are  now  three  departments, 
has  fully  demonstrated  by  increased  success,  that  enlarged  accommodation  was 
a  necessity.  Mr.  Lewis  J.  Folkins,  B.  A.,  Principal,  Mr.  Fred.  S.  James,  B. 
A.,  Intermediate,  and  Miss  Beatrice  Steeves,  Primary,  were  the  teachers  em- 
ployed during  the  winter  terra.  At  the  beginning  of  the  summer  term  Mr. 
James  became  Principal,  and  Miss  Deborah  Bishop,  assumed  charge  of  the 
Intermediate  Department.  The  school  house  as  repaired  and  enlarged,  presents 
a  creditable  and  somewhat  imposing  appearance.  The  new  rooms  have  been 
beautifully  finished  and  are  very  pleasant  and  attractive.  Public  interest  in 
the  school  has  been  stimulated  and  it  is  the  wish  of  the  Trustees,  I  am  satisfied, 
that  nothing  within  reasonable  bounds  shall  be  left  undone  that  will  contribute 
to  thorough  efficiency. 

The  lepairs  on  the  Surrey  school  house  have  made  it  fairly  comfortable 
and  pleasant.  Material  conditions  for  successful  work  now  exist  in  a  greater 
degree  than  for  a  long  time  past. 
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The  school  house  at  Dawson  Settlement  has  been  arranged  for  two  depart- 
ments. Both  schools  exhibit  very  good  work.  The  primary  work  which^ 
suffered  most  while  the  school  was  ungraded  has,  with  improved  accommoda- 
tion, made  rapid  strides  toward  advancement. 

The  school  at  Demoiselle  Creek  continues  to  prosper.  Both  departmentsh 
are  fairly  efficient.     All  the  above  named  schools  are  in  the  Parish  of  Hillsboro. 

Mr.  H.  H.  Stuart  became  Principal  of  the  Hopewell  HiJl  Superior  School 
at  the  beginning  cf  the  year.  When  I  visited  the  school  he  had  been  there  for 
80  short  a  time  I  am  scarcely  in  a  position  to  speak  decidedly  of  his  work^ 
The  Primary  department  efficiently  conducted  by  Miss  Grace  McGorman  has  a 
very  small  enrollment. 

The  Hopewell  Cape  School  has  an  advanced  department  of  excellent  merit. 
The  Primary  department  is  not  for  various  reasons  worthy  of  such  commenda- 
tion. I  understand  that  Mr.  W.  C.  Jonah,  Principal,  is  now  retiring  to  take 
up  an  advanced  course  of  study. 

The  Riverside  graded  school  is  doing  the  best  possible  under  existing  con- 
ditions. The  interior  of  the  house  is  not  either  convenient  or  satisfactory,  but 
nothing  better  can  be  expected  until  a  new  building  is  erected. 

During  the  winter  term  Mr.  J.  T.  Horsman,  B.  A.,  was  Principal  of  the 
Albert  School  On  his  retirement  Mr.  W.  M.  Burns,  was  appointed  for  the 
summer  term.  Miss  Atkinson  continues  in  charge  of  the  Primary  department. 
The  school  is  a  large  one  and  steadily  growing.  If  Districts  Nos.  2  and  10,.  ' 
Piiverside  and  Albert,  could  be  induced  to  unite  forces  and  build  a  central 
school,  there  appears  no  reason  why  one  of  the  most  successful  schools  in  the 
Province  should  not  be  operated  at  a  comparatively  small  expense. 

Harve^^  Corner,  one  of  the  largest  graded  schools  of  two  departments  in 
this  Inspectorate  continues  to  do  a  very  good  class  of  work.  The  interior  of 
the  school  bouse  and  the  school  furniture  are  in  a  dilapidated  and  unkempt 
condition.     The  supply  of  apparatus  has  somewhat  increased, 

I  regret  that  I  have  been  unable  during  the  year  to  visit  the  Alma  Gram- 
Ettar  School  and  the  Elgin  Corner  Superior  School.  The  former  in  charge  of 
Mr.  Colpitts,  a  very  capable  and  experienced  teacher,  is  no  doubt  being  satis- 
factorily conducted. 

un(.;raded  schools. 

There  are  many  large  and  important    ungraded    schools  in  this  County,, 

^  which  may  be  named  those  at  Point  Wolfe,  Waterside,   Lower  Cape, 

■'ille,  Pleasant  Vale,  and  District  No.  1  Coverdale.     In  most  of  these  a 
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very  excellent  class  of  work  is  being  done  and  the  same  may  also  be  said  of 
•the  work  in  many  smaller  schools. 

It  appears  to  me  that  the  devotion  and  industry  of  the  teachers  and  the 
interest  of  Trustees  and  ratepayers  in  securing  the  best  possible  equipment  for 
their  schools  is  every  year  increasing.  Seldom  does  any  unpleasantness  occur. 
The  work  of  inspection  is  in  almost  all  cases  one  of  pleasure.  I  am  able  also 
to  say  that  almost  uniformly,  recommendations  to  school  officers  have  been 
considered  and  carried  out. 

The  County  Institute  convened  at  Hillsboro'  in  June.  It  was  a  profitable 
^nd  successful  gathering.  A  well  attended  public  meeting  on  Thursday  even- 
ing, was  presided  over  by  C.  J.  Osman,  Esq.,  M.  P.  P.  Addresses  were  given 
•by  the  Chairman,  Principal  J.  M.  Palmer,  of  Sackville,  Dr.  George  U.  Hay, 
.and  others. 

KINGS   COUKTt. 

Perliaps  not  as  large  a  number  of  schools  has  been  maintained  during  the 
•entire  year  as  in  some  years,  but  almost  all  the  districts  have  had  schools  during 
«ome  part  of  the  year.  Scarcity  of  teachers  and  other  causes,  among  which 
anay  be  mentioned  the  opinion  that  prevailed  in  some  sections  that  small  schools 
•would  not  be  recognized  by  the  Board  of.  Education,  contributed  to  cause  thia 
state  of  affairs.  In  districts  where  there  are  but  few  children  to  attend  school 
there  is  usually  a  number  of  ratepayers  personally  interested  in  having  the 
:School  closed  down.  It  is  thought  that  if  there  is  no  school  the  assumed  extra 
expense  of  carrying  the  children  to  the  next  school  will  deter  those  rate  payers 
^vho  want  a  school  from  demanding  and  securing  their  rights  to  school  privi- 
leges. Probably  in  a  short  time  the  law  will  come  to  be  better  understood  and 
more  pronounced  demands  by  ratepayers,  who  have  children  to  send  to  school) 
will  be  made.  There  are  some  sections  in  this  county  where  the  centralization 
principle  should  work  with  good  effect. 

GRADED   SCHOOLS. 

All  the  <]jraded  schools  were  visited  durmg  the  year. 

Mr.  G.  C.  Crawfordj  B.  A.,  Principal,  and  Mr.  Guy  McAdam,  second 
master  of  the  Sussex  Grammar  School,  retired  at  the  close  of  the  winter  term. 
They  were  succeeded  by  Mr.  Wm.  Brodie,  M.  A.,  and  Mr.  Folkins  who  taught 
in  Hillsboro'  during  the  winter  term.  The  School  i3oard  is  to  be  congratulated 
upon  having  a  very  competent  staff  of  seven  teachers.  It  is  to  be  regretU  ' 
that  the  attendance  of  pupils  in  tenth  and  eleventh  grades  has  in  the  last  yeai 
or  so  considerably  decreased. 
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In  the  Superior  Schools  at  Penobaquis,  Apohaqui  and  Bloomfield,  the  en- 
ToUment  of  pupils  in  the  various  classes  of  the  advanced  departments  has  been 
very  small.  Under  the  existing  conditions,  however,  very  good  work  has  been 
done  in  all  of  these  schools.  The  Primary  department  at  Blooaifield  is  also 
very  small.  It  would  appear  advisable  to  annex  to  Apohaqui  the  small  dis- 
tricts Secord,  No.  13,  Sussex,  and  Kiverbank,  No.  26,  Studholm,  etc.,  lying 
west  of  Apohaqui  on  both  sides  of  the  Kennebecasis.  Perhaps  also  Penobsquis 
District  might  be  enlarged  by  the  addition  of  No.  2,  CardwelL  Some  districts 
contiguous  to  Bloomfield  might  be  added  to  it. 

The  Superior  School  at  Hampton,  is  large  and  progi'essive.  Mr.  Rex 
Cormier  is  the  Principal  and  Miss  Prances  Prichard  teacher  of  the  Primary 
department.  The  Intermediate  department  of  the  Hampton  Village  School  haa 
now  somewhat  larger  accommodation  though  not  what  might  be  desired.  It  is 
however,  the  best  that  can  be  done  with  the  present  building.  Too  frequent 
changes  in  the  Principalship  militate  against  the  success  of  this  school.  Mr. 
Kelly,  a  former  Principal,  is  again  in  charge. 

Owing  to  overcrowding  it  was  found  necessary  to  grade  the  Havelock 
Soperior  School  into  three  departments.  Without  doubt  better  work  will  be 
done  because  of  the  change.  The  Intermediate  department  is  located  in  too 
smaU  a  room  to  be  comfortable  or  satisfactory.  Mr.  Aaron  Perry,  B.  A.,  has 
been  the  Principal  during  the  summer  term. 

Nothing  has  occurred  in  the  graded  school  at  Norton  Station  to  require 
comment.  The  teachers  remain  as  last  year.  The  Primary  department  has  a 
very  large  enrollment. 

In  the  school  at  Sussex  Corner  the  two  departments  are  in  enrollment 
about  evenly  balanced,  At  the  time  of  my  visit  the  attendance  was  very  good 
in  both  and  the  work  showed  that  under  the  present  teachers  advancement  had 
been  made. 

UNGRADED    SCHOOLS. 

There  are  many  large  ungraded  schools  in  this  County,  prominent  among 
which  are  those  at  Waterford,  Anagance  Ridge,  Lower  Ridge,  Newtown,  Lower 
Millstream,  Jeffries  Corner,  Hillsdale,  Uphara,  Hatfield's  Point  and  Nauwige- 
wiuk.  Much  excellent  work  is  done  in  many  of  the  ungraded  schools ;  but  in 
aonie,  particularly  among  the  large  schools,  the  character  of  the  work  is  not  en- 
^        satisfactory.     This  arises  chiefly  from  the  fact  that  one  teacher  is  required 

3dch  too  many  classes  and  pupils.  In  many  cases  it  is  difficult  to  lead 
^.%  to  see  the  need  of  employing  assistant  teachers.    The  extra  expense  is- 
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a  deterrent  factor.  Where  unfavorable  conditions  such  as  the  foregoing  exist 
the  very  best  efforts  of  the  teachers  have  been  exerted  and  the  disadvantages 
have  been  reduced  to  a  minimum.  As  I  have  been  unable  to  visit  many  of  the 
Ungraded  Schools  I  cannot  speak  of  them  with  absolute  certainty,  but  from 
what  I  do  know  I  feel  satisfied  that  the  quality  of  work  done  by  them  is  fully 
up  to  the  usual  standard.  Without  doubt  the  schools  are  improving  in  accom- 
modations,  equipment  and  instruction  imparted, 

I  was  unable  to  be  present  at  the  County  Institute,  held  in  Sussex,  in 
'October.  I  am  told  that  the  sessions  were  profitable  and  scimulating.  A 
largely  attended  public  meeting  was  held  in  Oddfellow's  Hall,  on  Thursday 
evening.  It  was  presided  over  by  J.  Arthur  Freeze,  Esq.,  Secretary  to  the 
Sussex  School  Board,  The  principal  speakers  were  the  Chief  Superintendent 
of  Education  and  Mr.  E.  E.  McCready,  Director  of  the  Manual  Training  School 
at  Fredericton. 

QUEENS   COUNTY. 

My  visit  to  the  Chipman  Superior  School  was  a  very  enjoyable  one.  Both 
departments  are  in  very  good  condition.  Miss  Fairweather,  who  was  quite 
popular  in  the  Primary  department—  and  deservedly  so — retired  at  the  close  of 
the  winter  term  and  was  succeeded  by  Miss  Cliffie  Dobson,  Mr.  11.  P.  Dole 
remains  as  Principal. 

The  remaining  schools  in  this  Inspectorate  in  this  County  are  ungraded. 
Upper  Jemseg,  Cambridge,  Thorntown,  Wickham,  Cumberland  Bay  and  White's 
Cove,  are  among  the  largest  of  them.  I  am  able  to  speak  in  commendatory 
terms  of  very  many  of  the  Ungraded  Schools.  The  teachers  as  a  class  are  pains- 
caking,  earnest  and  industrious  men  and  women.  They  are  doing  good  work 
in  raising  educational  standards. 

Throughout  this  Insp?  ctorate  about  the  usual  amount  of  repairing  and  re- 
novating school  buildings,  has  been  done  during  the  summer.  A  very  fair 
amount  of  new  school  furniture  has  also  been  procured. 

During  the  year  no  difficulties  of  moment  have  occurred  in  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  school  law. 

Many  school  meetings  have  been  called  this  year  by  Inspector's  notices, 
cliiefly  because  the  date  of  the  annual  school  meeting  having  been  changed,  the 
proper  parties  neglected  their  duty. 

ARBOE   DAT. 

Arbor  Day  observance  was  as  general  as  in  former  years.     The  neat  anc 
cleanly  condition  of  school  houses  and  grounds  attests  to  the  value  of  work 
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inspired  by  teachers  on  this  day,  though  it  must  be  admitted  that  very  much 
of  the  time  spent  in  setting  out  trees  is  not  profitably  employed.  This  is  be- 
cause in  many  cases  school  grounds  are  not  enclosed  and  also  because  Trustees 
do  not  always  recognize  the  value  of  caring  for  and  protecting  school  property. 
Whatever  improvements  to  school  grounds  are  made  on  Arbor  Day  are  fre- 
quently within  eight  or  ten  days  destroyed  by  cattle. 

Four  hundred  and  twenty  trees,  ninety-five  shrubs  and  one  hundred  and 
sixty-six  flowei  beds  were  reported  from  one  hundred  and  thirty-five  districts. 

Thanking  you  lor  your  kindness  and  forbearance  towards  me  during  the 
past  year.

Sir  : — I  beg  to  submit  the  following  Report  for  the  year  ending  December, 
1901  : 

I  have  been  able  to  cover  my  district  fairly  well  during  both  terms. 

The  winter  term  was  the  most  severe  in  my  experience.  The  month  of 
February  and  part  of  March  have  not  been  surpassed  in  many  years  for  storms 
and  depth  of  snow  in  the  southern  part  of  the  Province.  It  greatly  impeded 
me  in  my  work  and  seriously  affected  the  school  attendance.  I  was  unable  to 
reach  a  few  schools.  Some  that  I  did  visit  had  no  pupils  in  attendance  and  in 
two  or  three  cases,  after  coming  on  the  highway  opposite  to  the  school  house, 
I  was  unable  to  get  my  horse  to  it. 

During  the  summer  term  the  smallpox  broke  out  in  the  City  of  St.  John 
and  later,  spread  to  the  vicinity.  It  resulted  in  the  closing  of  some  of  the 
city  schools  as  well  as  a  number  in  the  country  districts,  while  the  attendant 
scare,  caused  the  attendance  to  fall  off  to  such  an  extent,  that  at  one  time  it 
seemed  to  me,  they  should  have  all  been  closed. 

These  drawbacks  coupled  with  the  scarcity  of  teachers  which  has  prevailed 
during  the  year  and  on  account  of  which  some  schools  remained  closed,  must 
have  a  disastrous  effect  upon  statistics. 

As  this  is  my  year  for  reporting  each  parish,  I  will  make  that  the  most 
prominent  feature.  It  is  difficult  to  keep  in  view  all  the  good  work  done  in  a 
year  by  teachers  and  Trustees,  and  any  omissions  will  not  be  intentional. 

LEPREAUX. 

Mace's  Bay  supports  a  school  regularly,     The  vacations  are  not  as  long  as 
formerly.     Many  improvements  have  been  made,  and  more  are  needed.     Little 
Lepreaux,  which  was  closed  for  some  time,  has  supported  a   regular  scboOi 
Some  good  apparatus  has  been  purchased,  but  outbuildings  are  much  needed, 
Lepreaux  Village  has  had  a  school  half  the  year.     The  number  of  pupils  ii 
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small,  bat  as  it  is  again  to  become  a  milling  centre,  I  hope  the  place  will  im- 
prove.    The  house  needs  painting. 

The  school  at  New  River  Mills  has  been  operated  part  of  the  year.  There 
are  now  but  three  or  four  pupiis  to  attend.     The  house  is  kept  in  good  repair. 

PENNFIBLD. 

Miss  Mary  Hawkins,  Teacher  in  Peunfield  Centre  for  nearly  ten  years, 
retired  with  the  good  wishes  of  all  in  the  district.  She  has  been  succeeded  by 
Miss  Lily  Boyd.  The  house  at  Beaver  Harbor  has  been  painted.  In  this 
district  the  Primary  School  is  kept  in  regular  operation,  but  owing  to  the  work 
in  the  sardine  factories,  the  Advanced  Department  is  closed  part  of  the  time, 
and  it  is  often  difficult  to  get  a  teacher  in  the  middle  of  the  term. 

Coldbrook  school  is  small,  but  in  good  condition.  Owing  to  the  exertions 
of  the  teacher,  Miss  Laura  Boyd,  a  handsome  flag  has  been  procured  for  the 
school.  Black's  Harbor  has  a  large  school,  but  it  is  very  poorlv  housed.  A 
uew  school  house  is  needed. 

Seely's  Cove  has  also  a  large  attendance  with  good  surroundings.  This 
district  has  been  unable  to  secure  a  teacher  for  the  summer  term.  Pennfield 
Ridge  has  supported  a  regular  and  satisfactory  school, 

ST.    GEORGE. 

The  schools  in  the  village  are  in  a  healthy  condition,  the  attendance  at 
the  High  School  is  very  large  and  beyond  the  capacity  of  the  room.  Mr.  W. 
M.  Yeazey  retired  during  the  year,  with  the  esteem  and  good  wishes  of  all. 
He  has  been  succeeded  by  H.  E,  St.  Clair,  a  young  man  with  an  excellent 
record  as  a  teacher. 

There  is  need  of  some  good  apparatus  to  replace  that  which  is  old  or  worn 
out. 

Head  of  L'£tang  has  had  a  fair  school.  Breadalbane  has  provided  new 
furniture.  The  school  in  this  district  is  very  small,  and  I  think  it  would  be 
to  the  advantage  of  all  concerned  if  the  pupils  were  conveyed  to  St.  George 
Red  Granite  has  added  some  good  and  necessary  apparatus.  Bonny  River  sup- 
"^rts  an  excellent  school.  Through  the  exertions  of  Miss  Lucy  McKenzie,  the 
3her,  a  flag,  slates,  etc.,  have  been  added.     Second  Falls  supports  a  school 

of  the  time.  Elmcroft,  Somerville,  Red  Rock,  Piskahegan  and  Pomroy 
ge,  are  isolated  districts  with  few  children  and  limited  resources.     Most  of 
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these  have  kept  a  school  in  operation  during  part  of  the  year.  They  are  too 
far  apart  to  centralize. 

Miss  Sadie  Carson,  teacher  at  Caithness  has  been  instrumental  in  procur- 
ing for  that  district  a  flag  pole  and  slate  black  boards. 

Mascarene  and  Back  Bay  have  had  difficulty  in  securing  teachers  for  the 
whole  year.  The  school  at  Letete  has  much  improved  in  all  respects  under  the 
tuition  of  Miss  M.  Lizzie  Knight.  Through  her  exertions  a  flag,  dictionary, 
elates  and  other  apparatus,  have  ceen  added  to  the  school. 

Upper  L'Etang  has  had  a  fair  school,  the  attendance  is  small.  L'Etang 
has  had  a  good  school  as  usual.  Roix  has  operated  a  school  the  usual  time. 
Some  improvements  are  necessary. 

ST.    PATRICK. 

Lower  Bocabec  has  made  many  improvements  of  late,  and  while  the  same 
have  been  well  intentioned  some  of  them  have  not  been  to  the  satisfaction  of 
all.  Bocabec  has  had  a  good  school.  In  no  district  in  the  county  have  more 
intelligent  and  praiseworthy  efforts  been  made  by  ratepayers,  Trustees  and 
teachers  to  improve  school  grounds  and  premises,  than  in  McMiun,  No.  4. 
The  grounds  have  been  most  tastefully  laid  out  and  the  interior  of  the  house 
decorated.  Some  excellent  apparatus  has  been  added  and  it  is  proposed  to 
provide  modern  and  up  to  date  single  sittings  and  desks.  Miss  Florence  Gun- 
ningham,  was  the  teacher  in  charge,  when  most  of  the  improvements  were 
made.  The  school  at  Elmsville  has  been  intelligently  conducted  as  usual,  the 
attendance  is  not  large.  Clarence  Eidge  has  supported  a  fair  school.  It  is  ore 
of  the  few  districts  within  my  knowledge  that  has  a  complete  set  of  registers 
since  the  school  law.  At  my  request  the  trustees  have  had  them  bound,  and  a 
most  interesting  and  instructive  volume  it  is.  It  was  regarded  with  much  in- 
terest at  our  last  County  Institute.  McCallum  could  not  procure  a  teacher 
during  the  summer  term,  which  is  to  be  regretted.  The  grounds  have  been  im- 
proved and  fenced.  The  grounds  of  Digdeguash  Mills  have  been  fenced  and 
the  energy  of  Miss  Eftie  Crawley,  the  teacher,  has  supplied  some  excellent  ap- 
paratus. Owing  to  the  destruction  of  the  bridge  at  Salt  Water,  only  half  of  the 
children  were  able  to  attend  school  during  the  summer  term. 

DUMRARTON. 

The  school  in  No.  1  is  irregularly  supported,  and  little  interest  seems    o 
be  taken  in  it.    The  Trustees  aie  very  careless  about  the  surroundings. 

The  house  at  Flume  Bidge  has  been  painted  and  a  fair  school  maintain)   «^ 
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Provision  has  been  made  for  a  new  bonse  at  Whittier  Bidge,  but  up  to 
this  time  the  selection  of  the  site  has  been  an  obstacle.  I  hope  that  it  may 
not  prove  so  long,  as  the  house  is  badly  needed.  Through  the  efforts  of  the 
teacher.  Miss  Mary  Hawkins,  the  school  has  been  supplied  with  a  fine  globe 
and  other  apparatus.  Sorrell  Ridge  has  supported  a  school  as  usual  and  some 
slate  blackboard  has  been  added  tc  the  apparatus.  Boiling  Dam  has  main 
tained  the  excellent  reputation  of  its  school  under  Miss  Florence  Downing, 
Oce  young  man  from  this  school  successfully  passed  the  preliminary  for  first 
•class  and  another  came  within  a  mark  or  two  of  doing  so.  The  house  has  been 
painted  and  through  the  efforts  of  the  teacher  and  others  a  fence  in  front  has 
been  provided  for.  Greenock  has  had  a  good  school  and  through  the  exertions 
^{  Miss  Margaret  McNabb,  many  improvements  have  been  made. 

The  house  at  Dumbarton  has  been  repaired,  the  grounds  graded  and  slate 
blackboards  added.    Tryon  has  made  the  usual  effort  to  maintain  a  good  school. 

ST.    DAVID. 

The  s  ?hool  at  Tower  Hill  has,  been  vigorous  and  regularly  maintained. 
The  school  in  No.  2  is  not  well  attended.  Lever  has  a  jzood  school  and  much 
interest  is  taken  by  the  ratepayers.  Through  the  exertions  of  Miss  Priscilla 
Seid,  many  improvements  have  been  made.  Not  much  interest  is  taken  in 
school  matters  at  Meadows  and  this  spirit  in  the  past  has  probably  had  much 
to  do  with  the  disposition  of  the  rising  generation  to  commit  depredations  upon 
school  and  other  property.  Good  schools  have  been  operated  at  Hill's  Point 
and  Oak  Bay.  The  first  term  was  a  stormy  one  at  Began's  Corner,  but  not  a 
ripple  has  disturbed  the  excellent  work  of  the  second.  Some  repairs  have  been 
made  in  No.  7,  and  more  are  needed.  The  same  may  be  said  of  No.  8.  Bay 
Boad  permits  too  many  entertainments  to  be  held  in  its  house  for  the  good  of 
the  premises  and  apparatus.  Miss  Waldron,  the  teacher,  while  in  the  district, 
vas  most  active  in  promoting  its  interests. 

The  school  at  Moore's  Mills  continues  to  furnish  an  excellent  opportunity 
to  those  desirous  of  obtaining  advanced  education,  and  it  is  taken  advantage  of 
to  such  an  extent,  that  probably  more  students  are  prepared  by  it  than  any 
0  '  school  in  the  County.  Many  improvements  have  been  made  during  the 
)  Mr.  H.  E.  St.  Clair  retired  to  accept  the  Principalship  of  the  St.  George 
8    ols  and  was  succeeded  by    Miss  Bessie  Colwell,  A.  B. — a  most  successful 
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ST.   ANDREWS. 

The  schools  in  the  town  are  efficiently  conducted  as  usuaL  The  attend- 
ance is  not  as  large  as  formerly.  Mr.  J.  A.  Allen,  the  present  principal,  i» 
performing  his  duties  with  much  acceptance  to  all  interested.  < 

The  school  at  Chamcook  has  been  operated  for  a  longer  time  than  usuaL 

ST   CROIX. 

Lower  Bayside  supports  a  good  school,  but  its  house  and  grounds  are  not     ! 
up  to  the  importance  of  the  district.     The  same  may  be  said  of  Upper  Bayside, 
but  in  this  district,  I  think,  there  is  a  well  defined  intention  to  bring  about  im-     j 
provement.     Bartlett's  Mills  has  greatly  improved  the  interior  of  its  house,  but 
the  furniture  is  still  very  poor.     It  is  to  be  regretted  that  this  district  could     j 
not  secure  a  teacher  for  the  summer  term.     Waweig,  No.  5,  has  made  many  im- 
provements since  my  last  report,  new  furniture  has  been  purchased,  the  interior 
of  the  house  most  tastefully  decorated  and  by  the  exertions  of  the  teacher,  Wsb 
Fannie  Cunningham,  some  excellent  apparatus  has  been  procured.       Orr,  has 
new  furniture  and  the  teacher,  Miss  Mabel  Jones,  has  been  able  to  supply  an 
excellent  terrestrial  globe.     The  Rev.  Hunter  Boyd,  the  Presbyterian  clergy- 
man in  this  locality,  takes  a  deep  and  intelligent  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the 
schools,  with  excellent  results. 

DUFFERIN. 

Crocker  Hill  has  provided  new  furniture  and  apparatus.  The  house  at  the 
Ledge  has  been  repaired  and  excellent  outbuildings  erected. 

ST.    JAMES. 

DeWolf  has  built  a  new  house  during  the  year.  It  was  much  needed. 
The  school  at  Baillie  is  small,  but  in  good  order.  The  same  is  true  of  No.  SJ. 
This  district  might  well  unite  with  either  Moore's  Mills  or  Old  Ridge.  No.  4, 
Anderson,  has  had  a  good  school.  No.  5,  Meredith,  has  experienced  much  con- 
tention during  the  year.  It  has  caused  me  much  correspondence  and  a  special 
visit  to  the  district  in  the  interest  of  harmony,  with  somewhat  doubtful  results. 
There  has  been  a  good  school  at  Lynnfield.  Miss  Bertha  Dewar,  the  teacher, 
has  provided  the  district  with  a  fine  flag  and  some  apparatus.  Oak  Hill  tiaa 
awakened  from  its  lethargy.  It  has  painted  and  repaired  its  house  and  \  lilt 
fine  outbuildings.  Miss  Mildred  McCanu,  at  Lawrence,  as  in  all  otber  disti  ctsi- 
has  effected  great  improvement  in  her  school  and  appliances.     I  regret  hei  re- 
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tirement  from  the  service.     Basswood  Ridge  has  a  small  but  excellent  school 
and  seods  out  some  good  pupils. 

The  schools 'at  Canous  and  Beaconsfield  are  small,  but  fairly /efficient, 
Pomroy  Ridge  needs  a  new  house  and  better  furniture.  There  is  a  good, 
school  on  the  Scotch  Ridge.  The  grounds  at  Little  Ridgeton  have  been  fenced 
and  a  fine  stcmdard  dictionary  has  been  supplied.  There  was  no  school  at 
the  Lower  Little  Ridge  owing  to  the  inability  of  the  Trustees  to  obtain  a 
teacher. 

ST.    STEPHEN   (PARISH).  ^ 

There  is  a  good  school  at  Mayfield,  and  the  exertions  of  Miss  Blanche 
l^eehitt^  the  teacher,  have  provided  it  with  excellent  maps  of  the  Dominion  and 
Hemispheres.  There  is  a  small  school  at  Barterville  which  should  nnite  with 
Mayfield.  Moannes  has  a  small,  school,  well  housed  and  furnished.  Upper 
Mills  has  painted  its  house.  Heathland  has  rebuilt  and  enlarged  its  house. 
BlacUands  and  Old  Ridge  have  had  excellent  schools.  There  has  been  no 
jscbool  during  the  year  at  Valley  Park.     There  are  few  pupils. 

GRAND    MANAN. 

The  schools  in  this  parish  have  all  been  regularly  and  satisfactorily  oper- 
.-ated.  The  few  pupils  at  the  Fog  Whistle  school  have  been  conveyed  to  the 
central  school  at  North  Head,  thus  doing  away  with  the  necessity  of  maintain- 
ing a  school  there. 

The  Superior  department  at  North  Head  does  not  in  my  opinion  do  the 
work,  that  should  fairly  be  expected.  The  attendance  is  irregular  and  pupils 
do  not  remain  to  enter  and  complete  the  work  of  the  higher  grades.  The  High 
School  entrance  examinations  have  not  been  taken.  I  think  there  should  be 
greater  enthusiasm  and  interest  created  in  the  work  and  that  more  advanced 
pupils  should  be  graduated. 

Much  interest  is  taken  in  Castalia  in  the  improvement  of  school  grounds, 
and  the  house  and  grounds  present  a  very  attractive  appearance.  The  practice 
of  maintaining  a  graded  school  during  part  of  the  year  and  an  ungraded  the  re- 
maining part  has  a  confusing  affect  upon  the  work. 

Woodward's  Cove  has  had  a  fair  school,  which  has  been  operated  more  re- 
gularly than  formerly.  There  is  a  disposition  in  this  district  to  maintain  a 
^-"^^fCr  school  in  the  future. 

Grand  Harbor  has  been  as  heretofore,  one  of  my  most  satisfactory  districts. 

'ell,  costing  $90.00  hfts  been  dug  on  the  school  grounds,  which  have  been 
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fenced  and  much  improved.  This  district  obtained  first  prize  in  the  competition 
among  the  Island  districts,  for  the  great^est  amount  of  improvement  to  school 
grounds  and  premises  daring  the  year.  Mr.  J.  S.  Lord  and  Miss  Minnie 
Ganong  were  the  teachers  during  the  first  term,  and  Mr.  R.  L.  Carson  and  Miss 
Katie  Woost«r,  during  the  second  term. 

The  schools  at  Whitehead  were  in  better  condition  than  I  have  ever  seen 
them  previously.  Seal  Cove  has  a  very  large  school,  and  has  done  satisfactory 
work.  Two  Islands  and  Deep  Cove  do  not  operate  the  whole  year,  but  they 
make  the  most  of  their  opportunities. 

CAMPOBELLO. 

.The  school  at  Welshpool  is  still  under  the  efficient  management 
of  Mr.  A.  W.  Hickson,  who  has  become  a  factor  in  the  community.  The 
grounds  are  easily  the  best  on  the  Islands,  but  as  all  the  improvement  was  not 
made  in  one  year,  they  did  not  rank  for  the  prizes.  In  this  district,  the  first 
experiment  in  centralization  in  Canada  has  been  successfully  inaugurated.  The 
school  at  Snug  Cove  has  been  closed  and  the  pupils  conveyed  to  the  central 
school  at  Welshpool. 

Wilson's  Beach  has  a  very  large  school,  with  an  irregular  attendance.  At 
Head  Harbor,  the  house  has  been  painted  and  many  additions  made  to  appar* 
atus  and  appliances.  Much  of  this  is  due  to  the  efforts  of  the  teacher,  Mrs 
Myra  Lank. 

WEST   ISLES. 

Indian  Island  has  a  small  school  which  is  kept  open  only  part  of  the  year. 
The  pupils  in  this  district,  considering  their  opportunities,  display  more  than 
ordinary  capacity.  Chocolate  Cove  has  had  a  good  school  throughout  the  year. 
Considerable  improvement  has  been  made  in  the  surroundings.  Leonardville 
has  had  a  good  school.  Miss  Ella  M.  Hay  has  been  most  painstaking  in  her 
efforts  to  improve  the  grounds,  and  a  good  fence  has  been  built.  The  house  has 
also  been  painted.  This  district  has  naturally  the  best  school  grounds  on  the 
Island.  Richardson  and  Lord's  Cove  support  excellent  schools.  In  both  dis- 
tricts many  improvements  have' been  made.  Lambert  Town  has  added  some 
good  apparatus.  The  house  at  Lambert's  Cove  has  been  enlarged  and  painted 
and  through  the  exertions  of  the  teacher,  Mr.  B.  W.  Robertson,  a  fine  book- 
case has  been  provided  and  a  good  beginning  made  toward  a  library. 

Fair  Haven  surpassed  all  the  other  districts  on  the  Island  in  improvement 
made  during  the  year  in  school  grounds  and  premises.  The  initiative  in  t  s 
was  largely  due  to  the  teacher,  Mr.  Louis  H.  Baldwin. 
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The  school  at  Xorthera  Harbor  was  closed  at  the  time  of  my  visit,  owing 
to  tiie  illness  of  the  teacher.  Bean's  Island  had  a  school  during  the  second 
tenn. 

ST.    STEPHEN. 

The  most  notable  step  in  advance  in  the  St.  Stephen  schools,  made  recently,, 
has  been  the  introduction  of  water  and  sewerage  into  all  the  school  buildings. 
I  had  expected  from  the  sentiment  which  seemed  to  prevail  in  the  town  a  year 
or  two  ago,  that  before  this,  modern  business  training  would  have  been  intro- 
duced into  the  schools  as  a  substitute  for  Latin  and  Greek — nothing  has  as  yet 
been  done  in  that  direction,  though  I  think  it  has  not  been  lost  sight  of. 

MILLTOWN. 

The  schools  in  this  town  have  maintained  their  usual  high  standard  and 
regularity  of  attendance.  Much  interest  is  taken  in  them  by  trustees  and  citi- 
zens and  this  is  reflected  in  the  work  of  the  teachers.  It  was  my  privilege  to 
attend  the  gradixating  exercises  there  in  June.  They  were  held  in  the  new  and 
commodious  Presbyterian  church  which  was  filled  by  the  people  of  the  town  on 
one  very  warm  June  afternoon.  For  enthusiasm,  and  elaborate  detail,  I  have 
never  seen  their  closing  exercises  surpassed. 

The  enrolment  in  some  of  the  lower  grade  rooms  was  much  too  large  at 
the  time  of  my  visits  in  April  last. 

ST.   JOHN    COUNTY. 

Musquash. — Prince  of  Wales  has  had  a  fair  school.  The  Village  of  Mus- 
qnash  has  been  the  first  district  in  my  territory  to  give  encouragement  to 
nianual  training  and  at  the  beginning  of  next  term,  Miss  Agnes  Lucas,  the 
teacher,  expects  to  be  equipped  with  three  benches.  Chance  Harbour  main- 
tains an  excellent  school  as  usual  and  it  is  well  equipped  in  all  respects,  a 
library,  globe,  chemical  apparatus  and  flag  have  been  added  by  the  teachers. 
Misses  McAfee,  Norrad  and  Mac  Vicar.  Dipper  Harbour  house  has  been  im- 
proved in  appearance  and  some  apparatus  provided, 

Lancaster. — Both  districts  atPisariuco  have  large  attendance  and  employ 
first  class  teachers.  Flags  have  been  presented  to  both  by  lodges  in  the  place. 
No.  12  has  added  to  its  apparatus  and  No.  1 1  has  added  a  class  room  and  been 
painted. 

•.  W.  F.  Burns  has  conducted  an  excellent  school  at  Mahogany.     A 
fi        q;  and  pole  have  been  provided  and  the  house  has  been  painted.     All  re- 
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gret  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Burns.  Green  Head  has  a  well  equipped  school. 
Slate  blackboards  have  been  added.  South  Bay  and  Sutton  maintain  good 
schools  —  the  house  in  the  latter  needs  painting.  Beaconsfield  has  a  well  equipped 
school  of  two  departments.  The  attendance  at  these  departments  dops  not  repre 
eent  the  strength  of  the  district  as  about  half  of  the  pupils  attend  the  St.  John 
city  schools .  The  schools  in  Fairville  and  Millford,are  in  good  order.  A  new 
department  is  required  in  Fairville  and  the  resources  of  Milford  have  been 
seriously  crippled  by  the  burning  of  two  large  mills.  Mr.  J,  F.  Worrell  has 
retired  from  the  priucipalship  of  the  Faiiville  school  to  the  regret  of  all 
interested. 

SiMONDS. — The  schools  at  Coldbrook,  Brook ville  and  the  Nail  Factory  are 
not  as  vigorous  as  they  should  be.  The  burning  of  the  Rolling  Mills  has  been 
a  serious  loss  to  them  all.  It  seems  curious  that  in  those  districts  near  a  large 
town  the  same  interest  in  good  schools  does  not  exist  as  in  those  further  re- 
moved. The  example  of  the  town  should  prove  contagious,  but  the  reverse  is 
the  case. 

Golden  Grove  has  made  decided  improvoment.  The  schools  at  Little 
River,  Eed  Head  and  Mispec  have  been  repaired  and  painted.  Silver  Falls 
has  repaired  its  house,  put  in  hard  wood  floors  and  the  teacher,  Miss  Ella  M. 
Wetmore,  has  provided  a  handsome  flag  and  pole.  The  flag  was  raised  for  the 
first  time  on  Empire  Day.  Lakewood  has  repaired  and  painted  its  house 
This  school  and  those  at  Coldbrook  and  Red  Head  were  closed  for  a  time  6^ 
account  of  small-pox  and  the  attendance  in  most  of  the  schools  in  this  parish 
was  afifected  by  the  same  cause.  Loch  Lomond  has  painted  its  house  and  Miss 
Miller  has  had  the  grounds  fenced  at  Willow  Grove,  and  made  other  improve- 
ments. Garnet  needs  a  better  house.  The  houses  at  Black  River  and  Gard- 
iners  Creek  have  been  painted.  Grove  Hill  and  Otter  Lake  could  not  secure 
teachers  for  part  of  the  year  and  Upper  Loch  Lomond  is  closed  partly  owing  to 
small  attendance  and  partly  to  lack  of  interest. 

St.  Martins. — Bain's  Corner,  throuorh  the  exertions  of  the  teacher.  Miss 
Katie  McPartland,  has  had  its  fine  grounds  fenced.  All  in  the  district  have 
willingly  assisted  and  next  year  it  is  hoped  that  some  experimental  gardening 
will  be  done.  The  house  has  also  been  painted.  Miss  McPartland  has  left  her 
impress  in  the  way  of  improvement  upon  every  district  in  which  she  has  been 
engaged.  In  conjunction  with  Miss  Hannah  Floyd,  teacher,  at  Fairfield  — 
another  progressive  district, — a  united  school  concert  was  given,  by  which  $41* 
was  raised.  The  proceeds  have  been  divided  and  are  to  be  devoted  toward  a 
school  library  in  each  district. 
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Shanklin  needs  a  better  house.  Some  new  furniture  has  been  provided. 
A  teacher  could  not  be  procured  for  the  second  term. 

The  schools  at  Ilanford  Brook  and  Hardingville  are  small.     The  death  of 

Mr,  John  Kirkpatrick,  who  as  trustee  and  secretary  in  the  latter  district,  ever 

'       took  an  intelligent  interest  in  the  school,  is  much  regretted.     The  school  at 

Wood  Lake  is  closed — the  majority  of  the  pupils  attending  school  at  tl:e  Moun- 

I      tain.     Miss  Mary  F.  Cremor,  the  secretary,  continues  to  take  a  deep  interest 

f       in  the  well-being  of  No.  30  and  the  house  and  surroundings  are  very  attractive. 

The  houses  at  Quaco  East,  Greer  and  Salmon  River  have  been  painted  or  im- 

()roved  in  other  ways. 

Something  has  been  done  in  the  way  of  improvement  to  the  Quaco  schools 
^nd  more  is  required.  Mr.  W.  L.  McDiarmid  bids  fair  to  prove  a  worthy  suc- 
^saor  to  Mr.  George  J.  Trueman.  but  the  work  in  the  advanced  department 
tequires  an  assistant. 

City  of  St.  John.— Space  will  not  permit  m(3  to  give  a  detailed  repojt  of 
•all  that  has  been  done  in  St.  John  city.  The  Board  has  been  very  active  in  all 
that  pertains  to  externals  and  some  very  fine  buildings  have  been  erected.  I 
have  already  reported  upon  the  Aberdeen,  Alexandra  and  High  School  build- 
ings. I  have  pleasure  in  rejwrting  another  this  year,  viz  :  the  La  Tour,  which 
is  located  on  the  West  Side  and  will  soon  be  ready  for  occupation.  I  have  not 
L  visited  it  recently,  but  I  am  informed  that  it  is  fully  the  equal  of  any  of  its 
I  predecessors.  I  had  hoped  this  yeai  to  be  able  to  report  progress  in  the  way  of 
a  building  to  replace  the  old  Madras  and  I  think  some  steps  have  been  taken 
in  that*  direction.  If  one  wished  to  contrast  the  surroundings  of  fifty  years  ago 
with  those  of  to-day  in  regard  to  schools,  he  would  find  it  suggestive  to  visit 
the  Madras  and  the  Alexandra  schools.  I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that 
the  Douglas  Avenue  building  has  been  connected  with  the  sewerage  system  of 
the  city  during  the  year.  I  think  in  a  city  of  the  importance  of  St.  John,  em- 
plojing  150  teachers,  that  there  should  be  some  organization  among  them  for 
the  purpose  of  mutual  assistance  and  improvement.  Nearly  every  other  pro- 
fession or  trade  has  such  an  organization,  which  gives  it  strength  and  standing 
in  the  community.  In  many  cities,  during  the  winter,  a  course  of  excellent 
professional  lectures  is  establi.«hed  and  supported  by  the  teachers.  In  St.  John 
the  teachers  seldom  or  never  meet  for  any  purpose,  and  are  hardly  acquainted 
with  each  other.  Trustees  and  parents  should  also  take  more  frequent  oppor- 
"''^.s  of  meeting  with  teachers.  It  would  be  a  good  plan  and  a  profitable 
the  city,  if,  in  two  or  three  of  the  fine  new  buildings,  a  room  were  set 
"  each  for  a  library,  reading  room  and  place  of  meeting  for  the  teachers 
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of  that  section  of  the  city.     T  believe  if  the  teachers  should  ask  for  this,  the- 
request  would  receive  favorable  consideration  at  the  hands  of  the  Board, 

Time  did  not  permit  me  to  visit  the  High  Schools  in  St.  John  during  the- 
year. 

KINGS   COUNTY. 

Westfield. — Westfield  Beach  has  painted  its  house  and  made  other  im- 
provements. Public  Landing  has  painted  also  and  built  new  outbuildings. 
DeVeber  has  added  to  its  appointments.     Cheyne  has  been  running  smoothly- 

On  the  eastern  side  of  the  river,  Carter's  Point,  Land's  End  and  Bayswater 
have  had  their  houses  painted,  and  Sea  Dog  Cove  has  made  considerable  im- 
provement. 

Greenwich, — Considerable  very  necessary  improvements  have  been  made 
to  the  house  at  Upper  Greenwich.  New  furniture  has  been  supplied  and  many 
other  improvements  and  repairs  have  been  made  at  Brown's  Plats.  In  this 
district  and  that  at  Round  Hill,  teachers  could  not  be  procured  until  late  in  the 
second  term. 

TEA.CHERS. — Teachers  have  been  very  scarcp.  in  my  district  during  the  year. 
A  few  local  licenses  were  issued,  but  even  then  ten  or  a  dozen  schools  could 
not  obtain  teachers.  The  outlook  for  an  increased  .uipply  very  soon  is  not 
bright.  Times  have  been  fairly  good  and  the  demand  for  workers  in  business 
offices  and  hospitals  has  attracted  many  of  our  teachers.  The  higher  standard 
of  qualification  required  necessitates  preparation  for  Normal  School  at  a  dis- 
tance from  home  in  many  cases,  so  that  it  is  becoming  more  expensive  to  train 
for  teaching,  and  fewer  are  turning  their  attention  in  that  direction.  The  only 
remedy  for  this  is  the  payment  of  higher  salaries  locally  and  the  scarcity  is. 
already  bringing  this  about  in  some  degree.  In  the  whole  province,  there  are 
only  three  men  in  the  educational  service,  who  are  drawing  salaries  of  $2,000 
or  upwards — an  amount  that  would  be  considered  very  moderate  by  any  other 
successful  professional  man,  and  entirely  insignificant  by  those  on  the  Highest 
rungs  of  the  ladder,  which  is  the  place  of  these  three  in  the  educational  service. 
.  Yet  in  education  training  and  ability,  as  much,  if  not  more  is  required  of  teach- 
ers than  in  any  other  walk  in  life.  In  tho  face  of  this  it  is  not  surprising  that 
young  men  and  women  are  not  attracted  toward  teaching,  or  having  entered 
upon  it,  do  not  remain  long  in  the  service. 

The  School  Distbict. — While  I  have  been  able  to  indicate  some  of  the 
improvements  made  in  the  different  districts  I  have  not  done  so  by  any  meanj 
fully.     I  can  only  say  that  as  usual  my  district  is  indebted  for  much  to  the. 
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initiative  of  a  very  energetic  and  progressive  staff  of  teachers,   who  spare  no 
effort  to  promote  the  interests  of  the  schools. 

There  has  been  the  usual  crop  of  difficulties  to  adjust,  but  with  the  excep- 
tion of  the  two  elsewhere  mentioned  all  have  been  arranged.  It  will  take  a 
litde  time  to  define  the  exact  amount  of  property  belonging  to  each  district 
under  the  new  plan  of  assessment. 

Forward  Steps. — I  regard  the  suaessful  experiment  of  the  Trustees  of 
Walshpool,  Campobello,  in  conveying  the  pupils  from  Snug  Cove  to  the  central 
Bchool  as  a  decided  step  in  advance  and  a  useful  object  lesson  for  the  future. 
The  coat  has  been  little  more  than  half  that  of  supporting  the  separate. school, 
and  in  a  letter  I  had  from  Secretary  Mitchell  a  few  days  ago,  he  stated  that 
the  plan  was  giving  the  utmost  satisfaction.  The  names  of  the  trustees  in  this- 
district  are :  J.  F,  Calder,  Silas  Mitchell  and  L.  P.  Simpson.  The  teachers 
are  :   A.  W.  Hickson  and  Miss  Mary  Mitchell. 

If  we  can  combine  the  advantages  of  the  graded  school  with  the  environ- 
ment of  the  country  district  a  great  gDod  will  have  been  brought  about. 

It  was  my  privilege  to  spend  a  month  of  the  summer  vacation  as  a  pupil 
of  the  Manual  Training  School,  under  the  excellent  principalship  of  Mr.  E.  E. 
MacCready,  and  I  do  not  think  I  have  ever  derived  more  profit  and  pleasure 
in  the  same  time  than  from  my  attendance  at  this  summer  school. 

There  was  a  large  and  very  attentive  and  diligent  class.  The  feature  that 
interested  me  most  was  a  class  consisting  of  fifteen  boys  from  the  public  schools. 
Not  one  of  these  boys  dropped  out  during  the  month,  though  their  attendance 
was  purely  voluntary.  Their  hours  of  work  were  supposed  to  be  short,  but 
some  of  them  were  present  early  and  late,  and  in  attention  and  interest  they 
were  an  example  to  us  all.  It  seems  to  me  that  the  training  of  the  hands  must 
in  the  future  go  along  with  that  of  the  head,  and  that  this  kind  of  work  must 
become  a  feature  in  our  education.  If  we  can  gain  the  same,  if  not  better,  re- 
sults in  education  along  utilitarian  lines,  by  all  means  let  us  do  so.  While  the 
St.  John  authorities  did  not  show  as  much  interest  in  the  work  of  the  school  as 
might  have  been  expected,  the  general  public  and  the  press  gave  evidence  of 
their  hearty  approval.  It  is  to  be. hoped  that  the  school  may  come  to  St.  John 
again  next  summer. 

From  my  observation  of  her  excellent  work  at  this  school,  I  was  able  to 

assist  the  Trustees  of  Musquash  to  secure  the  services  of  Miss  Agnes   Lucas. 

She  has  awakened  such  an  interest  in  the  district,  that  with  the  assistance  of 

Surveyor  General  Dunn,  she  will  be  able  to  have  equipped  three  benches  for 

)rk  at  the  beginning  of  next  year.     These  benches  have  been  contributed  by 
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Prof.  Eobertson,  at  the  request  of  Principal  MacCready,  who  has  taken  a  deep 
interest  in  the  work  at  Musquash. 

The  prizes  given  by  Mr.  F.  A.  Holmes,  a  former  teacher,  for  the  greatest 
amount  of  improvement  during  the  year,  made  by  schools  in  the  Island  Parishes 
of  Charlotte,  were  won  by  Grand  Harbour  and  Pair  Haven.  There  was  con- 
siderable t5ompetition,  and  Mr.  Holmes  has  offered  to  repeat  the  prizes  of  SIO 
and  $5  the  coming  year.     I  would  be  glad  to  see  his  example  imitated. 

County  Institutes. — No  County  Institute  was  held  in  St.  John  during 
the  year,  as  there  seemed  to  be  sufl&ci(^,nt  reasons  for  postponing  it. 

In  Charlotte,  it  was  held  in  St.  Stephen.  The  enrolment  was  1 17  teach- 
-ers.  There  were  in  addition  many  former  teachers,  school  officers  and  parents. 
The  meeting  was  of  great  practical  value.  The  discussion  on  "  Home  Lessons" 
which  followed  a  very  bright  and  sensible  paper  written  by  Mrs.  Samuel 
Johnston,  a  talented  lay  woman  of  St.  George,  was  especially  animated  and 
suggestive.  Mrs.  Irving  R.  Todd,  one  of  the  Trustees  of  Milltown,  presided 
with  tact  and  dignity. 

It  has  been  determined  to  hold  the  next  session  of  the  Summer  School  of 

Science  in  St.  Stephen.     It  will  without  doubt  be  a  large  and  notable  gathering 

and  I  hope  that  all  my  teachers  will  endeavor  to  be  present  at  its  meetings, 

as  such  an  opportunity  is  not  likely  to  present  itself  again  soon,  so  near  their 

own  homes.

I  beg  leave  to  submit  my  Report  of  the  condition  of  the  Public  Schools  in 
my  Inspectoral  District  for  the  twelve  months  ending  3lst  Dec,  1901. 

In  ray  last  Annual  Report  I  made  mention  of  the  fact  that  the  supply  of 
teachers  was  not  equal  to  the  demand  on  the  part  of  IXistrict  School  Boards. 
I  am  sorry  to  say  that  the  present  condition  of  affairs  in  that  respect  is  not  im- 
proved, as  I  have  had  occasion  to  recommend  several  candidates  for  local 
Ucenses  in  the  Counties  of  Sunbury  and  York.  These  teachers  in  the  majority 
of  instances  were  in  possession  of  an  expired  3rd  Class  License,  or  had  'passed 
the  Normal  School  Entrance  Examination,  and  I  am  glad  to  report  that  they 
were  doing  good  work.  I  have  found,  also,  that  the  number  of  pupils  in  pre- 
paration at  school  for  the  Normal  School  Entrance  Examination  is  still  diminish- 
ing and  it  is  not  probable  that  there  will  be  as  many  candidates  presenting 
themselves  for  examination  in  1902  as  in  the  past,  in  this  Inspectoral  District. 

New  school  buildings  have  been  completed  and  school  opened  in  them  in 
five  School  Districts,  viz :  No.  9  Petersville,  No.  4  Lincoln^  No.  9  Manners 
Sutton,  No.  5  Northfield,  and  No.  6  Gladcitone. 

These  School  Districts  are  all  of  low  valuation,  but  the  houses  erected  are 
very  creditable,  and  fully  adapted  to  the  needs  of  the  district. 

The  building  in  No.  9  Petersville,  is  one  of  the  very  best  school  houses  in 
Queens  County,  and  is  furnished  with  slate  black  boards.  Much  credit  is  due 
Mr.  J.  A.  Fowler,  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  School  Trustees  in  this  district, 
for  the  active  interest  he  has  displayed  in  providing  the  children  of  the  district 
~~'^h  such  a  building.  The  house  in  No.  4  Lincoln,  is  also  worthy  of  special 
ntion. 

The  house  in  Stanley  Village  has  been  remodelled  to  permit  the  operation, 
wo  departments. 
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A  new  school  house  has  also  been  erected  at  Morrison's  Mills,  by  the 
'Board  of  School  Trustees  of  the  City  of  Fredericton,  in  place  of  the  one  which 
was  destroyed  by  fire. 

The  usual  amount  of  repairing,  painting,  etc.,  has  taken  place  during  the 
year,  and  in  many  districts  througn  the  vote  of  the  ratepayers  at  the  Annual 
School  Meeting  there  has  been  expressed  the  intention  of  doing  something  in 
this  direction  another  year.  It  takes  a  good  deal  of  repairing,  painting,  and 
improvement,  too,  in  apparatus,  to  keep  pace  with  the  ordinary  wear  and  tear 
of  the  school  room,  and  the  defacement  of  the  weather. 

The  improvement  in  school  apparatus  has  been  made  largely  througb  tlie 
•exertions  of  teachers  in  getting  up  entertainments  of  which  I  have  several 
times  before  had  cause  to  report  upon. 

Modern  up-to-date  maps  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada  are  being  provided 
in  manf  districts  as  well  as  maps  of  the  British  Empire. 

City  of  Fredericton. — The  usual  state  of  efficiency  has  been  maintained 
by  the  departments  of  the  schools  in  this  city.  The  principals  of  the  difiTerent 
schools  are  very  enthusiastic  in  their  work,  and  spare  no  pains  in  the  dis- 
charge of  their  duties,  and -the  teachers  in  the  elementary  grades  cannot  easily 
be  surpassed  iu  the  excellent  character  of  their  work  in  teaching. 

The  High  School  under  the  same  teaching  staff  as  I  have  before  reported 
upon,  has  again  shown  the  excellent  character  of  the  work  done  by  the  very 
high  standard  which  the  pupils  attained  in  the  University  Matriculatipn  Ex- 
amination. 

Miss  Mary  Phillips  was  compelled  during  the  year  to  resign,  owing  to  ill 
health,  and  spend  the  winter  elsewhere.  Her  position  in  the  Model  School 
has  been  filled  by  Miss  Nicolson  who  had  been  teaching  the  same  grades  in 
the  Charlotte  Street  School,  Miss  Nicolson's  position  being  filled  by  Miss 
Annie  Taylor,  B.  A.,  of  the  Keswick  Ridge  Supsrior  School. 

Gagetown. — Mr.  1).  L.  Mitchell,  B.  A.,  has  remained  in  charge  of  the 
Grammar  School  here.  Several  pupils  from  this  school  passed  the  University 
Matriculation  and  others  the  Normal  School  entrance  in  June  last. 

SUPERIOR    SCHOOLS. 

Marysville. — No  change  has  been  made  in  the  teaching  staff  in  the  dif- 
ferent departments  of  this  school.  The  buildings  still  remain  in  much  the 
same  condition,  and  one  cannot  but  hops  that  in  the  near  future  a  handsome 
brick  building  will  replace  the  several  wooden  structures  now  in  use.  The  fine 
large  play-ground  is  one  of  the  features  of  this  school. 
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St.  Mary's  anp  Gibson. — Mr.  J.  DeLong  resigned  his  position  as  principal 
4n  June  last,  to  pursue  his  college  course.  The  position  was  filled  by  the  ap- 
pointment of  Mr.  A.  H.  Barker  of  the  Fredericton  Junction  Superior  School. 
Both  of  the  teachers  are  earnest  workers  and  the  school  has  been  under  good 
discipline.  Owing  to  the  case  of  smallpox  in  St.  Mary's,  all  the  depart- 
ments remained  closed  the  last  three  weeks  of  the  Term. 

Harvey  Station. — Mr.  Clive  McCaun  has  conducted  the  advance  de- 
.partment  during  the  year  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  ratepayers.  It  is  to  be  re- 
gretted that  the  number  of  pupils  enrolled  iu  this  Superior  School  is  not 
increasing.  The  Primary  department  has  been  successfuly  conducted  by  Miss 
Emilj  Hunter. 

Ke:swick  Ridge.  —  Mr.  Coburn  Jewett  resigned  his  position  last 
January,  to  accept  a  position  at  Sudbury  in  railroad  construction.  Miss  Annie 
Tajlor,  B.  A.,  was  then  placed  in  charge  till  November  last,  when  she  took 
•charge  of  a  department  in  the  Chailotte  Street  School.  The  school  is  now  in 
charge  of  Mr.  Harry  Fraser,  a  successful  teacher,  who  it  is  to  be  hoped  will 
remain  in  the  position  for  some  length  of  lime.  There  have  been  upwards  of 
ten  teachers  in  charge  of  this  Superior  School  in  the  last  six  years,  notwith- 
standing the  desire  of  the  Trustees  to  obtain  a  teacher  who  might  remain  in 
charge  for  some  years, 

McAdam. — Mr.  Perkins  still  remains  in  charge,  there  being  an  Inter- 
mediate and  a  Primary  department.  A  great  improvement  has  been  made  in 
the  past  few  years  in  the  educational  advantages  afforded  the  children  of 
McAdam. 

Fredericton  Junction. — This  is  the  only  graded  school  in  the  County  of 
Sunbury.  Mr.  A.  H.  Barker  under  whose  control  the  school  made  substantial 
progress,  resigned  in  June  last  to  accept  the  St.  Mary's  and  Gibson  Superior 
School.  His  place  has  been  fiUed  by  the  appointment  of  Mr.  H.  H.  Bridges, 
B.  A. 

Stanley  Village. — This  school  though  not  a  Superior  School,  has  been 
under  the  principalship  of  Mr.  Clarence  Sansom  who  has  been  untiring  in  his 
efforts  to  raise  the  tone  of  the  school,  and  who  has  been  very  successful  in  this 
respect.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  before  long  this  department  will  receive  the 
advantage  of  the  Superior  School  grant. 

THE   district   SCHOOL. 

I  know  of  no  organized  school  district  in  this  Inspectoral  district  where  a 
^  was  not  maintained  at  least  part  of  the  year,  and  the  troubles  incident 
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■  to  the  carrying  on  of  the  business  of  the  school  district  have  Veen  of  a  very  minor 
character.  The  teachers  themselves  in  their  daily  work  are  doing  the  best 
they  know,  at  least  in  the  majority  of  instances,  and  «employ  the  best  means- 
they  have  at  hand  to  assist  them  in  their  school  work.  I  think  that  anybody 
who  saw  the  large  gathering  of  teachers  in  Fredericton,  last  September,  mast 
have  been  pleased  with  their  intelligent  appearance,  and  the  keen  attentiou 
displayed  by  them  at  the  Institute.  The  teachers  in  the  district  school  are  in* 
many  ways  somewhat  isolated  and  it  is  hardly  necessary  to  add  need  the 
hearty  co-operation  of  Trustees  and  ratepayers  in  this  work,  and  it  is  im- 
portant for  the  teachers  to  realize  at  the  start  that  such  co-operation,  de- 
pends largely  on  the  confidence  which  they  are  able  to  inspire  in  the  parents, 
as  well  as  children. 

That  the  intelligent  teacher  in  many  instances  does  not  receive  this  co- 
operation in  a  number  of  our  district  schools  has  been  painfully  impressed  upon 
me  frequently,  and  popular  approval  cannot  be  accepted,  in  the  case  of  teach- 
ing, as  evidence  of  genuine  merit  and  success.  It  is  too  common,  among  par- 
ents, thoughtlessly  to  question  the  wisdom,  even  the  competency  of  teachers,  in 
the  presence  of  their  children  and  this  frequently  leads  to  misconduct  and  im- 
pairs the  children's  interest  and  progress  in  the  work  of  the  school. 

There  is  also  a  growing  tendency  on  the  part  of  some  parents  in  the  school 
district  towaids  an  assumption  of  control,  at  least,  of  some  of  the  rights  and 
duties  of  teachers,  particularly  where  the  teacher  is  young  and  inexperienced. 
Teachers  are  told  authoritatively  by  parents  that  they  don't  want  their  children 
given  home  lessons,  that  they  donH  want  them  to  study  History,  Nature  Les- 
sons, Health  Reader  Lessons,  etc.,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  for  this  reason  there 
often  ensues  a  sacrifice  of  efficiency  and  progress.  The  teachers,  too,  are  left 
to  the  alternative  of  exercising  questioned  authority,  of  permitting  the  efficiency 
of  the  school  to  be  sacrificed,  or  of  procuring  another  situation. 

For  such  reasons  I  think  we  should  welcome  any  movement  towards  the 
intelligent  co-operation  of  parents  and  teachers,  and  anything  that  tends,  on  the 
part  of  the  parent,  towards  generously  recognizing  the  authority  in  the  teacher 
which  is  requisite  for  efficient  work  in  the  schools. 

That  the  teacher  should  possess  requisite  qualifications  is  of  course  a  nec- 
essary condition  of  success,  and  there  will  he  greater  progress  when  this  condi- 
tion inspires  confidence  and  hearty  co-operation  on  the  part  of  the  parents  and 
Trustees.  And  yet  notwithstanding  the  many  influences  which  retard  progress 
in  the  district  school,  and  limit  its  effiiciency,  and  the  many  criticisms  that  are 
passed  upon  it,  we  must  not  forget  that  in  these  very  schools  a  large  proportion 
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of  OUT  teachers  receive  their  preparation  for  Normal  School,  and  attain  a  stand- 
ard of  proficiency  at  the  entrance  examination  which  compares  favorably  with 
that  of  those  prepared  in  our  best  graded  schools. 

school  ventilation. 

Complaints  have  frequently  been  made  to  me  concerning  teachers  opening 
doors  and  windows  for  purposes  of  ventilation  during  the  winter  months.  It 
is  unfortunate  that  in  the  large  majority  of  district  school  houses  there  is  no 
other  means  of  ventilating  the  school  room  except  by  the  doors  and  windows, 
and  there  is  not  much  to  suggest  that  might  iEifford  any  relief  to  teacher  and 
pupils  in  this  connection.  I  think,  however,  that  competent  health  authorities 
are  a  unit  in  considering  that  the  open  window  is  doing  more  harm  in  our 
Bchools  than  impure  air.  As  one  physician  aptly  expresses  it: — "Teachers 
must  not  forget  though  foul  air  is  a  slow  poison  a  blast  of  cold  air  may  slay 
like  a  sword."  Only  a  few  suggestions  can  be  ma»ie  toward  lessening  the  evils 
which  attend  this  method  of  ventilation.  Not  to  lower  the  windows  on  the 
side  from  which  the  wind  is  blowing,  that  it  ia  better  to  open  several  windows 
a  little  than  one  window  wide,  to  lower  windows  from  the  top  than  raise  from 
the  bottom,  and  if  the  window  must  be  raised  that  it  is  better  to  have  a  close 
fitting  board  to  put  under  it  and  allow  the  air  to  come  in  between  the  sashes, 
are  about  all  the  suggestions  the  best  authorities  can  make. 

the  teaching  of  the  subjects  of  the  course  of  study. 

Undoubtedly  the  quality  of  the  teaching  varies  in  different  schools  owing 
to  the  energy,  experience  and  character  of  the  teachers,  but  I  feel  confident 
that  the  course  is  being  taken  up  conscientiously  by  the  large  body  of  teachera 
and  that  there  is  real  improvement  in  the  way  subjects  are  presented  to  the 
mind  of  the  child.  There  is  certainly  more  appreciation  of  the  degree  of  ex- 
cellence  which  can  be  attained  by  the  child  in  the  first  steps  in  Reading  and 
Arithmetic,  and  in  the  character  of  the  slatework.  And  I  think  experience 
teaches  us  that  in  teaching  if  a  good  start  has  been  made,  and  a  proper  founda- 
tion laid  in  the  elements,  the  road  is  thereafter  much  easier. 

Composition. — More  attention  is  being  paid  to  oral  expression  as  well  a* 
written  expression  of  thought,  and  as  a  result  written  work  is  more  easily  and 
naturally  performed.     Nature  lessons,  History  and  Geography  are  all  used  in 
'  'ng  this  subject,  and  less  formal  exercises  given. 

tAMMAR. — I  cannot  say  that  much  improvement  is  being  made.     Theie 
ioo  much  formal  work,  and  not  enough  of  the  practical  and  incidental. 
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Writing. — Some  confusion  seems  to  exist  owin^  to  the 
books,  and  there  does  not  seem  to  be  enough  teaching.     The  pupil  is  left  to 
himself  too  much  for  improvement. 

Spellikg. — I  find  considerable  improvement,  particularly  in  written  work. 

Nature  Lessons. — I  have  noticed,  in  a  number  of  schools  a  diary,  so  to 
speak,  of  the  observation,  of  the  pupils  and  teacher  with  respect  to  the  finding, 
or  seeing,  the  first  plants,  birds,  etc., and  it  has  seemed  tome  an  admirable  way 
of  exciting  an  interest  in  this  work. 

Geography. — Pupils  are  well  drilled  at  least  in  this  subject,  and  much  of 
the  map  drawing  is  really  very  good. 

Drawing. — But  little  object  drawing,  and  yet  I  have  seen  some  very 
good  work. 

Singing*. — Ordinary  rote-singing  is  taken  up  largely  in  our  district  schools; 
the  character  of  the  singing  is  not  always  good,  but  it  is  usually  entered  into 
with  spirit  and  some  times  one  is  struck  with  the  clear  ringing  tones  of  little 
<5hildren,  and  it  is  a  pity  their  advantages  are  not  greater."  As  an  aid  in  de- 
veloping the  moral  tone  of  a  school  singing  is  unequalled. 

History. — The  introduction  of  the  new  text  book  will  supply  to  many 
teachers  what  they  have  long  felt  a  necessity. 

teachers*  institutes. 

The  Teachers'  Institute  for  the  County  of  York  convened  in  the  Assembly 
Hall  of  the  High  School  building,  on  the  19th  September.  There  were  present 
one  hundred  and  thirty  teachers.  The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Queens 
and  Sunbury  Co.  Institute  having  experienced  grave  difficulties  in  preparing  a 
suitable  program,  the  teachers  of  these  counties  were  able,  through  your 
permission,  to  attend  the  sessions  of  this  Institute,  and  about  sixty  took  advant- 
age of  the  opportunity. 

I  do  not  remember  having  attended  a  County  Institute  where  the  papers 
read  were  of  greater  practical  interest  and  where  the  discussions  that  followed 
were  more  animated.  The  admirable  attention  given  by  so  large  a  body  of 
teachers  contributed  not  a  b'ttle  in  this  respect.  The  address  of  the  Rev.  Wm. 
Ross,  B.  A.,  of  Prince  William,  on  the  Duties  of  Parents  and  Trustees,  was 
very  highly  appreciated.  The  concluding  session  was  held  in  the  new 
Assembly  Hall  of  the  University  of  New  Brunswick,  through  the  kind  invita- 
tion of  Chancellor  Harrison,  and  the  Museum  and  new  Science  Building  w^w*. 
opened  to  the  members  of  the  Institute  before  and  after  the  session. 

At  a  separate  meeting  of  the  teachers  of  Sunbury  and  Queens  the  feel 
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of  the  teachers  seemed  unanimous  in  favor  of  attending  County  Institutes  in 
Fredericton,  as  it  seems  impossible  to  find  a  place  in  either  county  where  the 
large  majority  of  teachers  can  assemble  without  overcoming  many  difficulties 
of  travel. 

ARBOR  DAY. 

The  day  was  celebrated  in  the  usual  manner  by  a  large  number  of  schools. 
The  observance  of  Arbor  Day  in  recent  years  has  done  much  to  awaken  an 
interest  in  the  planting  of  trees  and  shubbery  in  school  grounds,  but  it  is  a 
matter  of  regret  that  an  interest  has  not  also  been  awakened  in  the  minds  of 
parents  and  children  to  care  for  and  protect  these  trees  and  shrubs  after  they 
have  been  planted. 

The  school  house  and  its  surroundings,  however,  cannot  be  expected  to 
represent  more  than  the  average  taste  and  comfort  of  the  community,  and 
where  there  is  not  neatness,  taste,  and  some  comfort  displayed  in  the  home  sur- 
TOTUkdings  of  the  pupil,  the  teacher  will  continue  to  experience  grave  difficul- 
ties in  obtaining  proper  assistance  in  celebrating  Arbor  Day,  and  protecting  the 
trees  and  shrubs  from  the  youthful  vandals  who  have  but  recently  been  re- 
moved from  the  sphere  of  the  school  room.  The  influence  of  this  day  is  being 
seen  in  many  home  surroundings.  One  can  only  hope  that  its  influence  in 
ihis  (JirectiOB  Vrill  rapidly  increase. 

Much  satisfaction  is  being  expressed  in  many  districts  of  low  valuation  at 
the  change  in  the  School  Act  which  compels  all  the  real  estate  situated  in  a 
school  district  to  pay  taxes  in  that  district. 

There  are  several  districts  in  the  Counties  of  Queens  and  Sunbury  where 
the  number  of  children  of  school  age  falls  below  that  required  by  law.  As 
the  majority  of  these  districts  are  isolated  it  would  seem  a  hardship  to  close 
their  schools  particularly  as  they  are  endeavouring  to  comply  with  the  regula- 
tion with  respect  to  the  average  attendance.  Indeed  the  recent  change  in  the 
Schools  Act  has  made  a  marked  improvement  in  the  average  attendance  in  dis- 
tricts where  the  enrollment  is  small.

Sir: — I  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  Report  for  the  School  Terms 
ended  June  30th,  and  December  Slat,  1901 : — 

La^t  Term  the  supply  of  teachers  in  my  district  was  not  quite  equal  to 
the  demand.  It  necessitated  the  issue  of  one  local  license  in  Carleton  County^ 
a  thing  which  has  been  unheard  of  in  that  County  for  some  years  past — one  in 
the  Parish  of  Canterbury,  and  four  in  the  County  of  Victoria,  besides  creating 
some  difficulty  and  embarrassment  in  other  ways.  The  causes  of  this  scarcity 
of  teachers  need  not  be  here  discussed,  but  I  trust  that  no  such  trouble  will 
arise  this  year. 

THE   SCHOOL   DISTRICT,  * 

Very  few  changes  were  made  during  the  year  in  the  established  bound- 
aries of  school  districts  in  this  Inspectorate.  Portions  were  taken  from  Nos. 
2  and  3  St.  Francis,  so  as  to  permit  of  the  formation  of  a  new  district.  No.  2^ 
opposite  Kenaedy's  Island.  A  house  was  erected  during  the  summer  holidays 
in  which  a  school  was  operated  last  term.  A  new  district  was  established  in 
New  Denmark,  south,  which  will  be  a  great  advantage  to  a  number  of  people 
whose  isolated  position  had  previously  excluded  them  from  school  privileges. 

A  special  meeting  was  recently  held  in  Olassville  at  which  it  was  resolved 
to  build  a  house  with  rooms  for  two  departments  near  the  upper  end  of  the  dis- 
trict, where  the  majority  of  the  people  reside,  and  to  hire  a  conveyance  ta 
bring  the  children  from  the  lower  end  of  the  district  to  and  from  school.  This 
is  the  first  attempt  that  has  yet  been  made  in  my  Inspectorate  to  take  ad- 
vantage of  the  provisions  of  Sec.  57  of  the  Act.  No  move  whatever  has  been 
made  in  the  way  of  combining  districts  and<»r  that  section,  and  yet  it  is  the 
only  way  in  which  the  problem  of  the  small  country  district  with  its  many 
unsatisfactory  features,  can  ever  be  satisfactorily  solved.  It  is  of  course  doii 
good  in  its  way,  but  if  we  wish  to  arrive  at  better  results,  we  must  aim  fl 
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^consolidation,  for  the  best  work  cannot  be  done  in  schools  with  an  average 
attendance  of  eight  or  nine  pupils.  It  is  true  that  in  remote  and  isolated 
localities  such  a  school  is  frequently  a  necessity,  but  in  contiguous  districts  in 
a  country  where  good  roads  abound  and  where  the  schools  are  only  two  or 
three  miles  apart,  the  reason  for  its  existence  has  passed  away,  and  it  must 
nltunately  give  place  to  the  central  graded  school,  where  the  educational  forces 
at  our  disposal  can  be  more  intelligently  and  effectively  applied. 

THE   CONSTRUCTION   AND   VENTILATION  OF   SCHOOL   HOUSES. 

The  directions  in  Remark  4,  Seg.  7,  of  the  new  School  Manual  in  refer- 
•ence  to  the  arrangement  and  position  of  windows  in  school  rooms  are  producing 
good  results.  Two  handsome  and  up-to-date  houses  have  been  erected  in 
Knoxford  and  River  Bank,  in  which  these  directions  have  been  carefully 
followed,  and  the  pupils  there  will  no  longer  be  obliged  to  sit  between  strong 
cross  lights,  which  are  so  injurious  to  the  sight.  It  is  here  that  the  average 
trustee  regards  the  absence  of  windows  in  the  right  side  wall  of  the  room  and 
in  the  rear  of  the  teacher's  platform  as  an  unsightly  and  useless  innovation, 
but  its  advantages  —  not  only  in  the  saving  of  wall  space>  but  in  the  health 
and  comfort  of  the  pupils  —  are  so  obvious  that  this  prejudice  must  be  over- 
come, and  the  directions  referred  to  be  carried  out  in  all  districts  where  new 
houses  are  to  be  erected. 

Some  reform  too  is  needed  in  respect  to  the  ventilation  of  school  rooms. 
Regulation  8,  recommends  that  ''  in  a  matter  of  such  vital  importance  it  is 
better,   when     practicable,    to  obtain  the  services   of  an  experienced  archi- 
tect to  provide  a  plan  for  a  system  of  heating  and  ventilation  adapted  to  the 
size  and  location  of  the  building,  and  to  the  special  conditions  to  be  met " ;  but 
this  is  seldom  done,  and  where  no  such  system  is  provided,  the  teacher  absorbed 
in  his  duties  is  often  apt  not  to  notice  that  the  air  of  the  room  through  lack  of 
ventilation,  particularly  in  the  winter,  has  become  vitiated,  and  no  longer  fit  to 
breathe.     No  matter  how  pressing  his  other  duties  may  be,  the  teacher  should 
never  neglect  the  all  important  one  of  causing  the  air  in  the  room  to  be  renewed 
at  frequent  intervals  during  the  day,  for  it  is  useless  to  try  to  create  a  sound 
mind  in  a  sound  body  in  an  unhealthy  atmosphere.     Some  of  the  means  at  the 
er's  disposal  for  securing  good  ventilation  are  specified  in  Eeg.  8,  a  careful 
il  of  which  is  recommended  to  all  concerned.     The  attention  of  trustees 
thers  interested  is  also  called  to  Regulation  5,  in  which  the  minimum 
^r  of  cubic  feet  of  air  to  be  allowed  for  each  sitting  provided  has  been 
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changed  from  one  hundred  and  fifty  to  two  hundred,  and  it  is  even  recommend- 
ed that  two  hundred  and  fifty  cubic  feet  of  air  be  provided  for  each  sitting. 

THE   course   of   INSTRUCTION. 

Heading.  —  In  some  districts  the  teacher's  success  is  to  a  large  extent 
guaged  by  the  rapidity  with  which  the  pupils  are  advanced  from  one  reader  to 
another,  irrespective  of  their  fitness  for  being  thus  advanced,  or  of  their  other 
attainments ;  and  though  a  child  who  should  be  in  the  Second  Reader  may  be 
stumbling  helplessly  along  in  the  Third,  nothing  but  praise  is  bestowed  on  the 
teacher  who  is  responsible  for  this  state  of  affairs.  Very  few  teachers  embrace 
this  opportunity  of  earning  a  temporary  reputation  for  efficiency,  but  now  and 
then  it  is  done  —  particularly  during  the  last  term  of  an  engagement  in  a 
district —  not  only  to  the  great  detriment  of  the  pupih  directly  concerned,  but 
to  that  of  the  succeeding  teacher,  who  being  thus  obliged  to  set  the  children 
back  in  their  proper  places  is  apt  to  incur  the  ill-will  of  their  parents  for  so 
doing,  and  is  otherwise  seriously  handicapped  in  his  work.  Some  teachers,  too, 
are  not  thorough  in  connection  with  the  reading  lesson.  There  are  different 
degrees  of  this  fault,,  but  when,  on  visiting  a  school,  one  examines  a  class  on 
the  lesson  of  the  preceding  day,  and  finds  that  the  pupils  cannot  explwn  the 
thought  of  certain  passa8;es,  or  give  clearly  the  meanings  of  the  difficult  words^. 
no  further  evidence  is  needed  of  careless  and  ineffective  teaching.  And  here  I 
nfiight  add  that  every  school  should  be  provided  with  a  good  dictionary,  which 
the  pupils  should  be  constantly  encouraged  to  consult,  so  that  they  may  be- 
trained  to  correct  habits  in  using  it  and  referring  to  it  for  information. 

Nature  Lessons.  — There  seems  to  be  a  general  awakening  in  reference 
to  the  value  of  Nature  Study,  and  the  necessity  of  giving  it  more  earnest 
attention.  Chiefly  through  the  efforts  of  the  teachers  a  large  number  of 
schools  have  been  provided  with  natural  history  cabinets,  chemical  apparatus^ 
etc.,  and,  judging  from  present  indications,  the  number  will  be  greatly  increased 
this  year.  The  subject  was  discussed  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Carleton- 
County  Institute,  and  its  practical  side  dwelt  upan  at  some  length.  School 
gardens  were  referred  to,  and  the  object  lessons  that  may  be  thus  afforded  the 
pupils  in  the  study  of  plants,  and  the  requisites  of  the  soil  for  plant  growth  ^ 
but,  apart  from  any  other  consideration,  the  love  of  nature  that  is  begotten  in 
the  pupils  by  these  studies  rightly  pursued  may  do  much  to  check  that 
discontent  with  their  environments  and  distaste  for  farm  life,  which  are  drivinj^ 
so  many  from  their  homes  in  the  country  to  take  up  occupations  that  arc 
frequently  unremunerative  in  the  large  populous  centres^    Viewed  from,  both 
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these  staodpoiDta  the  following  remarks  made  on  this  subject  by  a  high  edaca- 
Tional  authority  are  worthy  of  attention:  "Our  school  grounds  should  be 
enlarged.  They  should  furnish  the  opportunity  for  planting  trees  and  shrubs ;. 
far  the  planting  of  seeds  and  growing  of  flowers ;  for  having  a  nicely  kept 
Lkvn,  and  in  time  these  things  with  their  influenceB  would  extend  to  the  homea 
of  children  who  do  not  have  them,  and  bring  with  them  those  attractions  and 
interest  that  mako  a  home  what  it  ought  to  be,  pleasant  and  inviting  in  it& 
surroundings. 

Other  Subjects. — Lack  of  space  forbids  me  from  here  taking  up  in> 
detail,  Geography,  History,  Grammar  and  other,  subjects  in  the  course  of  in- 
struction The  remarks  made  in  my  last  annual  report  concerning  their  mode 
of  treatment  are  in  the  main  still  applicable.  More  teachers  are  system- 
maticaUy  taking  up  parsing  in  connection  with  the  reading  lessons  and  better 
results  are  consequently  being  obtained  in  Grammar,  but  there  is  still  great 
room  for  improvement.  More  map  drill  is  needed  in  Geography.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  the  new  text-book  will  give  a  decided  impetus  to  the  study  of 
Canadian  History.  Something  is  needed  to  stimulate  the  flagging  interest  of 
both  pupils  and  teachers  in  this  subject.

Miss  Ruth  Raid,  formerly  Principal  of  the  graded  school  at  Lakeville,  is 
now  in  charge  t)f  the  Superior  School  at  Centreville.  Mr.  Hamilton  has  suc- 
ceeded Mr.  Ross  at  Florence ville,  and  Mr.  Allen,  Mr.  Eraser  at  Benton. 

In  the  Andover  Grammar  School,  Mr.  Veazey  has  succeeded  Mr.  Shea 
and  Miss  Baxter  has  retired  from  the  Primary  department  to  study  Sloyd 
work  in  the  Truro  Normal  School.  Both  teachers  were  popular  and  will  be 
greatly  missed. 

Sloyd  Work  is  still  being  successfully  conducted  at  Inches'  Ridge,  by  Miss 
O'Brien.  This  work  is  exerting  a  decidedly  good  influence  in  that  district,  not 
only  in  causing  the  pupils  to  remam  longer  at  school,  but  in  stimulating  them. 
to  greater  zeal  in  their  ordinary  studies. 

The  proceeds  of  a  school  picnic  have  placed  the  sum  of  thirty-four  dollars; 
at  Miss  O'Brien's  disp^^sal,  with  which  some  needed  improvements  will  be 
made. 

The  proceeds  of  a  concert,  $11.00,  iu  Farmerston,  will  enable  the  teacher 
Miss  Bessie  Ta^^lor,  to  procure  maps  for  the  school  in  that  district. 

Miss  Barker  (now  Mrs.  Rideout)  and  Miss  McNally,  who  did  effective 
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work  in  the  Hartland  schools  have  been  succeeded  in  their  respective  depart- 
ments by  Miss  Page  and  Miss  Howe. 

ARBOR   DAY. 

Arbor  Day  was  observed  by  the  usual  number  of  districts  during  the  year 

just  closed.     Undoubtedly  the  observance  of  the  Day  is  doing  good  in  the  w  ay 

of  the  improvement  of  school  premises,  but  the  results  on  the  whole  are  not  so 

appreciable  as  might  be  desired.     Countless  trees  and  shrubs  have  been  plante  i 

▼hich  have  come  to  naught,  and  in  this  way  much  time  and  labor  are  being 

yearly  expended  to  no  purpose.     The  trouble  id  that  trustees  and  ratepayers 

generally  are  not  interested  enough  in  the  matter  to  give  the  teacher  any  active 

assistance  in  his  Arbor  Day  work.     As  soon  as  this  is  forthcoming,  something 

more  permanent  will  certainly  be  accomplished  in  the  way  of  tree  culture,  and 

the  improvement  and  beautifying  of  school  premises.     Competition  would  be  a 

very  effective  stimulus  to  public  interests  in  this  important   question.    The 

County  Conncils  might  for  example  offer  prizes  each  year  to  be  awarded  to 

those  districts  within  their  respactive  Counties  which  have  the  best  kept  and 

most  attractive  school  premises.     I  am  sure  that  a  number  of  districts  would 

compete  for  the  prizes  thus  offered,  and  that  excellent  results  would  be  thereby^ 

obtained  along  the  desired  lines. 

teachers'  institutes. 

Teachers'  Institutes  were  held  during  the  year  at  Andover  and  at  Wood^ 
stock.  Both  were  well  attended,  and  a  number  of  excellent  papers  were  read. 
The  public  meeting  at  Andover  was  a  particularly  good  one.  It  was  addressed 
by  several  prominent  men  of  that  place  who  take  an  active  interest  in  educa- 
cational  matters,  and  are  well  able  to  express  their  views  on  the  public  platformi 

At  Woodstock  a  musical  and  literary  entertainment  was  furnished  to  th& 
Institute  on  Thursday  evening  by  the  Town  Board  and.  teaching  stafll  Those 
present  were  addressed  by  the  Chief  Superintendent  and  others.

Sm: — Our  laat  Report  furnished  you  with  information  respecting  the 
schools  of  Fredericton  for  the  year  ending  Slst  December,  1900.  Owing  to 
the  subsequent  change  of  the  date  of  the  school  year  we  beg  to  continue  our 
Report  8o  as  to  include  the  term  ending  30th  June,  1901,  from  which  date- 
the  new  school  year  begins. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  term  several  changes  occurred  in  the  staff  of 
teachers,  Miss  O'Beilley  having  resigned  her  position  as  teacher  of  Brunswick 
Street  School,  Miss  C.  A.  McDevitt  was  appointed  to  succeed  her,  Mr.  Joseph 
Mills  was  appointed  to  the  Prinoipalship  of  the  Charlotte  Street  School,  in  suc- 
cession to  Mr.  O'Blenes,  transterred  to  the  Model  School,  and  Miss  Nellie 
Williamson  was  t)laced  in  charge  of  the  second  department  of  Charlotte  Street 
School  to  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation  of  Miss  Ross.  Realizing  the

-  of  Miss  G.  R.  Porter. 
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Arbor  Day  was  appropriately  observed  in  all  the  schools  by  the  introduc- 
tion of  practical  talks  and  experiments  bearing  upon  field  work  and  in  other 
ways  calculated  to  interest  the  pupils.  The  only  outdoor  work  of  any  exte&t 
was  performed  at  Charlotte' Street  School  where  Principal  Mills  assembled  all 
the  pupils  on  the  lawn  and  after  singing  and  ant  appropriate  address  planted 
several  trees. 

The  patriotism  and  loyalty  so  pronounced  by  all  our  people  in  the  early 
part  of  the  year  had  its  influence  upon  the  minds  of  the  children  in  the  schools. 
Special  preparations  weie  made  for  a  fitting  celebration  of  Empire  Day.  In 
the  High  School  and  in  the  Regent  Street  School  the  pupils  were  massed  and 
in  each  instance  suitably  prepared  programs  bad  been  arranged  and  these 
included  appropriate  addresses  by  prominent  citizens. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  very  satisfactory  results  from  the  faithful  work 
of  our  excellent  staff  of  teachers.  In  the  High  School  the  members  of  the  staff 
seem  to  be  well  adapted  to  the  various  departments  over  which  they  preside 
and  we  believe  are  doing  excellent  work.  The  name  of  the  late  George  E. 
Coulthard,  M.  D.,  for  many  years  the  respected  Chairman  of  the  School  Board, 
through  the  generosity  of  Mrs.  Coulthard  will  be  kept  fresh  in  the  minds  of 
the  students.  The  Coulthard  Memorial  Medal  has  been  added  to  the  other 
prizes  of  the  school,  and  was  this  year  won  by  Miss  Turner,  of  Gibson.

Sir. — We  bave  the  honor  to  present  for  your  consideration  our  Report  of 
the  Public  Sdiools  of  the  City  of  Saint  John,  for  the  half  year  ending  June 
30th,  1901,  being  the  30th  Report  of  this  Board. 

Messrs.  Michael  Coll  and  James  Y.  Russell,  the  members  of  the  Board 
whose  terms  expired  in  December,  1900,  were  reappointed,  so  that  the  personnel 
of  the  Board  remains  unchanged. 

The  Board  held  twelve  meetings  during  the  term,  besides  several  meet- 
ings of  the  Finance  and  Buildings  Committees,  under  their  Chairmen,  Dr. 
White  and  Mr.  Coll,  who  were  again  reappointed  in  January.  The  official 
visitors  to  the  different  schools,  also  remain  as  before  and  they  have  carefully 
attended  to  the  requirements  of  the  buildings.  The  Lady  Trustees  have  con- 
tinaed  to  visit  all  the  schools  indiscriminately,  and  have  been  of  great 
asftistance  in  all  departments  of  the  work  of  the  Board. 

Dt*.  Bridges,  the  City  Superintendent,  has  also  continued  his  afternoon 
visits  of  inspection  to  the  schools,  encouraging  and  advising  the  teachers^ 
observing  their  methods,  and  confdTimg  with  the  Principals  at  stated  meetings, 
besideci  successfully  managing  the  filgh  School. 

The  largest  undertaking  of  the  Board  during  the  term  has  been  the 
erection  of  the  La  Tour  School  on  the  West  Side,  which  is  expected  to  be 
ready  for  occupation  in  the  spring  of  1902.  Suitable  ground  for  the  erection 
of  a  new  builditig  to  accommodatcf  the  children  now  attending  the  Elm  Street 
School,  has  also  been  purchased.  These  two  new  school  houses,  when  com- 
pleted, will  be  a  great  improvement  on  the  uusnitable  and  crowded  quarters  at 
present  rented  by  the  Board. 

On  March  4th,  Mr.  David  P.  Chisholm,  who  as  teacher  and  since  as  office 
cler^  had  done  the  Board  faithful  and  effective  service  ever  since  the  inception 

e  Public  Schools  Act,  died.    The  Board  put  on  record  a  resolution,  mark- 

bheir  deep  regret  at  the  sad  occurrence  and  their  sincere  appreciation  of 
'ong  services.     His  place  in  the  office  was  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Mr. 

Bs  Coll.

Sir  : — I  have  the  honor  to  present  for  your  consideration  the  Report  of 
the  Board  of  School  Trustees  of  the  Town  of  Saint  Stephen  for  the  second  teim 
of  the  school  year  ending  June  30th,  1901. 

The  term  of  office  of  John  Black.  Eaq.,  as  a  member  of  the  Board  having 
expired  on  the  Slat  of  December,  1900,  he  was  re-appointed  by  the  Town 
Council. 

Mr.  Frank  A.  Duston  resigned  his  position  as  teacher  of  Grades  IX,  X, 
and  XI  at  the  end  of  the  school  year  as  did  also  Miss  H.  D.  Hanson  who 
taught  Grades  III  and  IV  in  the  King  Street  building.  Mr.  Duston  was  a 
very  efficient  instructor,  but  after  a  year's  service  with  the  Board  he  decided  to 
accept  a  more  renumerative  position  with  the  Saint  Stephen's  Bank.  Miss 
Hanson  who  had  been  a  member  of  the  teaching  staff  for  many  years  was  one 
of  the  most  successful  teachers  ever  engaged  by  the  Board.  Her  resignation 
was  received  with  much  regret  by  trustees,  parents  and  pupils. 

On  Friday  evening,  June  28th,  the  graduation  exercises  of  the  High 
School  were  held  in  the  Bink.  Each  year  the  interest  in  these  exercises  in- 
creases.  This  is  very  gratifying  to  the  Board  as  well  as  to  the  Principal  and 
his  pupils.  Fully  one  thousand  people  were  in  attendance  to  hear  the  ^essays 
of  the  graduates.  The  class  consisted  of  five  boys  and  eight  girls.  Several 
prizes  which  had  been  offered  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  were  awarded,  1 
presentations  being  made  by  Mrs.  Mary  D.  McGibbon  and  G.  W.  Ganoi 
M.  p.     In  connection  with  graduates  of  our  Hi^h  School  it  is  very  satisfacto 
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to  know  that  Ernest  Hill  a  graduate  of  1900  made  the  highest  average  of  any 
of  the  Maritime  Province  applicants  for  admission  to  the  Royal  Military 
College  at  Kington,  and  he  is  now  a  student  of  that  College. 

You  will  notice  by  the  Statement  of  Receipts  and  Expenditures  which 
goes  forward  with  this  report  that  there  is  an  over  draft  of  $2757.50  which 
amount  was  due  the  St.  Stephen's  Bank  on  June  30th.  The  cause  of  this 
large  over  draft  was  the  unusually  large  expenditure  of  funds  in  payment  of 
bills  contracted  on  account  of  sanitary  arrangements,  and  the  fact  that  to  June 
30th  only  $1000  00  had  been  received  from  the  Town  owing  to  the  assessment 
not  having  been  collected  at  that  time.

Sir  :  In  accordance  witn  your  request  I  beg  to  forward  a  brief  report  of 
the  work  for  the  period  from  January  Ist  to  June  30th,  1901. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  be  able  to  report  that  during  this  period  the  work  of 
the  Institution  was  carried  on  harmoniously  and  that  nothing  serious  occurred 
to  mar  or  interrupt  its  progress. 

The  principal  and  most  interesting  event  of  the  half  year  was  the  annual 
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closing  exercises  held  in  June,  which  were  very  largely  attended. 

The  excellwit  showing  made  by  the  pupils  in  the  different  classes  was 
most  gratifying  to  the  committee  and  to  the  officers  of  the  Institution  who  had 
labored  earnestly  through  the  long  winter  months,  that  marked  impro\emeut 
might  be  seen  by  the  numerous  visitors  who  usually  attend  our  annual  closing 
examinations. 

The  warm  woijds  of  approval  by  many  of  those  present  and  by  the  press 
whose  representatives  were  also  here,  were  fully  appreciated  by  the  Principal 
and  his  staff  whose  sole  desire  is  to  bring  enlightenment  and  education  to  the 
deaf  children  throughout  the  Province. 

A  number  of  our  pupils  attended  the  Sloyd  School,  established  in  the  city 
through  the  liberality  of  Sir  Wm.  C.  Macdonald  and  the  Instructor,  Mr. 
Macredie  reported  that  our  boys  made  good  progress,  their  work  comparing 
very  favorably  with  that  of  the  hearing  and  speaking  students. 

:  ome  of  the  results  of  the  work  at  the  Sloyd  School  were  exhibited  at  the 
Annual  closing  exercises. 

While  rendering  our  sincere  thanks  to  our  Local  Government  and  the 
Legislature  for  the  aid  which  has  been  e5ct#nded  to  the  Institution  in  the  past 
we  would  make  an  earnest  appeal  for  increased  support. 

Many  of  our  subscribers  throughout  the  Province  have  urged  us  to  circu- 
late a  petition  for  signature  asking  for  an  increased  government  appropriation 
and  without  doubt  such  a  petition  would  be  freely  signed  as  there  is  a  growing 
feeling  among  the  friends  of  the  Institution  that  the  work  should  be  more 
liberally  supported  from  the  Provincial  Treasury. 

A  deputation  consisting  of  some  members  of  our  Managing  Committee 
waited  upon  the  Government  last  session,  their  object  being  to  urge  the  claims 
of  the  Institution  to  increased  Government  support.  The  deputation  had 
reason  to  hope  that  these  claims  would  be  more  fully  recognizied  and  a  larger 
grant  made. 

It  was  urged  by  the  deputation  that  our  Provincial  Institution  for  the 
Deaf  should  be  placed  on  the  same  financial  basi»  and  given  the  same  liberal 
measure  of  support  as  is  extended  to  the  Nova  Scotia  Institutions  for  the 
Blind  and  Deaf. 

It  was  believed  that  after  eighteen  years  of  steady  and  unremitting  con- 
tinuance of  the  work  it  was  but  a  just  and  reasonable  request  and  a  claim  that 
would  have  met  with  ready  acquiescence  and  approval  and  especially  at  a  time 
when  the  status  of  the  Province  had  been  marked  by  ^reat  social  and  com- 
mercial progress. 
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Some  little  disappoiutmcnt  was  naturally  felt  by  the  Inrector.s  and  officers 
of  the  Institution  when,  after  the  cordial  manner  in  which  the  deputation  had 
been  received,  the  Ilouse  prorogued  without  making  provision  for  an  increase 
to  the  usual  annual  grant  of  S500. 

It  is  earnestly  hoped  however,  that  at  the  forthcoming  session  of  the 
House,  this  omission  will  be  cheerfully  rectified  and  an  increase  made  in  our 
yearly  appropriation,  as  the  education  of  the  Deaf  is  a  woik  now  generally 
recognized  as  part  of  that  liberal  educational  system  which  has  won  for  the 
Province  the  warm  aj)preciation  and  high  encomiums  of  other  lands.

The  closing  exercises  illustrating  the  work  of  the  session  were  held  at  the 
Institution  and  considerable  interest  was  manifested  in  the  proceedings,  the 
house  being  filled  to  overflowing  with  distinguished  and  appreciative  visitors 
from  Fredeiicton,  Gibson,  Marysville,  St.  John^Moncton,  Florenceville,  Digby„ 
Winnipeg  and  other  places. 

The  Hon.  Judge  Gregory  presided  and  among  the  visitors  were  the  Very^ 
Rev.  Dean  Partridge,  D.  D.,  Canon  Roberts,  D.  D.,  the  genial  Secretary  of  the 
Institution,  J.  D.  PhiUney,  K.  C,  Messrs.  Havelock  Coy,  H.  C.  Creed  and 
other  members  of  the  Committee. 

The  afternoon's  program  was  received  with  much  appreciation  and  all 
expressed  themselves  as  delighted  with  tvidences  of  careful  instruction  shown 
by  the  pupils. 

The  exercises  were  held  in  the  school-rooms,  the  folding  doors  between 
which  were  opened  making  one  large  audience  room.  About  the  walls  of  the 
room  were  arranged  specimens  of  the  work  of  the  pupils  in  free  hand  drawing,. 
map  making  and  water  cofor  painting,  while  upon  a  large  table  was  displayed 
the  work  done  by  the  boys  who  attended  the  Sloyd  School  during  the  tenn. 
They  took  pleasure  in  pointing  out  to  the  visitors  the  specimens  of  their  own 
manufacture  and  ail  had  just  reason  for  being  proud  of  their  work. 

The  exercises  opened  with  the  pupils  reciting  the  Lord's  Prayer  which  was- 
followed  by  the  Principal's  address. 

A  cordial  welcome  was  extended  to  all  on  behalf  of  the  Institution.  Most 
of  the  advanced  pupils  having  left  the  previous  June  to  enter  on  their  life 
avocations,  a  younger  class  had  been  taken  to  supply  their  places  and  while 
less  experienced  had  done  fairly  well  and  the  results  were  shown  in  their 
examination. 

Ifeither  death  nor  serious  sickness  occurred  during  the  session  and  the 
whole  year  had  been  a  profilable  one  to  the  pupils  and  a  pleasure  and  satisfac- 
tion to  the  teachers. 

he  financial  position  of  the  Institution  was  referred  to  and  thankfulness. 

93ed  that  all  obligations  resting  upon  it  had  been  met. 
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A  few  practical  points  rcgarcUug  the  deaf  were  then  touched  upon  to  give 
the  visitors  a  clearer  uuderstanding  of  the  condition  in  which  they  are  placed 
by  the  deprivation  of  hearing  and  some  of  the  difliculties  with  which  they  have 
to  contend  in  attaining  a  knowledge  of  language  and  other  subjects. 

In  speaking  of  the  condition  of  the  deaf  previous  to  education  he  said  : 

"  About  sixty  per  cent,  of  our  pupils  are  born  deaf.  Let  us  try  to  realize 
what  hereditary  deafness  means  We  all  know  of  cases  ol  fiiends  or  relatives 
who  have  become  hard  of  hearing  as  it  is  called  or  entirely  deaf  in  mature  age, 
but  this,  while  serious  enough,  is  but  a  minor  affliction  in  comparison  with  the 
state  of  these  children.  If  everyone  of  us  in  this  room  were  to  become  stone 
deaf  this  alternoou  we  should  no  doubt  consider  it  a  heavy  allHction,  but  it 
would  not  place  or  lower  us  to  the  plane  of  those  who  are  born  deaf.  It  would 
gradually  deprive  us  of  vocal  speech  but  not  affect  our  written  language  nor 
the  ability  to  read  the  thoughts  of  others." 

The  methods  of  teaching  were  then  described.  The  problem  confronting 
the  teacher  was  how  can  a  knowledge  of  written  language  be  conveyed  to  them 
so  that  they  can  assimilate  it  and  use  it  as  a  means  of  communication  in  the 
struggle  of  life  / 

Thousands  of  earnest  men  and  women  were  devoting  their  lives  to  the 
elucidation  of  this  problem.  They  had  taxed  their  minds  and  patience  for 
years  to  restore  the  deaf  as  far  as  possible  to  society  and  lay  the  basis  for 
useful,  honest,  responsible  and  self-supporting  citizens. 

Efforts  had  been  ujade  for  the  restoration  of  their  hearing,  medical  expeits 
had  used  their  utmost  skill  in  this  direction,  but  all  in  vain.  Instruments  had 
been  devised  to  improve  their  hearing  but  with  little  success. 

Failing  in  this,  attention  was  then  given  to  a  system  of  oml  training  or 
articulation  and  lip  reading,  the  idea  being  that  they  should  be  taught  to  read 
the  lips  of  others  and  use  their  vocal  (»igans  without  hearing,  depending  only 
on  the  sense  of  sight. 

Another  method  was  to  adopt  a  language,  a  silent  language  which  would- 
appeal  wholly  to  the  sight  and  be  totally  independent  of  the  ear. 

Both  these  methods  had  been  largely  adopted  and  were  the  principal 
method  of  teaching  the  deaf  at  the  jiresent  day.  The  advantages  derived  from 
the  use  of  both  methods  were  then  referred  to  and  he  gave  a  number  of  illus- 
trations of  the  difficulties  arising  in  teaching  the  deaf,  the  shades  in  meaning  of 
words  spelled  diflfurently  and  also  of  words  similarly  spelled.  He  appealed  to 
his  htarers  to  persist  m  the  use  of  only  good  English,  to  avoid  slang  and 
glory  in  their  birthright  of  the  English  tongue. 
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The  examination  of  the  pupils  then  took  phice  and  the  rapt  attention  of 
the  andience  showed  the  great  int-ereat  which  this  part  of  the  program 
elicited. 

Miss  Woodbridge  then  brought  forward  her  pupils  in  the  lip  reading  and 
articulation  department  and  the  proficiency  which  they  had  acquired  testified 
to  the  tact  and  patience  shown  by  their  instructress. 

The  presentation  of  prizes  followed,  the  presentations  with  suitable 
addresses  being  made  by  some  of  the  gentlemen  present. 

A  pleasing  feature  was  the  presentation  by  the  pupils  of  a  gold  mounted 
ebony  cane  to  Canon  Roberts  who  had  been  secretary  of  the  Institution  since 
its  formation  eighteen  years  ago. 

Miss  Delia  Green  (one  of  the  pupils  of  Miss  Woodbridge's  class)  first 
wrote  her  address  upon  the  blackboard  and  then  spDke  the  words  orally  as 
she  presented  the  cane. 

Dr.  Koberts  made  a  feeling  and  happy  reply.  The  program  closed 
with  remarks  from  the  chairman  who  expressed  the  pleasure  he  and  all  had 
derived  from  A^itnessing  the  bright  happy  demeanour  of  the  children  and  the 
successful  results  of  the  training  they  had  received. 

In  Conclusion — cheered  by  the  fact  that  the  session  had  been  a  success- 
ful one  and  thankful  that  the  work  was  making  headway  and  prospering,  the 
teachers  joined  with  the  pupils  in  anticipating  with  considerable  pleasure  the 
long  midsummer  holidays  which  now  lay  before  them.

INTRODUCTION. 

The  Board  of  Managers  of  the  School  for  the  Blind  have  fsreat  pleasure  in 
submitting  to  the  members  of  the  Corporation,  to  the  Provincial  Governments 
and  Legislatures  interested,  and  to  the  friends  of  the  institution,  the  Slst 
annual  report.  In  so  doing  they  desire  to  express  their  grateful  thanks  for  the 
Legislative  grants  which  have  been  so  liberally  made  by  the  several  provinces 
^nd  to  the  support  given  to  the  work  by  the  many  friends  of  the  blind  through- 
out Eastern  Canada.  Under  the  blessing  of  Almighty  God  the  work  of 
educating  and  training  the  blind  has  been  successfully  and  satisfactorily 
carried  on  and  the  usefulness  of  the  school  has  been  steadily  developed. 

supebintendent's  report. 

As  will  be  seen  by  the  report  of  the  Superintendent,  the  several  depart- 
ments of  the  school  are  thoroughly  equipped  and  in  a  high  state  of  efficiency. 
The  members  of  the  teaching  staff  have  shown  commendable  zeal,  and  their 
<3evotion  to  their  chosen  work  well  merits  approval. 

It  is  a  matter  of  satisfaction  to  your  Board  to  find  that  the  couise  of 
instruction  in  the  school  is  well  abreast  of  the  times  and  that  the  youthful 
blind  of  the  Maritime  Trovinces  and  Newfoundland  have  within  their  reach  an 
education  of  such  an  eminently  practical  character.  The  school  keeps  close  in 
touch  with  its  graduates  and  it  is  gratifying  to  note  that  the  great  mijority  of 
them  are  meeting  with  success,  are  respected  in  the  communities  in  which 
they  reside,  and  are  living  happy  and  useful  lives. 

DOMESTIC  DEPARTMENT. 

The  former  matron  of  the  school.  Miss  Eraser,  owing  to  family  bereo^'*'- 
ment  resigned  her  position  at  the  commencement  of  the  present  school  y(  . 
After  some  consideration  it  was  decided  to  combine  the  positions  of  mati  i 
and  housekeeper  and  to  appoint  a  second  assistant  matron.  This  has  K  » 
done  and  so  far  the  arrangement  works  admirably.  Mrs.  Chisholm,  now  acti  ; 
matron,  supervises  the  entire  domestic  work  of  the  school  and  still  finds  ti     i 
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to  discharge  her  duties  as  housekeeper  in  superintending  the  work  in  the 
kitchen,  dining  rooms  and  laundcy,  and  in  taking  charge  of  the  food  supplies. 
Mrs.  Chisholm  has  been  given  two  assistants,  the  one  to  act  as  matron  of  the 
girls'  department,  to  be  responsible  for  the  sciupulons  cleanliness  of  the  girls' 
wing  and  the  repairing  of  the  girls'  clothing.  The  boys'  assistant  matron  baa 
been  assigned  similar  duties  in  the  boys'  department.  We  believe  that  this 
axrangement  will  prove  most  satisfactory  and  that  Mrs.  Chisholm,  who  is 
deeply  interested  in  the  pupils,  will  discharge  her  duties  with  characteristic 
energy  and  efficiency. 

nUJLDINOS  AND  GROUNDS.    . 

During  the  summar  the  roofs  of  the  main  building  and  past  wing  were 
re-covered  and  several  alterations  and  improvements  in  the  interior  of  the 
buildings  were  carried  out.  The  buildings,  although  extensive  and  well 
adapted  for  their  purpose,  are  nevertheless  too  small  to  meet  the  present  needs 
of  the  school.  It  must  be  remembered  that  our  household,  including  officers, 
members  of  the  teaching  staff,  the  domestic  staff,  and  pupils  numbers  144 
peisons  and  that  to  provide  dormitories,  schoolrooms,  music  rooms,  sitting 
rooms,  dining  rooms  and  other  requisite  accommodation,  is  under  present  circum- 
stances no  easy  matter.  We  have  utilized  every  available  space,  have  used 
oar  music  rooms  at  night  for  bed  rooms,  have  turned  our  hallways  and  reading 
rooms  into  practice  rooms,  and  our  sitting  rooms  into  class  rooms.  In  fact  we 
have  done  everything  that  can  be  done  to  keep  the  doors  of  the  school  wide 
open  to  those  for  whom  it  is  intended.  We  fully  realize  that  in  the  very  near 
future  an  effort  must  be  made  to  provide  increased  accommodation,  and  we 
believe  that  when  the  friends  of  the  school  appieciate  the  fact  that  such 
increased  accommodation,  is  absolutely  essential  they  will,  as  hitherto,  gladly 
aid  us  with  their  su^  scriptions,  and  will  do  all  in  their  power  to  help  us  in 
extending  the  grand  educational  work  which  is  being  carried  on. 

As  the  means  at  our  command  would  allow,  we  have,  from  time  to  time, 

improved   the   grounds  of  the  school  and   arranged  them  so  as  to  meet  the 

requirements   of  the  pupils.     In  the  lower  square   we  have  constructed  an 

artificial  pond  120  feet  in  length  by  60  feet  in  breadth.     Owing  to  the  nature 

-^  grouad  it  was  necessary  to  lay  ths  bottom  inoiicretGand    to  build     the 

anding  wall  in  a  most  substantial  way.     In  this  connection  we  desire  to 

owledge   the  indebtedness  of  the  Board  to  Mr.  F.  W.  W.  Doane,  who 

*^y  supervised  the  construction  of  the  pond,  and  who  has  heretofore  advised 

the  laying  out  of  the  grounds.     The  pond  will  be  a  source  of  pleasure  to

the  pupil  throughoiit  the  school  year,  but  it  will  be  more  particularly  appre- 
ciated duriug  th3  winter  season,  when  it  can  be  used  for  skating.  We  hope  at 
no  distant  day  to  be  able  to  asphalt  the  paths  so  as  to  make  thein  clean  and 
dry  and  fit  for  use  at  all  times  excepting  for  a  short  time  in  winter.  This 
would  obviate  the  necessity  of  constructing  balconies  or  piazzas  where  the 
pupils^might  exercise,  and  would  make  the  grounds  much  more  available  during 
the  early  spring  and  late  autumn  months. 

The  actual  cost  of  educating  a  blind  boy  or  girl  in  this  school,  considerinj^ 
capital  expenditure,  is  $225  per  annum.  Through  the  bequests  of  its  bene- 
factors and  the  -subscriptions  of  its  friends  this  association  or  corporation  is 
fortunately  able  to  meet  one-third  of  this  cost,  or  $75  per  pupil.  The  Act« 
provide  that  for  each  pupil  from  Nova  Scotia  or  New  Brunswick  the  school 
should  receive  S75  from  the  respective  Provincial  Governments  and  a  like  sum 
from  the  municipality  to  which  the  child  belongs.  The  cost  of  education  is 
thus  equally  divided  between  our  own  association,  the  Provincial  Governments 
and  the  municipalities.  , 

NOVA   SCOTIA.     . 

There  are  now  pupils  attending  the  school  from  seventeen  of  the  eighteen 
counties  in  Nova  Scotia,  making  in  all  seventy-one  pupils  from  this  province. 
From  two  of  these  counties  we  have  at  present  seven  pupils,  while  three  other 
counties  have  but  one  pupil  in  attendance.  This  disproportion  in  attendance 
is  somewhat  difficult  to  explain,  but  in  a  cycle  of  years  it  will  be  found  that 
any  given  section  of  the  country  will  probably  have  no  more  or  no  less  than  ita 
proportion  of  schoolable  blind  children,  although  at  one  time  it  may  have  more 
and  at  another  time  less.  During  the  first  fifteen  years  in  which  the  school 
was  in  operation  we  bad  five  pupils  in  all  from  the  Musquodoboit  Valley,  while 
during  the  past  fifteen  years  we  have  had  but  one  pupil  from  that  section  of 
the  County  of  Halifax. 

NEW^    BRUNSWICK. 

There  are  at  present  thirty-two  pupils  in  attendance  from  the  Province  of 
New  Brunswick.     These  are  drawn  from  ten  of  the  fifteen  connties,  leaving 
five  counties  unrepresented.     Taking  into  consideration  the  respective  popula- 
tions of  the  provinces  of  Nova  Scotia  and  New  Brunswick,  and  the  number  of 
blind  children  from  each  province  now  under  training,  it  would  appear  thj 
there  are  at  present  from  fifteen  to  eighteen  young  blind  persons  in   Ne^ 
Brunswick  who  are  growing  up  without  receiving  an  education.     We  woul 
earnestly  request  those  interested  in  the  education  of  the  blind  to  send  in  to  th 
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Superintendent  of  the  school  the  names,  ages  and  addresses  of  all  blind 
persons  under  twenty-one  years  of  age.  In  this  matter  the  co-operation  of 
clergymen  and  medical  men  would  be  most  advantageous. 

PRINCE   EDWARD   ISLAND. 

In  the  matter  of  the  education  of  the  blind  the  Government  and  Legisla- 
ture of  P.  E.  Island  have  not  yet  placed  themselves  fnlly  in  line  with  the 
other  provinces,  but  it  may  at  least  be  said  that  their  position  in  this  respect 
has  somewhat  improved  during  the  past  two  years,  and  it  is  earnestly  to  be 
hoped  that  before  long  the  statutes  of  P.  E.  Island  will  contain  an  Act  making 
education  free  to  the  blind  of  that  province.  At  the  present  time  the  school 
receives  a  grant  from  the  Legislature  of  $450  per  annum  for  the  six  pupils  in 
attendance,  and  a  further  grant  of  $150  from  the  city  of  Charlottetown.  This 
makes  in  all  8600.  The  actual  cost  per  annum  of  educating  these  six  pupils 
is  $1350,  of  which  the  school  voluntarily  assumes  one-third,  or  $450,  and  asks 
the  Government  and  Legislature  to  provide  the  balance  of  $900.  We  commend 
these  figures  to  the  kind  and  thoughtful  consideration  of  the  public-spirited 
men  and  women  in  P.  E.  Island,  and  respectfully  urge  the  government  to 
introduce  such  legislation  as  will  place  the  education  of  the  blind  upon  a 
footing  honorable  to  the  province  and  equitable  to  the  school. 

NEWFOUNDLAND. 

We  have  at  present  eight  pupils  from  the  Colony  of  Newfoundland  for 
the  tuition  of  whom  the  Legislature  makes  an  annual  grart  to  the  school  of 
$1,200.00.  Hitherto  the  Government  of  Newfoundland  has  limited  the  num- 
ber of  beneficeries  to  eight,  but  we  have  the  assurance  of  the  Premier,  Hon* 
Sir  Robert  Bond,  that  during  the  coming  session  of  the  Legislature  he  will  see 
if  something  cannot  be  done  to  secure  an  increased  grant  so  as  to  provide  for 
the  admission  of  a  larger  number  of  pupils. 

The  SupeHntendent : 

The  following  is  an  extract  from  the  minutes  of  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Managers,  held  on  May  1st,  1901. 

"  The  Board  of  Managers  desires  to  place  on  record  its  appreciation  of  the 

«otion  of  the  Senate  of  Dalhousie  College  in  conferring  upon  the  Superintendent 

'  the  School,  Mr.  C.  F.  Fraser,  the  degree  of  LL.  D.     The  Board  has  on  many 

asions  expressed  its  high  estimate  of  the  services  rendered  to  the  Blind  of 

?  Maritime  Provinces  by  Dr.  Fraser,  and  it  feels  that  the  public  recognition 
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which  these  services  have  received  reflects  great  credit  upon  the  school  and 
upon  the  teaching  staff  as  well  as  upon  the  Superintendent.     Ip  presenting 
Mr.  Fraser  to  the  President  of  the  University,  Dr.  MacMechan  on  behalf  of 
Senate  said,  "  Mr.  Charles  Frederick  Praser,  M.-  M ,  has  been  Principal  of  the 
School  for  the  Blind  twenty-eight  years.     Through  his  personal  exertions  the 
number  of  pupils  in  that  period  has  risen  from  less  than  ten  to  more  than  one 
hundred,  and  the  methods  employed  for  their  education  have  been  of  the  most 
modern  and  scientific  kind.     Mr.  Fraser  has  led  the    way  in   an   important 
reform.     Through  his  untiring  efforts  the  education  of  the  blind  has  ceased,  in 
this  province,  to  be  regarded  as  a  charity,  and  is  looked  upon  as  a  necessary 
public  charge.     The  Government  of  this  Province  w^as  the  first  on  this  conti- 
nent to  recognize  its  duty  in  this  respect,  and  to  grant  to  the  blind  and  deaf  a 
free  education.     As  a  teacher  Mr.  Fraser  has  been  very  successful  in  develop- 
ing in  his  pupils  a  self-reliant  and  hopeful,  spirit.     They  have  been  made  to 
feel  that  success  in  almost  any  calling  is  within  their  reach.     This  spirit,  called 
out  and  strengthened  by  sound  practical  courses  of  training,  is  proving  eflScient 
in  making  those  who,  under  less  happy  circumstances,  were  doomed  to  life-long 
dependence,  into  successful  and  useful  members  of  the  community.     In  this, 
the  direct  outcome  of  Mr.  Eraser's  gifted  and  buoyant  personality,  and  of  his 
unceasing  efforts,  our  Halifax  school  is  recognized  as  one  of  the    very   best 
Schools  for  the  Blind  to  be  found  anywhere.     Mr.  Eraser's  effoits  are  not  con- 
fined to  the  work  of  the  school.     For  the  benefit  of  the  blind  who,  through  age 
or  Jother  causes  cannot  attend  the  school,  he  has  organized  a  staff  of  itinerant 
teachers  and  a  circulating  library.     The  beneficent  plan  which  Nova  Scotia  had 
the  honor  of  originating  has  been  adopted  in  several  places  elsewhere."

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Superintendent's  Report 

To  the  President  and  Board  of  Managers  of  the  School  for  the  Blind  : 

Gentlemen  : — The  table  of  attendance  herewith  submitted  shows  that  135 
blind  persons  have  been  under  instruction  during  the  past  year,  of  which  80 
were  males  and  55  females.  *  Of  these  18  have  since  graduated  or  remained  at 
home,  making  the  total  number  registered  December  1st,  1901,  117,  of  whom 
70  are  males  and  47  females,  Of  these  71  are  from  the  Province  of  Nova 
Scotia,  32  from  New  Brunswick,  6  from  P.  E.  Island  and  8  from  Newfound- 
land.

of  the  last  school  year.  Miss  Camming,  now  Mrs.  Robb,  has  gone  with  her 
husband  to  the  mission  field  of  Corea,  where  she  hopes  to  turn  to  practical 
account  the  experience  gained  while  here.  Tlje  vacancy  caused  by  the  retire- 
ment of  Miss  Gumming  has  been  filled  by  Miss  Elma  Baker,  a  graduate  of 
Dalhousie  GoUege  and  a  teacher  of  high  standing  in  the  public  schools.  Ad 
assistant  teacher  of  modern  languages  being  required,  the  position  was  given  to 
Miss  Bowes,  an  advanced  pupil  of  Prof.  Lanos.  With  the  foregoing  exceptions 
our  staff  of  teachers  remains  the  same  as  at  this  date  last  year.  This  is  a 
matter  for  congratulation,  as  it  is  of  importance  that  our  pupils  should  receive 
their  training  from  teachers  of  skill  and  experience  and  of  broad  education.  In 
the  literary  department  Miss  C.  R.  Frame,  Miss  Baker,  Mr.  S.  R.  Hussey, 
Prof.  Lanos,  Miss  Bowes  and  two  assistants  have  faithfully  performed  their 
work,  and  have  sought  in  every  way  to  develop  their  pupils  and  make  them 
strong  and  self-reliant  men  and  women. 

The  Kindergarten  pupils  have  continued  to  enjoy  the  thoughtful  care  f  I 
admirable  training  imparted  by  Miss  Josie  Howe  aud  her  assistants,  M  * 
Campbell  and  Miss  Callanan.

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In  the  boys*  and  girls'  musical  departmenta  Prof.  A.  M.  Chisholm  has 
4)een  assisted  by  Miss  B.  Studd  and  Mr.  T.  A.  Hubley,  as  piano-forte  teachers ; 
Miss  Corbin,  vocal  teacher,  and  Messrs.  Hanson,  Covey  and  Ivimey  as  teachers 
respectively  of  the  clarionet,  cornet  and  mandolin.  The  work  of  the  depart- 
ments has  been  progressive  and  up-to-date  in  all  respects,  and  has  been  carried 
forward  with  zeal  and  energy. 

Mr.  D.  M.  Reid,  teacher  of  piano-forte  tuning;  Mr.  D.  A.  Baird,  trade 
instructor ;  M.  J.  S.  Scrimgeour,  physical  instructor,  and  Miss  AlHson,  teacher 
of  the  girls'  work,  have  been  steadily  at  their  posts,  and  have  been  deeply 
interested  in  the  success  .of  their  pupiK 

We  have  in  past  years  been  very  fortunate  in  securing  as  teachers  men' 
and  wom^n  of  character  and  marked  ability,  but  without  disparaging  the 
excellent  work  done  by  them,  I  may  safely  say  that  never  in  the  history  of  the 
school  have  we  had  a  stronger  or  more  effective  teaching  staff,  and  never  have 
the  results  been  more  satisfactory  or  more  gratifying.  This  is  due  in  part  to 
the  long  experience  in  this  special  work  which  the  majority  of  the  teachers 
have  enjoyed,  and  in  part  to  the  more  careful  grading  of  the  pupils  which  the 
larger  school  makes  possible,  and  also  to  the  improved  equipment  of  our  several 
departments. 

•  COURSE  OF  INSTRUCTION. 

In  most  respects  the  course  of  instruction  in  this  school  is  similar  to  that 
idOiOvred  in  the  more  advanced  institutions  for  the  blind  in  Great  Britain  and 
the  United  States.     It  is  based  upon  the  idea  that  our  pupils,  notwithstanding 
their  lack  of  sight,  are  to  be  educated  with  the  view  of  becoming  self-support- 
ing men  and  women.     Were  it  possible  for  blind  persons  to  perform  ordinary 
labour,  or  to  market  hand  made  articles  in  competition  with  the  output  of  mills 
and  factories  equipped  with  steam  and  machinery,  we  might  be  justified   in 
limiting  their  education  to  the  rudimentary  branches  of  learning  and  be  satisfied 
with  the  results.     We  have,  however,  to  face  the  fact  that  the  blind  cannot 
perform  ordinary  labour  to  advantage  and  cannot  hope  to  become  so  skilled. in 
manual  work  as  to  be  able  to  undersell  machine-made  products.     It  is  there- 
fere  a  fundamental  principle  with  the  best  educators  of  the  blind  that  every 
effort  should  be  made  to  train  and  develop  the  mental  faculties  of  their  pupils 
-  ^^  to  prepare  them  for  such  professions  and  occupations  as  call  for  intellect- 
"icumen.     To  the  educated  blind  person  the  loss  of  sight  is  a  handicap  but 
'  barrier  to  success.     His  trained  senses  of  touch  and  hearing  and  even  of 
make  up  to  him  in  a  great  measure  for  his  loss  of  sight,  while  his  intel- 
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lectual  powers  are  none  the  less  strong,  keen  and  eflfecti 
deprived  of  vision.  Bearing  the  foregoing  facts  in  mind  o\ 
has  been  carefully  arranged  so  as  to  place  within  reach  of  c 
and  liberal  education  which  is  in  all  respects  equal  to  that  im 
public  schools  of  Canada.  This  education  is  supplemented  b 
ing  in  music,  pianoforte  tuning  and  such  other  branches  as  th 
to  practical  account  when  they  graduate  from  the  school. 

APPLIANCES. 

It  is  a  great  satisfaction  to  note  that  the  appliances  used 
of  the  blind  have  of  late  years  been  greatly  improved.  Tl 
board  with  its  ten  distinct  raised  type  has  given  place  to  a 
shaped  holes  and  one  type  by  which  sixteen  sept 
can  be  represented.  This,  in  my  opinion,  although  an  improv 
an  ideal  arithmetic  board.

The  latest  invention  comes  from  Birmingham,  England,  where  a  system  of 
^  shorthand  has  been  devised  and  a  machine  for  rapidly  embossing  the  Braille 

\  characters  has  been  invented.     With  this  machine,  one  of  which  has  b^ 

t  ordered  for  the  school,  a  pupil  can  be  trained  to  take  notes  of  a  public  meet 

;  or  even  make  a  verbatim  report  of  a  speech  and  then  reproduce  the  same 
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typswritrng  from  an  ordinary  machine.  This  invention  will  unquestionably 
make  it  possible  for  the  blind  to  become  newspaper  reporters  and  correspon- 
dence clerks. 

HEALTH. 

The  health  of  the  pupils  throughout  the  year  has  been  most  satisfactory^ 
and  the  work  of  the  several  departments  of  the  school  has  been  but  slightly 
interrupted  by  the  carrying  out  of  a  general  vaccination.  Such  cases  of 
sickness  as  have  occured  have  been  promptly  and  carefully  looked  after  by  the 
attending  physician,  Dr,  A.  H.  Lindsay,  and  by  the  matron  in  charge. 

PHYSICAL    TRAINING. 

The  physical  training  of  the  pupils,  which  is  recognized  to  be  of  first 
importance,  has  received  careful  ..ttention.  The  pupils  spend  forty-five 
mioiites  daily  in  the  gymnasium  under  the  instruction  of  Mr.  James  Scrimgeour,. 
and  are  taught  to  march,  to  use  dumb-bells  and  wands,  and  to  freely  and 
easily  perform  exercises  upon  the  overhead  ladder,  the  rings,  the  parallel  bars  . 
and  the  German  horse.  Contests  in  walking  and  running  in  the  open  air,  and 
participation  in  out-of-door  sports  are  also  encourafjed  and  are  keenly  enjoyed 
by  the  pupils.  Now  that  the  artificial  pond  in  our  grounds  has  been  completed, 
we  anticipate  that  the  majority  of  the  boys  and  girls  will*  learn  to  skate  during 
the  winter  season,  and  that  they  will  derive  a  great  de^il  of  pleasure  from  this 
healthful  exercise. 

GRAf)UATES. 

At  the  close  of  the  school  year  iu  June  last  a  numi)er  of  young  men  and 
women  received  their  graduating  diplomas.     Among  these  may  be  mentoined 
the  following  :     T.  B.  Fletcher,  of  DeBert,  N.  S.,  received  first  class  certifi- 
cate as  a  teacher  of  music,   and  has   since  settled  in   Truro,  where  he   baa 
secured  a  number  of  music  pupils.     Charles  Kaulback,  of  New  Germany.  N. 
S.,  and  Hiram  Colby,  of  Bear  Eiver,  N.  S.,  received  first  class  certificates  as^ 
piano-forte  tuners,  and  are  finding  employment  in  the  counties  in  which  tbey 
respectively  reside.     Daniel  Morrison,  of  Black  Brook,  C.  B.,  was  awarded  a 
certificate  §is  a  willow  basket  and  brush  mak^r,  and  has  established  himself  in 
the  vicinity  of  Sydney.  C.  B.     Miss  Nellie  Taylor,  of  Halifax,  N.  S.,  received 
a  certificate  as  a  teacher  of  vocal  and  instrumental  music.     Miss  Taylor  went 
'jby,  N;  S.,  for  the  purpose  of  securing  a  class  of  music  pupils,  but  finding 
t  popular  summer  resort  that  she  could  turn  to  advantage  the  knowledge 
"ipooing  she  has  gained  while  here  she  followed  that  occupation  during 
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the  summer  months,  and  proved  it  to  be  a  pemunerative  employment,  and  one 
that  could  be  satisfactorily  followed  by  a  person  deprived  of  sight. 

In  August  last  Mr.  Frank  McLean,  who  graduated  from  the  school  nine- 
teen years  ago  died  at  his  home  in  Truro  much  to  the  regret  of  his  many 
friends  and  his  fellow  citizen^.  The  obituary  notices  which  appeared  in  the 
Truro  newspapers  bore  testimony  to  the  high  character  of  Mr.  McLean,  to  the 
esteem  in  which  he  was  held,  and  to  the  success  which  attended  his  efforts  in 
connection  with  the  founding  and  carrying  on  of  the  Truro  Conservatory  of 
Music.  After  referring  to  Mr.  McLean's  early  trainidg  in  this  school  and  to 
the  four  years  spent  by  him  in  the  study  of  music  in  Germany,  the  Truro 
Weekly  News  says,  **in  1894  Mr.  McLean  opened  the  Truro  Conservatory  of 
Music,  in  the  Queen  Building,  Prince  Street.  To  the  success  of  this  worthy 
institution,  Mr.  McLean  bent  all  his  energies,  and  though  labouring  under 
blindness,  this  remarkable  man,  with  the  assistance  of  his  talented  wife,  built 
up  a  successful  business,  and  the  name  **Truro  Conservatory  of  Music"  is  now 
widely  and  favorably  known.  The  late  Mr.  McLean  was,  by  his  kindly, 
happy  and  gentlemanly  bearing,  highly  re6p3cted  and  beloved  by  all  who  had 
the  pleasure  of  his  acquaintance."  In  reference  to  the  funeral  of  Mr.  McLean 
we  find  the  following: — ••there  were  many  friends  assembled  to  do  honor  to  the 
respected  dead  and  to  pay  the  last  tribute  to  the  memory  of  one  who,  though 
afflicted  with  blindness,  was  an  active  and  untiring  worker  in  life's  biisy  hive." 
The  foregoing  tribute  to  the  memory  and  work  of  one  of  our  most  successful 
graduates  will  be  appreciated  by  the  friends  and  supporters  of  the  school  and 
by  the  educated  blind  in  all  parts  of  this  country. 

LIBRARY. 

In  another  part  of  this  Eeport  will  be  found  the  names  of  the  new  point 
print  books,  which  during  the  year,  have  been  added  to  our  circulating  library 
and  also  an  acknowledgment  of  our  deep  indebtedness  to  the  gentlemen  and 
ladies  and  to  the  young  people  who  assisted  in  the  production  of  tho  Spectacle 
Opera  of  Zephra  under  the  management  of  Mr.  R.  W.  Averill.  From  the 
proceeds  of  this  entertainment  we  received  for  our  library  fund  the  %  sum  of 
$415.60  a  portion  of  which  amount  has  been  placed  on  deposit  and  the  balance 
used  in  purchasing  and  manufacturing  new  books.  This  edition  to  our  circu- 
lating library  will  be  keenly  appreciated  by  those  who  enjoy  the  privileges  o 
reading,  free  of  charge,  the  many  instructive  and  interesting  volumns  listed  ir 
its  catalogue. 
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NEW    PUBLICATIONS. 

We  have  issued  during  the  year*  a  number  of  new  publications  stereotyped 
and  printed  on  the  machines  presented  to  the  school  by  Mr.  H.  M.  Whitney. 
These  publications  are  for  the  use  of  our  pupilj  and  graduates  and  are  of  the 
greatest  advantage  to  them  in  their  school  work  and  in  the  teaching  of  music. 
The  Braille  musical  notation  and  the  ordinary  Braille  point  print  can  be  stereo- 
typed upon  the  same  machine  and  hence  we  have  the  facih'ties  for  printing 
music  in  tangible  form  as  well  as  for  printing  ordinary  books. 

Among  the  recent  publicatiops  may  be  mentioned,  Zobansky's.  Gallin 
Paris  Cheve  method  of  sight  singing,  volumes,  two,  three  and  four ;  the  Practical 
Speller  in  one  volume ;  the  Multiplication  Tables,  Euclid's  Definitions,  Prac- 
tical Method  for  the  Piano-forte,  by  Louis  Kohler,  a  Selection  of  Easy  Piano- 
forte Pieces  for  Young  Beginners  in  the  First  Grade,  Hymns,  Choruses,  etc- 

THE    EDUCATION   OP  THE   BLIND   IN   GREAT   BRITAIN. 

During  the  summer  holidays  I.  had  the  pleasure  of  making  an  extended 
tour  in  England  and  Scotland  and  of  visiting  many  of  the  schools  and  institu- 
tions for  the  blind  in  the  Old  Country.  I  was  accompanied  by  Mrs.  Fraser 
and  Miss  C.  E.  Frame,  principal  of  our  girls'  department,  both  of  whom  were 
deeply  interested  in  the  education  of  the  blind.  It  is  impossible  in  a  brief 
report  to  refer  in  detail  to  the  institutions  we  inspscted,  or  to  give  a  succinct 
account  of  the  relative  standing  of  the  various  schools.  Speaking  generally; 
the  most  noticeable  feature  was  the  great  advancement  that  had  been  made  in 
the  education  of  the  blind  since  my  .visit  to  the  institutions  in  188S..  This  is 
due  in  great  measure  to  the  enactment  of  laws  by  the  British  parliament 
making  provision  for  the  free  education  of  the  blind  incumbent  upon  the  board- 
school  authorities  instead  of  the  p^or-law  guardians,  upon  whom  the  obligation 
previously  rested.  This  change  in  the  status  of  the  education  of  the  blind  has 
infused  new  life  into  the  schools,  and  as  they  are  now  periodically  examined 
by  government  inspactors,  the  standard  of  education  has  been  raised  and  is  now. 
more  uniform  in  its  character  and  more  effective  in  its  results.  British 
methods  in  education,  as  in  other  matters,  are  distinctly  conservative,  and 
while  I  noted  with  pleasure  the  progress  referred  to  in  educating  the  blind,  I 
could  not  help  regretting  that  the  bright  school  boys  and  girls  with  whom  I 
♦«iked  were  unnecessarily  handicapped  by  their  surroundings,  by  class  distinc- 
1  and  the  traditional  pauperism  which  their  condition  implies.  In  the 
teenth  and  in  the  early  part  of  the  nineteenth  centuries,  the  blind  in  poor 
— ^stances  were  gathered  into  asylums,  where  they  were  fed,  clothed  and 
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lodged  at  the  expens«  of  the  charitible  public.  At  a  later  date  the  inmates  of 
these  asylums  vere  taught  light  handicrafts,  and  the  workers,  some  of  whom 
resided  outside,  were  paid  a  small  weekly  wage  for  their  labor.  These 
asylums  have,  owing  to  numerous  bequests,  become  very  wealthy,  and  many 
of  them  undertake  to  give  employment  to  all  blind  persons  needing  work. 
The  workers  no  longer  dwell  within  the  walls  of  the  asylum,  but  live  in  their 
own  homes  or  board  themselves.  They  receive  a  weekly  wage  far  beyond  the 
value  of  their  labor.  The  committee  in  charge  of  these  asylums,  having  ample 
funds  at  their  command,  distribute  the  same  as  remuneration  for  work  done, 
or  granl  pensions  to  those  who  by  age  or  infirmity  are  unable  to  work.  The 
schools  for  the  youthful  blind  have,  in  the  majority  of  cases,  been  attached  to 
these  asylums,  and  the  children  have  grown  up  with  the  idea  that  come  what 
would  they  would  be  looked  after  and  cared  for  by  the  institution.  One  can 
readily  imagine  the  baneful  influence  that  auch  a  system  would  necessarily 
have  upon  the  children  of  poor  parents.  There  is  no  incentive  to  effort,  no 
desire  to  rise  above  the  circumstances  by  which  they  are  s-urrounded.  The 
result  is,  that  after  obtaining  a  somewhat  limited  education,  these  boys  and  girls 
naturally  become  workers  in  the  asylum  and  live  and  die  as  recipients  of  its 
charity  and  oversight. 

In  speaking  of  this  matter  to  a  kind-hearted  and  thoughtful  superinten- 
dent, I  expressed  my  regret  that  such  a  system  should  be  in  vogue  and  told 
him  that  in  Canada  such  methods  would  not  be  deemed  expedient  or  in  the 
best  interests  of  the  blind.  He  replied,  '*iu  our  country  we  do  not  believe  in 
educating  the  blind  beyond  the  class  to  which  they  belong '  and  he  added  "the 
asylums  look  after  thpse  who  are  deprived -of  sight,  literally  from  the  cradle  to 
the  grave." 

Many  of  these  asylums  in  addition  to  their  endowments  are  supported  by 
annual  subscriptions  and  in  their  reports  make  special  mention  of  the  gener- 
osity of  the  subscribers  and  give  details  as  to  the  number  of  men  and  women 
that  the  committee  has  been  enabled  to  employ.  As  a  consequence  the  British 
public  are  constantly  imbued  with  the  idea  that  the  blind  as  a  class,  are.  mendi- 
cants and  this  impression  makes  it  all  the  more  difficult  for  one  of  the  poorer 
class  to  work  independently  of  the  asylum  with  which  he  has  been  associated. 

In  the  limited  work  that  is  being  done  for  the  higher  education  of  the 
blind,  the  Royal  Normal  College  at  Upper  Norwood  stands  in  the  very  front 
rank.     It  is  in  many  respscts  an  ideal  institution,  with  ideal  surroundings.     In 
this  college  from  150  to  200  boys  and   girls  are  receiving  a  really  first  cla 
education  and  it  may  bo  hoped  that  when  the  educational  authorities  realij 
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the  excellent  work  it  is  doing,  an  effort  will  be  made  to  disassociate  all  schools 
from  asylums  and  at  once  raise  the  status  of  the  schools  and  of  the  education 
imparted  in  them.  To  the  late  Doctor  T.  R.  Armitage,  the  blind  of  Great 
Britain  owe  a  deep  debt  of  gratitude  for  the  progress  that  has  already  been 
made;  and  to  Doctor  F.  J.  Campbell,  the  practical  and  energetic  principal  of 
the  Boyal  Normal  College,  are  due  the  thanks  of  the  blind  of  that  country  for 
bis  untiring  efforts  to  place  them  on  a  level  with  persons  with  sight. 

During  my  viBit  I  learned  much  that  will  be  most  helpful  to  me  in  this 
school  and  which  cannot  fail  to  be  advantageous  to  the  blind  of  Eastern  Canada. 
Out  own  Institution  is  not  in  every  way  all  that  I  would  desire  to  see  it,  bnt 
it  is  in  so  many  respects  in  advance  of  the  majority  of  the  institutions  on  the 
other  side  of  the  Atlantic  that  we  should  have  no  reason  to  feel  discouraged  in 
our  work,  and  we  should  in  fact  be  thankful  that  the  blind  of  the  Maritime 
Provinces  and  Newfoundland  have  within  their  reach  an  education  of  such  a 
broad  and  eminently  practical  character. 

CONCLUSION. 

In  conclusion,  gentlemen,  I  again  tender  you  my  sincere  thanks  for  the 
warm  interest  you  have  evinced  in  the  school,  and  for  the  hearty  co-operation 
you  have  ever  extended  to  me  in  the  conduct  of  its  affairs.

The  attendance  was  small  —  less  than  100  having  enrolled;  but  the  papers 
read  and  the  discussions  which  followed  the  reading  of  the  papers  were  of  the 
deepest  interest. 

A  visit  to  the  Dominion  Experimental  Farm,  to  the  library,  museum  and 
parliament  buildings,  and  an  excursion  to  Britannia  on  the  Bay  were  pleasant 
features  of  the  meeting. 

One  of  the  most  important  features  of  the  Association  was  the  proposal 
made  by  Prof.  Robertson,  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  to  establish  a 
number  of  experimental  schools  in  rural  sections  throughout  the  dominion  to 
effect  improvement^  along  the  following  lines  :  To  establish  well-equipped 
schools  with  the  best  available  teachers,  and  thus  bring  about  the  centralization 
of  several  scattered ^^districts  into  one;  to  make  provision  for  school  gardens 
and  the  best  possible  sanitary  arrangements  for  rural  schools;  to  exemplify  the 
best  methods  of  teaching  nature  subjects  and  manual  training;  to  so  handle  the 
subjects  in  the  curriculum  of  studies  for  each  province  that  the  schools  shall 
deserve  the  usual  local  and  provincial  support,  and  at  the  same  time  be  object 
lessons  iu  education  for  crovernments  and  communities.     Prof.  Robertson  saic 
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that  the  money  for  the  experiment  >?(^ould  be  forthcoming  as  soon  as  a  compe- 
tent committee,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Association,  had  decided  upon  the 
details  of  the  scheme.  The  Association  approved  heartily,  and  the  following 
committee  was  appointed  :  Dr.  Goggin  (Regina),  Dr.  S.  B.  Sinclair  (Qttawa), 
Snpt.  Mclntyre  (Winnipeg),  Principal  Scott  (Toronto),  R.  H.  Cowley  (Ottawa), 
Dr.  McKay  (Halifax),  Dr.  Inch,  Inspector  Carter,  J.  Brittain  (New  Brunswick), 
Dr.  Anderson,  Prof.  Robertson  (P.  E.  Island),  Inspector  Parker,  C.  J.  Magnan 
(Quebec).     Prof.  Robertson,  of  Ottawa,  was  invited  to  act  with  the  committee.

U.  Hay,  and  Mr.  Osman  explained  the  qualities  and  uses  of  the  gypsum,  which 
forms  such  an  important  industry  at  Hillsboro.  After  refreshments,  and  a 
hearty  vote  of  thanks  to  their  kind  host  and  hostess,  the  party  returned  to 
town.

Sir  :  I  have  tte  honor  to  submit  the  following  Report  of  the  Fifteenth 
Annual  Session  of  the  Summer  School  of  Science  for  the  Atlantic  Provinces  of 
Canada,  which  was  held  at  Lunenburg,  N.  S.,  July  23,  to  August  9,  1901. 

In  January  the  announcement  of  the  school  was  issued  and  sent  to  the 
teachers  of  fhe  Maritime  Provinces  and  others  interested  in  educational  matters. 
In  this  way  the  advantages  of  the  school  were  brought' to  the  notice  of  those 
likely  to  be  interested  in  it. 

The  opening  meeting  was  largely  attended,  filling  the  spacious  drill  shed, 
in  which  it  was  held.  A  most  cordial  welcome  was  extended  to  the  school  by 
Mayor  Rudolf,  Mr.  Kaulbeck,  M.  P.,  and  others.  The  words  of  welcome 
spoken  by  their  representatives  were  emphasized  by  the  enthusiastic  applause 
of  the  people. 

Classes  met  each  day  from  9  o'clock,  a.  m.,  to  1  p.  m.,  in  the  Lunenburg 
Academy.  This  admirable  building  on  its  commanding  site,  is  creditable  to 
the  public  spirit  and  interest  in  educational  matters  of  the  citizens  of 
l^unenburg. 

The  work  of  the  class-room  was  marked  by  diligent  application  on  the  part 
of  the  students,  and  intelligent  and  enthusiastic  effort  on  the  part  of  the  instruc- 
tors.    Much  interest  was  taken  in  the  Field  Work,  for  which  Lunenburg, 
afforded  excellent  opportunities.     On  the  afternoons  of  alternate  days,  enthusi- 
astic groups  of  Natural  History  students  unier  the  guidance  of  Drs.  Bailey 
Mackay,  Hay  and  Andrews  and  Messrs.  Nelson  and  Dixon  were  to  be  found 
exploring  meadow  and  brook,  hill  and  vale,  for  specimens  to  be  used  in  their 
class  WQrk.     Not  less  enthusiastic  was  the  laboratory  work  as  conducted  in 
chemistry  by  Drs.  Andrews  and  Magee,  on  physiology  by  Mr.  Starrett  and  in 
zoology  by  Mr.  Dixon. 

An  exceedingly  pleasant  feature  of  the  session  was  the  hospitality  extend- 
ed to  the  school  by  the  citizens  of  Lunenburg,  who  by  excursions  and  enter- 
tainment caused  the  time  to  past  very  quickly  and  agreeably.     The  neighboring 
n  of  Bridgewater  treated  the  school  to  a  most  enjoyable  excursion  up  the 
■^"ve  and  entertained  the  members.

The  large  attendance  from  Nova  Scotia  was  largely  due  to  the  efforts  put 
forth  by  Inspector  I^lplntosh,  Principal  McKittrick,  and  Mr.  Love  the  Local 
Secretary,  all  of  whom  both  before  the  meeting  of  the  school,  and  during  the 
time  it  was  in  session  were  untiring  in  their  endeavors  to  promote  the  interests 
of  the  school.  Another  iFactor  that  adds  in  inducing  the  teachers  of  Nova 
Scotia  to  attend  the  Summer  School  is  the  liberal  policy  of  the  Council  of 
Public  Instruction  for  that  province,  in  that  it  recognizes  the  efiforts  of  teacher* 
for  self-improvement  by  granting  an  additional  week's  holidays  to  those  who 
attend  an  educational  gathering. 

•The  session  held  this  year  at  Lunenburg  was  the  most  successful  in  the 
history  of  the  school.

Sir  :  In  compliance  with  your  request  I  beg  to  submit  the  following 
Report  of  Manual  Training  in  New  Brunswick  for  the  past  year,  carried  on  by 
the  generosity  of  Sir  William  Macdonald, 

In  my  last  Report  (1900)  I  spoke  of  the  equipment  provided  at  Prederic- 
ton  and  of  the  various  classes  attending  the  school  here. 

During  the  summer  vacation  (1901)  the  second  session  of  the  "Summer 
School  of  Manual  Training  "  was  held  in  the  City  of  St.  John,  that  place  being 
more  central  than  Fredertcton,  and  cooler.  The  large  hall,  with  two  adjoining 
rooms,  in  the  Centennial  School  building  were  granted  by  the  St.  John  School 
authorities  for  the  purpose  and  the  equipment  for  the  work  was  moved  from 
Fredericton  and  returned  after  the  session  ended. 

There  were  forty  teachers  in  attendance  at  this  school ;  also  sixteen  boys. 
Applications  to  attend  were  received  from  other  teachers  after  the  work  had 
begun  and  many  times  the  number  of  boys  taken  wished  to  attend ;  but  we 
were  unable  to  accommodate  more. 

Courses  of  instruction  were  given  in  Mechanical  Drawing  and  Woodwork- 
ing and  in  Cardboard  Construction  Work.  Advanced  work  was  given  to 
sixteen  of  the  teachers  who  had  previously  taken  the  courses  at  Fredericton. 

All  seemed  impressed  with  the  educational  value  of  the  work  and  it 
would  be  difficult  to  find  a  more  earnest  and  interested  school.  It  was  no 
unusual  sight  to  see  a  large  number  a^t  work  long  before  the.  time  of  opening. 
Applications  are  already  being  received  to  attend  the  school  next  summer, 
provided  another  session  is  to  be  held  there. 

The  school  at  Fredericton  reopened  in  September  with  the  students  of  the 
Normal  School  and  the  boys  of  the  city  schools  in  attendance. 

The  class  for  the  teachers  of  Fredericton  and  vicinity,  which  was  estai  • 
lished  when  the  school  began,  still  continues  —  with  twenty  teachers  attendin,  ; 
and  a  class  of  boys  from  the  "  Deaf  and  Dumb  School "  is  doing  good  worl 
The  interest  of  the  students  in  this  work  is  so  great  that  two  classes  have  be^ 
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formed  outside  of  school  time  to  accommodate  those  who  wish  to  .devote  more 
time  to  the  study  than  is  regularly  given  and  often  some  have  to  be  turned 
away  for  lack  of  accommodation. 

This  report  would  certainly  be  incomplete  if  I  failed  to  speak  of  the 
manual  training  work  now  being  done  in  one  of  the  ungraded,  rural  schools  of 
New  Brunswick. 

The  equipment — consisting  of  three  benches  well  supplied  with  tools,  ten 
^drawing  kits,  ten  Sloyd  knives  and  ten  sets  of  carving  tools  for  chip-carving  — 
was  placed  in  the  regular  class-room.  During  three  afternoons  of  each  week 
the  very  small  children  are  allowed  to  go  home  at  three  o'clock  thus  leaving 
about  ten  older  boys  and  girls  to  take  the  manual  training  work  with  the 
teacher  who  is  thus  free  to  give  all  her  attention  to  them.  A  course  of  models 
was  arranged  to  be  made,  largely  with  the  knife,  and  a  good  deal  of  chip- 
<»rving  introduced;  and  this  can  all  be  done  at  the  school  desk  or  at  least 
-without  the  use  of  a  bench. 

The  benches   are  in  constant  use,  during   the  time    devoted  to   manual 
training,  each  student  being  able  to  get  about  one  hour  of  work  at  a  bench, 
each  week ;  and  here  the  models  of  the  regular  course  are  constructed ;  so  that 
the  knife  work  and  the  carving  at  the  desk  do  not  supersede  but  merely  sup- 
plement the  bench  work. 

Miss  A.  Gertrude  O'Brien,  who  is  the  teacher  at  the  school  just  described, 
situated  at  Inches'  Ridge,  York  Co.,  N.  B.,  was  a  member  of  the  first  Summer 
Manual  Training  School  held  at  Fredericton,  and  haB  since  taken  additional 
courses. 

The  manual  training  work  was  started  at  Inches*  Eidge,  in  October,  1900, 

as   an    experiment,   and  it  has  proved  eminently   successful.      Parents  and 

children  are  alike  enthusiastic  and  the  results  show  a  larger  attendance,  and 

greater  regularitj  of  attendance  as  well  as  more  interest  and  better  work  in  the 

other  subjects  studied. 

Manual  training  is  now  about  to  be  started  at  Musquash,  with  a  similar 
equipment  and  in  the  same  way  as  at  Inches'  Ridge.  Miss  A.  E.  Lucas,  the 
teacher  at  Musquash,  has  spent  over  six  months  at  Fredericton  in  preparation 
^'^  teach  manual  training. 

We  have  received  inquiries  from  teachers  in  towns  and  country  districts 
iking  if  the  Provincial  School  Board  would  give  any  financial  assistance  to 
tablish  manual  training  in  their  districts.     Jn  the  Provinces  of  Nova  Scotia 
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and  Ontario  special  gi'ants  have  been  provided  to  aid  districts  in  establishing 
manual  training.  If  something  of  a  similar  nature  could  be  provided  in  New 
Brunswick  we  feel  sure  that  it  would  aid  greatly  in  a  more  general  introduc- 
tion of  this  subject  into  our  schools  and  make  them  of  greater  efficiency.

IMPROVEMENT  OF  EDUCATION  IN  RURAL  SCHOOLS. 

Address    Delivered   at  the  Meeting   of   the   Dominion    Educational  Association, 

August  1901. 

BY   PROFESSOR   JAMES   W.    ROBERTSON. 

Mr,  President,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, — I  desire  to  thank  you  for  the 
honour  of  an  invitation  to  address  the  convention  of  the  Dominion  Educational 
Association.  In  expressing  niy  thanks,  I  must  beg  your  indulgence  while  I 
speak  of  something  which  may  be  attempted  towardb  the  improvement  of  rural 
schools  in  Canada.  The  eloquence  and  fervor  of  those  who  have  addressed  the 
convention  to-night  and  at  previous  sessions  have  been  such  as  to  nourish 
national  sentiment  or  the  sentiment  which  finds  its  expression  in  patriotic  dis- 
plays in  connection  with  national  movements.  National  life  of  a  worthy  sort 
for  ns  rests  on  the  labours  of  teachers ;  and  whatever  helps  to  make  them 
effective,  strengthens  the  national  life.  Any  national  greatness,  which  we  may 
have  or  attain  to,  must  come  ftom  an  intelligent,  God-fearing  and  capable 
population.  To  ensure  these  qualities  in  our  people,  it  will  be  admitted  by 
every  one,  that  in  the  rural  schools  we  need  the  best  education. 

THE  DOMINION  EDUCA.T1ONAL  ASSOCIATION.. 

I  take  it  that  this  organization,  like  all  other  organizations,  comes  from  the 
life  and  activity  of  the  individual  members  who  compose  it ;  and  that  as  an 
organization,  it  is  meant  for  real  use,  that  is  to  bring  something  to  pass,  besides 
the  passing  of  resolutions.  At  a  convention  of  teachers,  one  may  look  for  a 
frank  and  unhesitating  intellectual  hospitality.  More  even  than  other  people 
with  open  minds,  those  engaged  in  educational  work  should  have  no  prejudice 
against  information,  or  suggestions,  even  if  these  should  come  from  unexpected 
quarters.  I  have  observed  in  the  discussions  that  teachers  are  fearless  and  even 
lavish  in  their  criticisms  of  the  educational  systems  in  the  various  provinces 
from  which  they  hail.  They  speak  with  a  vehemence  of  adjectives  which  I 
would  not  venture  to  imitate.  Such  words  of  a  descriptive  sort  as  "vicious," 
•^pernicious,"  '^preposterous,"  are  tossed  about  with  a  freedom  fr^m  responsibility 
which  I  would  not  dare  claim.  However,  out  of  the  information,  the  sugges- 
tions and  the  criticisms  should  come  some  inspiration  to  be  directed  into  definite 
practical  action  after  these  meetings  are  over. 

An  organization  or  convention  which  does  not  do  anything  except  make 
or  listen  to  speeches,  pass  or  record  resolutions,  makes  but  little  use  of  the 
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iDtellectual  ammunition  of  those  who  take  part  in  its  discussions.  My  own 
contribution  to 'the  proceedings  will  have  value  only  in  so  far  as  it  leads  to 
practical  action  afterwards. 

THE    MANUAL    TRAINING    MOVEMBNT. 

My  name  has  been  connected  with  Manual  Training  iu/  the  public  schools 
biBce  I  have  the  honour  to  administer  the  Macdonald  Manual  Training  Fund 
for  Catnada, 

It  is  rather  unfortunate  that  this  reform  in  the  methods  of  education 
should  have  come  to  us  under  the  name  of  ^'Manual  Training.'*  There  are  in 
this  newer  education  three  forms  of  expression  which  are  used  interchangeably. 
I  am  sorry  for  that;  it  leads  to  much  confusion.  The  three  are' :  Manual 
Training,  Industrial  Education,  Technical  Education.  I  see  them  in  the  news- 
papers, read  them  everywhere,  and  hear  people  talking  about  them ;  and  the 
one  means  the  other  to  most  people.  Now,  they  are  not  the  same  thing  at  all 
—not  at  all  the  same  sort  of  thing.  The  spirit  of  the  thing  determines  its 
nature.     The  spitit  is  quite  different  in  those  things  I  have  named. 

Manual  Training  is  that  part  of  general  education  which  seeks  it^  result 
in  the  boy  himself  or  in  the  girl  herself,  seeks  fihe  result  there  and  nowhere 
else,  without  regard  to  the  particular  occupation  to  be  followed  afterwards. 
The  things  made  by  a  child  in  Manual  Training  may  as  well  go  into  the  stove 
or  into  the  waste-paper  basket ;  but  the  things  made  by  a  boy  in  an*  industrial 
school,  under  a  system  of  Industrial  Education,  are  made  for  the  sake  of  the 
things  and  made  for  the  sake  of  the  ability  to  make  the  same  or  similar  things 
that  will  sell.  I  do  not  say  that  is  a  poor  part  or  an  unnecessary  part  of 
education,  but  it  is  not  Manual  Training. 

Industrial  education  imparts  information  and  gives  training  for  the  par- 
ticular purpose  of  fitting  a  boy  or  girl,  or  man  or  woman,  to  be  capable,  expert 
and  skillful  in  some  industrial  occupation. 

Technical  Education  has  some  manual  training  in  it,  but  the  n^anual  train- 
ing in  technical  education  has  a  price  in  it  and  on  it  for  the  worth  of  its 
products.  It  is  looking  to  the  effect  of  the  training  on  the  craft  and  on  the 
product,  and  not  on  the  person.  Technical  Education  is  to  prepare  a  boy  or 
girl,  or  man  or  woman,  for  following  successfully  a  trade  or  profession.  Manual 
Training  in  a  technical  school  is  pursued  as  an  end  in  itself;  the  idea  behind  it 
is  utilitarian  only.  There  is  a  differance  —  a  tremendous  difTeren^e — and 
Manual  Training  is  not  so  valuable  aft^r  a  boy  is  past  fifteen.  It  then  becomes 
technical  education  and  craftsmanship,  which  have  their  value  in  dollars  and 
cents,  but  which  are  not  essential  as  pcurt  of  an  elementary  school  system.  On 
heother  hand,  Manual  Training  is   a  means  for  developing  the  faculties  and 
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giving  the  boy  that  all-round  training  which  he  is  entitled  to  in  a  country  like 
ours,  • 

Any  attempt  to  impart  a  purely  utilitarian  character  to  the  education  of 
young  children  is  bound  to  defeat  its  own  object.  A  child  is  one  and  indivisi- 
ble. After  reading  books  on  the  subject  one  is  almost  persuaded  that  a  child  is 
not  one  -  thit  a  child  is  like  the  wooden  puzzle  we  used  to  have  as  boys.  You 
pulled  out  one  peg,  and  that  was  one  part ;  you  continued,  and  laid  all  the 
parts  in  separate  places.  After  a  while  you  tried  to  put  them  together,  and 
when  it  was  finished  it  was  a  man.  So  we  speak  of  the  body,  and  we  have 
gymnastics  for  the  body;  we  speak  of- the  mind,  and  we  have  intellectual  train, 
ing  for  the  mind ;  we  have  the  emotions,  and  we  have  music  and  all  such  nice 
things  for  the  emotions ;  and  then  we  have  the  will,  and  we  make  a  boy  do  dis-  ' 
agreeable  things,  and  refrain  from  doing  pleasant  things,  to  train  his  will.  The 
disagreeable  has  been  counted  a  necessary  element  in  mental  aud  mora)  train- 
ing of  high  discipline.  That  is  my  old  wooden  puzzle  over  again;  you  take  the 
boy  all  apart  and  scatter  him  about,  and  then  try  to  put  him  together  again  — 
and  you  find  that  you  haven't  the  boy.  The  boy  is  not  that  sort  of  thing ;  the 
division  is  not  real,  and  the  making  of  the  divisions  for  clearness  of  explana- 
tion, is  at  too  great  a  cost. 

EDUCATION  IN  RURAL  DISTRIGTS. 

The  improvement  of  the  rural  schools  is  oue  of  the  important  public 
questions  in  Canada  to-day.  In  our  educational  progress  not  much  has  been 
done  for  the  boys  and  girla  in  rural  schools  compared  Y^ith  what  has  been  given 
to  and  made  possible  for  the  children  in  towns  and  cities. 

The  after-life  of  the /boy  who  leaves  the  country  school,  to  folio )y  some 
occupation  in  the  locality,  does  not  readily  join  itself  to  the  school  life  which 
he  then  leaves  behind.  In  nearly  every  case  the  school  life  has  beep  an  ex 
perience  apart  from,  different  from,  and  only  in  a 'very  remote  way  leading  up 
to,  the  mental  or  bodily  labours  and  social  duties  which  are  to  occupy  him 
afterwards.  It  becomes  necessary,  since  the  school  house  absorbs  so  much  of 
the  time  of  the  boys  and  girls,  to  adapt  rural  schools  to  rural  life. 

In  educational  Manual  Training  the  advance  has  been  one  from  l>ooks  to 

benches  as  a  means  of  mental  culture.     In  rural  schools  the  advance  should  be 

from  books  to  benches,  and  frOm  both  to  plots  of  ground  and  various  objects  as 

a  means  of  mental  culture.     This  sort  of  thing  is  being  carried  on  most  success- 

ly,  partici^larly  in  the  schools  of  Nova  Scotia  and  those  of  the  North  West 

rritories.     A  piece  of  ground  attached  to  a  rural  school  should  be  utilized, 

h  child  having  his  own  small  plot,  which  he  can  use  like  his  slate,  putting 

ags  iu  it  and  on   it,  and  rubbing  tbem  off  again — not  for  the  sake  of  the 

mgs,  but  for  the  sake  of  the  child's  growth  in  knowledge  and  mental  ability. 
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I  hope  that  ere  long  we  shall  have  many  schools  in  Canada,  Mijhere  boys  and 
girls  will  have  an  opportunity  of  getting  this  better  sort  of  education.  For 
instance,  suppose  a  boy  should  plant  ten  grains  of  wheat  in  a  row,  ten  grains 
of  Indian  corn  in  another  row,  ten  sets  of  potatoes  in  another  row»  and  ten 
clover  plants  in  another  row.  Suppose,  farther,  that  he  shoulA  pull  up  one  of 
these  plants  every  week,  and  find  out  for  himself,  under  the  guidance  of  a  com- 
petent teacher,  all  that  had  happened  in  the  meantime.  Suppose,  further,  that 
^  as  far  as  he  was  able  he  should  make  drawings  of  the  plants  and  a  written 
statement  of  the  progress  of  growth  as  he  was  able  to  observe  it  from  week  to 
week,  would  not  such  a  course  for  tfen  weeks,  occupying  only  half  a  day  per 
week,  give  an  intelligent  boy  or  girl  not  only  a  great  amount  of  exceedingly 
useful  information,  but  also  habits  of  investigation,  observation,  comparispn  and 
thonghtfulness,  which  are  so  desirable  ? 

In  this  mdtter,  as  in  Manual  Training,  the  course  of  studies  and  exercises 
should  be  graduated  to  the  abilities  of  the  children.  Such  courses  have  been 
followed  with  great  success  for  many  years  in  European  countries,  and  of  late 
years  they  have  become  part  of  the  school  system  in  some  places  of  our  owa 
country,  under  the  name  of  Nature  Studies.  Perhaps  what  is  needed  most  is 
the  help  of  experienced  teachers,  who  know  the  true  educational  plan  to  put 
below  such  work  and  study  by  the  r.hildren,  that  it  might  not  degenerate  into 
only  a  means  of  giving  them  a  mass  of  scrappy  and  disconnected  informaticm 
about  a  great  number  of  things.  Books  do  that  well  enough,  or  badly  enougli 
•  now.  The  purpose  below  this  newer  method  should  be  to  train  the  faculties  of 
the  children  in  natural  ways,  and  to  make  the  objects,  the  exercises,  and  the 
information  acquired,  all  strictly  serviceable  to  that  end. 

The  difficulties  which  have  hindered  progress  in  the  past  are  said  to  have 
been  :  Want  t)f  money,  the  fact  that  the  time  table  was  already  too  full,  and 
the  fact  that  teachers  are  not  properly  qualified  to  take  up  fully  these  better 
methods. 

Reforms  of  a  permanent  sort  must  necessarily  be  brought  about  little  by 
little.  The  teacher  and  the  school  trustees,  without  substantial  outside  help  at 
the  beginning,  can  go  only  a  little  further  than  they  are  followed  and  supported 
by  local  opinion. 

ABOUT   SUBJECTS   AND   METHODS. 

In  considering  the  subjects  which  should  be  to  the  very  front  in  the  scho"' 
course,  one  is  warranted  in  saying  that  those  which  deal  with  nature  shou 
come  first,  and  perhaps  those  which  deal  with  human  nature  should  follow, 
seems  to  me  that  a  great  deal  of  nonsense  has  been  talked  about  the  cultui 
value  of  the  subjects,  which  have  been  grouped  under  the  name  of  Humanitic 
for  children  in  the  elementary  scJiooIst     Ip  tjie  elementary  schools,  the  cbildr» 
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are  \ery  much  chOdreD,  and  it  is  obvious  that  their  faculties  can  be  called  on 
intov  activity,  and  trained  botter^on  what  they  can  see  and  handle  and  even 
make  for  themselves,  than  on  subjects  more  or  less  (and  usually  a  great  dea^ 
more)  theoretical. 

The  mattev  of  all  subjects  should  itself  be  suggestive  and  not  artificial. 
It  should  certainly  be  full  of  purpose  for  the  awakening  and  sustaining  of  the 
interest  of  the  child  and  the  training  of  his  mind. 

If  one  may  mention  a  method  which  would  seem  to  include  the  best,  it 
would  be  that  of  tracing  results  back  to  their  causes  until  that  habit  of  mind  is 
formed  in  the  children.  In  Nature  Studies,  those  who  have  experience  say 
that  the  beginning  should  be  made  with  what  is  solid  and  obviously  practical, 
and  that  then  the  child  should  proceed  to  book  lessons  when  his  own  observa- 
tion is  exhaasted. 

It  will  certainly  be  of  great  benefit  to  the  children  at  any  rural  school  if  a 
ohoal  garden  containing  plots  for  every  child  above  the  age  of  eight  or  nine 
years  could  be  provided.  These  gardens  could  be  used,  ek  they  are  at  a  few 
schools  in  England  and  as  they  are  in  many  schools  on  the  continent  of  Europe 
for  the  training  of  children  to  habits  of  close  observation,  of  thoughtfulness,  o^^ 
reflection  and  of  carefulness. 

It  is  certainly  most  desirable  to  cultivate  in  the  child  a  love  of  labour,  of 
even  the  sort  of  labour  by  which  the  child  is  to  live,  in  order  that  he  may  be 
trained  to  ability  therein.     It  is  most  desirable  to  cultivate  ^  love  of  study 
and  to  incline  the  children  towards  becoming  lovers  of  ideas  as  well  bls  lovers 
of  labour. 

To  start  and  nourish  ideas  the  teachers  use  methods,  processes*  and  devices 
Children  get  ideas  and  ideals  far  better  from  things  and*  from  life  than  from 
symbols  and  words  and  books.  We  have  six  avenues  for  taking  in  impressions 
before*  we  are  educated ;  after  that,  we  have  many  more.  We  have  six  to  &tart 
with  :  tasting,  smelling,  hearing,  seeing,  feeling  and  the  sense  of  temperature, — 
that  even  a  baby  has.  Those  are  six  avenues  for  impressions.  Now,  if  an 
impression  reaches  a  boy's  consciousness  by  all  these  channels  at  one  time, 
don't  you  think  he  has  the  impression  a  good  deal  more  clearly  and  distinctly 
and  lastingly  than  if  it  came  to  him  by  only  one  of  them  '! 

When  a  child  does  anything  with  its  own  hands,  such  as  planting  a  seed 

•"•^''Jing  up  a  plant,  making  examination  of  the  changes  which  have  taken  place 

••"g  its  growth,  making  a  drawing  of  it,  mounting  it  and  putting  its  name  on 

*^  receives  impressions  by  the  sense  of  touch,  he  sees,  he  hears  the  noise  o  f 

-aovemente  he  makes,  and  he  smells  the  soil  and  the  part  of  the  plant  with 

h  he  is  dealing.     Do  you  not  remember  the  smell  of  tha  woods  and  fields- 

'ing,  and  the  lingering  odour  of  the  leaves  in  Autumn ;  and  do  they  not 
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bring  back  to  you  every  voice  and  every  sound,  every  bird  and  every  t<?ig  that 
contributed  to  your  impressions  at  the  time  ? 

Six  avenues  for  impressions  and  only  two  avenues  for  expression  -^  the 
tongue  and  the  hands;  a  little  in  the  countenance  when  you  are  angry  or 
pleased,  but  otherwise  the  two  avenues,  the  tongue  to  say  and  the  hands  to  dq 
things.  Now,  if  we  get  clean-cut  impressions  along  all  those  lines  of  sense,  we 
ought  to  give  them  a  chance  of  getting  out  as  expressions  by  both  lines,  and 
not  only  by  cue  line.  We  ought  to  do  that  for  the  sake  of  the  ideas,  and  for 
the  sake  of  the  boys.  Both  may  thus  be  of  use  and  benefit  to  each  other  —  the 
ideas  and  the  children.  Children  would  become  lovers  of  ideas,  and  ideas 
would  nourish  their  minds. 

SOME   SUGGESTIONS   FOR   ADVANCE. 

No  doubt  teachers  in  Canada  would  be  willing  to  qualify  themselves  for 
this  better  sort  of  work  in  schools,  if  an  opportunity  were  provided.  It  seems 
desirable  and  practicable  to  give  such  teachers  the  opportunity  which  they 
need. 

I  would  suggest  four  ways  in  which  beginnings  towards  improvement  in 
the  right  direction  might  be  made.  Might  not  a  group  of  ten  rural  schools  in 
some  locality  be  chosen  in  which  to  give  an  object  lesson  or  illustration  of  this 
better  education  to  which  I  have  been  alluding  ?  If  a  competent  travelling 
instructor  were  engaged,  who  would  spend  half  a  day  of  every  week  at  each  of 
these  ten  schools,  would  he  not  soon  be  able  to  train  teachers  and  children  into 
these  better  methods  of  nature  study  and  give  practical  illustration  of  traininfc 
these  faculties  of  the  children  which  too  often  are  altogether  neglected  ?  In 
some  other  locality  could  not  a  group  of  five  schools  be  arranged  under  the  care 
of  one  travelling  instructor,  who  would  be  a  specialist  in  nature  study  and 
^  nature  knowledge  as  well  as  a  good  teacher  in  the  subjects  which  have  been 
common  in  the  schools  in  the  past?  ."uch  a  travelling  instructor  could  then 
visit  each  of  these  five  schools  two  half  days  per  week  and  give  the  teachers 
and  children  together  lessons  in  the  school  garden,  and  other  object  lessons* 
which  would  train  their  observation,  quicken  their  intelligence  and  lead  them 
to  have  desire  and  capacity  for  living  happily  amid  rural  surroundings. 

Another  way  in  which  I  would  suggest  progress  would  be  to  start  evening 
continuation  classes  in  the  rural  districts.     These  would  provide  the  true  solu- 
tion for  education  in  agriculture  of  youths  in  the  country  at  the  ages  from 
fourteen   to    eighteen.     One   or   two  central  schools  of  each  of  these  grc 
might  be  chosen  for  evening  continuation  classes.     At  these,  what  the  yo. 
lad  working  on  the  farm  saw  during  the  day  with  his  uninstructed  eye,  coi 
be  explained  to  him  in  such  a  way  as  to  awaken  a  new  interest  in  his  w 
and  greatly  increase  his  ability  for  enjoying  it  and  carrying  it  on  well. 
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Moreover,  in  Bome  districts,  tBe  area  for  the  rural  school  is  so  small  that 
the  need  of  funds  and  the  isolation  of  school  authorities  from  contact  with 
others,  cause  them  to  let  educational  matters  drift  into  still  greater  weakness 
and  helplessness.  If  in  some  district  an  object  lesson  could  be  given  of  the 
eonsolidation  of  five  or  six  rural  schools  and  of  the  establishment  of  one  well 
appointed  and  well  sustained  central  school  instead  of  'five  or  six  weak  ones, 
that  might  lead  to  a  general  improvement  in  that  direction.  <  In  some  of  the 
United  States  the  consolidation  of  rural  schools  has  already  been  carried  out  to 
a  considerable  extent,  and  in  most  cases  with  a  very  great  gain  in  the  quality 
of  the  education  given  in  the  locality  and  with  no  inci^ase  of  cost  to  the  rate- 
payers. It  has  not  been  difficult  to  arrange  routes  for  the  collecting  of  milk  or 
cream  to  one  central  place ;  it  would  not  be  more  difhcult  to  arrange  for  the 
collection  of  children  on  various  routes  to  one  central  school,  and  certainly  the 
children  of  a  neighbourhood  are  worth  the  best  care  and  thought  and  spending 
of  anything  in  the  locality. 

To  make  possible  such  work  as  I  have  hinted  at  and  to  let  it  be  capable  of 
anything  like  general  adoption  and  extension,  there  is  need  for  further  prepara- 
tion of  the  teachers.  At  several  places  in  England  this  year,  short  courses  have 
been  provided  for  periods  of  only  three  weeks,  with  the  expectation  of  doing  a 
good  deal'towards  qualifying  teachers  to  carry  on  their  work  in  a  better  way 
In  Canada  it  might  be  possible  to  arrange  for  courses  of  training  for  say 
twenty-five  teachers  at  one  place,*each  course  to  last  for  two  months.  Durin^^ 
this  course  the  teachers  should  carry  on  nature  study  as  they  expected  the 
children  to  do  it  at  the  school  afterwards.  A  plant  house  is  not  so  costly  for 
construction  and  maintenance  that  this  would  be  a  very  difficult  accommodation 
to  have  for  the  winter  and  spring  months. 

RECOMMENDING   AND   SUPPOSING. 

I  recommend  these  four  matters  to  your  most  sympathetic  consideration 
(1)  the  possibility  of  giving  an  illustration  of  the  best  method  of  carrying  on 
educational  work  in  rural  schools  in  groups  of  live  or  ten  schools ;  (2)  the 
carrying  on  of  evening  continuation  classes  for  boys  and  girls  of  from  fourteen 
or  fifteen  to  eighteen  years  of  age ;  (3)  the  consolidation  of  rural  schools  in  one 
or  two  districts :  and*  (4)  the  establishment  of  training  schools  for  teachers,  at 
one  or  more  places.  These  would  all  be  in  a  measure  experimental.  I  think 
t  ^  would  serve  for  education  a  purpose  somewhat  similar  to  that  which 
i  -^imtipn  stations,  dairy  stations  and  experimental  farms  have  served  for 
a         •'Hure  in  Canada. 

ow,  8fwppo8vng  a  committee  of  this  Association  should  be  appointed  to 
t  ^^>»')8e  matters  into  consideration,  do  you  not  think  that  such  a  committe 
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coiild  bring  something  to  pAss  and  have  an  amount  of  exceedingly  valuable        A 
information  to  present  to  the  convention  of  this  Association  to  be  held  two        | 
years  hence.     Supposing^  but  you  may  say,  what  is  the  use  of  sujyposvag         \ 
when  the  want  of  funds  and  the  want  of  time  put  the  matter  beyond  the  ability 
of  the  Association  or  its  mem'oers  ?     Mr.  President,  I  have  a  great  regard  for 
the  habit  of  s^ujrposing,     I^t  me  give  you  an  illustration.     One  night  with  my 
feet  on  the  fender,  I  sat  musing  and  ^upposirig  what  would  happen  if  a  thou- 
sand boys  on  Canadian  farms  could  be  led  to  take  up  the  systematic  study  of  1 
the  selection  of  seed  grain,  if  they  would  each  grow  a  special  plot  on  their 
father's  farm  and  discover  for  themselves  what  improvement  would  result  by 
systematic  and  continued  selection  for  several  years.  "  Supposing  that  were 
possible,   what  a  great  gain  to  the   agriculture  of  the  Dominion  and  to  the 
intellectual  life  of  the  people  on  farms  would  result.     Supposing  ten  thousand 
dollars  should  become  available  in  the  shape  of  prizes  to  encourage  these  boys 
to  take  up  this  work ;  supposing  that  cx)uld  be  done,  what  then  ?     Well,  the  ! 
illustration  of  supposing  I  have  given  you,  led  to  the  sum  of  ten  thousand 
dollars  being  put  into  the  Bank  of  Montreal  by  Sir  William  C.  Maodonald  to           j 
do  the  very  thing  which  I  began  supposing  might  be  done,  and  which  if  done  | 
would  be  of  great  benefit  to  the  people  of  Canada. 

Now  let  me  go  back  again  to  the  matter  of  the  committee  of  this 
Dominion  Educational  Association.  Supposing  a  committee  should.be  ap- 
pointed to  take  up  the  matter  of  the  improvement  of  rural  schools  ;  and  sup- 
-posing  the  committee  out  of  its  collective  wisdom  decided  that  suggestions 
such  as  I  have  made,  or  others  better  than  them,  should  be  attempted  in  the 
way  of  object  lessons,  illustrations  or  experiments,  in  educational  .matters ;  aad 
supposing  further  that  such  a  committee  would  undertake  to  supervise  these 
object  lessons,  illustrations  and  experiments,  if  the  money  actually  needed  were 
provided;  do  you  not  suppose  that  such  a  committee  would  do  exceedingly 
valuable  work  in  Canada  ?  Now,  Mr.  President,  if  I  may  drop  the  supposing, 
I  think  I  am  able  to  say  that  if  this  Association  appoints  such  a  committee  I 
know  where  the  funds  for  such  work  could  likely  be  obtained  to  enable  the 
committee  to  render  such  a  great  service  to  the  Dominion  of  Canada  as  only 
trained,  experienced,  capable  and  unselfish  educators  could  render  to  it,  when 
assisted  by  sufficient  money  provided  by  one  or  more  of  the  generous  friends  of 
education  in  our  Doihinion. 

Such  a  committee  could  approach  the  Departments  of  Education  in  the 
variou"  provinces  with  suggestions  and  recommendations  and  offers  of  co- 
operation, which  would  doubtless  be  welcomed.  Their  knowledge,  zeal  and 
enthusiasm  could  carry  forward  educational  work  in  wise  ways  with  due  regard 
to  the  varied  and  manifold  needs  of  the  people  of  Canada.  I  am  sure  that  ont' 
of  such  efforts  might  grow  what  would  be  of  the  greatest  possible  benefit  to  this 
country ;  and  I  am  confident  that  one  of  my  friends  will  make  good  whatever  I 
have  intimated  to  the  Association  in  my  supposing,  if  such  a  committee  is 
appointed  and  takes  up  the  matter  of  the  improvement  of  rural  schools.

The  growing  difficulty  of  fiodiog  trained  teachers  for  many  of  the  rural 
districts  was  discussed  at  sonne  length  in  my  last  annual  report.  I  regret 
to  say  that  the  difficulty  continues.  Schools  have  been  'dosed  forewent  of 
teachers  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  local  licenses  were  granted  to  36 
untrained  teachers  for  the  first  term  and  to  52  for  the  second  term,  and 
that  the  expired  licenses  of  a  number  of  Third  Class  Teachers  were  renewed 
for  h  fourth  year.  During  each  of  the  terms  the  decrease  in  the  number 
of  trained  teachers  employed  was  37.  During  the  last  two  years  the  number 
of  trained  teachers  employed  has  decreased  by  65. 

Tables  V,  VI,  VII  and  VIII  show  the  period  of  service  of  the  teachers 
employed ;  the  time  in  session  of  the  schools ;  the  interest  shown  by  school 
officials  ood  the  general  public  in  the  work  of  the  schools  as  indicated  by 
visits  and  the  offering  of  prizes ;  the  number  of  public  examinations^  and 
the  average  salaries  of  the  teachers.  An  examination  of  these  tables  will 
shew  but  little  variation  in  comparison  with  the  corresponding  statistics  of 
recent  years. 

Table  IX. — ^Disbursemekt  of  Provincial  Grants. 

The  total  provincial  grants  to  the  Common»  Superior  and  Grammar 
schools  for  the  year  1901-2  amounted  to  $162,227.19^  a  decrease  of  $1,724.- 
54  on  the  disbursement  of  the  previous  year  and  of  nearly  $6000  on  that  of 
the  year  1899- 1900.  This  decrease  is  accounted  for  by  the  smaller  number 
of  schools  in  operation,  and  the  employment  of  a  larger  proportion  of  uns- 
trained and  Third  Class  teachers  in  country  schools. 

The  following  statement  shows  the  annual  expenditure  from  the  pro* 
vincial  revenues  since  1891,  the  number  of  schools  open  during  the  tern» 
ending  June  30th,  and  the  number  of  teachers  of  each  cl>iss  employed.

POOR  DISTRICTS. 

School  districts  which  have  an  assessable  valuation  of  $12,000  or  less,  re- 
ceive from  25  to  33)  per  cent,  additional  grants  from  the  provincial  revenaes 
and  the  Coanty  Fand.  It  has  been  hoped  from  year  to  year  that  the  number 
of  these  districts  would  decrease,  but  the  tendency  has  been  in  the  opposite 
direction.  The  organization  of  districts  in  new  settlements,  the  division  of 
some  old  districts  and,  in  some  cases,  the  successful  efforts  made  by  inter- 
ested parties  to  keep  the  assessable  valuation  as  given  upon  the  district  lists 
at  a  figure  much  lower  than  the  actual  value  of  the  assessable  property,  have 
all  contributed  to  increase  rather  than  diminish  the  number  of  districts  de- 
manding this  Special  aid.  The  operation  o(  the  change  in  the  Schools  Act, 
making  the  property  within  the  boundaries  of  any  school  district  taxable  for 
the  benefit  of  such  district,  without  regard  to  the  place  of  residence  of  the 
owner,  has  been  for  the  advantage  of  the  poorer  districts,  and  will  tend  in 
that  direction  more  and  more.  The  total  special  aid  granted  to  the  Poor 
Districts  during  the  year  has  been  $7,947  23  from  the  Provincial  revenues 
and  (5,155  77  from  the  County  Fund,  or  (13,103  from  both  sources.

THE  UNIVERSITT  OF  NEW  BRUNSWICK. 

The  attendance  of  stadents  at  the  Unirersity  during  the  last  year  has 
been  the  largest  in  its  history.  At  present  there  are  enrolled  121,  of  whom 
40  belong  to  the  Engineering  School  and  the  rest  are  taking  the  Arts  course 
in  whole  or  in  part.  Of  the  total  number  23  are  licensed  teachers.  There 
are  students  in  attendance  from  every  county  in  the  Province  except  Glou- 
cester and  Madawaska.

Two  important  changes  have  taken  place  in  the  Academic  Faculty. 
Professor  W.  F.  P.  Stockley,  at  the  close  ot  the  Academic  year,  vacated  the 
chair  of  English  and  French  which  he  had  occupied  for  sistoen  years.  The 
Senate  accepted  Prof  Stockley's  resignation  with  regret,  and  in  doing  so 
entered  upon  its  minutes  a  resolution  highly  appreciative  of  the  faithful  and 
eminent  services  which  he  has  rendered  to  the  University  and  to  the  ProT- 
ince. 

Prof.  Davidson  who  for  the  last  ten  years  has  filled  the  chair  of  Mental 
and  Moral  Philosophy  and  Political  Economy  asked  and  obtained  leave  of 
absence  for  one  year  for  the  purpose  of  pursuing  special  studies  in  Europe. 
Though  Prof.  Davidson's  health  has  been  somewhat  impaired  since  leaving 
New  Brunswick  it  is  hoped  that  he  will  be  able  to  resume  the  duties  of  his 
professorship  at  (he  University  in  September  next. 

Mr.  W.  H.  ClawsoQ  who  after  a  distinguished  course  at  the  University 
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of  New  BruDSwick,  from  which  he  graduated  with  high  honors  in  1900,  re- 
ceived the  degree  of  B.  A.  from  Harvard  in  1901,  and  subsequently  spent 
some  time  in  Europe  in  further  preparation  for  his  professional  duties,  was 
appoiiited  to  the  chair  of  English  and  French  language  and  literature 
vacated  by  Prof.  Stockley. 

Mr.  Isaac  Woodbridge  Riley,  Ph.  D.,of  Yal«  University,  was  appointed 
to  the  chair  of  Philosophy  and  Political  Economy  as  locum  (enens  during  the 
absence  of  Prof.  Davidson. 

While  the  educational  condition  of  the  University,  within  its  present 
limitations,  is  highly  satisfactory,  and  the  attendance  of  students,  especially 
in  the  Engineering  department,  is  annually  increasing,  its  financial  resources 
are  found  in&uflScient  to  maintain  efficiently  the  chairs  already  e-stublished, 
much  less  to  provide  for  normal  <]jfowth  by  tha  founding  of  additional  pro- 
fessorHhips,  however  much  needed. 

The  Annual  Provincial  grant  of  $8,841.48  does  not  provide  for  the 
salaries  of  the  seven  professors,  small  and  inadequate  as  most  of  these  sal.iries 
are.  Other  sources  of  revenue  are  very  limited,  while  the  addition  of  the 
new  Science  building  has  materially  increased  the  aunuul  expenditure. 

The  fact  that  the  University  is  a  public  provincial  institution  nn'i  non- 
Icnominational  seems  to  turn  aside  from  it  the  streams  of  private  henevo- 
1  nee  which  during  recent  year^  have  tended  to.  enrich  other  ColL»::es  and 
I'.iiversities,  both  in  Canada  a^id  the  United  States.  There  is  no  sound 
reason  why  tais  should  bo  so.  The  State  Universities  in  the  Arjcrican 
Kppubiic  have  shared  with  the  denominational  Colleges  the  many  rnillions 
rr'fitributed  by  priT:Ue  citizens  in  snpp  )rt  of  tiio  hli^'her  eJucation.  Ijdeed 
^•f^hin  the  last  two  years  these  private  contributiDiis  have  reached  suL*h'  an 
<  ^  orfeious  magnitude  that  Congress  has  found  it  cxp^'dient  to  incorporate  ii 
U'cueral  Education  Bo'^rd,  whose  special  function  i^  to  receive  auJ  [id?nin- 
ister  the  immense  sums  of  money  placed  at  its  disposal  by  wealthy  citizens 
ior  educational  purposes. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  the  increasing 
wealth  and  liberality  of  the  patrons  and  alumni  of  our  University  >7ill 
Bupplement  its  resources  by  generous  gifts ;  bnt  under  existing  conditions 
the  senate  has  no  other  recourse  than  an  appeal  for  an  increased  annual 
—  nt  frona  the  provincial  revenues.  If  the  province  is  to  maintain  a  Uni- 
sity  worthy  of  the  name,  provision  must  bo  made  not  only    to  increise 

salaiies  of  the  present  staff  of  professors,  but  to  establish  additional 
JrB  as  the  industrial  and  educational  development  of  the  country  may

The  establibhment  of  a  chair  of  Agricultural  Chemistry  would  supply  a 
long  ft  It  wai;t.  A  School  of  Forestty  and  Mines  for  the  Atlantic  Provinces 
in  affiliation  with  ihe  University  of  New  Brunswick  would  prove  of  great 
economic  importance.  An  immense  loss  to  the  country  is  sustained  every 
year  through  ignorance  of  the  best  methods  which  science  and  experience 
have  discovered  for  the  preservation  and  enlargement  ot  our  forest  fesoutces. 
We  should  certainly,  in  view  of  the  importance  of  our  lumber  interests, 
spare  no  reasonable  pains  or  expense  to  ^preserve  and  increase  the  value  of 
the  timber  lands  of  the  province.  Our  mineral  resources  are  also  attracting 
increased  attention.  A  united  effort  of  the  governments  of  New  Brunswick 
and  NuVai  Scotia  could  establish  a  School  of  Forestry  and  Mining,  which 
would  be  of  untold  benefit  to  both  provinces.  There  is  reason  to  hope  that 
with  proper  effort  such  a  school  could  bo  cstabrished  in  affiliation  with  the 
University  of  New  Brunswick. 

Gift  of  Senator  Wark. 

A  very  pleasing  incident  connected  with  the  last  Enccenia  at  the  Uni- 
versity was  the  announcement  of  a  gifc  by  the  Hon.  Senator  Wark  of  one 
thousand  dollars  to  be  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Senate  for  such  purposes 
as  seemed  most  urgent.  The  Seuate  subsequently  placed  upon  record  its 
warm  appreciation  of  the  generous  act  of  the  venerable  Senator* 

The  Rhodes  Scholarships. 

Probably  the  most  notable  educational  event  of  tho  year  has  been  the 
provision  by  the  will  of  the  late  Right  Hon.  Cecil  John  Rhodes  for  the 
endowment  of  over  two  hundred  scholarships  in  the  Colleges  of  Oxf6rd 
University,  to  be  given  to  young  men  in  the  British  Colonies,  the  U\jited 
■States  and  Germany.  The  value  of  each  scholarship  is  £300  sterling  a 
year,  tenable  for  three  years.  The  list  of  colonial  scholarships  as  euumer* 
ated  in  the  will  Included  for  Canada  the  Provinces  of  Ontario  and  Quebec 
only  ;  but  as  the  omission  of  the  other  provinces  was  manifestly  an  oversight 
B'eps  were  promptly  taken  by  both  the  Board  of  Education  and  the  Senate, 
of  the  University  of  New  Brunswick,  acting  jolnt'y  with  the  educational 
anllionties  (fNova  Scotia  and  Prince  EdwsrJ  Island,  to  call  the  attention  of 
Mr.  Rhodes'  true  e^s  to  the  omission  of  the  other  Canadian  Provinces.  The 
result  has  been  that  to  each  of  the  Maritime  Provinces  has  been  allotted  an 
annual  scholarship. 

For  the  infoimation  of  prospective  candidates  and  others  interested  in 
thid  important  matter,  I  append  extracts  from  the   testamentary  disposidonB 
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of  Mr.  Rbodes  in  so  far  as  thoy  reveal  the  purposes  of  the  testator  and  indi- 
cate his  views  as  to  the  qualifications  and  the  grounds  of  selection  of  the 
beneficiaries : 

EXTRACTS  PROM  THE  WILL  OP  THK  RIGHT  HON'.  CECIL  JOHN  RHODES. 

Whereas,  I  consider  that  the  education  of  young  Colonists  atone  of  the 
Universities  in  the  United  Kingdom  is  of  great  advantage  to  them  for  giving 
breadth  to  their  views  for  their  instruction  in  life  and  manners  and  for  in- 
stillitig  into  their  minds  the  advantage,  to  the  Colonies  as  well  as  to  the 
United  Kingdom  of  the  retention  of  the  Unity  of  the  Empire,  and  whereas  in 
the  case  of  young  Colonistd  studying  at  a  University  in  the  United  Kingdom 
I  attach  very  great  importance  to  the  University  having  a  residential  system 
euch  as  is  in  force  at  the  Universities  of  Oxford  and  Cambridge,  for  without 
it  those  students  are  at  the  most  critical  period  of  their  lives  left  without 
any  supervision,  and  whereas  there  are  at  the  present  time  50  or  more  stud., 
ents  from  South  Africa  studying  at  the  University  of  Edinburgh,  many  of 
whom  are  attracted  there  by  its  excellent  medical  school,  and  I  should  like 
to  establish  some  of  toe  Scholarships  hereinafter  mentioned  in  that  Univer- 
eity,  but  owing  to  its  not  having  such  a  residential  system  as  aforesaid  I  feel 
obliged  to  refrain  from  doing  so;  and  whereas  my  own  University,  the  Uni- 
versity of  Oxford,  has  such  a  system,  and  1  suggest  that  it  should  tiy  and 
extend  its  scope  so  as  if  possible  to  make  its  medical  school  at  least  as  good 
as  that  at  the  University  of  Edinburgh,  and  whereas  I  also  desire  to  encour- 
age f.nd  foster  an  appreciation  of  the  advantages  which  I  implicitly  believe 
will  result  frum  the  union  of  the  English-speaking  peoples  throughout  the 
world  and  to  encourage  in  the  students  from  the  United  States  of  North 
America  who  will  benefit  from  the  American  Scholarships  to  be  established 
for  the  reason  above  giv^n  at  the  University  of  Oxford  under  this  my  will, 
aa  attachment  to  the  country  from  which  they  have  sprung  but  without,  I 
hope,  withdrawing  them  or  their  sympathies  from  the  land  of  their  adoption 
or  birth:  Now  therefore  I  direct  my  Trustees  as  soon  as  may  be  after  my 
death,  and  either  simultaneously  or  gradually  as  thoy  shall  fiod  convenient, 
and  if  gradually  then  in  such  order  as  they  shall  think  fit  to  establish  for 
male  students  the  Scholarships  hereinafter  directed  to  be  established  each  of 
which  phall  be  of  the  yearly  value  of  £300  and  be  tenable  at  any  College  in 
I  University  of  Oxford  for  three  consecutive  academical  years. 

My  desire  being  that  the  students  who  shall  be  elected  to  the  scholar- 
'ps  shall  not  be  me^'ely  bookworms,  I  direct  that  in  the  election  of  a 
.dent  to  a  scholarship  regard  shall  be  had  to  (i)  his  literary  and  scholastic 
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attainments;  (ii)  his  fondness  of  and  success  in  manly  outdoor 
as  cricket,  football  and  (he  like  ;  (iii)  his  qnah'ties  ot  manhood, t

The  trustees  are  the  Earl  of  Rosebery,  Earl  Grey,  Lore 
Alfred  Beit,  Dr.  Leander  Starr  Jameson,  Mr.  Lewis  Loyd  Mit 
Bourchier  Francis  Hawksley. 
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In  July  last  the  Trustees,  through  Lord  Strathcona  and  the  Secretary 
of  State  for  Canada,  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Governments  of  the  various 
Provinces  the  Scholarship  provisions  of  Mr.  Rhodes'  will  with  the  view  of 
eliciting  the  opinions  oi  the  Education  department  of  each  Province  with  re- 
spect generally  to  the  election  of  qualifying  students. 

Subsequently  the  Trustees  appointed  George  R.  Parkin,  C.  M.  G.,  LJj, 
D..Principal  of  Upper  Canada  College  of  Toronto,  as  their  agent  and  commis- 
eioner  to  make  all  necessary  arrangements  lor  carrying  out  at  the  earliest 
possible  date  the  testamentary  disposition  of  Mr.  Rhodes.  From  Dr.Parkin's 
widely  extended  acquaintance  with  the  educational  conditions  of  all  parts  of 
the  Empire  as  well  as  because  of  his  energy,  enthusianm  and  high  standing 
as  an  educationist,  his  appointment  has  been  universally  regarded  with  mark- 
ed approval  both  in  Great  Britain  and  the  Colonies.  To  New  Bruns wickers 
especially  it  is  a  matter  of  pardonable  pride  that  a  native  of  our  own  Prov- 
ince, a  graduate  of  our  University  and  a  teacher  who  has  had  a  distinguished 
record  both  at  home  and  abroad,  has  been  selected  for  the  discharge  of  the 
delicate  and  difficult  task  of  advising  the  Trustees  as  to  the  best  methods  of 
administering  Mr.  Rhodes'  will  and  accomplishing  his  purpose  in  endowing 
these  scholarships. 

In  October  Dr.  Parkin  visited  England  and  hold  a  consultation  with  the 
authorities  of  Oxford  University  as  to  the  conditions  on  which  the  Rhodes' 
scholars  would  be  admitted  to  the  several  Colleges.  Immediately  on  his  re* 
turn  from  England,  a  conference  was  held  at  Sackviile  with  the  Superintend- 
ents of  Education  and  representatives  of  the  degree  conferring  colleges  and 
universities  of  the  Maritime  Provinces. 

There  were  present  at  the  conference  Dr.  Parkin  ;  Dr.  Inch,  Chief  Sup- 
erintendent of  Education  for  New  Brunswick  ;  Dr.  McKay,  Supt.  of  Education 
for  Nova  Scotia  ;  Dr.  Anderson,  Supt.  of  Education  for  Prince  Edward  Island; 
Dr.  Allison,  of  Mount  Alli8»on  University  ;  Dr.  Guertin  of  St.  Joseph^s  ;  Dr. 
Scott,  of  the  University  of  New  Brunswick  ;  Qr.  Chisholm,  of  St.  Francis 
Xavier  ;  Dr,  Keirstead,  of  Acadia;  Dr.  Willeis,  of  Kings  ;  and  Prof.  Walter 
ilurray,  of  Dalhousie.

A  METHOD  FOR  THE  SELECTION  OF  THE  RHODES  SCHOLARS  FOR

2  It  will  permit  the  difTerent  colleges  and  nDiversities  to  develop 
without  interfereoce  along  the  lines  suitable  to  their  conditioDs. 

There  will  be  neither  indacement  nor  necessity  for  any  college  to  become 
a  coaching  institution  fur  candidates  for  these  scholarships. 

It  will  interfere  with  the  college  courses  of  the  unsuccessful  as  well  as 
the  successful  candidates  much  less  than  the  Gompstitive  Examination 
System. 

3.  The  examinations  of  the  Competitive  System  must  be  highly  div* 
ersified  to  meet  the  conditions  of  the  different  localities  to  which  the  scholar- 
ships  are  assigned.  Consequently  they  will  lack  the  uniformity  that  is 
usually  regarded  as  tho  excellence  of  the  examination  test. 

Only  in  examinations  of  an  elementary  character  is  uniformity  possible, 
but  such  elementary  examinations  are  entirely  unsuited  to  the  candidates 
from  the  larger  universities.  Such  was  the  case  with  the  Gilchrist  Scholar- 
ships, which  were  awarded  on  the  results  of  the  London  University  Mttric- 
ulation  Examination. 

4.  It  avoids  the  elaborate  organizitiou  and  expense  of  a  system  of 
Competitive  Examinations. 

The  dii&culties  of  the  College  Nomination  System  are : — 

A.  Making  provision  for  provinces  or  territories  without  degree  con- 
ferring colleges. 

B.  The  selection  of  nominating  institutions. 

(A)  In  CttDnda  the  first  difficulty  presents  itself  in  Prince  Edward 
Island  and  British  Columbia. 

In  each  of  these  provinces  there  is  an  excellent  College  or  High  Scoool 
which  by  a  self  denying  ordinance  has  refused  to  ask  for  or  accept  degree 
ccnferring  powers* 

Vancouver  College  in  British  Columbia,  however,  is  affiliated  with  Mc-

The  attendance  of  pupil-teachers  for  the  year  under  review  w 
an  increase  of  75  over  the  enrolment  of  the  previous  year.  At  the  | 
time  (Feb.  1903)  the  enrolment  is  177  in  the  English  Department,  £ 
?n  the  French  Department.  To  these  may  be  added  47  candidates  foi 
Class  (including  13  in  the  French  Department)  who,  after  examine 
December,  left  the  school.  The  above  shows  an  aggregate  enrolm 
the  current  year  of  238  of  whom  24,  now  holders  of  Second  Class  I 
entered  in  January  as  candidates  for  First  Class. 

The  withdrawal  of  Professor  John  Brittain  in  October  last  fr< 
Natural  Science  Department  was  a  cause  of  great  regret,  not  only 
colleagues  in  the  Normal  School,  but  to  the  hundreds  of  teachers  tl 
out  the  province  who  for  the  last  thirteen  years  have  had  the  benefit 
teaching  and  the  inspiration  of  his  enthusiasm  in  the  study  of  Botany, 
istry  and  Natural  History.  It  is  gratifying  to  know  that  the  valuab 
vices  of  Mr.  Brittain  in  his  own  department  are  not  to  be  lost  to  th< 
ince.  Since  his  withdrawal  from  the  Normal  School,  he  has  been 
special  courses  of  study  at  the  University  of  Chicago  and  at  Cornell  I 
sity,  in  preparation  for  entering  upon  new  and  important  duties  i 
Brunswick  as  organizer  and  director  of  one  branch  of  the  plan  propo 
Sir  William  Macdonald  and  Prof.  J.  W,  Robertson  for  the  purpose  of 
object  lessons  of  the  value  of  school  gardens  and  nature  studies  f 
schools,  as  described  in  my  last  Annual  Report.  No  better  man  thai 
Brittain  could  have  been  selected  for  this  purpose. 
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H.  H.  Hagerman,  M.  A.,  teacher  of  Nataral  Scieoce  io  the  Fredericton 
Grammar  School,  was  appointed  to  the  position  in  the  Normal  School  vacated' 
by  Prof.  Brittaio. 

DEATH  OP  ELDON  MULLTN,  M    A.,  LL.  D.,  LA.TB  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE  NORMAL  SCHOOL. 

My  last  ADDual  Report  referred  to  the  temporary  withdrawal  of  Mr. 
MolIiD  from  the  principalehip  of  the  Normal  School,  under  leave  of  absence 
from  the  Board  of  Education  for  one  year,  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  him  to 
proceed  to  South  Africa  to  assist  in  orgaoiziog  the  educational  work  in  the 
Transvaal  and  Orange  River  Colonies.  Mr.  Mullin  left  New  Brunswick  in 
February,  1902,  and  on  arriving  in  South  Africa  entered  upon  his  work  io^ 
Pretoria  and  afterwards  at  Johannesburg  with  every  prospect  of  success.  In 
January  last,  having  decided  to  remain  in  South  Africa  for  several  years,  he 
addressed  a  letter  to  the  Board  of  Education  definitely  tendering  his  resig- 
nation as  principal  of  the  New  Brunswick  Noimal  School.  This  letter  of 
resignation  was  laid  before  the  Board  on  Feb.  4th,  19C3,  and  the  following 
resolution  was  unanimously  passed: 

'•The  Board  of  Education  of  the  Province  of  New  Brunswick  having 
granted  to  Dr.  Eldon  MuUin,  who  for  many  years  filled  the  office  of  principal 
of  the  Normal  School  of  this  province  leave  of  absence  for  the  purpose  of 
eoabling  him  to  go  to  South  Africa  with  a  view  to  a^jsuming  an  important 
position  in  connectisn  with  educaticmal  work  iu  thnt  country,  and  having 
now  received  his  resignation  to  take  effect  at  the  expiration  of  his  leave  of 
absence,  desire  to  piece  9n  record  their  appreciation  of  the  zeal  and  ability 
which  Dr.  MuIIin  brought  to  the  discbarge  of  the  duties  of  bis  position  while 
connected  with  this  Board,  and  express  their  regret  that  the  Province  of 
New  Brunswick  is  likely  to  be  permanently  deprived  of  his  services,  and 
earnestly  hope  be  may  long  be  spared  to  devote  bis  talents  and  his  energy  to 
the  advancement  of  education  in  South  Africa/' 

The  hope  expressed  by  the  Bjard  in  the  closiug  sentence  of  the  above 
resolution  was  doomed  to  early  disappointment,  for  in  little  more  than  a 
week  afterwards  the  sad  tidings  of  Dr.  Mullin's  death  at  Johannesburg 
reached  Fredericton,  on  the  anniversary  of  the  day  (Feb.  13th)  on  which 
he  had  set  out  from  the  city,  a  year  before,  on  his  long  journey  to  the  fietd 

s  anticipated  labors  and  new  responsibilities. 

It  is  needless  to  say  that  among  the  numerous  friends  and  co-woxkers 
[^r.  Mullin  in  New  Brunswick  the  news  of  bis  premature  death  evoked 
strongest  expressions  of  sorrow,and  of  sympathy  for  his  bereaved  wife  and 
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Mr.  Mullio  was  associated  with  educational  work  in  this  Provii 
nearly  30  years.  He  received  his  first  Teacher's  License  (Class  I)  i 
and  a  Gmmmar  School  License  in  187^.  He  graduated  from  the  ' 
sity  of  New  Brunswick  (B.  A.)  in  1881,  M.  A.  in  1884,  and  recei 
honorary  degree  of  LL.  D,  in  1902.  ^  He  was  appointed  Inspector  of  I 
in  1879  and  Principal  of  the  Normal  School  in  1883,  which  position  I 
up  to  the  date  of  his  leavinor  for  South  Africa  in   1S02, 

Upon  the  acceptance  of  Dr.  Mullin'd  resignation  on  Feb.  4th 
Williana  Crocket,  M.  A.,  LL.  D.,  who  had  been  filling  the  vacancy 
Mr.  Mullin's  leave  of  absence,  was  regularly  appointed  as  Principu 
Normal  School. 

The  Inspectors'  Reports. 

An  analysis  and  comparison  of  these  reports  show  a  unanimity  of 
in  regard  to  many  matters  bearing  on  the  conditions  of  the  rural 
throughout  the  province. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  all  bear  testimony  to  growing  impro 
in  school  buildings  and  equipments  as  well  as  to  better  teaching  in  c 
the  ungraded  schools. 

On  the  other  hand  all  speak  of  the  serious  loss  and  embarrassra^ 
have  lesulteJ  from  the  scarcity  of  properly  qu  ilifieJ  teachers^  and  1 
sequent  necessity  of  placing  untrained  and  poorly  qualified  persons  in 
of  the  schools,  or  of  leaving  them  closed  indefiuitely.  In  my  last 
Report  I  discussed  at  some  length -the  causes  of  this  unfortunate  i 
aflfairs^,  and  do  not  think  it  ntfcessary  to  repeat  the  statemaats  an 
ments  which  I  then  uned.  I  beg,  however,  to  quote  a  passage  from  In 
Carter's  report,  bearing  on  this  question  : 

Teachers  are  scarce    and  this  state  of   affairs  will  continue    so  long 
vocations  offer    stronger  inducements    to  our  young  men    and    women, 
offices  and  hospitals  continue  to  attract  our  best  teachers  and  lately  they  hi 
in  demand  not  only  in  South  Africa,  but  in  our  own  North    West  and  th( 
States. 

I  have  rather  given  up  the  expectation  that  our  most  intelligent  schoo 
would  endeavour  to' stem  this  tide  by  offering  stronger  inducements  to  good  1 
but  where  College  graduates  are  appraised  at  $150  per  year  in  a  city  and  exp 
teachers  are  placed  upon  the  same  footing  as  inexperienced,  and  allowed  ' 
because  of  a  request  for  a  paltry  increase  of  salary  after  years  of  faithful 
^what  are  the  inducements  for  teachers  ? 
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The  United  States  are  getting  our  most  highly  cultured  teachers  at  a  great  cost 
to  us.  The  graded  schools  will  be  the  last  to  feel  the  pinch,  but  to  them  it  will 
surely  come  later,  in  the  form  of  inferior  qur.!iric.;l':ons.  People  have  to  pay  more 
for  ever}'thing  than  formerly,  except  education,  and  the  expenditure  for  that,  in  as 
far  as  te3chersare  concerned,  remains  stationary  or  has  become  less.  The  cost  of 
living  has  increased  to  them  as  to  everyone  else,  and  the  towns  should  set  the  example 
and  give  their  teachers  a  substantial  increase  of  pay.  Some  deserved  increases  have 
been  given  during  the  year  to  the  higher  grade  teachers,  which  is  a  healthy  sign  and  is 
a  tendency  which  I  hope  will  extend  downward  without  delay.  The  only  sure  remedy 
is  the  fixing  of  a  minimum  salary  for  all  classes  of  teachers,  for,  as  long  as  country 
districts  can  get  local  licensed  teachers,  many  of  them  will  be  indifferent  to  the  class 
or  quality. 

The  failure  to  obtain  trained  teachers  in  m\nj  districts  may  be  traced 
to  the  reluctance  of  fairly  educated  young  men  and  women  to  subject  them- 
selves to  the  primitive  conditions  of  living  which  obtain  in  remote  settlements, 
but  in  many  more  oases  to  the  ignorance,  the  indifference  and  the  parsimony 
of  those  who  are  appointed  as  school  trustees.     Inspector  Bridges  says: 

**In  some  school  districts  the  trustees  will  not  make  any  exertion  to  ob- 
tain a  teacher,  and  if  no  application  is  ra^do  by  a  teacher  to  them  personally, 
the  school  is  allowed  to  remain  vacant  during  the  term  or  at  least  a  greater 
part  of  it.  This  onh^  serves  to  empliasize  t'ne  (act  that  greater  care  should 
he  exercised  by  tha  ratepayers  at  t!jo  annual  scli  )i>l  meeting,  in  electing  to 
the  office  of  school  trustee  only  those  wlio  have  a  direct,  vital  interest  in 
maintaining  a  good  school.'* 

Unfortunately,  howevex-,  the  ratepayers  in  m\uy  cases  will  not  even  at- 
tend the  annual  school  meetings,  and  of  those  who  do  attend  tfie  ui.ijority  are 
more  anxious  to  cut  down  expenses  than  to  maintain  a  good  scliool. 

In  another  part  of  this  report  I  will  discuss  what  1  concjive  to  be  the 
best  remedy  for  the  evils  referred  to. 


Reports  of  School  Boards  in  Cities  and  Incorporated  Towns. 

The  three  cities  and  six  incorporated  towns  organized  under  the  prov- 
isions of  section  105  of  the  Schools  Act,  having  School  Boards  appointed  in 
njirt,  by  the  Governor  in  Council  and  in  part  by  the  City  or  Town  Councils, 
trol  in  the  aggregate  287  schools,  attended  by  over  14,000  pupils.  In 
er  words  the  School  Boards  of  these  cities  and  towns  have  the  manage- 
)t  of  nearly  one-sixth  of  the  total  number  of  schools  in  the  Province  at- 
'«»d  by  nearly  one-fourth  of  the  total  number  of  pupils  enrolled  in  all  the 
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public  Bcboold.  The  educational  expenditure  in  these  cities  and  towns  dis- 
bursed by  the  School  Boards  during  the  past  year  aggregated  more  than 
4270,000. 

The  magnitude  and  importance  of  the  trust  committed  to  these  Boards 
•can  scarcely  be  over.estimated.  The  time,  attention  and  labour  devoted  to 
the  discbarge  of  their  duties  is  given  gratuitously.  Though  assisted  by 
paid  secretaries,  the  full  responsibility  of  the  proper  administration  of  the 
funds,  the  employment  of  teachers  and  the  ei&ciency  of  the  schools  res  t 
absolutely  upon  the  trustees. 

During  recent  years  most  nf  these  cities  and  towns  have  expended  large 
€ums  in  the  erection  and  equipment  of  scLool  buildings  of  the  finest  class. 
This  is  especially  true  of  Campbellton,  Chatham,  Moncton,  Fredericton  and 
:St.  John*  In  the  latter  city  a  splendid  edifice  known  as  the  L-itour  school, 
41  full  description  of  which  is  given  in  the  Board's  report,  was  opened  during 
the  year  in  St.  John  West,  and  it  is  intended  to  complete  during  the  coming 
year  in  St.  John  North  another  building  of  equally  fine  proportions  and 
architecture.  Our  largest  city  will  then  compare  very  favorably,  as  to  the 
liousing  of  its  school  children,  with  any  city  of  its  size  elsewhere. 

The  public  interest  manifested  in  the  schools  of  the  cities  and  towns  is 
indicated  by  the  number  of  prizes  awarded  to  the  children,  and  by  the  en- 
thusiasm of  the  citizens  who  in  large  numbers  attend  their  public  closing 
exercises. 

The  excellent  report  of  Dr.  H.  S.  Bridges,  Superintendent  of  the  St. 
John  City  schools,  is  well  worthy  of  careful  perusal. 

THE   80HOOL  FOB  THE  BLIND. 

As  we  have  32  New  Brunswick  children  attending  the  School  for  the 
Blind  in  Halifax,  the  report  of  its  Board  of  Directors  and  of  its  accomplished 
Principal  will  be  read  with  special  interest. 

In  November  last  I  visited  the  school  and  had  the  opportunity  of  exam- 
ining all  its  departments  and  noting  the  characteristic  features  of  its  man- 
agement. I  was  mere  than  pleased  with  what  I  observed.  The  teachers 
were  earnest,  enthusiastic  and  thorough,  evidently  expending  their  best 
energies  as  a  labor  of  love  for  the  training  of  their  pupils.  The  children 
were  bright  and  intelligent  and  seemed  very  happy  in  their  intercourse  with 
•their  teachers,  and  in  the  comforts  of  their  commodious  and  well-managed 
home.

the  mahjigement  of  such  schools  acquired  by  the  Directors  of

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Teachers'  Institutes  and  Summer  School  of  Science, 

The  Provincial  Institute  of  New  Brun'-wick  meets  biennially.  The  last 
meeting  was  held  at  Fredericton  on  the  26th  of  June  and  two  following  days. 
There  was  a  very  largo  attendanca  of  teachers.  TDe  total  number  enrolled 
as  members  was  416.  In  the  report  given  in  Appendix  E.  the  secretary 
gives  a  general  outline  ©f  the  proceediogs.  These  were  full  of  interest  and 
marked  by  able  and  earnest  discussions.  It  was  the  intention  to  publish 
the  full  proceedings  for  distribution  among  the  teachers  of  the  Province,  but 
the  secretary,  Mr.  Brittain,  upon  whom  rested  the  responsibility  of  compil- 
ing and  editing  the  work,  having  been  called  away  from  the  Province,  the 
publication  was  abandoned.  In  Appendix  F.  to  this  report  I  have  given  in 
full  two  important  papers  read  before  the  Institute — the  first  written  by 
Prof.  John  Davidson  of  the  University  of  New  Brunswick,  on  *«Teacher8 
Wages";  and  the  second  by  Inspector  W.  S.  Carter,  on  ••The  Centraliza- 
tion of  Rural  Schools."  As  both  these  pipers  treat  of  matters  of  vital  im- 
portance to  the  stability  and  progress  of  our  schools,  I  commend  their  per- 
usal to  all  iuterceted  in  educatiocal  affiirs. 

The  Summer  School  of  Science  is  growing  in  interest  and  importance 
from  year  to  year.  The  last  meeting  was  held  at  St. Stephen  from  July  2ifnd 
to  Aug.  8tb  and  was  attended  by  259  teachers  and  others  from  the  three 
Maritime  Provinces  and  from  Ontario,  Quebec  and  the  United  States. 

The  next  meeting  of  the  summer  school  will  be  held*  &t  Chatham  in 
July  and  August  next.

Macdonald  Manual  Training  Schools. 

I  hereto  append  the  report  of  Edwin  E.  McCready,  Director  of  the 
Macdonald  Manual  Training  Schools  in  New  Brunswick:

SiRj — In  compliance  with  your  request  I  beg  to  submit  the  following 
report  on  Manual  Training  in  New  Brunswick. 

Since  my  last  report  w^s  handei  to  you  a  decided  advance  has  been 
made  in  the  introduction  of  manu  d  tr.iining  in  the  schools  of  the  Province. 
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The  Act  which  was  passed  at  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature  aiding  all 
districts  establishing  manual  training  in  their  schools  has  been  of  great  as^ 
sistance. 

The  Board  of  School  TruRtees  of  the  town  of  Saint  Andrews  establish- 
ed dnring  January  last  a  department  of  manual  training  and  engaged  Miss 
Agnes  E.  Lucas  as  teacher.  Miss  Lucas  had  for  the  year  and  a  half  previous 
been  teaching  in  Musquash  where  she  introduced  manual  training  and  was 
most  successful  in  teaching  it.  Miss  Sadie  Inch  has  taken  the  place  of  Miss 
Lucas  at  Musquash. 

The  Board  of  School  Trustees  of  the  town  of  Campbellton  established 
during  January  a  department  of  manual  training  nod  engaged  as  teacher 
Miss  Ethel  I.  Morsereau,  who  was  graduated  recently  from  the  training 
course  at  Truro,  N.  S. 

The  school  trustees  of  the  village  of  Mascarene,  Charlotte  County,  have 
also  introduced  manual  training  into  their  school.  Miss  Harriette  Bolt, 
the  teacher,  deserves  much  credit  for  arousing  interest  in  the  subject  and 
for  raising  a  large  part  of  the  necessary  funds. 

The  Boards  of  School  Trustees  of  the  towns  of  Saint  Stepheo 
and  Milltowu  have  voted  to  establish  departments  of  manual,  training  in 
connection  with  their  schools  and  preparations  are  now  being  made  to  start 
the  work  next  September,  Doubtless  there  will  be  other  districts  to  take 
up  this  work  next  term. 

At  Inches  Ridge  manual  training,  which  was  started  more  than  two 
years  ago,  is  now  taught  by  Miss  Bessie  Kelly.  The  interest  of  pupils,  par- 
ents and  trustees  seems  to  be  as  great  there  as  ever.  A  new  hardwood  floor 
has  greatly  improved  the  school  room  and  there  is  now  a  prospect  of  slate 
blackboards  beiug  added,  so  great  interest  is  taken  in  school  matters. 

Manual  training  will  be  taught  in  the  Central  School  to  be  built  by  Sir 
Wm.  Macdonald  at  Kingston  ;  also  in  the  group  of  schools  in  Carleton  County 
which  are  to  be  under  the  charge  of  Mr.  Brittaio. 

At  Fredericton  during  the  past  year  the  work  has  been  carried  on  as 
heretofore.  All  the  student  teachers  at  the  Normal  School  have  two  hours 
per  week  instruction  in  either  woodwork  and  mechanical  drawing  or  card- 
board construction  and  mechanical  drawing.  All  the  boys  in  the  city  schools 
from  grades  six  to  nine,  inclusive,  have  had  the  work  as  usual. 

During  the  summer  vacation  a  session  was  held  for  four  weeks 
Fredericton  with  forty  (40)  teachers  in  attendance ;  some  of  whom  h 
previously  had  some  instruction  at  the  summer  school  held  in  Saint  Jo 
the  previous  summer ;  and  at  the  Normal  School.     To  those  who  bad  sp<

time  equivaleot  to  three  months  in  this  study  an  examiaation  was  given, 
and  to  those  who  passed  this  satisfactorily  certificates  of  qualification  to 
teach  manual  training  in  raral  schools  were  granted. 

Three  New  Brunswick  teachers  have  been  graduated  from  the  Truro 
training  course,  and  three  more  are  in  attendance  there,  this  year. 

On  April  10,  1903  will  expire  the  three  years  for  which  Sir  Wra.

During  this  time  there  have  been  1,315  persons  taking  courses  in  manual 
training  at  Fredericton  (and  at  summer  school  held  in  St.  John).

In  our  course  of  woodwork  for  the  student  teachers  some  models  have 
been  added  which  will  be  of  value  in  teaching  certain  science  problems. 

Because  of  the  educational  and  practical  value  of  manual  training  it  is 
important  that  it  be  continued  in  connection  with  the  Provincial  Normal 
School ;  further,  that  special  three  months'  courses  be  arranged  for  rural 
school  teachers  to  prepare  them  to  teach  this  subject  in  their  schools.

As  stated  in  the  above  report  the  three  years  during  which   Sir  \Vm, 
Macdonald  has  made  provision  for  carrying  on  the  Manual  Training  work  at 
Fredericton  will  end  in  April.     I  am  informed  that  the  work  will  be  con- 
tinued at  his  expense  until  the  close  of  the  school  year  on  June  30th.     The 
experiment  has  been  an  unqualified  success.     The  possibility  of  adding  this 
k  to  the  public  school  course  without  detriment  to  the    studies  which 
3t  always  be  regarded  as  the  basis  of  a  sound  education  has  been  demou- 
nted.    The  duty  of  continuing   and  developing  the  work  now  devolves 
n  School  Boards  and  the  Provincial  authorities. 
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It  is  confidently  anticipated  that  the  School  Boarde 
many  country  districts  will  avail  themselves  of  the  lib 
o  V  this  work  provided  by  the  Legislature  in  the  Act  pai 
April,  11)02;  which  is  as  follows:

for  ifiBtruction  in  Domestic  Science  for  the  girls,  as  is  offered  by  the  Act  for 
iDstrncticn  in  Manual  Training  for  the  boys.  The  two  branches  can  be 
carried  on  simultaneouslj, 

TEACHERS   OF  MANUAL   TRAINING  AND   DOMESTIC   SCIENCE. 

The  preparation  and  training  of  teachers  of  these  subjects  id  our  schools 
18  a  matter  of  importance.  How  are  we  to  find  a  supply  of  properly  quali- 
fied teachers?  If  the  system  is  to  be  introduced  into  tho  rural  as  well  as  the 
city  schools,  it  would  appear  desirable  that  a  shorter  and  less  expensive 
course  of  instruction  should  be  provided  for  the  former,  whose  duties  would 
require  only  three  or  four  hours  per  week  devoted  to  these  special  subjects ; 
while  ID  the  towns  and  cities  there  would.be  required  thoroughly  trained  and 
eipert  teachers  who  would  give  their  whole  time  to  the  work  in  central 
schools  to  which  would  come  at  stated  hours  all  the  children  of  certain 
grades  in  attendance  at  the  other  public  schools. 

For  the  training  of  these  expert  teachers  we  will  hive  to  depend  for  the 
preBcnt  at  least  upon  schools  outside  of  the  limits  of  our  own  province. 
FoitnDately  two  such  schools  will  bo  available  in  sister  provinces;  the 
Macdonald  Manual  Training  School  at  Truro,  N.  S.,  which  offers  a  six 
mooth's  course  for  teachers,  and  the  magnificent  Macdonald  Institute  in 
connection  with  the  Agricultural  College  at  Guelph,  Ontario.  Two  noble 
buildings  are  now  in  process  of  erection  at  Guelph  at  a  cost  to  Sir  William 
Maedonald  of  $170,000.  One  of  these  is  a  residence  for  the  women  while 
in  attendance  at  the  Institute,  and  the  other  is  devoted  to  the  work  of  in- 
strDction  in  manual  training,  domestic  science  and  nature  study,  with  com- 
modious  class  rooms,  laboratories,  green-houses,  library,  reading-room,  and 
every  appliance  for  carrying  on  the  work  iu  its  various  branches.  Courses 
covering  from  one  to  three  years  will  be  provided  under  expert  teachers, 
the  best  that  can  be  found  in  Great  Britain  and  America.  The  advantages 
offered  at  this  Institute  will  be  free  to  a  limited  number  of  teachers  from 
fir  Brunswick,  and  I  have  no  doubt  that  many  will  avail  themselves  of  the 
lOrtttiiity  of  thus  fitting  themselves  for  taking  charge  of  the  central  man- 
training  schools  in  our  towns  and  cities. 

For  preparing  teachers  of  these   subjects   in  rural  schools   I  think 
LfT  to  make  provision  at  our  own  Provincial  Normal  School.     With  this 
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object  in  view  I  recommend  that  instruction  in  wood- work,  oard-board 
work,  etc..  similar  to  that  which  has  been  provided  for  by  the  Macdonald 
fund  for  the  List  three  years  shall  be  cootinued  at  the  Normal  School  for  the 
benefit  of  the  student-teachers  undergoing  training  there,  and  thit  in  addi- 
tion special  courses  of  three  months'  duration  shill  be  provided  for  licensed 
teachers  to  enable  them  to  qualify  for  such  work  as  is  now  carried  on  suc- 
cessfully in  several  country  districts.  This  work  will  require  the  services 
of  two  instructors. 

There  will  be  required,  further,  the  appointment  of  a  Director  of  Manual 
Training  for  the  province  whose  duties  shall  be  : 

(a)  To  supervise  all  manual  training  work  in  the  public  schools,  for 
which  purpose  he  shall  visit  at  least  twice  each  year  every  department  of 
manual  training,  and  report  thereon  annually  to   the  Chief   Superintendent. 

(b)  To  confer  with  Boards  of  School  Trustees  in  regard  to  the  estab- 
lishing of  manual  training  in  their  respective  schools,  and  to  render  such 
advice  and  assistance  as  may  be  needed. 

(c)  To  give  instruction  at  the  Normal  School  to  teachers  attending  the 
special  courses  in  the  theory  of  manual  training,  the  management  of  cbisses, 
the  arrangement  of  rooms,  etc. 

(d)  To  examine  the  work  and  the  qualifications  of  the  teachers  who 
shall  have  completed  the  special  course  of  training  at  the  Normal  School, 
and  to  recommend  to  the  Board  of  Education  for  certificates  those  whom  he 
shall  find  properly  prepared  forgiving  instruction  in  manual  training  in  the 
rural  schools. 

The  Macdonald  Consolidated  School  at  Kingston,  Kings  County. 

In  my  last  Annn.il  Report  I  gave  an  outline  of  the  plans  proposed  by 
Prof,  J.  W.  Robertson  for  the  improvement  of  education  at  rural  8cho:>ls, 
ajid  the  establishing  and  maintenance  for  three  years,  at  the  expense  of  the 
Macdonald  fund,  of  a  model  consolidated  school  in  some  country  district.  I 
have  now  to  report  progress  in  the  carrying  out  of  these  plans. 

After  visiting  several  localities  in  the  province  and  cousultini;  local 
School  Boards,  Prof.  Robertson  finally  selected  Kingston,  the  old  county 
town  of  Kings  Cnunty.  as  the  site  of  the  proposed  consolidated  school. 

Six  school  districts  will  be  united  as  the  constituency  of  the  new  school. 
The  work  of  erecting  the  building  will  be  commenced  in  the  course  of  a  few 
weeks  and,  it  is  hoped,  will  be  completed  in  time  for  the  opening  of  the 
schools  in  September  next.     The  building  will  contain  six   class   rooms,  a 
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laboratory,  a  room  for  nQecbnnic  scionce  and  a  room  for  domestic  scieooe. 
A  spacious  school  garden  will  he  attached. 

Cooifortable  covered  vans  for  the  conveyance  of  the  children  will  bo 
provided.  These  vans  will -carry  from  15  to  25  children  each,  and  will  be 
placed  in  charge  of  responsible  drivers  who  shall  enter  into  bonds  for  the 
faithful  discharge  of  their  duties.  The  vans  will  arrive  at  the  school  15 
minutes  before  the  hour  of  opening  and  will  be  promptly  on  hand  at  the 
closing  hour  for  the  conveyance  of  the  children  to  their  homes  in  the  after- 
noon. 

Under  the  provisions  of  section  57(2),  one  half  the  actual  expense  in- 
curred lor  the  conveyance  of  the  children  to  and  from  school  will  be 
chargreable  to  the  provincial  revenues,  the  regularly  licensed  teachers  who 
may  be  employed  will  receive  the  usual  grants,  the  school  will  share  in  the 
County  Fund  grants.  A  sum  not  exceeding  in  the  aggregate  the  amounts 
levied  annually  upon  the  several  districts  during  recent  years  will  be  levied 
upon  the  united  district ;  all  other  expenses,  including  the  cost,  furnishing 
and  equipment  of  the  building,  will  be  provided  by  Sir  William  Macdonald. 

Groups  of  Schools  with  Travelling  Instructor. 

Another  of  Professor  Robertson's  plans  is  the  grouping  of  a  number  of 
contiguous  schools  and  placing  each  group  under  the  charge  of  a  travelling 
insttuctor.  A  model  school  garden  will  be  provided  for  each  school  of  the 
group.  It  will  be  the  duty  of  the  travelling  instructor  not  only  to  supervise 
the  teaching  of  nature  lessons  and  the  care  and  management  of  the  school 
gardens  in  connection  with  these  schools,  but  also  so  to  correlate  the  several 
subjects  taught  as  to  prevent  any  nf  gleet  of  the  other  studies  of  the  course. 

The  first  group  of  scbools  selected  for  this  interesting  experiment  will 
be  located  in  Carleton  County  and  will  include  districts  on  the  St.  John  .j 
river  from  Hartiand  or  Florenceville  extending  up  the  river  as  f*ir  as  may  j 
be  found  practicable. 

As  mentioned  elsewhere,  Mr.  John  Brittain,  so  well  and  favorably 
known  throughout  the  province  as  the  enthusiastic  and  successful  teacher  of 
natural  science  in  the  Normal  School  for  many  years,  will  have  the  organ- 
ization and  supervision  of  this  group  of  schools,  and  will  devote  his  full  time 
and'energies  to  make  the  experiment  successful. 

D.  W.  Hamilton,  B.  A„  a  graduate  of  the  University  of  New  Bruns- 
wick, who  has  already  proved  his  ability  as  a  teacher  in  the  public  schools, 
will  have  the  principalship  of  the  consolidated  school  at  Kingston. 
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Both  the  above  named  geutlemeD,  uDder  the  directioa  of  Professor 
RoberjbsoD,  have  been  making  special  preparation  for  the  important  duties 
they  are  soon  to  undertake.  They  have  completed  courses  at  the  Unirer- 
sity  of  Chicago  and  at  Cornell  University  and  are  now  finishing  their  course 
at  the  Teachers'  College  of  fhe  University  of  Columbia  in  New  York. 

The  country  is  certainly  under  a  great  debt  of  gratitude  to  Sir  WiUtann 
Macdonald  for  the  large  expenditure  already  made  in  connection  with  the 
manual  training  schools  throughout  Canada  during  the  last  three  years,  and 
for  the  immense  expenditure  to  be  incurred  for  at  lea^t  three  years  more  in 
connection  with  the  several  educational  enterprises  be  has  initiated. 

To  Professor  J.  W.  Robertson  the  country  is  scarcely  less  indebted  for 
the  energy,  zeal  and  practical  wisdom  he  has  brought  to  bear  on  the  difficult 
problems  which  have  confronted  him  in  administering  the  trust  committed 
to  him.  With  Professor  Robertson  it  has  been  a  labor  ©f  love,  for  no  edu- 
cational interest  appeals  to  him  in  vain. 

The  duty  or  effecting  such  legislation  as  may  be  found  necessary  t«  en- 
courage and  legalize,  as  part  of  the  public  school  system,  the  various  educa- 
tional movements  outlined  above  will  devolve  upon  the  government  and 
legislature  during  the  approaching  session* 

Amendments  to  the  School  Law  Suggested. 

In  my  annual  report  for  189t)  I  strongly  recommended  the  increase  of 
the  County  Fund  from  80  cents  per  head  to  40  or  50  cents.  As  anticipated 
the  proposal  met  with  determined  opposition  even  from  those  whose  beat 
interests  would  have  been  served  by  the  change.  Nevertheless  I  am  con- 
vinced that  the  increase  of  the  fund  is  eminently  reasonable,  and  almost 
essential  to  the  continuance  of  schools  in  some  of  the  poorer  districts. 

There  are  more  than  1000  districts  in  the  province  with  a  taxable 
valuation  of  less  than  $20000  each ;  over  500  having  a  taxable  valuation  of 
less  than  $10000.  each ;  nearly  200  having  a  taxable  valuation  of  less  than 
J5000  each. 

To  maintain  a  poor  school  for  a  part  of  each  year  in  the  poorest  districts 
even  with  the  help  of  the  provincial  and  county  poor  aid,  requires  an  assess- 
ment of  from  $1.50  to  $2.00  on  each  $100  of  valuation.  In  the  wealthier 
distiicts  the  assessment  is  from  20  cents  to  60 cents  (rarely  higher)  on  $100 
of  valuation,  to  maintain  for  the  whole  year  graded  schools  of  the  highest 
class. 
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An  increase  of  the  county  fund  will  tend  to  relieve  the  poorer  districts; 
the  districts  with  average  valuation  will  receive  from  the  fund  as  much  as^ 
they  contribute  to  it,  and  if  their  county  tax  be  higher  their  district  tax  will 
be  proportionately  lower.  To  the  wealthy  districts  the  increase  will  be 
scarcely  perceptible,  and  it  is  quite  in  harmooy  with  the  spirit  of  the  school 
law  that  the  rich  shall  contribute  of  their  abundance  to  the  educational 
necessities  of  their  poorer  fellow-citizens. 

There  is  another  aspect  of  the  case  that  I  beg  to  present.  The  amount 
of  the  county  school  fund  remains  practically  the  same  as  when  tb^  law 
came  into  force  in  187^.  As  the  number  of  schools  has  increased  from  year 
to  year,  while  the  amount  to  be  distributed  remains  the  same,  each  recurring 
distribution  shows  a  dimmution  of  the  sum  granted  to  each  school.  The 
grants  from  this  iund  since  1S92  to  the  school  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  and 
to  the  school  for  the  Blind  lessens  still  further  the  sums  allotted  to  the  public 
schools.  The  average  allowance  to  each  of  the  schools  in  tbe  province  is 
nearly  25  per  cent,  less  than  in  1875.  lu  some  of  the  counties  the  loss  is 
very  much  greater. 

If  the  county  fund  were  raised  to  40cents  per  head  of  the  populition 
it  would  place  the  schools  about  in  the  same  position  in  relation  to  this 
source  of  income  as  they  were  30  years  ago. 

Parish  Instead  of  District  School  Boards. 

After  a  trial  of  nearly  30  years  of  our  present  system  of  school  districts 
it  must  be  admitted  by  those  best  acquainted  with  the  facts  that  the  results 
in  a  majority  of  the  country  districts  have  been  very  unsatisfactory. 

In  1876  the  province  was  divided  into  1126  school  districts.     Since  tho 

first  division  the  number  of  districts  has  increased  to  1662.     More  than  one 

third  of  these  are  poor  districts,  some  of  them  having  a  taxable  valuation  of 

s  than  $5000  and  a  very   small    enrolmint   of  pupils.     It   is   impossible 

der  these  conditions  to  maintain  efficient  scLoob.

Mvcb  oi  the  suc- 
cess of  the  work  woald  depend  upoin  the  intelligence^  the  energy  and  edu- 
cational 2f3alpf'tbi9. officer,  who  should,  if  possible^  be  selected  from  among 
those  in  the  parish  boat  acqaaintied  wUh.soboola  and  'Sobool  requirements. 

The  adjuatb^ot  of  the  general  provisions  of  the  schools  act  to  the 
changes  suggested  would  not  be  difficult.  The  essential  principles  of  the 
law  would  remain  unchanged.  If  the  Qovernment  and  Legislature  accept 
the  general  plan  outlined,  the  details  as  to  local  supervision  and  other  in- 
cidental matters  could  be  easily  worked  out.

Sir:  I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  following  report  on  the  Provincial 
Noroial  School  for  the  year  ended  June,  1902. 

As  I  did  not  enter  upon  duty  till  February,  when  nearly  two-thirds  of 
the  session  had  passed,  the  report  will  lack  completeness  in  some  details.    ^ 

From  the  official  register  it  appears  that  the  total  enrolment  for  the 
year  was  273,  of  which  number  70  were  young  men.  Of  this  total,  230 
entered  at  the  beginning  of  the  session  in  September  and  43  in  January,  the 
l)f  <;inning  of  the  second  term.  These  numbers  include  the  students  attending 
Ti)H  French  Department  of  whom  there  were  4  during  the  first  term  and  9 
t'iio  second — one  of  the  formor  being  a  young  man. 

The  Counties  of  the  Province  were  severally  represented  as  follows  : —

GENERAL  INSTRUCTION, 

The  course  of  instruction  as  prescribed  by  the  Board  of  Education  for 
the  Institution  was  for  the  most  part  faithfully  and  eflFectively  carried  out. 
One  of  these  subjects,  Book  Keeping,  has  never  received,  and  cannot,  without 
serious  loss  to  vastly  more  important  work,  receive  much  attention.  If  the 
subject  is  to  be  retained  in  the  course,  the  most  that  can  be  done  is  to  give 
the  student  some  instruction  in  general  principles  through  methods  that  may 
prove  helpful,  bhould  he  afterwards  be  called  upon  to  teach  it.  There  is 
another  requirement  in  the  course  which  has,  without  any  valid  reason,  been 
largely  overlooked.  This  is  the  recent  regulation  of  the  Board  which 
requires  each  Instructor  to  discuss  and  illustrate  the  methods  of  teaching  the 
special  subjects  assigned  to  him,  and  which  also  provides  that  he  shall  examine 
bis  class  by  written  papers  at  least  once  in  each  term  in  the  instruction  he 
has  thus  given,  and  estimate  the  answers  and  that  these  estimates  shall  form 
an  element  in  determining  the  students  professional  standing.  The  require- 
ment is  one  which  must  greatly  enhance  the  importance  of  method  and  ensure 
in  a  higher  degree  skilful  work  in  the  public  schools.  It  also  gives  each 
member  of  the  Faculty  an  interest  and  a  responsibility  in  connection  with 
the  special  work  of  the  Institution  and  as  a  consequence  their  joint  estimates 
of  this  work  will  be  accepted  with  confidence.  So  far  as  the  records  show, 
however,  it  does  not  appear  that  the  regulation  has  been  complied  with 
during  the  session  under  review. 

PROFESSIONAL  INSTRUCTION. 

As  no  record  or  memo  was  left  of  the  work  that  had  been  overtaken 
before  I  assumed  duty,  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  give  aa  complete  a  course 
on  the  subject  as  was  practicable  within  the  limited  period.

The  Governor  Oeneral's  Medals  for  the  highest  professional  standing  in 
the  Senior  and  the  Junior  class  were  awarded  respectively  to  Miss  Florence 
G.  Estabrooks  of  St.  John  and  Miss  Bell  M.  Eddy  of  Clifton,  Gloucester  Go. 
With  the  large  number  of  students  and  the  comparatively  limited  stafi 
it  is  impossible  to  give  them  that  amount  of  practice  which  is  needed. 
Sometimes  criticisms,  notes  of  lessons,  &c.,  have  to  be  accepted  in  lieu  of 
practice.  Each  student  should  have  an  opportunity  of  regular  or  special 
practice  three  times  at  least  during  the  session. 

MODEL  DEPARTMENT. 

This  departrbent  provides  instruction  in  the  first  eight  grades  of  the 
prescribed  public  school  ^course,  and  has  a  staff  of  four  regularly  licensed 
teachers.

Sib  :  I  beg  leave  to  submit  my  Annual  Roport  for  1902.  As  I  have 
dealt  so  minutely  with  all  the  schools  in  my  monthly  reports,  I  shall  do  no 
more  in  this  than  notice  briefly  some  of  the  sulient  features  of  the  work  as 
they  presented  themselves  to  me  in  daily  rounds  amocg  the  schools. 

I  am  gratified  to  be  able  to  report  that  owing  to  the  revision  of  the 
Inspectorates  on  the  appointment  of  the  seventh  Inspector  it  has  been  made 
possible  for  me  to  visit  each  ungraded  school  twice  during  the  year. 
During  the  second  term  of  this  year  I  visited,  with  one  exception,  all  the 
ungraded  schools  of  my  inspectorate  that  were  kept  open  the  full  school 
hours  on  the  days  my  arrangements  were  made  to  visit  them.  This  is  the 
first  time  in  seventeen  years  that  I  have  been  able  to  do  this,  so  for  the 
future  I  hope  to  be  able  to  have  a  closer  supervision  over  the  schools  under 
my  charge  and  to  give  more  time  to  tbe  professional  aspepts  of  my  work 
than  foi  many  years.  The  distances  I  have  to  travel  are  just  as  great  as 
ever,  and  to  drive  from  one  detached  portion  of  my  Inspectorate  to  another 
takes  time  that  could  be  profitably  spent  in  the  schools  were  the  several 
parts  ot  my  district  continuous.

es  of  all  the  better  class  of  districts  appreciate  the 
xperienced  teaobers  and  will  engage  none  without 
ency  from  some  quali6ed  authority,  there  are  still 
some  benighted  districts  that  regard  the  keeping  doven  of  expense  as  of 
more  importance  than  anything  else.  These  latter  are  those  that  invariably 
fail  to  secure  trained  teachers  and  seem  very  wi  lling  to  engage  Local 
Licensees.  In  my  opinion  it  would  be  better  in  such  cases  to  allow  the 
schools  to  remain  closed  than  to  issue  Local  Licenses.  In  that  way  tho 
ordinary  law  of  supply  and  demand  would  in  course  of  time  advance  the 
salaries  to  a  paying  rate  and  thus  induce  many  of  our  clever  young  people 
to  remain  in  the  profession. 

There  is  in  this  Inspectorate  a  number  of  weak  schools  in  remote  and 
isolated  communities  that  cannot  afford  salaries  that  would  attract  the  better 
class  of  teachers.  In  times  of  scarcity  Local  Licenses  might  still  be  issued 
for  these.  I  have  been  trying  to  confine  U^e  issue  of  Local  Licenses  to* 
such  districts  and  have  met  with  a  fair  degree  of  success. 

New  school  houses  were  built  during  the  year  iu  Nelson  Village,  No. 
1,  Nelson,  and  in  Indiautown  No.  3,  Derby.  I  have  not  seen  the  former 
since  its  completion,  but  it  is  said  to  be  a  neat  commodious  structure,  well 
suited  to  the  requirements  of  the  district  and  much  nearer  the  centre  of  the 
district  than  the  old  one.  It  will  accommodate  three  departments  and  thus 
do  away  with  the  overcrowding  of  the  Primary  Department  about  which  I 
have  frequently  reported.  The  funds  for  the  latter  were  raised  by  the 
Teacher,  Miss  Lottie  £.  Underbill,  and  the  ladies  of  the  district,  by  means 
of  concerts,  pie  socials  and  the  like. 

The  school  house  at  Sevogle,  No.  4,  North  Ebk,  has  been  exteqi^vely 
repaired,  in  fact,  rebuilt,  at  a  cost  to  the  district  that  would  have  about 
built  a  new  one. 

These  are  about  the  larsrest  outlays  ;  but  much  has  been  done  in  all 
the  parishes  in  the  way  of  ceiling,  wainscotting,  painting  and  repairs,  sup- 
plying blackboards,  maps,  flags  and  flagpoles,  bhnds,  and  building  fences, 
woodhouses,  etc.,  to  add  to  the  usefulness  and  utility  of  the  schooln. 

In  Northumberland  and  Restigouche  Counties  the  people  value  their 
schools,  and  an  attempt  to  close  one  for  a  term,  or  part  of  a  term  meets 
with  determined  opposition.  They  may  not  have  the  true  concept  of  what 
education  is  but  they  are  firmly  convinced  of  its  desirability  and  thoroughly 
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persuaded  as  to  its  utility  in  their  children's  life-equipmi 
assume  financial  burdens  for  its  acquisition.  They  show  t 
keeping  their  schools  open  the  year  round,  hut  in  enclosing 
the  grounds,  in  providing  apparatus,  etc.  In  the  Parishes 
added  to  nay  Inspectorate  by  the  last  revision  this  is  not  sc 
same  extent.  Tde  school  houses  hre  not  painted,  or  in  good 
ill  supplied  with  maps,  blackboards,  and  other  apparatus,  t 
rarely  enclosed  and  everything  about  the  schools  has  an  air 
decay.  There  are  some  notable  exceptions  to  this  rule  such 
Grangeville  and  Mundleville  and  in  the  towns  of  Kichibu< 
The  cause  of  this  is  want  of  interest  on  the  part  of  the 
illustration  of  this  lack  of  interest  L  would  say  that  when  1 
visit  to  the  Parish  of  VVeldford,  in  February,  1902,  (en  of  I 
schools  of  the  Parish  were  closed  and  all  but  two  of  them 
till  the  end  of  the  term,  no  effort  being  made  to  open  them  s 
It  is  only  fair  to  say  that  all  these  schools  were  opened  th< 
but  what  value  can  be  attached  to  education  by  these  people 
be  the  state  of  public  opinion  iu  these  districts,  many  ot  th< 
five  to  thirty  children,  when  such  a  state  of  affairs  is  allow 
It  is  to  be  deplored  thtit  there  are  so  many  parents  e^ 
progressive  districts  that  always  keep  their  schools  open,  i 
their  children  to  school,  or  send  them  so  intermittently  tb 
little  benefit.  Some  penalty  should  be  attached  to  such  m 
rightly  regarded  is  a  crime.  As  a  rule  the  people  who  sin 
themselves  lamentably  ignorant  and  boast  that  they  have 
enough  without  education  and  th<3ir  children  can  do  the 
neighbors  they  seeem  to  be  poor  creatures,  eking  out  a  misc 
by  occasional  '*odd  jobs"  and  in  more  questionable  undertj 
dependence,  wretchedness  and  misery  they  are  leaving  as  a 
children  who  thus  become  a  source  of  weakness  and  dangoi 
strength  and  security  to  the  state. 

GRAMMAR   SCHOOLS. 

There  are  three  Grammar  Schools  in  this  Inspectorate 
Campbellton  and  Richibucto,  and  they  are  all  doing  a  high 
when  the  conditions  are  taken  into  account.

a  School  has  but  one  teacher  for  its  High 
c^cnooi  worR  ana  ii  is  marvellous  how  he  can  obtain  the  results  he  does. 
He  has  not  the  time  to  give  a  thoroughly  practical  course  in  the  Natural 
Science  subjects  while  he  has  all  the  work  of  Grades  IX,  X  and  XI.  This 
school  has  the  most  progressive  Board  of  Trustees  of  my  Inspectorate,  if  not 
of  the  Province,  and  it  will  not  be  long  before  they  will  employ  for  Grade 
IX  a  teacher  qualified  to  take  a  group  of  subjects  throughout  the  High 
School  Grades.  The  Richibucto  School  does  not  get  the  support  from  the 
town  and  county  that  it  deserves.  The  parents  are  tinctured  with  the  pre- 
vailing lack  of  interest  already  noticed  as  being  a  feature  of  the  county. 
The  enrollment  at  the  time  of  my  visit  was  twenty-two,  a  sufficient  number 
if  they  came  regularly.  This  large  and  populous  county  could  surely  supply 
a  larger  attendance  to  the  only  Public  School  within  its  borders  qualified  to 
prepare  students  for  matriculation  into  the  University  of  New  Brunswick. 
Only  Jour  of  the  twenty-two  were  in  Standard  X,  the  highest  standard  in 
the  school.  Two  of  the  four  were  studying  Classics  and  Mathematics  of  the 
11th  Standard  but  the  Principal  did  not  think  it  wise  to  advance  them  to 
Grade  XI  and  I  quite  agreed  with  him. 

SUPERIOR  SCHOOLS. 

There  are  nine  of  these  schools  in  my  Inspectorate,  viz.,  at  Dalhousie, 
Newcastle,  Douglastown,  Blackville,  Derby,  Doaktown,  Rexton,  Harcourt  and 
Bass  River.  They  are  for  the  most  part  doing  fairly  well  the  work  for  which 
they  are  intended.  In  a  comparative  estimate  of  their  work  I  would  rate 
Newcastle  and  Dalhousie  among  the  best  and  Blackville  and  Douglastown 
among  the  poorest  of  these  schools.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  Blackville  can 
scarcely  be  ranked  as  a  Superior  School,  so  poorly  do  the  pupils  attend  and 
fio  little  interest  is  taken  in  the  advanced  work  by  anyone  in  the  district.  If 
better  results  are  not  shown  at  my  next  visit  1  shall  be  compelled  to  recom- 
mend that  the  Superior  Grant  be  suspended,  if  not  withdrawn  from  this  school. 

GRADED  SCHOOLS. 

For  the  most  part  the  Graded  Schools  of  this  section  do  very  satisfactory 
ork.  The  exceptions  to  this  rule  have  been  mentioned  in  my  monthly 
ports.     In  the  larger  towns  where  there  is  but  one  grade  in  a  room  and 
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wheie  one  would  Datarally  expect  to  fiod  perfect  work,  the  surroundingB 
afford  many  distractions  to  draw  the  pupils'  minds  away  from  their  studies. 
Here  the  teacher's  hardest  task  is  to  keep  up  the  interest  so  as  to  ctimulate 
the  pupilti  to  8elf  exertion.  Some  fail  to  do  this  and  their  work  degenerates 
into  **grind"  and  "cram**  of  the  worst  description  in  which  the  pupil  becomes 
merely  a  passive  recipient.  Uence  the  failures  that  have  been  noticed.  In 
such  rooms  the  discipline  is  notoriously  bad  and  order  is  preserved  by  fre- 
quent resort  to  corporal  pinisbment,  a  thing  unknown  in  the  best  tskught 
schools.  In  the  smaller  villages  the  outside  attractions  are  not  so  great  but 
the  teacher  has  four  grades  to  teach,  and  to  do  this  so  as  to  keep  all  con- 
stantly employed  at  interesting  and  educative  work  lequires  ability  of  a  high 
order,  perfected  by  years  of  experience.  Appointments  to  these  positions 
are  not  always  decided  by  merit. 

UXGRADED  SCHOOLS. 

I  can  assert  with  confidence  that  these  schools  are  doing  better  work 
than  ever  before,  that  the  school  houses  are  more  comfortable,  more  attractive 
and  better  supplied  with  apparatus,  that  the  teachers  are  bettor  educated 
have  greater  skill  and  are  more  devoted  than  at  any  time  in  the  history  of 
our  free  schools,  and  stil!  they  are  not  giving  the  satisfaction  they  gave 
years  ago  when  they  were  much  less  efficient.  The  demands  made  upon 
this  class  of  Hchools  are  much  greater  thau  they  were.  Many  parents  living 
in  the  rural  districts  are  ambitious  to  have  their  children  acquire  as  good  an 
education  as  the  town  schools  afford.  They  have  neither  the  means  nor  the 
inclination  to  send  their  children  away  from  home.  They  look  to  the  district 
school  for  what  they  require.  The  consequence  is  that  while  in  former  years 
it  was  unusual  to  find  in  tbese  schools  pupils  in  advance  of  grade  IV,  now  it  is 
not  uuusual  to  find  one  or  more  classes  in  advance  of  Grade  Y.  To  this  add 
the  fact  that  the  course  is  fuller  than  formerly  and  it  will  be  readily  seen 
that  there  are  now  demands  made  upon  the  country  teacher  not  thought  of 
in  former  times  and  that  call  for  a  combination  of  almost  superhuman  qualities 
to  ensure  success.  That  success  is  attained  in  the  majority  of  cases  proves 
the  possession  of  these  qualities  by  a  majority  of  the  teachers  of  rural  schools 

I  sholl  give  a  brief  review  by  Parishes  of  the  portions  of  Restigouche 
and  Kent  counties  which  belong  to  my  Inspectorate. 

Durham  — Lome  Settlement  was  unable  to  secure  the  services  of  a 
teacher  for  the  second  teim.  The  Doyle  Settlement  School  is  increasing  in 
size.  The  school  in  Sunnyside  was  closed  during  first  term.  Quinn's  Point 
School  House  was  repaired  but  it  is  still  in  great  need  of  better  furniture. 
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Colborne. — The  four  schools  of  this  small  but  wealthy  Parish  were  kept 
in  operation  during  the  year  and  were  more  than  ordinarily  satisfactorily 
conducted.  On  Heron  Island  some  much  needed  repairs  were  made  to  the 
fichool  house. 

DdUiousie. — The  attendance  at  Shannon  Vale  School  has  fallen  off  con- 
siderably the  last  year  or  two.  At  Summerside  the  attendance  is  on  the 
increase.  The  school  at  Dalhousie  Junction  made  some  needed  improve- 
ment.    At  Richardsville  the  school  accommodation  was  taxed  to  its  limit. 

Addington — Glencoe  has  a  very  small  but  well  conducted  school. 
Glen  Levit  school  had  such  a  mixture  of  old  and  new  readers  in  its  classes 
that  the  teacher  found  it  impossible  to  do  good  work  in  this  subject.  The 
Flat  Lands  school  has  two  classes  (Grades  VI  and  VII)  in  advance  of  Grade  V. 

Eldon  — There  are  four  schools  in  this  Parish,  all  small  except  at  Church- 
Tille  from  which  the  teacher  was  absent  on  business  the  day  of  my  visit. 

Earcourt — District  No.  5  has  the  Superior  school  of  two  departments, 
and  a  small  miscellaneous  school  a  couple  of  miles  away  from  the  superior 
school.

Grangeville  had  the  best  school  in  the  Parish  at  the  time  of 
my  visit  in  September. 

Weldford — There  are  far  too  many  schools  in  this  Parish  closed  in  the 

ivinter,  for  good  results  to  be  expected.     All  the  schools  opened  second  term 

l>ut  the  smallpox  broke  out  while  I  was  making  my  tour  among  them  and 

many  of  them  were  closed  by  order  of  the  Board  of  Health.     Brown's  Yard 

keeps  its  school  i^pen  during  the  summer  only.    If  it  continues  this  practice 

I  shall  recommend  that  it  be  joined  to  Bass  River  district.    The  upper  Main 

Biver  school  house  is  sadly  out  of  repair.    The  school  at  Bass  River  Point 

improved  considerably  during  the  year.

Sir:  — I  ha^e  the  honor  to  forward  my  Report  for  1902. 

The  usual  number  of  schools  were  in  operation  during:  the  year.  A 
few  districts  have  not  a  sufficient  number  of  pupils  to  maintain  a  school. 
These  are  Taylor  Village,  No.  22,  Dorchester,  which  has  only  one  child  of 
school  age.  Second  Westcock,  No.  1,  Saokville,  and  Coles  Island,  No.  8, 
Sackville.  Some  of  the  pupils  of  this  district  attend  the  school  in  No.  9, 
Middleton.  No.  3,  Dorchester,  ran  a  school  last  term  with  an  enrolment  of 
four  pupils.  The  pupils  of  this  district  are  within  reach  of  the  Dorchester 
School  and  attended  there  for  one  term. 

New  school  houses  have  been  built  during  the  year  in  Murray  Road 
district,  No.  13,  Botsford,  and  in  Long  Lake,  No.  23,  Botsford.  In  Forest 
Glen  district,  No.  2,  Salisbury,  the  school  house  has  been  moved  to  a  mora 
suitable  location  and  an  additional  department  built,  so  that  this  is  now  a 
graded  school  of  two  departments,  and  the  school  accommodation  is  much 
better  suited  to  the  needs  of  the  district.  The  credit  of  this  improved 
accommodation  is  largely  due  to  the  efforts  of  Mr,  T.  W.  Colpitts.  The 
usual  amount  of  general  improvements  have  been  made  in  the  various  dis- 
tricts during  the  year.  A  new  school  house  is  needed  in  Hicksville,  No. 
15,  Salisbury  and  Havelock.

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OTHER  ORADED  SCHOOLS. 

Besides  the  Superior  schools  there  are  in  my  Inspectorate  id  this  conoty 
schools  of  two  departments  in  Harvey  Corner  district.  No.  3,  Harvey; 
Riverside  No.  1,  Hopewell ;  Hopewell  Cape,  No.  7,  Hopewell;  Albert  No. 
10,  Hopewell;  Surrey,  No,  3,  Hillsboro';  and  Demorselle  Creek,  No.  6, 
Hillsboro'.  The  Dawson  Settlement  School  is  now  being  operated  with  a 
teacher  and  an  assistant. 

The  work  done  throughout  the  year  has  been  on  the  whole  quite  satis- 
factory. The  work  in  the  Superior  and  other  graded  schools  very 
satisfactory. 

MONCTON  CITY. 

The  High  SchooFstafi  suffered  a  loss  in  the  retirement  of  Mr.  Aoheson 
v^ho  received  an  appointment  in  South  Africa.  Mr.  W.  A.  Cowperthwaite, 
M.  A.,  was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy.  The  schools  throughout  the  city 
continue  to  maintain  their  high  standard  of  efficiency.  A  careful  and  judic- 
ious oversight  is  exercised  over  the  schools  by  the  painstaking  and  com- 
petent Superintendent,  Mr.  F.  A.  McGully,  M.  A.,  LL.  B.,  who 
possesses  in  a  high  degree  the  happy  faculty  of  adjusting  any  difficulty  that 
may  arise. 

Should  the  principle  of  centralization  which  is  being  now  advocated  be 
adopted,  and  I  hope  it  will  be,  there  will  be  ample  opportunity  for  carrying 
out  the  principle  in  this  Inspectorate,  as  there  are  many  populous  and 
wealthy  districts  with  school  houses  at  very  short  distances  apart.  This  is 
especially  true  of  certaiu  sections  of  Albert  County  whore  this  plan  could  be 
carried  out  to  the  advantage  of  all  concerned. 

The  Westmorland  County  Institute  met  at  Port  Elgin,  and  the  Albert 
County  Institute  at  Hopewell  Hill.  As  it  was  not  my  privilege  to  attend 
either  I  cannot  speak  from  personal  knowledge,  but  from  reports  received 
I  learn  that  both  Institutes  were  as  usual  successful  in  a  high  degree. 

The  usual  amount  of  improvements,  external  and  internal,  were  made 
on  Arbor  Day.

Five  districts, 
I  believe,  are  to  unite,  and  the  experiment  of  centralizing  schools  on  an 
extended  scale,  so  far  at  least  as  this  Province  is  concerned,  will  be  given  a 
f.iir  trial,  \yalton  Lake,  No.  14,  which  for  some  time  has  been  without  a 
school,  had  school  during  the  summer  term. 

There  was  no  school  in  Lower  Norton,  No.  4,  Norton,  during  the 
winter  term.  A  teacher  was  engaged  who  taught  only  a  few  days.  A  good 
school  was  in  operation  the  summer  term.  At  the  time  of  my  visit  to 
District  No.  5,  Norton,  the  school  had  not  been  opened.  Miss  Mabel  Chap- 
man was  in  charge  of  the  school  throughout  the  year.  There  has  been  no 
school  in  Middleton,  No.  11,  for  some  time  past. 

Forrester's  Cove,  No.  6,  Rothesay,  has  procured  by  means  of  a  social, 
good  school  furniture.  Much  credit  is  due  to  Miss  Gallagher,  the  teacher, 
for  her  efforts  on  behalf  of  the  school.  The  school  house  is  becoming  di- 
lapitated.  I  have  called  the  Trustees'  attentioti  to  the  necessity  for  repairs 
at  once.  All  the  working  districts  in  this  Par  i^^h  have  had  school  during 
the  year.     Westmorland  Road,  No.  1,  Is  defuiiv  t. 
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Pascobac,  No.  16,  Springfield,  has  not  suffioient  room  accommodation 
for  the  number  of  pupils  attendiDg  school.  The  furniture  is  also  poor. 
Brunswick  District  No.  7,  has  thoroughly  repaired  its  school  house  inside 
and  out,  but  owing  to  difficulties  in  the  district,  there  was  urn  school  during 
the  summer  term.  Kiersteadville,  No.  8,  has  again  a  school  in  operation. 
District  No.  1,  is  lacking  some  needful  apparatus.  The  school  is  not  as  sat- 
isfactory as  I  should  like.  East  Scotch  Settlement,  No.  5,  has  now  good 
furniture  and  a  very  good  school  room.  In  District  No.  2,  the  enrollment 
is  very  small,  but  the  school  has  been  very  efficiently  conducted. 

All  districts  in  the  parish  of  Studholm,  with  the  exception  of  Nos.  1,  2 
and  22,  have  had  school  some  portion  of  the  year,  most  of  them  throughout 
the  year.  New  furniture  is  needed  in  the  school  at  Lower  Millstream, 
District  No.  13.  This  District  has  a  large  number  of  children,  and  conse- 
•quently  a  class-room  assistant,  holding  a  regular  provincial  license,  is  em- 
ployed. The  apparatus  in  the  school  is  indifferent.  In  Summerfield,  No.  5, 
some  repairs  have  been  made  to  school  property,  and  a  supply  of  apparatus 
obtained.  Sheck,  No.  2^  has,  I  understand,  on  my  recommendation,  en- 
larged the  school  house.  Carsonville,  No.  4,  is  steadily  improving  its 
school,  and  the  condition  of  its  school  property.  A  very  good  class  of 
work  is  being^lone  at  Newtown,  No.  8.  Some  needful  apparatus  should  be 
procured  in  Collina  School,  District  No.  15,  but  as  their  new  school  house 
is  not  yet  paid  for,  I  have  not  urged  them  too  strongly.  Improvements  have 
been  made  to  the  school  house  in  Fenwick  District,  No.  17,  It  looks 
better  and  is  more  comfortable.  District  No.  16,  lacks  a  good  deal  of 
necessary  apparatus  for  an  efficient  school.  I  have  called  the  Trustees' 
iittention  to  the  needs,  but  have,  as  yet,  received  no  intimation  of  com- 
pliance with  my  request. 

New  furniture  and  black-boards  have  been  supplied  for  the  school  in 
Ward's  Creek,  District  No.  7,  Sussex.     The  school  in  Ratter's  Corner,  No. 
11,  is  very  small.     It  is   doubtful  whether  the  school  can  be   continued. 
Yery  satisfactory  work  indeed  continues  to  be  done  in  Drury's  Cove,  No.  ^ 
16.     The  same  teacher  has  been  in  charge  for  over  seven  years. 

Primrose,  Border  District,  No.  2,  Upham,  which  has  had  no  school  for 
«ome  time,  has  under  pressure  again  opened  its  school  house  doors  to  the 
children.  Connor  Settlement,  No.  25,  had  a  school  during  a  part  of  the 
winter  term.  The  Titusville  School,  District  No.  3,  is  in  need  of  new  furn- 
iture. New  furniture  has  recently  been  provided  for  the  school  in  Barnes- 
ville.  No.  1. 
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In  Wallace,  No.  9,  Waterford,  there  has  been  no  school  throughout  the 
year.  Trustees  say  they  could  not  find  a  teacher.  Donegal,  No.  4,  has 
bad  no  school  for  a  similar  reason. 

Kennebecasis  Island,  No,  9,  Westfield,  has  a  very  poor  s  chool  house. 
I  have  recomnaended  that  a  new  one  be  built. 

During  the  year,  I  have  visited  404  schools  and  districts — 230  during  the 
winter  term  and  174  the  summer  term.  I  have  made  more  than  the  usual 
number  of  written  reports  to  Trustees,  and  have  held  several  public  meet- 
ings of  rate-payers.  I  have  endeavored  to  impress  upon  the  people  the 
advantaiiges  to  be  derived  from  uniting  weak  and  sparsely  settled  districts. 
It  is  quite  easy  to  convince  them  of  the  greater  efSciency  that  would  result 
n  school  work,  but  the  fear  of  increased  expense  delays  action. 

The  annual  meeting  ot  the  Kings  County  Institute  was  held  at  Hampton 
in  September.  A  public  meeting,  largely  attended,  was  held  in  the  hall  at 
Hampton  Village.  Interesting  and  instructive  addresses  were  delivered  by 
the  Chief^Superintcndent  of  Education,  Prof.  W.  T«  Raymond,  and  others*.

•^-Since  my  last  report  I  have  been  relieved  from  the  work  in  the  parishes 
of  Westfield,  Greenwich  and  Clarendon,  embracing  in  all  about  seventeen^ 
organized  districts. 
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mat  otten  interiere  now  to  prevent  consoiiaation.  mere  wonia  De  mncn 
more  sentiment  favoarable  to  centralization  if  every  man  conid  be  sure  that 
the  central  school  would  be  in  his  own  district.  From  the  wider  field  for 
selection,  such  boards  should  be  more  progressive  and  intelligent  and  as  in- 
the  towns  some  of  the  members  should  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Educa- 
'on.  It  would  ensure  independent  action  as  to  the  location  of  the  schools^ 
eater  permanency  and  I  believe,  better  salaries  for  the  teachers. 

In   matters   relating   to  assessment  the   change   would  be  greatly  ad- 
intageous. 
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The  St.  John  Board  has  been  so  fortunate  as  to  secure  tb(

Pvpils. — The  attendance  in  both  St.  John  and  Charlotte  C 
greatly  curtailed  by  the  outbreak  of  smallpox  during  the  wintei 
schools  were  closed  altogether  and  in  all  the  fear  of  contagion  kept  many 
pupils  from  school.  In  the  western  part  of  Charlotte  County  there  was 
almost  a  panic  for  a  time.  There  were  great  numbers  of  children  vaccin- 
ated with  no  ill  affects,  and  the  Boards  of  Health  have  notified  teachers  not 
to  admit  pupils  who  have  not  been  vaccinated.  There  has  arisen  an  un- 
reasoning opposition  in  some  localities  to  such  a  very  proper  safeguard  and 
some  districts  are  threatening  to  close  their  schoQls  preferring  ignorance  to 
vaccination. 

The  boy  question  has  been  much  in  evidence  in  St.  John   City  espec- 
ially, during  the  year«     There  is  no  doubt  that  non-attendance  at  school  and 
truancy  exist  in  the  cities.     Parental  control  is  often  weak  and  there  is  at 
present  no  means  but  it,  to  check  these  evils.     Public  sentiment  has  been 
quickened  by  the  recent  occurrences  in  our  midst,  but  it  is  doubtful  if  it  is 
as  yet  sufficiently  pronounced  to  vigorously  enforce  a  compulsory  law.      It 
is  rather  peculiar  that  in  Ontario  and  Nova  Scotia,  where  the  enforceme 
of  attendance  is  optional  with  districts,  and  must  be  voted  upon  each  yeai 
that  they  always  vote  in  favour  of  it  and  with  equal  unanimity  fail  to  carr

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QUEENS  COUNTY. 

Gagetown, — The  County  grammar  school  coDtinues  under  the  charge  of 
Mr.  D.  L.  Mitchell,  B.  A.  and  is  doing  good  work,  pupils  being  prepared 
for  the  University  and  the  Provincial  Normal  School.  Mr.  Geo.  Dingee 
who  taught  the  primary  department  foi*  a  number  of  years  was  compelled  on 
account  of  his  eyesight  to  give  up  the  work  of  teaching.  Miss  Laura  Chase 
is  now  teaching  this  department. 

Ohipman. — ^The  rate  payers  at  the  last  annual  meeting  showed  their 
active  interest  in  maintaining  an  efficient  school  by  voting  more  money  for 
the  teachers'  salary  and  manifesting  a  disposition  to  erect  a  new  school 
building  in  the  near  future.  Mr.  Harvey  P.  Dole  who  had  charge  of  the 
superior  school  for  several  years  resigned  to  attend  the  University  of  New 
Brunswick,  and  the  school  is  now  conducted  by  Mr.  A.  C.  M.  Lawson  who 
has  entered  upon  the  work  earnestly,  and  brings  with  him  the  prestige  of  a 
number  of  years  successful  experience  in  the  work  of  teaching. 

The  rapid  increase  in  population  which  is  already  noticeable  in  the 
village  of  Newcastle,  and  the  probability  of  its  being  the  centre  in  the  de- 
velopment of  the  coal  area  in  that  vicinity,  will  no  doubt  raise  the  village 
school  to  the  rank  of  a  graded,  and  eventually  a  superior  school. 

SUNBURY  COUNTY. 

The  only  graded  and  superior  school  in  this  County  is  F'ton  Junction, 
and  it  is  one  of  the  best  in  this  Inspectoral  district.  The  pupils  in  the 
Normal  School  entrance  examination  have  always  taken  a  high  stand,  and 
the  general  character  of  the  work  of  the  pupils  is  excellent.  Mr.  H.  H. 
Bridges  was  principal  the  first  term,  and  during  the  remainder  of  the  year 
Mr.  F.  N.  Patterson  B.  A.,  and  Mr.  Chas.  L.  Richards.  The  primary 
department  is  taught  by  Miss  Addie  Hartt. 

UNGRADED   SCHOOLS. 

The  large  majority  of  schools  in  this  Inspectoral  district  are  included 
under  this  heading,  and  in  a  report  of  this  length  it  is  of  course  impossible 
to  make  anything  like  a  statement  in  detail  of  their  actual  condition. 
Undoubtedly  what  retards  the  educational  progress  of  these  schools  is  the 
continual  march  of  teachers  from  one  school  to  another,  and  the  short  period 
of  service  during  which  so  many  teachers  are  engaged  in  the  actual  work  of 
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teaching.  During  one  term  a  supervising  officer  may  be  quite  satisfied 
with  the  educational  progress  in  a  whole  parish*  and  yet  in  the  very  next 
term  the  good  work  may  be  almost  obliterated  by  the  inexperience  and 
inefficiency  of  those  in  control, 

The  average  .school  trustee  is  slow  also,  to  appreciate  the  value  of 
experience ;  indeed  it  is  not  uncommon  to  find  the  idea  prevailing  that  the 
teacher  fresh  from  Normal  School  is  like  the  proverbial  new  broom  which 
sweeps  clean. 

There  certainly  has  been  a  marked  improvement  in  the  character  of  the 
interior  decorations  of  our  school  rooms.  In  no  place  has  a  beautiful  picture 
more  influence  for  good  than  on  the  walls  of  jin  elementary  school.  Of 
course  it  is  easy  to  disfigure  a  school  room  with  daubs  of  colour  that  lend 
no  charm  and  do  not  cultivate  taste.  But  it  is  now  easy  for  the  earnest 
teacher  to  procure  pictures  for  this  purpose  which  have  both  beauty  and 
story  as  they  are  within  easy  reach  of  nearly  every  school  in  the  country, 
and  the  providing  of  suitable  frames  is  not  beyond  the  skill  of  pupils  with 
occassional  assistance  from  the  teacher.  The  beneficient  influence  •fa 
beautiful  school  room  is  not  easily  over  estimated,  while  on  the  other  hand 
a  dingy  and  dilipiJated  school  house  is  a  frequent  cau^e  of  disorder  and 
low  aims,  and  it  is  not  an  exceptional  experience  of  a  supervising  officer  to 
note  that  the  removal  of  a  school  from  an  old  building  to  a  new  has  caused 
a  transformation  in  the  school  itself.  It  is  with  pleasure  therefore  that  I 
report  an  improvement  in  this  direction. 

There  has  also  been  improvement  in  school  discipline.  An  Inspector 
may  still  find  some  teachers  attributing  their  failure  in  this  regard  to  ex- 
ternal conditions  such  as  school  surroundings  and  home  training,  when  he 
knows  that  there  are  other  teachers  who  could  step  into  their  places  and 
easily  change  discord  into  harmony. 

Tet  improved  scholarship,  special  training,  combined  with  greater 
natural  aptitude,  and  more  cheerful  manner  among  our  teachers,  have 
produced  more  practical  wisdom  in  dealing  with  the  little  affairs  that  make 
up  school  life,  and  a  very  important  feature  in  the  large  majority  of  our 
schools  today  is  the  cheerful,  even  happy  response  to  all  that  is  required  of 
them  by  the  teacher. 

The  number  of  school  districts  in  which  the  average  attendance  falls 
actually  below  that  required  by  law  is  somewhat  increasing,  particularly  in 
the  Counties  of  Sunbury  and  Queens,  The  enrellment  of  a  number  of 
schools  is  so  small,   however,  that   the  removal  of  one  family  trom  one 
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district  to  another  may  change  the  conditions  of  both,  and  ai 
continual  moving  from  one  district  to  another,  districts  that  i 
come  up  to  the  requirement  may  in  a  year  or  two  more  than  ful 
ditions.  Two  years  ago  many  ot  the  school  districts  bordering  ( 
posed  railroad  line  from  Chipman  to  Fredericton  hardly  fulfill 
ditions  of  the  law.     Since  then  there  has  been  quite  a  change  for  the  better. 

ARBOR   DAY. 

I  have  reported  about  the  same  number  of  districts  as  in  former  years^ 
from  which  I  have  received  an  account  of  what  has  been  done  on  this  day. 
From  personal  examination  I  am  satisfied  that  much  has  been  done*m  schools 
from  which  I  have  received  no  report.  It  is  customary  with  dome  teachers 
to  call  the  roll  in  the  afternoon  and  then  spend  the  rest  of  the  day  in  work- 
ing with  the  pupils  on  the  school  grounds.  It  seems  very  little  use,  how- 
ever, in  attempting  to  set  out  trees  or  shrubs,  or  make  flower  beds,  unless 
the  grounds  are  properly  fenced  and  even  then  much  damage  is  done  in 
vacation  in  those  districts  where  cattle  are  allowed  to  wander  at  will  on 
the  roads,  as  gates  will  occasionally  be  left  open. 

No  County  Institute  was  hel4  in  this  important  district  during  the  year. 
The  Provincial  Teachers  Institute  was  held  in  Fredericton  the  last  week  in 
June,  and  as  the  large  majority  of  teachers  were  present  at  its  session  it  was 
thought  advisable  by  the  executive  committee  to  postpone  the  County 
Institute  till  the  long  term.  Arrangements  have  been  made  to  hold  the 
York  County  Institute  on  the  Thursday  and  Friday  preceding  the  24th 
May.  The  teachers  of  Sunbury  County  will  probably  convene  with  them. 
An  Institute  will  also  be  held  in  Gagetown  probably  in  June.  In  Queens 
County  it  is  not  possible  to  select  a  place  for  holding  a  Teachers'  Institute 
which  is  easy  of  access  to  even  the  majority  of  the  teachers  of  that  County,, 
and  for  that  reason  the  attendance  at  County  Institutes  in  that  County  has 
always  been  proportionately  small.

Provision  is  also  made  by  Sir  William  McDonald  for  th( 
and  support  of  a  travelling  instructor,  whose  duty,  as  nearly  as  I  can  learn, 
will  be  to  place  the  scheme  on  a  practical  working  basis ;  to  proceed  from  school 
to  school  and  supervise  the  manual  and  field  work;  to  give  lessons  in  natural 
science;  to  encourage  and  aid  the  consolidation  of  districts;  and  in  general 
to  see  that  the  intentions  of  ISir  Wm.  McDonald  in  establishing  these  schools 
are  properly  fulfilled.  This  will  be  strenuous  work  for  some  years  to  come 
and  on  the  ability  and  energy  displayed  in  its  prosecution  the  success 
of  the  scheme  will  mainly  depend.  All  will  be  pleased  to  learn  that  Mr. 
John  Brittain  has  been  appointed  to^the  position  of  Travelling  Instructor, 
and  all  will  unite  in  saying  that  the  right  man  has  been  chosen  for  the  right 
place. 

I  have  dwelt  upon  this  subject  at  some  length,  but  not  longer,  perhaps 
than  its  importance  demands,  for  I  regard  the  establishment  of  these  schools 
as  a  very  decided  gain  in  the  way  of  educational  progress  and  a  promise  of 
better  things  for  the  country  district  which  will  thus  obtain  benefits  and 
privileges  not  now  within  its  reach,  and  which  might  otherwise  be  indefinitely 
postponed. 

Appended  are  some  notes  on  the  educational  condition  of  each  parish 
in  my  Inspectorate. 

Aberdeen, — A  handsome  and  up-to  date  schoolhonse  has  been  erected  in 
Glassville.  There  are  no  strong  cross  lights  in  the  schoolroom  to  injure  the 
sight  of  the  pupils,  the  windows  being  placed  chiefiy  on  the  south  side  of 
the  house.  On  the  north  side  several  small  windows  about  a  foot  sqnare  are 
placed  near  the  ceiling  lor  the  purpose  of  ventilation.  The  children  living 
in  the  lower  end  of  this  district  are  conveyed  to  and  from  school  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Section  57  of  the  School  Manual.  The  people 
living  in  Ketchum  Ridge  are  anxious  to  have  a  school  district  established 
there.  As  there  are  only  six  families  (representing  fifteen  children)  it  will 
be  hard  for  them  to  successfully  maintain  a  school. 

This  is  one  of  the  many  hardships  connected  with  pioneer  life  in  isolated 
localities.  Every  effort  will  be  made  however  to  carry  out  their  wishes, 
if  it  be  possible. 

Nortbfield  No.  13  comes  under  the  haad  of  Section  121  of  the  Act. 
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BrigJUon. — At  the  close  of  the  last  school  year  Mr.  John  Page  succeeded 
Mr.  Jos.  Howe  as  Piincipal  of  the  Superior  School  at  Hartland.  This  school 
has  three  graded  departments.  The  school  in  Hay  ward,  No.  13,  was  closed 
this  term.  East  Cloverdale,  No.  19,  after  a  long  period  of  inaction  is  now 
operating  a  school  continuously.  Highgate,  No.  18,  has  less  than  twelve 
children  of  school  age,  and  it  will  be  necessary  to  have  them  conveyed  to 
Ashland,  No.  10.    The  school  in  No.  15  waa  in  operation  this  term. 

Kent, — The  house  in  Egypt,  No.  IJ,  has  been  repaired  and  painted.  A 
new  house  will  probably  be  erected  next  year  in  Moose  Mountain,  No.  5. 
It  is  very  much  needed.  In  the  locality  commonly  known  as  "  The  Gore,'' 
there  are  a  number  of  children  to  whom  school  privileges  should  be  ex- 
tended. The  people  are  poor,  and  scattered  over  quite  an  extent  of  terri* 
tory.  but  I  believe  they  could  support  a  school  by  making  a  strong  effort, 
and  I  hope  to  have  a  district  established  and  a  school  in  operation  there  in 
the  near  future. 

The  tide  of  affairs  is  flowing  quite  smoothly  now  in  the  De  Merchant 
Settlement,  and  school  is  kept  in  constant  operation. 

Northampton — After  being  in  pperation  about  a  month  of  the  present 
term,  the  school  in  No.  3  was  closed  on  account  of  the  illness  of  the  teacher, 
Miss  Ethel  Bourne. 

Grafton  is  now  operating  an  ungraded  school.  The  enrolment  at  the 
time  of  my  last  visit  was  forty.  The  removal  of  several  families  from  Kil- 
marnock, No,  11,  has  rendered  it  impossible  for  the  few  remaining  ratepayers 
to  support  a  school,  and  the  district  is  nowdisorganized. 

Peel, — The  new  school  house  in  Mt.  Pleasant,  No.  4,  is  nearly  com- 
pleted and  will  shortly  be  ready  for  occupancy.  The  arrangements  for 
Tentilation  and  the  admission  of  light  are  not  quite  modern,  as  the  trustees 
were  averse  to  having  the  windows  placed  principally  on  one  side  of  the 
house,  but  in  other  respects  it  is  a  handsome  and  serviceable  building.  The 
school  in  this  district  was  closed  last  terra,  but  it  was  reopened  this  term  in 
the  old  school  house  under  the  management  of  Mr.  John  Guy.  With  this 
exception  all  the  schools  of  the  parish  were  in  constant  operation  during  the 
year. 

Richmond. — The  house  in  Debec,  No.  3,  has  been  repaired  and  new 
out-buildings  have  been  erected.  Repairs  are  greatly  needed  on  the  house 
in  Monument,  No.  11  A.  Greenville,  No.  13,  has  barely  the  prescribed 
number  of  pupils  for  the  operation  of  a  school,  and  it  is  probable  that  they 
will  be  conveyed  to  the  school  at  McKenzie  Corner. 
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Simonds. — Mr.  Fred  Squiers  has  succeeded  Mi 
B.  A.,  as  Principal  of  the  Superior  School  at  Fl 
the  time  that  Mr.  Hamilton  was  in  charge,  he 
proved  the  rfHciency  of  the  school,  but  by  his  persona 
procuring  n)u<.!h  needed  apparatus.

— At  the  time  of  my  last  visit  to  Arthurette,  the  school  was 
islosed,  and  everything  in  the  school  room  had  a  battered  and  neglected 
appearai^ce.  The  trustees  then  promised  to  set  things  to  rights,  and  I  pre- 
eume  they  have  done  so,  though  I  have  not  since  heard  from  them.  There 
is  a  well  equipped  school  in  the  new  district  at  Plaster  Rock,  No.  4.  The 
school  in  Sisson  Ridge  was  closed  at  the  time  of  my  visit  in  September  last. 

Grand  Falls. — Mr.  J.  C.  Carruthers  has  succeeded  Mr.  M.  L.  Hay- 
ward  aH  principal  of  the  Superior  School  at  Grand  Falls,  which  now  con- 
tains four  graded  departments.  The  school  in  Silver  Beach,  No.  5,  was  re- 
opened this  term,  an  unlicensed  teacher  being  placed  in  charge.  The  two 
schools  in  the  California  Settlement  are  operated  in  a  very  unsatisfactory 
way.  The  house  in  South  California  has  outlived  its  usefulness  for  school 
purposes,  and  should  be  replaced  by  a  new  one* 

Lome. — There  is  a  good  school  in  Riley  Brook,  No.  4.  The  teacher  is  ' 
Mr.  H.  M.  Manzer.  Nictau,  No.  5,  is  about  sixty  miles  up  the  Tobique 
river,  and  on  account  of  its  remote  situation  finds  it  very  difficult  to  procure 
a  teacher.  Owing  to  the  energy  of  the  Secretary,  Mr.  W.  M.  Miller,  this 
difficulty  has  generally  been  surmounted,  but  no  teacher  was  available  this 
term,  and  the  school  could  not  be  reopened.  The  remaining!districtB  of  the 
parish  succeeded  in  obtaining  teachers. 

Pet'th. — Repairs  are  needed  on  the  house  in  Forest  Glen,  No.  4,  and 
better  apparatus  should  he  provided.  This  district  is  small  and  barely  con- 
tains twelve  children.  The  Scotch  Colony  in  this  parish  contains  four  dis- 
tricts, namely,  Upper  Kintore,  No.  9 ;  Lower  Kintore,  No.  *10 ;  Bon 
Accord,  No.  11 ;  and  Lower  Kincardine,  No.  12.  A  new  house  is  needed 
in  Lower  Kintore.  No  school  was  operated  there  this  term.  The  house  in 
Upper  Kintore  is  beginning  to  wear  a  very  dilapidated  appearance.  The 
schools  in  Bon  Accord  and  Lower  Kincardine  are  very  well  equipped,  but 
the  enrolment  in  both  districts  is  small.

A  general  meeting  was  to  have  been  held  shortly 
after  to  consider  this  recommendation,  but  as  it  was  thought  best  to  postpone 
it  until  a  later  and  more  favorable  date,  the  notices  will  not  be  issued  until 
February  or  March  next

Sir, — ^I  have  the  hoDor  to  sabmit  to  yon  my  annoal  report  on  the  condt 
ditioD  of  the  Public  Schools  in  mj  Inspectoral  District,  for  the  year  endec 
December  Slst,  1902.  In  this  report  is  included  the  second  term  of  th( 
year  1901,  for  the  Parish  of  Ro^erville,  Acadieville,  St.  Louis  and  Carletoa 
and  the  County  of  Madawaska, 

This  being  my  first  experience  as  an  Inspector,  I  cannot  make  any  com 
parison  with  former  years.  I  shall,  therefore,  limit  my  remarks  to  actus 
facts,  as  noted  in  the  course  of  my  inspection. 

There  are  Sll  School  Districts  in  this  Inspectorate,  viz :  107  in  thi 
County  of  Gloucester,  88  in  the  County  of  Kent,  72  in  the  County  of  Mada 
waska.  19  in  the  County  of  Northumberland,  17  in  the  County  of  Victoria 
and  8  in  the  County  of  Bestigouche.  Of  these,  27  are  unorganized  anc 
16  are  in  an  encouraging  state  of  organization.  Of  graded  schools,  there  arc 
in  the  County  of  Gloucester,  10  districts  with  32  departments;  in  the  Count] 
of  Kent,  1  district  with  4  departments;  in  the  County  of  Madawaska,  3  dis 
tricts  with  11  departments;  and  in  the  County  of  Northumberland,  1  distrid 
with  2  departments.  This  makes  in  all,  305  schools  and  departments  in  thif 
Inspectoral  Division. 

GLOUCESTER  COUNTY.

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city  schools.  There  are  far  too  many  pupils  in  all  of  our  school  rooms, 
whose  awkward  postures  aud  ungraceful  movements  show  plainly  enough 
the  necessity  of  such  training.  Nor  would  it  take  a  great  amount  of  time  to 
correct  such  undesirable  tendencies.  Fifteen  minutes  of  continuous  training 
daily  would  be  qnite  enough  to  produce  a  marked  change  in  the  personal 
appearance  of  an  entire  room,  and  would  undoubtedly  tend  to  promote 
that  grace  and  ease  of  bodily  carriage  which  everyone  should  try  to  secure. 

MANUAL  TRAINING   AND   COOKING   SCHOOL. 

It  seems  as  though  the  time  had  arrived  when  some  form  of  manual 
training  work  should  be  provided  for  boys  of  the  7th  and  8th  grades.  The 
experiment  has  been  made  in  connection  with  the  schools  of  Fredericton 
under  the  direction  of  Mr.  McCready  and  has  been  quite  successful  there. 
There  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  such  a  school  would  be  found  to  work 
well  if  established  here.  An  effort  should  also  be  made  at  the  same  time  to 
establish  a  school  in  which  girls  of  the  same  grades  could  be  taught  how  to 
cook.  For  my  own  part  I  believe  the  educational  value  of  such  a  school 
would  be  even  great^  than  that  of  a  school  for  manual  training ;  and  nothing 
ol  greater  practical  worth  could  be  imparted  to  the  girls  in  those  grades 
th<n  a  knowledge  of  scientific  cookery.  If  such  knowledge  could  be 
^LNcrally  diffused,  there  would  in  a  very  short  time  be  a  marked  improve- 
ment in  the  health,  the  comfort  and  even  the  morals  of  an  entire  community. 
Who  can  tell  but  that  it  might  prove  the  best  way  to  teach  scientific 
temperance? 

HIGH  SCHOOL   ENTRANCE   EXAMINATION. 

In  June,  1901,  the  total  number  of  pupils  who  tried  this  examination 
m  St.  John,  was  258,  a  number  much  larger  than  in  any  previous  year. 
Out  of  this  number  228  passed,  and  30  failed.

OUR  FOBWARD   UOVEHBNT. 

The  great  English  educator,  Edward  Tbriog,  said  io  speaking  of  his 
school,  **that  proper  machinery  for  work,  proper  tools  of  all  sorts,  are  at 
least  as  necessary  in  making  a  boy  take  a  given  shape  as  in  making  a  deal 
box."  The  machinery  and  tools  in  a  school  are  the  buildings  and  appliances 
library,  grounds,  etc.  If  the  buildings  be  overcrowded,  the  appliances 
meagre,  the  library  indifferent  and  the  grounds  contracted,  the  teachers 
work  at  a  great  disadvantage.  The  first  and  most  important  piece  of 
machinery  necessary  to  a  well  organized  echool,  is  its  building  or  buildings 
in  which  the  school  is  carried  on.  This  fact  has  always  been  taken  into 
consideration  in  this  institution,  and  when  the  growth  in  the  number  of  the 
pupils  imperatively  demanded  more  school  room,  music  rooms,  dormitories 
or  other  accommodation  an  appeal  has  been  made  to  the  legislature  and  to 
the  public  and  the  response  has  always  been  most  encouraging.  In  1890 
with  thirty-one  pupils  it  was  felt  that  additional  room  was  required  and  with 
the  help  of  the  legislature  and  the  friends  of  the#chooI  the  east  wing  of  the 
building  was  erected.  In  1895  when  the  pupiU  had  grown  to  seventy  in 
number,  the  accommodation  was  felt  to  he  inadequate.  The  legislature  and 
poblio  were  again  appealed  to  and  the  commodious  west  wing  was  erected. 
The  pupils  now  number  one  hundred  and  twenty-one  and  many  others  are 
seeking  admission.  Increased  accommodation  is  urgently  required  and 
believing  that  the  public  would  support  any  reasonable  effort  that  might  be 
made  to  promote  the  welfare  of  those  who  are  deprived  of  sight,  a  large 
up-to-date  schojl  building  has  been  planned  and  the  work  upon  the  same 
commenced. 

THE  NEW  BUILDING. 

It  has  been  decided  to  erect  the  new  school  building  south  of  the  pres- 
ent building,  connected  with  it  by  a  covered  way  or  corridor.  In  the  new 
school  building  will  be  concentrated  all  the  regular  work  of  the  school.  The 
building  will  contain  in  addition  to  school  rooms,  music  rooms,  tuning  rooms

i  an  assembly  hall;  a  printing  office,  manual  training  department,  a  gym- 
num  for  boys,  a  gymnasium  for  girls,  lavatories,  etc.  In  the  southern 
.'tion  there  are  to  be  dormitories,  and  other  accommodation  for  pupils  in  the 
dergarten  and  primary  divisions.

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public  grows  seDtimentaly  perhaps  becanse  it  really  cares  aboat  readj-made 
clothes  and  does  not  care  aboot  edacation.  The  protest  of  the  individual 
seems  to  count  for  nothing  and  certainly  effects  little.  After  a  short  experi- 
ence he  finds  that  it  is  not  consistent  with  self  respect  to  be  continually  com- 
plaining ot  poverty  and  hard  treatment;  and  he  accepts  his  lot  with  more  or 
less  resignation  till  he  can  remedy  it  for  himself.  That  remedy  he  general- 
ly finds  in  leaving  the  profession  and  betaking  himself  to  an  occupation 
where  an  honest  wage  is  paid  for  an  honest  day's  work.  And  I  see  no  other 
way  out  for  the  individual  but  to  abandon  the  profession. 

It  is  true  that,  in  the  long  run,  the  standard  of  living  has  a  great  deal  to 
do  with  the  determination  ot  the  standard  of  remuneration.  No  one  who 
has  given  any  attention  to  labour  questions  can  neglect  this  side  of  the 
problem;  but  we  must  be  careful  to  understand  how  the  standard « of  living 
acts  in  the  determination  of  wages.  It  is  not  because  of  the  labourer's  needs, 
not  even  because  he  refuses  to  work  for  less,  but  because  the  public  really 
wants  what  he  produces  and  will  pay  more  rather  than  go  without.  If  pro- 
duction is  to  be  continued,  the  necessary  labourers  must  be  paid. 

But  if  the  public  is  indifferent  about  the  product,  neither  the  necessity 
ot  the  labourer  nor  his  refusal  to  work  will  avail.  This  unfortunately  is  too 
often  the  case  with  education.  The  public  does  not  care  much  about  the 
product;  and  therefore,  the  protest  of  the  worker  is  apt  to  go  unheeded, 
i  specially  when  there  are  many  competitors  who,  through  inexperience,  are 
ready  to  accept  the  rate  of  wages  of  which  complaint  is  made.  An  appeal 
to  the  standard  of  living  can  accomplish  little  for  the  individual  even  when 
it  is  accompanied  by  a  refusal  to  work  on  poor  terms  :  even  a  joint  protest 
and  threat  to  strike  can  effect  little,  if  the  public  do  not  care  enough  about 
the  product  to  dread  even  the  possibility  of  a  diminution  of  the  supply. 
What  is  required  to  make  the  standard  of  living  effectual  as  a  determinant 
of  wages  is  diminution  of  the  supply  of  the  required  laborer.  The  teacher 
is  in  a  peculiarly  difficult  position,  when  he  tries  to  make  his  standard  of 
living  effectual  as  a  determinant  of  his  wages,  because  in  the  first  place  the 
public  does  not  value  very  highly  the  product  of  his  labour,  and  becau^e^ 
in  the  second,  whatever  the  individual  may  do,  the  supply  of  teachers  is 
kept  up.  I  fancy  that  the  relatively  high  wages  of  third  class  teachers 
shows  that  the  supply  there  is  not  equal  to  the  demand ;  for  the  best  teachers 
je  demand  at  a  sufficient  price  is  far  below  the  supply. 

In  the  long  run  the  wages  of  teachers  are  determined  by  demand  and 
upply.  The  teacher  can  only  indirectly  influence  the  demand,  and  his 
ower  to  determine  supply  is  also  limited.     There  is  not  much  hope  of 
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that  they  think  that  the  machiDe  cao  do  everylhing,  and  are  ignoraDt  of  the 
fact  that  Ijhe  more  highly  organized  the  machinery  is,  the  greater  the  demands 
made  on  the  skill  of  the  labourer;  is  not  qaite  obvioas;  and  this  is  perhaps 
giving  too  elaborate  an  explanation  of  what,  in  its  last  analysis,  is  simply 
old  f'lHhioned  greed  and  ignorance.     But  the  plain  matter  ot  fact  is  that  the 
average  board  of  school  trustees  who  are  the  immediate  employers,  and  the 
public  who  are  the  ultimate  employers  and  purchasers,  do  not  apparently  bi 
lieve  in  the  existence  of  quality  in  teaching  and  would  not  pay  for  it  if  thej 
did.     The  educational  problem  for  them  is  how  to  fulfil,  or  to  evade,  thei 
duties  at  the  least  possible  cost  to  the  ratepayers. 
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A  large  part  of  the  responsibility  for  this  state  of  affairs  is  due  to  ttie 
administrative  policy  of  the  provinoe  which  has  been  guilty  at  once 
of  too  much  centralization  and  of  too  much  decentralization.  This 
is  not  the  place  to  enter  into  a  discussion  of  the  reasons  why 
our  providcial  administration  does  so  much  more  of  the  work 
of  the  province  than  Ontario,  for  instance,  does.  Our  early  history 
partly  accounts  for  it.  It  was  one  of  the  difficulties  in  the  way  of  financial 
adjustment  at  the  time  of  confederation,  and  governments  have  been  criticized 
in  our  local  politics  for  attempting  to  secure  a  better  distribution  of  respon- 
sibilities between  the  province  and  the  municipalities.  In  educational 
matters  the  central  authority  has  had  too  much  to  do  and  has  borne  too 
large  a  share  of  the  expense ;  and  the  local  districts  have  been  relieved  from 
their  responsibilities,  with  the  result  that  they  do  not  realize  their  responsi- 
bility. On  the  other  hand  there  has  been,  under  the  stimulus  of  the  idea 
that  the  benefits  of  education  should  be  universal,  too  much  decentralization 
so  that  there  is  almost  a  board  of  school  trustees  (or  every  district  school. 
(A  compulsory  school  law  would  have  accomplished  the  end  more  effectually 
but  there  are  sinister  interests  opposed  to  a  compulsory  law.)  It  would  be 
hopeless  to  expect  to  obtain  by  any  dystem  of  selection  within  such  limited 
areas  men  qualified  by  interest  in,  and  knowledge  of  educational  require- 
ments ;  but  by  a  curious  anomaly  in  politics,  these  minute  districts  are 
granted  a  right  of  self-government  in  matters  educational  which  is  denied 
to  the  cities.  The  city  of  St.  John  or  the  city  of  Fredericton  cannot  be 
trusted  to  manage  its  own  educational  affairs,  and  the  board  of  trustees  has 
to  be  nominated,  partly  by  the  government,  and  partly  by  the  city  council. 
Net  even  the  most  fanatical  admirer  of  democracy,  at  least  if  he  has  any 
interest  in  education,  will  complain  of  this  arrangement  if  he  has  regard  to 
the  dignity  and  cdaracter  of  our  city  board  of  trustees  as  compared  with  our 
city  councils.  This  principal  of  selection  has  given  us  generally  very 
adequate  city  boards ;  but  in  the  rural  districts  the  principle  of  direct  local 
election  is  allowed,  and  the  result  too  often  is  beneath  contempt,  if  all  that  is 
said  be  true.  The  area  of  the  constituency  is  too  small  to  attract  men 
willing  to  serve  and  in  many  cases  the  board  is  composed  of  those  anxious 
to  keep  down  the  taxes  and  willing  to  close  the  school,  if  need  be,  to  effect 
their  purpose.  These  are  the  immediate  employers  of  the  teacher :  these  are 
the  people  who  pass  upon  the  teacher's  application  :  these  are  the  peopio 
who  adjudicate  on  his  work.sometimes  themselves  illiterate,  very  frequently 
inefficient,  generally  indifferent  to  education,  these  men  constitute  the 
demand  for  teachers ;  and  so  long  as  the  ignorant  and  indifferent  are  allowed 
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several  schools  and  in  this  way  it  is  possible  they  might  come  to  an  under- 
standing that  it  paid  the  community  to  pay  more  and  have  the  work  done, 
rather  th'\n  to  pay  less  and  have  it  simply  attempted* 

It  is  not  probable  that  very  much  in  the  matter  of  higher  wages  would 
result  from  this  reform.  I  do  not  think  that  wages  would  be  increased 
to  such  an  extent  that  the  exodus  from  the  profession  of  the  energetic  and 
ambitious  would  be  checked.  Its  value  would  be  negative  rather  than 
positive,  although  in  the  end  the  cumulative  result  might  be  considerable. 
It  would  at  least  prevent  the  employment  of  a  third-class  teacher  where  a 
iSrst  should  be  employed;  and  it  would  stop  those  beggarly  and  shameful 
attempts  to  coerce  the  department  into  issuing  special  licenses  under  threat 
of  closing  school  altogether  if  it  is  not  permitted  to  them  to  conduct  it  oa 
the  cheapest  plan.  In  this  negative  way,  by  checking  the  demand  tor  cheap 
teachers*  and  by  improving  the  demand,  it  would  improve  the  position  of 
the  teacher,  and  might  lead  to  various  increases  of  the  average  wage,  and 
even  to  better  wages,  to  letainan  efficient  teacher.  How  far  this  end  would 
be  assisted  by  rules  and  regulations  prescribing  some  relation  between  the 
county  assessment  of  the  district  and  the  class  of  teacher  employed,  I  can- 
not say ;  though  the  experiment  is  worth  trying. 

The  most,  however,  that  we  can  expect  of  the  rural  districts  is  that  they 
shall  cease  to^be  an  active  agent  In  the  degradation  of  the  teachers'  position. 
Even  with  the  best  intentions,  they  cannot  do  much  to  meet  the  chief  diffi- 
culty for  which  the  system  of  grading  of  wages  is  required.  They  cannot 
prevent  the  exodus  of  the  best,  those  whom  the  province  has  spent  much 
money  to  train  at  Normal  School  and  University.  The  rural  school  districts 
are  poor,  and  no  increase  which  is  within  their  power  would  be  effectual  in 
retaining  the  ambitious.  No  matter  how  fully  they  recognized  the  value  of 
experience  and  training,  they  cannot  be  expected  to  pay  sufficient  salaries 
to  offset  the  attractions  elMOwhere.  Indeed  the  whole  system  of  graduated 
wages  seems  open  to  the  same  objection.  It  hardly  considers  how  much  has 
to  be  counteracted.  We  have  to  place  the  net  advantages  of  a  teacher's 
position  in  New  Brunswick  in  comparison  with  the  net  advantages  in  the 
United  Statet, — with  the  net  advantages  of  professions  which,  for  one  reason 
or  another,  bring  more  social  esteem, — with  the  church,  medicine  and  law,^T 
and  in  an  increasing  degree  with  business.  We  have  to  remember  that  the 
great  and  increasing  majority  of  our  teachers  are  women  ;  and  that  no  scheme 
of  graduated  wages  according  to  experience  will  lessen  the  attractiveness  of 
marriage,  nor  is  it  desirable  from  a  social  point  of  view  that  tbey  should; 
and  we  must  also  remember  that  marriage  usually  places  a  term  to  women's 
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pareDtly  restore  payment  by  resalts]  and  tbe  inspectors  wonld  be  the  last  to 
wish  tbe  increase  to  depend  on  their  personal  reports.  Yet  a  system  there 
must  be,  and  time  is  apparently  the  only  definite  standard  available;  and  it  is 
a  bad  one.  In  one  form  it  might  be  applied.  Teachers  of  the  second  and 
third  classes  might,  after  seven  years'  service,  be  deprived  of  their  certifi- 
cates, for  remaining  so  long  in  the  ranks  of  the  least  efficient. 

But  we  cannot  rest  with  merely  a  negative  result,  because  the  situation 
is  serious  and  is  becoming  more  serious.  The  University,  as  I  have  said, 
has  very  wisely  opened  its  doors  on  favourable  terms  to  first  class  teachers; 
and  a  large  proportion  of  its  matriculated  students  are  from  the  ranks  ot  the 
teaching  profession.  That  was  wisely  done,  but  we  cannot  stop  there.  We 
must  try  to  keep  these  teachers  in  the  province.  Mere  regulations  will  not 
do  it.  You  must  make  it  worth  their  while  to  stay;  or,  to  use  the  language 
of  the  economist,  you  must  make  the  net  attractions  of  the  teaching  profes- 
sion in  tlie  Province  equal  to  the  net  attractions  elsewhere  or  in  other  pro- 
fessions. 

But  how  is  this  to  be*done?  We  may  obtain  some  guidance  by  con* 
sidering  other  occupations  of  a  somewhat  similar  character,  those  in  fact 
which  draw  from  tbe  teaching  profession  at  present.  The  characteristic  of 
professional  salaries  is  generally  a  more  or  less  prolonged  period  of  small 
earnings,  followed  by  a  fair  measure  of  success  and  in  some  cases  by  great 
fikuccess.  We  need  not  consider  exceptions,  though  there  are  such,  but  the 
young  doctor  or  lawyer  must  make  his  account  with  the  expenses  of  a  more 
or  less  prolonged  apprenticeship  or  period  of  study,  to  be  followed  in  some 
cases  by  a  longer  period  of  waiting  for  a  practice. 

Tbe  teacher  after  a  comparatively  short  training  of  three  or  four  years 
at  the  most  if  he  takes  a  college  course  first,  may  commence  with   an  initial 
salary  of  $700  to  $1000.     So  far  the   advantnge  is   on   the   teacher's   side. 
But  still  the  othegr  professions  draw  men  away,  and  the  reason  is  that  they 
offer  chances  of  great  surcess.     It  is   at  bottom   the   same   instinct   as   the 
gambler's,  ^^double  or  quits";  and  the   young  men  have    confidence  enough 
in  themselves  that  tbe  prizes  will  fall  to  them.     Were  it  not   for   this  confi- 
dence, the  number  of  aspirants  would  be    much  less   in    some   occupations. 
More  money  has  been  sunk  in  the  Klondike  than    will   be   taken   out  of  it; 
but  there  are  chances  of  ^'striking  it  rich."    In  most  of  the  professions  it  is, 
'  3wever,  not  pure   gambling,  because   ability  can    usually  command  a  com- 
etence,  even  if  the  great  prizes  be   missed.     A   young   doctor  may  never 
>me  to  be  entitled  to  a  specalist*s  fees,  but  he  may  command  a  competence 
a  general  practitioner.     A  young  lawyer  may  never  rise  to  the  position 
I  bis  profession  of  being  able  to  refuse  a  seat  on  the  bench  because  of  the 
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IL— CENTRALIZATION  OF  SCHOOLS.

The  most  rotnarkable  phenomenon  of  the  century  just  closed  has  been 
the  development  of  popular  education,  indeed,  its  spread  may  be  placed  in 
the  last  half  century,  and  much  of  the  boasted  progress  made  by  the  world 
in  that  time  may  be  traced  to  this  cause  more  than  to  any  other.  It  has 
revolutionized  social  and  industrial  polity,  and  countries  are  now  ranked  in 
importance  not  by  their  revenues,  expenditures  or  standing  armies,  but  by 
their  relative  expenditures  per  head  for  popular  education,  I  need  not 
contrast  the  position  of  such  couotries  as  Germany,  United  States,  Great 
Britain ;  with  Spain,  Turkey,  Central  and  South  America.  You  can  do 
that  for  yourselves. 

It  is  the  age  of  the  newspaper,  the  magazine  and  the  public  library,, 
the  demand  for  which,  has  been  created  by  the  advancing  ictelligence  of  the 
masses. 

In  response  to  it,  colleges,  universities,  high  schools  and  university 
extension  courses  have  been  established  throughout  the  land.  Public  and 
private  beneficence  and  philanthropy  flourish  as  they  have  never  done  be- 
fore, and  much  of  it  has  been  poured  but  in  the  cause  of  education. 

Witness  the  magnificent  bequests  made  to  educational  institutions  in 
recent  years  in  the  United  States,  not  after  the  death  but  during  the  life 
time  of  the  donors.  It  is  Mr.  Andrew  Carnegie,  who  said  *Ho  die  rich  is 
to  die  disgraced*'  and  he  is  proving  his  sincerity  by  distributing  millions  to 
colleges  and  libraries.  After  Lord  Kitchener  had  beaten  the  Arabs  in 
battle  he  undertook  their  real  conquest  by  the  establishment  of  a  college  at 
Khartoum.  Cecil  Rhodes  recognized  the  proper  mode  of  promoting  the 
"nion  of  the  British  race  by  giving  them  a  common  education. 

The  United  States  when  they  wished  to  reconcile  the  Cubans  to  certain 
>nditions,  sent  for  their  teachers  and  instructed  them.  They  sent  to  the 
hillipines  teachers,  knowing  well  that  they  would  be  more  powerful  than 
L*mie8  to  bring  about  pacification  and  real  conquest. 
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The  ooantry  district  contiuaes,  as  it  always  has  and  always  will,  to  sup* 
ply  an  infusioD  of  vigorous  manhood  and  womanhood  to  the  town .  It  has 
been  said  that  there  are  "hot  tHree  generations  from  shirtsleeves  to  shirt- 
sleeves." 

Let  QS  examine  more  closely  some  of  the  conditions  found  in  the  rural 
districts  at  present. 

Our  Superintendent  reports  that  there  are  in  the  Province  something  like 
500  schools,  with  an  average  of  less  than  12  pupils.  But  you  may  say  it  is  a 
comparatively  poor  country.  It  is  not  more  true  of  this  Province  than  of 
other  places. 

It  happens  that  ungraded  rural  schools  with  very  small  attendance  are 
to  be  found  in  the  most  thickly  peopled  states  and  often  in  proximity  to  large 
•ities. 

New  York,  the  richest  state  in  the  union,  in  1895  reported  298S  schools 
with  an  attendance  of  less  than  10  pupils  each,  and  7,529  with  less  than  20. 

Rhode  Island  reported  64  out  of  its  263  schools  as  having  fewer  than  10 
pupils  each,  Iowa  3200  with  an  attendance  of  less  than  10  and  6373  with  an 
attendance  of  less  than  15.  Maine,  I  think,  has  been  reported  as  having 
1500  schools  with  an  attendance  of  less  than  10.  I  could  add  almost  indefin- 
itely to  this  list  but  so  much  will  show  that  our  case  is  not  by  any  means 
exceptional. 

The  small  school  is  necessarily  the  weak  school,  isolated,  classification 
impossible,  emulation  unfelt,  enthusiasm  absent.  I  have  often  heard  it  said 
that  there  was  a  better  opportunity  for  individual  teaching  in  the  country 
school  than  in  the  graded.  That  opinion  can  only  be  held  by  those  who 
have  had  no  experience  in  ungraded  schools  or  by  barking  back  to  the 
experience  of  long  ago,  when  the  three  R's  were  the  features  of  the  cur- 
riculum and  classification  was  unknown.  In  even  a  very  small  school  with 
eight  or  ten  subjects  to  be  dealt  with  and  furnishing  the  same  number  of 
classes  with  a  much  more  irregular  attendance,  individual  instruction  is  well 
nigh  impossible.  Emerson  E.  White,  LL.  D.,in  a  paper  before  the 
National  Council  of  Education,  U.  S,,  1894,  says,  *<We  sometimes  hear  of 
the  old-time  country  school  in  which  there  were  no  classes,  each  pupil  being 
taught  by  himself,  if  taught  at  all ;  but  this  school  exists  in  imagination,  I 
am  satisfied,  and  not  in  history.  If  ever  it  had  an  existence,  it  certainly 
preceded  the  organization  of  the  common  school,  if  it  did  not  precede  any 
school  composed  of  more  than  ten   pupils. 

My  father  was  a  pupil  in  one  of  the  early  common  schools  of  New 
England  and  I  was  a  pupil  in  a  still  more  piimitive  school  in  the  then  back- 
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own  experience  and  from  that  of  others  the  principal  argaments  used  on  both 
sides  in  order  to  give  conciseness  to  the  discussion  which  may  follow. 
Arguments  in  favour : 

1.  It  will  secure  better  teachers.  .Teachers  in  small  ungraded  schools 
are  usually  of  limited  education,  training  or  experience,  or  are  past  the  age 
of  competition.  The  salaries  paid  in  cities  and  villages  allow  a  wide  range 
in  the  selection  ot  teachers. 

2 .  It  permits  a  better  grading  of  the  schools  and  classification  of  the 
pupils.  Consolidation  allows  pupils  to  be  placed  where  they  can  work  to 
the  best  advantage;  the  various  subjects  of  study  to  be  wisely  selected  and 
correlated,  and  more  time  to  be  given  to  recitation. 

3.  It  adds  the  stimulating  influences  of  large  classes,  with  the  resulting 
enthusiasm  and  generous  rivalry.  The  discipline  and  training  are  in- 
valuable. 

4.  It  aflords  the  broader  companionship  and  culture  that  come  from 
association.    > 

5.  It  opens  the  doors  to  more  schooling  and  to  schools  of  a  higher 
grade. 

6.  It  results  in  better  attendance  of  pupils,  as  proved  by  the  experi- 
ence in  places  where  it  has  been  tried. 

7.  It  leads  to  better  school  buildings,  better  equipment,  a  larger 
supply  of  books,  charts,  maps  and  apparatus.  All  these  naturally  follow  a 
concentration  of  people^  wealth  and  intelligence,  and  aid  in  making  good 
schools.  The  wise  expenditure  implied  in  these  better  appointments  is 
good  economy,  for  the  cost  per  pupil  is  really  much  less  than  the  cost  in 
small  and  widely  separated  districts. 

8.  It  quickens  public  interest  in  the  schools,  pride  in  the  quality  of 
the  work  done,  secures  a  greater  sympathy  and  a  better  fellowship  through- 
out the  community. 

9.  It  permits  more  thorough  and  more  easily  accomplished  supervision. 

10.  Greater  punctuality  would  be  secured  as  well  as  a  more  regular 
attendance  and  pupils  would  not  need  to  go  away  from  home  to  obtain  ad- 

anoed  instruction, 
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little  district  schools  are  kept  in  operation  to  furnish  jobs  for  the  relatives 
and  friends  of  the  trustees. 

11.  That  the  pupils  receive  less  individual  attention  in  the  large 
school. 

12.  Natural  proneness  of  some  people  to  object  to  the  removal  of  acy 
ancient  landmark,  or  to  any  innovation,  however  worthy  the  measure  or 
however  well  received  elsewhere. 

1  have  already  anticipated  some  of  the  objections  enumerated,  but  a 
little  further  examination  of  some  of  these  may  not  be  out  ot  place. 

Bad  Roads. — If  centralization  of  schools  will  be  an  agency  to  secure 
better  roads,  it  is  a  consummation  to  be  desired.  A  demand  for  such  must 
precede  the  facilities  and  one  of  the  instruments  may  well  be  the  necessities 
created  by  centralization  of  schools. 

Cost. — There  is  a  widespread  opinion  that  the  cost  of  centralization 
will  be  greater  than  under  the  present  system,  and  every  other  consideration 
is  swallowed  up  in  this.  I  could  quote  numberless  instances  to  show  the 
contrary,  in  fact  the  great  mass  of  statistics  obtainable  shows  that  the  cost 
is  less  than  under  the  present  system.  I  am  sure  that  it  can  be  asserted 
confidently  that  tnis  will  be  true  in  any  sections  where  any  adequate  prov- 
ision is  made  for  the  present  support  of  schools.  It  may  not  hold  in  the 
cases  of  a  few  districts  that  subordinate  everything  to  cheapness  and  in- 
efficiency . 

Local  Jealousy — This  leads  up  to  a  large  quesiion  and  one  that  in  my 
opinion  must  needs  be  solved  before  centralization  can  become  at  all  general. 

By  our  present  act  districts  must  consolidate  before  the  government 
assumes  half  the  cost  of  conveyance.  It  will  be  noticed  that  this  first  step 
had  been  taken  on  Gampobello,  before  centralization  was  brought  about. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  this  Institute  should  appoint  a  small  committee 
of  competent  persons  to  report  upon  the  advantages  of  parish  or  country 
school  units  instead  of  the  present  district  ones. 

Such  a  committee  was  appointed  by  the  National  Education  Asssociation 
of  the  United  States  to  report  on  rural  schools,  and  a  more  admirable  and 
comprehensive  report  on  all  phases  of  the  subject,  I  believe  has  never  been 
made. 

The  committee  was  composed  of  twelve  of  the  most  noted  educationists 
in  the  United  States  and  included  such  men  as  Wm.  T.  Harris,  Henry 
Sabin,  Hon.  C.  R.  Skinner  and  A.  B.  Poland. 
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propoBitioD  and  one  worthy^  of  all  acceptaDce,  that  where  the  advantages 
of  any  plan  can  be  shown  to  exceed  the  disadvantages,  that  the  same  should 
be  adopted.  One  of  the  principles  declared  by  the  National  Edacational 
Association  ol  the  United  States  is; — '^Legislation  with  respect  to  public 
education  must  not  wait  for  public  sentiment.  It  should  leftd  public  senti- 
ment when  necessary.  Experience  teaches  that  what  people  are  compelled 
by  law  to  do  with  respect  to  schools,  they  readily  learn  to  do  without  compul- 
sion, but  they  are  usually  alow  to  demand  reforms.'' 

I  am  sure  that  with  the  demands  being  m^de  upon  our  schools,  that 
under  present  conditions^  the  ungraded  schools  are  not  obtaining  equal 
rights  in  comparison  with  the  graded,  and  that  more  legislation  is  needed  to 
bring  about  equality,  especially  in  the  direction  of  parish  school  boards 
instead  of  the  present  district  ones. 

Some  criticisms,  not  without  justice,  have  been  indulged  in  by  the 
writer  of  a  previous  paper  at  the  expense  of  trustees,  but  it  must  be  re- 
membered that  there  are  limitations  to  theli  powers,  and  they  very  often 
do  better  than  the  resources  at  their  command  permit,  and  incur  censure 
thereby.     Such  as  tbay  are  we  have  our  responsibility  in  educating  them. 

Public  sentiment  needs  educating  in  this  as  in  other  matters,  and  I  am 
relying  upon  the  teachers  to  do  this  work  in  as  far  as  they  may  be  able.  It 
means  much  to  them  alL 

Let  us  remember  fliflt  the  real  value  of  anything  is  in  proportion  to  the 
effort  put  forth  to  obtain  it.

May  it  Please  Your  Honour: — 

I  beg  to  submit,  as  required  by  law,  my  report  on  the  public  schools  of 
the  Province  for  the  school  year  1902-3. 

The  tabular  statements  given  in  Part  II  are  for  the  school  year  which 
ended  June  30th,  1903.  The  Inspectors'  Reports  in  Part  III  cover  the 
whole  of  the  Calendar  year  1903. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  number  of  schools  in  operation  during  the 
year  under  review,  as  well  as  the  number  of  pupils  enrolled,  shows  a  con-* 
eiderable  decrease  in  comparison  with  the  corresponding  numbers  of  recent 
jears.     The  causes  of  the  falling  off  will  be  diseussed  on  a  later  page. 

The  following  summary  of  the  statistical  tables  (see  part  U)  presents  a 
general  comparison  of  the  work  of  the  two  terms  under  review,  with  that  of 
the  corresponding  terms  of  the  previous  twelve  months : —

The  aforegoing  statistics  disclose  the  fact  that  while  there  was  an 
increase  each  year  from  1890  to  1899  in  the  number  of  pupils  enrolled  in  the 
public  schools,  there  has  been  since  1899  an  annual  decrease.  This  back- 
ward tendencyjs  to  be  regretted  and  calls  for  explanation. 

In  my  opinion  the  principal  causes  which  have  brought  about  a  result  so 
unsatisfactory  are  the  following : 

1.  The  scarcity  of  teachers,  especially  teachers  of  the  higher  classes. 
Many  schools  have  been  closed  for  one  or  more  terms  because  of  the  difficulty 
of  obtaining  teachers  on  the  terms  ofTered.     This  difficulty  is  experienced 
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not  only  in  New  Branswick  but  in  every  Province  of  the  Dominioa  aDcl  to 
fiome  extent  in  the  United  States.  The  period  from  1899  to  the  present  has 
been  a  period  ot  marked  business  prosperity.  Teachers  of  both  sexes  have  been 
able  to  find  much  more  remunerative  employment  than  the  teaching  profes- 
sion in  New  Brunswick  has  offered  them  There  has  also  been  an  urgent 
demand  for  our  highest  class  teachers  in  South  Africa  tind  in  British  Columbia 
and  the  North  Western  districts  of  our  own  Dominion,  where  teachers  com- 
mand much  higher  salaries  than  in  this  Province'  School  Trustees  and  rate* 
payers  generally  (espeoiallv  those  outside  ef  cities  and  towns)  have  failed  to 
recognize  the  changed  conditions,  and  prefer  to  leave  the  schools  closed 
or  to  employ  the  cheapest  teachers  rather  than  offer  such  salaries  as  would 
command  the  services  of  the  best.  There  are  in  some  parts  of  the  Province 
indications  that  the  people  are  awakening  to  the  necessity  of  providing  better 
«alarie8  for  teachers,  but  under  our  present  system  of  school  districts  the 
prospect  of  any  marked  improvement  is  not  encouraging. 

The  numbers  who  take  our  Normal  School  course  and  receive  licenses 
to  teach  would  be  amply  sufficient  to  supply  all  our  schools  were  we  able  to 
retain  their  services;  but  many  of  them  remain  in  the  school  service  but  a 
very  short  time. 

2.  Another  cause  of  the  falling  off  in  attendance  is  the  frequent  closing 
of  schools  by  Health  Officers  on  account  of  the  prevalence  of  epidemic  or 
contagious  diseases.  Epidemics  of  such  fatal  and  highly  contagious  diseases  as 
smallpox,  diphtheria  and  scarlatina  have  been,  perhaps,  of  more  frequent 
occurrence  during  the  last  four  or  five  years  than  formerly;  but  whether 
euch  be  the  case  or  not  it  is  clear  that  the  better  organization  and  more 
prompt  action  of  Boards  of  Health  have  resulted  in  the  closing  of  the  schools 
much  more  frequently  than  in  former  years.  Schools  have  occasionally  been 
•closed  on  account  of  the  appearance  in  a  community  of  one  or  more  cases  ot 
the  milder  epidemic  diseases  of  childhood,  such  as  whooping  coujisb,  mumps, 
measles,  etc.  The  decision  as  to  the  necessity  of  closing  the  school  must,  of 
course,  in  all  cases  rest  with  the  local  Health  Officer ;  but  it  may  not  be  oat 
of  place  to  suggest  that  before  taking  the  extre  memeasure  of  interrupting 
and  seriously  disorganizing  the  work  of  the  schools,  such  exact  enquiry 
should  be  made  in  regard  to  the  facts  as  to  render  it  clear  that  the  public 
safety  demands  such  a  course. 

3.  A  third  cause  for  the  falling  off  in  the  enrolment  and  attendance  of 
pupils  has  been  the  neglect  of  parents  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  Yac- 
oination  Acts  of  1902  and  1903.  Hundreds  ot  children  have  thus  been  deprived 
of  school  privileges  during  the  last  two  years.  In  many  cases  this  parental 
neglect  arises  from  simple  indifference^  in  other  cases  from  nnwillingness  to 
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incnr  the  trouble  and  expense  of  emplojing  a  medical  practitioner,  in  some 
cases  from  exaggerated  apprehensions  as  to  the  dangers  incurred  by  the 
operation,  and  in  a  few  cases  from  alleged  conscientious  scruples  arising  from 
peculiar  religious  views.  It  is  unfortunately  true  that  the  obligation  of 
sending  their  children  to  school  rests  so  easily  upon  the  consciences  of  not  a 
few  parents  that  the  slightest  excuse  for  neglecting  their  duty  in  this 
regard  is  not  unwillingly  availed  of.  If  the  responsibility  of  leaving  t^eir 
children  without  school  previleges  can  by  any  pretext  be  shifted  upon  other 
shoulders  they  feel  a  sense  of  relief,  with  the  additional  luxury  of  having  a 
grievance  to  nurse. 

4.  Another  cause  of  diminished  enrolment  has  been  the  changing  of 
the  age  of  entrance  into  the  schools  from  five  years  as  formerly  to  six  years* 
by  the  provision  of  the  Schools  Act  1900.  This  change  coming  at  a  time 
when  active  business  conditions  in  the  Province  tended  to  withdraw  the 
older  pupils  from  the  schools  at  an  earlier  age  than  in  periods  when  remunera- 
tive employment  was  not  so  easy  to  obtain,  has  still  further  limited  the  at- 
tendance at  the  schools,  the  school  life  having  been  practically  shortened  by 
at  least  one  year. 

In  view  of  all  thp  facts  above  stated,  and  others  that  could  be  adduced, 
the  diminished  enrolment  of  pupils  in  the  public  schools  has  really  been  less 
than  might  have  been  anticipated  under  the  combined  circumstances  which 
have  tended  to  obstruct  progress  in  this  direction. 

The  following  table  shows  that  the  enrolment  in  the  cities  and  towns  has 
varied  but  little  for  the  last  seven  years.  There  is  no  doubt  that  in  most  of 
these  cities  and  towns  the  population  has  materially  increased  during  this 
time.  The  enrolment  in  the  schools  should  have  incrnased  proportionally.  A 
census  of  the  children  of  school  age  would  establish  the  sad  fact  that  in 
every  city  and  town  there  are  hundreds  of  children  growing  up  in  illiteracy 
under  the  shadow  of  our  well  equipped  school  buildings.  Whatever  may 
be  the  difiiculties  in  the  way  of  an  efiective  enforcement  of  a  rigid  Com 
pulsory  Attendance  Law  in  rural  districts,  I  am  convinced  that  such  a 
law  could  be  administered  with  excellent  results  in  well  organized  towns 
and  cities.  It  is  principally  a  question  of  appointing  competent  officials  to 
enforce  the  provisions  of  the  law,  and  of  incurring  the  necessary  expenses  of 
its  administration.

It  will  be  seen  that  of  the  total  number  of  teachers  employed  less  than 
20  per  cent,  are  men,  less  than  25  per  cent,  hold  licenses  above  Class  II., 
about  SO  per  cent,  hold  licenses  of  Class  II.,  and  about  25  per  cent,  hold 
the  lowest  class  of  license.  Since  1900  the  number  of  untrained  teachers 
employed  has  increased  from  21  to  57. 

Tables  V,  VI,  VII  and  VIII  show  the  period  of  service  of  the  teachers 
employed;  the  time  in  session  uf  the  schools;  the  interest  shown  by  school 
ofiicials  and  the  general  public  in  the  work  of  the  schools  as  indicated  by 
visits  and  the  offering  of  prizes ;  the  number  of  public  examinations,  and 
the  average  salaries  of  the  teachers. 

It  is  gratiiying  to  note  even  the  slight  improvement  in  the  salaries  of 
teachers  which  Table  VIII,  indicates. 
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Table  IX. — Disbubsement  of  Provincial  Grants. 

The  total  proviDcia]  grants  to  schools  of  all  grades  for  the  year  1902-S 
amounted  to  $160,825.79^  a  decrease  of  $1,401  40  on  the  disbursement  of 
the  previous  year.  The  aboTe  does  not  include  the  sum  of  $2,246.54  paid 
on  account  of  New  Brunswick  pupils  at  the  School  for  the  Blind,  Halifax, 
and  the  further  sum  of  $985,  grants  to  repair  or  build  school  houses  in  poor 
districts.

The  rest  of  the  Saperior  Schools,  (22  in  number),  had  from  2  to  9  pupils 
above  Grade  VIII ,  except  the  four  following,  which  had  no  pupils  above 
Grade  VIII.:  Doaktown,  Harvey,  Gibson  and  Marysville.  The  two*  latter, 
Gibson  and  Marysville,  send  all  pupils  above  Grade  VIII,  to  the  Fredericton 
Grammar  School.  As  Superior  Schools  are  supposed  to  provide  for  ijistnic- 
tioD,  when  necessary,  up  to  and  including  Grade  X.,  it  would  seem  but 
reasonable  that  the  Marysville  and  Gibson  Districts  should  either  make  pro- 
vision for  instruction  in  Grades  IX.  and  X.  in  their  own  schools,  or  should 
pay  a  reasonable  tuition  fee  for  the  pupils  in  these  Grades  who  are  sent  to 
the  Grammar  School  in  Fredericton. 

By  reference  to  Table  XIII.  it  will  be  seen  that  the  numbers  of  ad- 
vanced pupils  in  attendance  at  each  of  the  Grammar  Schools  of  Albert,  Kent, 
Queens  and  Victoria  Counties  falls  below  20.  It  is  proposed  to  locate  the 
Albert  County  Grammar  School  at  a  more  populous  centre,  which  will,  with- 
out doubt,  make  it  accessible  to  a  much  larger  number  of  advanced  pupils.

These  cxaminbtions  consist  of: 

(1) — The  High  School  Entrance  Examinations  (Scq  Regulation  46,, 
School  Manual)  held  during  the  month  of  June  at  tae  several  Grammar 
Schools,  and  such  of  the  Superior  Schools  as  apply  for  the  same.  They 
cover  the  work  of  Grades  L  to  VIII.  inclusive,  or  the  Common  School 
Grades.  Those  who  successfully  pass  these  examinations  receive  a  certifi. 
oate  which  is  intended  to  serve  a  two-fold  purpose;  for  pupils  who  do  not 
intend  to  continue  longer  at  schoo)  it  serves  as  a  diploma  given  under  the 
authority  of  the  Education  Department,  testifying  that  the  holder  has  com- 
pleted satisfactorily  the  course  of  studies  of  the  Common  Schools ;  for 
.pupils  who  intend  to  continue  their  studies  it  serves  as  a  certificate  of  ad- 
mittance to  the  High  School  classes. 

(2) — The  High  School  Leaving  Examinations  (See  Regulation  45, 
School  Manual)  held  the  first  week  in  July  at  different  examination  stations 
throughout  the  province.  Tcey  cover  the  work  of  Grades  IX.,  X.  and  XI. 
of  the  Grammar  Schools.  Diplomas  are  granted  to  those  who  successfully 
pass  these  examinations. 

(3) — The  UuiversityMatriculation  Examinations  held  at  the  same  time 
and  stations  as  the  Leaving  Examinations. 

(4) — The  Normal  School  Entrance  Examinations  held  at  the  same  time 
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and  places  as  the  two  former.  Candidates  for  admittance  to  the  Normal 
School  and  Licensed  Teachers  seeking  for  advance  of  Class  are  required  to 
pass  these  examinations* 

(5) — The  Normal  School  Closing  Examinations,  held  at  the  Normal 
School*  Fredericton,  and  at  St.  John  and  Chatham,  beginning  on  the  second 
Tuesday  of  June,  and  for  Third  Class  Candidates  in  December  and  May  of 
'each  year.

Lieutenant  Goyebkor's  Medals  fob  High  School  Emtbance  Examination. 

His  Honour  the  Lieutenant-Governor  has  been  pleased  to  offer  thirteen 
silver  medals  to  be  competed  for  by  the  pupils  of  the  eighth  grade  at  the 
High  School  Entrance  Examinations  in  June  next,  and  thereaiter  annually 
during  his  term  of  office. 

The  examinations  will  be  held  in  accordancb  with  the  provisions  of 
Regulation  46  at  the  several  Grammar  Schools*  and  at  such  of  the  Superior 
Schools  as  shall  make  application  to  the  Chief  Superintendent  not  later  than 
the  first  day  of  June. 

One  medal  will  be  competed  for  by  the  pupils  of  each  county,  except 
that  for  the  purposes  of  this  competition  Madawaska  and  Victoria  will  be 
reckoned  as  one  county,  and  Sunbury  and  Queen's  as  one  county. 

The  medal  will  be  awarded  to  the  pupil  making  the  highest  aggregate 
marks  in  each  case,  provided  that  no  candidate  falling  below  the  second 
division  shall  be  entitled  to  a  medal.  The  papers  of  the  candidates  awarded 
the  highest  marks  by  the  local  examiners  shall  be  submitted  for  a  final  exam* 
ination  to  special  Examiners  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Education  whose 
decision  shall  determine  the  award. 

These  medals  will  be  publicly  presented  to  their  respective  winners 
either  at  the  reopening  of  the  schools  in  August  or  September,  or  at  a  later 
date,  as  determined  by  the  local  school  Boards,  It  is  intended  that  the 
medals  shall  be  worn  by  the  winners  at  all  school  examinations,  festivals  and 
anniversaries.

POOR  DISTRICTS, 

The  whole  Province  is  divided  into  1662  districts  of  which  about  1520 
operated  schools  during  some  part  of  the  school  year.  Each  of  the  cities 
and  towns  constitutes  a  single  district.  The  total  number  of  schools  in  cities 
and  towns  organized  under  the  provisions  of  sections  104  to  108  of  the 
Schools  Act  is  288  having  an  enrolment  of  over  14000  pupils  an  average  of 
about  50  to  each  school.  Outside  of  those  cities  and  towns  tbe  enrolment  is 
about  52,000,  an  average  to  each  school  of  about  34. 

Districts  having  an  assessable  valuation  of  less  than  $12000  are  classed 
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as  poor  dietricts,  and  receive  from  25  to  33|  per  cent  additional  grants  from 
the  provincial  revenues  and  the  Gonnty  Fand.  The  total  amount  of  special 
aid  granted  to  these  poor  districts  daring  the  year  has  been  $7400.47  from 
the  provincial  revenues  and  $5001.52  from  the  Gountv  fund,  or  912401.99 
from  both  sources.

ARBOR  DAY  1903. 

From  the  reports  sent  to  the  Inspectors  it  appears  that  467  districts 
observed  Arbor  Day,  that  1557  trees  and  347  shrubs  were  planted,  that  544 
flower  beds  were  made  and  other  general  improvemeuts  efifected  in  connec- 
tion with  the  school  grounds  and  buildings  of  431  districts. 

If  the  trees  planted  and  improvements  made  on  arboi  day  from  year  to 
year  bad  been  protected  by  proper  enclosures  and  looked  after  by  suc- 
cessive boards  of  Trustees  and  teachers,  the  majority  of  country  districts 
would  by  this  time  have  school  premises  attractive  to  the  eye,  a  source  of 
pleasure  to  the  commuuity  and  a  valuable  means  of  esthetic  cultivation  to  the 
pupils:  but  unfortunately  this  has  not  been  done.  In  very  many  cases  the 
trees  and  shrubs  planted  one  year  are  allowed  before  next  Arbor  Day  to  die 
for  want  of  ordinary  care,  the  flower  beds  are  neglected  and  trampled  upon, 
and  the  school  area  presents  the  same  uninviting  scene  of  ugliness  and  deso- 
lation intensified  if  possible  by  the  leafless  and  unsightly  relics  of  the  former 
well  meaning  but  iruitless  attempts  at  improvement.  Unless  there  is  a  con- 
stant,  persistent  and  combined  eflbrt  of  teachers,  parents  and  children  to  pro- 
tect and  beautify  the  school  home,  it  would  almost  seem  better  to  allow 
Nature  to  adorn  the  surroundings  in  her  own  inimitable  way  with  grasses 
and  mosses  and  lichens  and  the  numerous  giowths  with  which  she  always 
aims,  when  given  a  fair  chance,  to  cover  up  what  is  unsightly  and  oflfensive, 

EMPIRE  DAY. 

PJow  that  Empire  Day  has  become  a  public  school  anniversary  of  almost 
national  observance,  it  may  be  of  interest  to  record  the  fact  that  Canada  has 
the  honor  of  having  initiated  the  movement.  At  a  meeting  of  the  Dominion 
Educational  Association  held  in  Halifax  in  August  1898  a  letter  was  read 
from  the  Hon.  G,  W.  Ross,  then  Minister  of  Education  of  the  Province  of 
Ontario,  in  which  he  suggested  the  establishment  of  a  school  anniversary  to 
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be  kuowQ  as  Empire  Day  and  to  be  observed  throagboot  the  DomiDioo. 
After  dae  consideratioa  and  discnssion  the  following  resolation  was  aDaoi- 
moasly  adopted. 

Besolved :  That  this  association  recommends  that  the  school  day  immedi- 
ately preceding  May  24th  in  each  year  be  set  apart  as  **  Empire  Bay/'  and 
that  the  Departments  of  Education  in  the  provinces  and  territories  be  res- 
pectfally  requested  to  arrange  for  such  exercises  in  their  respective  schools 
as  will  tend  to  the  increase  of  a  sound  patriotic  feeling. 

The  Education  Departments  throughout  the  Dominion,  within  the  coarse 
of  a  year  or  two  thereafter,  had  all  taken  official  action  and  issued  Regulations 
for  the  due  observance  of  the  day.  The  New  Brunswick  Regulation  is  as 
follows  : 

Empire  Day:  The  last  teaching  day  preceding  the  Queen's  birthday  in  each 
year  shall  be  observed  in  the  schools  as  Empire  Day.  The  lessons,  recitations  and 
other  exercises  of  the  day  shall  be  such  as  bear  directly  upon  the  histor>'^  and  resources 
of  Canada  and  the  British  Empire,  and  tend  to  promote  a  spirit  of  true  patriotism 
and  loyalty. 

It  is  earnestly  recommended  that  the  school  trustees  shall  j)rovide  for  the  school 
house  a  suitable  flag-staff  and  a  Canadian  or  British  flag.  The  flag  should  be  raised 
on  Empire  Day,  the  Queen's  birthday,  Dominion  Day,  Thanksgiving  Day,  the 
Anniversaries  of  great  National  .events,  the  days  of  opening  and  closing  the  school 
in  any  term  and  on  all  school  festivals  and  examination  days. 

In  accordance  with  (he  above  quoted  Regulation  and  recommendation 
Empire  Day  is  now  observed  very  generally  in  our  schools  by  special  exer- 
cises of  a  patriotic  character.  A  large  number  of  districts  have  been  pro- 
vided with  flags  which  are  displayed  over  the  school  house  on  special  and 
anniversary  occasions.  As  the  children  look  upon  the  beautiful  emblem  of 
imperial  power  floating  in  the  breeze,  a  splendid  opportunity  is  afforded  to 
the  teacher  to  explain  its  meaning,  to  recount  its  history,  to  awaken  stirring 
memories  of  its  hallowed  past,  to  trace  around  the  globe  the  stations  of  Brit- 
ish sovereignty  of  which  the  flacj  is  the  universal  symbol  and  signal,  and  trv 
impress  upon  their  sensitive  minds  not  only  the  honor  and  privileges  they 
enjoy  as  citizens  of  a  world  wide  empire,  but  aleo  the  responsibilities  which 
rest  upon  them  to  defend  its  honor,  and  to  maintain  and  extend  the  free 
institutions  which  have  been  planted  wherever  the  flag  floats.  The  study 
of  history  and  geography  is  thus  imbued  with  living  interest  and  teqiis  to 
awaken  sentiments  of  stalwart  patriotism  and  devotion  to  duty. 

Since  the  inception  of  this  movement  in  Canada  it  has  attracted  attention 
and  discussion  throughout  the  Empire.  Chiefly  through  the  efforts  of  the 
Earl  of  &feath.  by  his  advocacy  of  the  measure  in  the  House  of  Lords,  and 
by  correspondence  with  the  Prime  Ministers  and  Governors  of  Colonies,  Em- 
pire day  is  now  or  shortly  will  be  established  by  statute  and  regulation  id 
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most  of  the  Britieh  Colooiep  and  dependeDcies  in  Asia,  Africa,  America,  and 
Australasia,  as  well  as  in  the  mother  coDotry. 

Notes  on  the  Appendices. 

I  beg  to  direct  attention  to  Part  III.  of  this  Report  which  contains 
report  of  the  Principal  of  the  Normal  School ;  reports  of  the  several  School 
Inspectors ;  reports  of  the  School  Boards  of  Cities  and  Towns  organized 
under  the  provisions  of  Section  108  of  the  Schools  Act;  reports  of  the 
Chancellor  of  the  University  of  New  Brunswick,  of  the  Director  of  Manual 
Training  and  of  the  travelling  Instructor  and  Supervisor  of  School  Gardens 
and  Nature  Lessons;  proceedings  of  the  County  Teachers'  Institutes; 
report  of  the  Summer  School  of  Science ;  report  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
and  the  Principal  of  the  School  for  the  Blind. 

I  desire  to  add  some  notes  and  comments  on  these  several  Reports, 
and  to  make  a  few  suggestions  on  matters  therein  referred  iq. 

APPENDIX  A, — THE   NORMAL  SCHOOL. 

In  addition  to  the  facts  stated  in  the  Principal's  report  (Appendix  A.) 
complete  statistics  as  to  attandance^  classification,  staff,  salaries,  etc.  will  be 
found  in  Table  XIV.,  Page  A36. 

The  necessity  of  increased  accommodation  in  the  Normal  School  is 
becoming  veiy  urgent,  especiullly  since  the  introduction  of  the  Manual 
Trainino^  courses.  Durning  recent  years  the  general  attendance  has  increased 
considerably  beyond  what  was  anticipated  when  the  building  was  erected, 
and  in  view  of  the  prevailing  and  increasing  scarcity  of  teachers  it  is  im- 
portant that  every  encouragement  shall  be  held  out  to  qualified  young  men 
and  women  to  prepare  themselves  to  fill  the  vacant  places  in  the  schools. 
Further,  the  ever  expanding  subject  of  Natural  Science  in  its  many  applied 
forms  is  demanding  more  attention  from  year  to  year,  and  this  involves  the 
necessity  of  enlarged  space  and  increased  equipment.  In  this  respect  the 
Nova  Scotia  Normal  School  at  Truro  IS  much  in  advance  of  our  own.  Its 
physical,  chemical  and  biological  labaratones  are  commodious  and  well 
equipped  and  thus  the  best  facilities  are  aCTorded  for  the  study  of  plant 
and  animal  life  as  well  as  for  illustrating:  the  best  methods  of  teaching 
subjects  bearing  upon  agricultural  pursuits. 

1  beg,  therefore,  to  support  the  recommendation  of  Principal  Crocket 
that  steps  be  taken  without  delay  to  add  to  our  Normal  School 
building  a  wing  or  ell   sufficiently  large   to  provide  accommodation   for 
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Manual  Training  and  Domestic  Science  Departments,  for  Natural  Scieoce 
Class  rooms  and  laboratories,  and  (or  a  properly  equipped  gymnasium  for 
physical  exerciues. 

APPENDIX   B. — inspectors'  REPORTS. 

A  careful  persual  of  the  Inspectors'  reports  impresses  one  with  the 
varied  conditions  under  which  our  school  operations  are  conducted,  and  the 
complexity  of  the  problems  which  the  Board  of  education  is  called  upoD  to 

solve. 

The  contrast  is  almost  painful  between  the  conditions  of  the  well  graded, 
well  equipped  school  in  city  or  town,  with  its  staff  of  trained  teachers  and 
crowded  class  rooms,  and  the  conditions  often  met  with  by  the  Inspector  in 
rural  districts  where  poorly  educated  and  untrained  teachers  have  charge  of 
schools  destitute  of  almost  every  essential  appliance  for  their  work.  These 
schools,  with  their  small  and  irregular  attendance,  are  often  so  isolated  that 
ihe  union  of  two  or  more  into  one  district  seems  impracticable,  and  yet, 
under  existing  conditions,  the  prospect  of  improvement  seems  far  off.  But 
notwithstanding  these  discouraging  aspects  it  is  pleasant  to  notice  that  on 
the  whole  the  tone  of  the  Inspectors'  reports  is  decidedly  optimistic.  Progress 
is  noted  as  the  rule.  In  the  pictures  drawn  the  light  dominates  over  the 
sbadowp.  This  is  markedly  noticed  in  the  interest  taken  by  teachers, 
trustees  and  ratepayers  in  the  improvement  and  better  equipment  of  school 
buildings. 

One  of  the  most  seriousr  facts  commented  upon  by  each  of  the  Inspectors 
is  the  number  of  schools  closed  because  teachers  could  not  be  obtained. 

DEATH   OP   INSPECTOR  SMITH. 

Alter  a  long  and  faithful  service  of  over  twenty-three  years  as  Inspector 
of  Schools,  Mr.  George  Smith  was  obliged  to  give  up  his  work  in  January, 
1903,  on  account  of  iailing  health.  Though  he  rallied  sufficiently  to  enable 
him  to  resume  work  in  March,  the  improvement  was  but  temporary,  and  he 
died  at  his  home  in  Sackville  on  the  28tb  of  October  last.  He  was  appointed 
Inspector  of  Schools  in  1879  and  was  the  senior  member  of  the  staff  of 
Inspectors.  Mr.  Smith  was  a  man  of  sound  judgment  and  unflinching 
integrity  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties.  The  Board  of  Education  at  the 
first  meeting  after  Inspectpr  Smithes  death  placed  upon  record  its  high 
appreciation  of  the  services  he  had  rendered  to  the  cause  oi  education  in  bis 
native  province. 
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NEW  INSPECTORS. 

It  has  been  oTideof  for  manv  years  that  seven  inspectors  were  not  suffi- 
cient to  discharge  properly  the  important  duties  imposed  upon  them  by  stat- 
ute and  regulation.  Their  visitation  of  the  schools  was  necessarily  hurried,, 
and  some  districts  failed  to  receive  a  visit  even  once  a  year.  Other  import* 
ant  duties  had  to  be  neglected,  or  discharged  in  a  very  unsatisfactory  way. 
The  Board  decided  more  than  a  year  ago  to  appoint  an  additional  inspector,, 
but  it  was  not  until  last  April  that  the  appointment  was  actually  made.  The 
man  selected  for  the  position  was  Mr.  Charles  D.  Hebert,  a  graduate  in  Arts 
of  bt.  Joseph's  University.  In  June  last  be  was  assigned  work,  and  up  to 
the  end  of  the  year  discharged  faithfully  the  duties  which  Inspector  Smith  was 
unable  to  attend  to.  The  record  of  his  inspection  will  be  found  in  appendix  B* 
Mr.  Hebert  has  already  proved  himself  a  faithful,  tactfol  and  painstaking 
official,  and  I  anticipate  much  benefit,  especially  to  schools  in  French  speak- 
ing districts,  from  his  careful  supervision. 

In  December  last  Mr.  Amos  O'Blenes,  a  teacher  of  long  and  successful 
experience  in  all  grades  of  schools,  and  who  had  occupied  for  the  last  three  or 
four  years  the  position  of  principal  of  the  Model  School  in  Fredericton,  was 
appointed  as  successor  to  Inspector  Smith,  and  entered  upon  his  official  duties 
in  January. 

The  revision  of  the  several  Inspectorates  rendered  necessary  by  the 
appointment  of  an  additional  Inspector  is  given  below.

APPENDIX   C— SCHOOLS   IN   CITIES  AMD    INCORPORATED   TOWNS. 

It  18  optional  with  incorporated  towns  to  have  their  schools  operated 
under  the  general  provisions  of  the  Schools  Act,  or  by  vote  of  the  Town 
Council  at  a  meeting  called  for  the  purpose,  to  adopt  the  provisions  of 
sections  105117,  by  which  the  school  board  is  increased  in  number  and 
appointed  in  part  by  the  Town  Council  and  in  part  by  the  Executive  Govern- 
meot  of  the  province. 

The  latter  method  has  been  adopted  by  the  towns  of  St.  Stephen, 
Milltown,  Woodstock,  Campbellton,  Chatham  and  Newcastle,  and  has  been  in 
force  since  1872  in  the  cities  of  Fredericton,  St  John  and  Mcncton.

It  will  bo  seen  that  the  attendance  in  proportion  to  population  in  Fred- 
ericton, Milltown  and  Gampbellton  is  leas  than  the  average  of  the  whole 
Province,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  many  of  the  country  schools  were 
not  in  operation  during  the  term  for  which  the  calculation  is  made.  Wood- 
stock, Newcastle  and  Ghatham  show  the  best  attendance;  Milltown , 
Gampbel  ton  and  Freciericton  the  lowest.  I  am  not  sufficiently  acquainted 
with  the  local  conditions  in  some  of  these  towns  to  warrant  me  in  express- 
ing a  confident  opinion  as  to  the  causes  of  the  differences  indicated ;  but  it 
may  be  safely  affirmed  that  in  most  of  them  there  must  be  a  considerable 
Dumber  of  children  between  eIx  and  fifteen  years  of  age  who  arc  not  gettiag 
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the  benefits  which  the  School  Law  provides  for  them,  and  for  which  the 
property  of  the  country  is  taxed.  It  is  not  an  unreasonable  assumption 
that,  under  normal  conditions,  at  least  one  person  out  of  five  of  the  popu- 
lation of  a  city,  town  or  province  is  of  school  age.  On  this  assumption, 
the  numbers  not  enrolled  in  any  school  during  the  year  under  review  were- 
as  follows :  the  City  of  Saint  John,  811 ;  the  City  of  Fredericton,  254  ;  the. 
towfa  of  Milltown,  94;  the  town  of  Campbellton,  123;  the  Province  as  a 
whole,  6911.  In  my  opinion,  the  exact  facts,  if  known,  would  show  a  much 
larger  number  growing  up  without  schooling  than  the  above  assumption 
indicates. 

The  interest  manifested  in  educational  matters  in  the  cities  and  towns 
is  very  gratifying.  Large  numbers  attend  the  terminal  examinations  and 
exhibitions,  and  many  of  the  leading  citizens  offer  prizes  to  be  awarded  to  the 
pupils  in  the  several  departments  and  standards.  The  High  School  Eotrance- 
Examinations  have  proved  a  valuable  stimulus  both  to  pupils  and  teachers  of 
the  common  school  grades,  and  success  at  the  Normal  School  Entrance  and 
University  matriculation  examinations  has  been  looked  forward  to  by  the 
pupils  of  the  high  school  grades  as  a  goal  worthy  of  their  best  efforts. 

Another  handsome  new  school  building  in  St.  John,  the  fifth  since  1896. 
has  been  completed  and  occupied  during  the  year  at  a  cost  of  about  $40 ,000. 
A  full  description  is  given  in  the  report  of  the  St.  John  City  School  Board.

APPENDIX  D. — THE  UNiVBHSITY  OP  NEW  BRUNSWICK. 

It  will  be  seen  by  Chancellor  Harrison's  report  that  tde  University  has 
the  largest  attendance  of  students  in  its  history.  The  total  number  is  134 
of  whom  28  are  women  and  47  are  new  students.  Four  ninths  ot  the  students 
are  in  the  engineering  department.  The  staff  of  Professors  is  the  same  as 
last  year.  Prof.  Davidson  to  whom  leave  of  absence  was  granted  two 
years  ago  is  still  unable  to  resume  his  duties,  and  Prof.  I.  Woodbridge  Riley 
continues  to  fill  tbo  chair  of  Philosophy  and  Economies. 

Prom  the  reports  of  the  several  Professors  to  the  University  Senate  I 
summarize  the  following : 

Professor  Loring  W.  Bailey  who  has  for  forty-two  years  occupied  the 
chair  of  Natural  History  and  Geology  gives  about  fifteen  hours  a  week  to  the 
direct  work  of  instruction.  The  subjects  of  his  lectures  include  Botany,. 
Mineralogy,  Geology,  Zoology  and  comparative  Anatomy.     Prof.  Bailey  says: 

'*The  work  of  ihe  year  has,  within  our  limitations  of  time  and  equipment,, 
been  entirely  satisfactory.    The  interest  in  the  subjects  undertaken  Las  bee*^ 
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well  sustaiDed,  and  the  progress  made  all  that  I  could  espect.  At  the  same 
time  I  cannot  but  feel  that  much  more  could  be  done  were  we  provided  with 
even  a  small  part  of  what  is  now  considered  necessary  for  the  prosecution  of 
biologicU  studieii.  We  are  sadiy  in  need  of  a  microtome,  of  staining  agents, 
of  sterilizers,  together  with  many  of  tne  appliances  of  microscopic  technique, 
without  which  many  of  the  most  interesting  and  instructive  experiments 
referred  to  in  the  text  books  have  to  be  wholly  passed  over/' 

Professor  W.  T.  Raymond  reports  in  regard  to  the  work  in  Latin  and 
Greek.  He  says  "The  Freshman  Of^ss  is  especially  good  in  these  subjects, 
perhaps  because  we  have  all  the  first  division  matriculants  at  the  University, 
^fr  *  *  ^>  *  *  QuQ  Senior,  two  Juniors,  three  Sophomores  and  two 
Freshmen  are  reading  the  work  for  honors  or  distinctions." 

Professor  A.  M.  Scott  reports  in  regard  to  the  Department  of  Physics 
and  Electrical  Engineering.  The  increase  in  the  number  of  Electrical  En- 
gineering students  has  necessitated  the  giving  ot  extra  lectures.  The  total 
number  taking  the  laboratory  courses  in  Physics  is  56,  of  whom  13  are 
working  for  honors  and  distinctions.  Dr.  Scott  refers  to  the  generous 
donation  of  Four  Thousand  Dollars,  mentioned  elsewhere,  and  the  further  sum 
of  fifty  dollars^  sent  without  solicitation,  for  the  better  equipment  of  the 
engineering  department.  Prof.  Scott  concludes  his  report  as  follows : — "I 
wish  to  repeat  what  I  said  last  year  that  everything  seems  to  indicate  that  it 
is  possible  for  the  engineering  department  of  tbe  University  of  New  Bruns- 
wick to  become  the  School  of  Applied  Science  for  the  maritime  provinces. 
No  effort  should  be  spared  to  maintain  the  lead  and  the  high  standing  already 
obtahned,  as  evidenced  by  the  increased  attendance  this  year." 

Prof.  Ernest  Brydone- Jack  reports  that  out  of  48  new  students  who 
entered  the  University  in  October  last,  28  entered  for  the  engineering 
•courses,  and  that  at  present  there  are  59  in  4bat  department.  He  says: 
^<Tbe  work  has  progressed  most  satisiactorily  during  the  past  year,  and  the 
students  have  exhibited  a  marked  interest  and  ability.  I  am  giving  22  lec- 
tures a  wieek  in  addition  to  looking  after  the  work  in  the  chemical  labora- 
tory, the  cement  laboratory,  the  testing  laboratory,  the  drafting  room  and 
tbe  field.  I'he  engineering  camp  held  last  fall  was  the  most  successful  and 
largely  attended  of  any  yet  held." 

Prof.  Jack  urges  the  Senate  to  provide  means  whereby  at  least  two  or 
three  additioilbl  instructors  may  be  secured,  and  concludes : 

*^  While  I  cannot  but  feel  that  a  great  deal  has  already  been  accomp- 
iiehed  in   tbe  Engineering   Department,  1   also  feel  very  strongly  that  the 
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bead  of  this  department  should  have  time  to  devote  to  original  research »  to 
the  preparation  of-  outside  lectures,  to  advertising  the  course  by  personal 
contact  with  young  men  and  practising  engineers,  and  to  the  making  of 
tests  and  investigations  on  engineering  materials  and  fingineering  projects. 
This  would  go  very  far  indeed  toward  making  our  engineering  department  ' 
one  of  the  leading  and  best  known  engineering  schools  in  the  whole  Do- 
minion. In  order  to  do  this,  however,  the  head  of  the  department  must 
have  more  time  af  his  disposal  than  he  has  at  present," 

Professor  W.  H.  Clawson  reports  in  reference  to  the  departments  of 
English  and  French,  giving  a  detailed  statement  of  the  work  in  the  several 
classes.  In  addition  to  his  regular  work  in  French  and  English  he  has  given 
a  course  of  three  hours  a  week  in  elementary  German.  The  following  is  a 
summary  of  the  enrolment  of  students  in  the  several  classes :  Freshman, 
Eoglish,  34;  Freshman  French,  24;  Freshman  German,  14;  Sophomore 
English,  36;  Sophomore  French,  20;  Junior  and  Senior  English,  36; 
Junior  and  Senior,  French,  7.      Professor  Clawson  says  in  conclusion  : 

'*!  am  this  year  giving  sixteen  lectures  a  week.  With  large  classes, 
interest^and  eagerness  to  work,  and  a  Freshman  class  of  very  promising 
material,  the  prospects  for  a  successful  year  in  English,  French  and  German 
are  very  bright." 

Professor  I.  W.  Riley  of  the  Chair  of  Philosophy  and  Economics  reports 
in  Sophomore  Logic,  42;  Junior  Psychology,  16;  Junior  Economics,  17; 
Senior  Economics,  17  ;  Honor  Philosophy,  27  :  Experimental  Psychology, 
18.  In  Experimental  Psychology,  Prof.  Riley  has  introduced  an  entirely 
new  course  in  regard  to  which  he  says : 

<<The  new  psychological  laboratory  has  opened  with  three  hundred  dol- 
lars worth  ot  apparatus.  About  half  of  this  amount  was  generously  contributed 
by  an  anonymous  donor  who  wishes  to  be  known  as  **An  American  Student," 
twenty- fi ve  dollais  was  appropriated  by  the  University  Senate  last  year, 
while  thn  balance  is  made  up  of  gifts  from  the  friends  of  the  University. 
Among  these  gifts  may  be  mentioned  a  complete  set  of  studies  from  the 
Yale  Psychological  Laboratory  and  donations  from  Robert  L.  Gerry  of  New 
York,  Dr.  Murray  MacLaren,  W.  H.  Murray,  Dr.  J.  R.  Mcintosh,  James 
F.  Robertson,  Rev.  J.  de  Soyres,  Edward  Flood,  Dr.  T.  D.  Walker, 
D.  O.  P.  Lewin,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Robert  Fitz  Randolph,  F.  B.  Edgecombe, 
McMurray  &  Co  and  Arthur  A.  Shute.  <'So  far  as  known  no  systematic 
ezperimentc  have  bitherto  been  carried  on  among  University  students  in  the 
Maritime  Provinces  such  as  are  embodied  in  tie  publications  of  the  Toronto

Peychological  laboratory «  Much  less  has  there  been  any  practical  ^ppli^- 
tiou  in  the  public  schools  of  the  most  recent  Pedagogicat  methods  borrowed 
from  experimental  Psychology/' 

The  handsome  gift  of  four  thousand  dollars  towards  the  endowment  of 
the  chairs  of  Civil  and  Electrical  Engineering  by  a  St.  John  lady  is  an  event 
of  more  than  usual  interest.  It  is,  I  believe,  the  largest  individual  gift  ever 
made  to  the  University;  and  should  stimulate  others  to  follow  so  generous 
an  example. 

The  first  selection  of  a  scholar  from  this  Province  under  the  provisions 
of  the  Ehodes  bequest  is  to  be  made  by  the  University  of  New  Brunswick 
within  the  next  few  months,  under  conditions  prescribed  by  the  trustees  of 
the  fund.  The  candidate  selected  will  enter  Oxford  University  in  October 
next. 


APPENDIX   D  (ll), — MANUAL   TRAINING. 

The  progress  made  during  the  year  in  this  new  department  of  oOr  public 
school' work  is  explained  in  detail  in  the  report  of  Mr.  E.  E.  MacCready,  the 
Director  of  Manual  Training.  A  careful  perusal  of  this  report  will  be  found 
interesting  to  all  who  are  interested  in  the  development  of  hand-work  in  our 
schools.  The  number  of  School  Districts  which  have  already  availed  them- 
selves of  the  liberal  provisions  offered  by  the  Liegislature  indicates  the  popu- 
larity of  the  movement.  This  number  will  be  probably  doubled  during  the 
next  year.  At  present  eleven  districts  are  conducting  Manual  Training  to 
a  greater  or  less  extent,  and  950  pupils  are  taking  the  work.  One  of  the 
most  satisfactory  results  reported  in  connection  with  the  movement  is  the 
increased  interest  awakened  among  the  pupils,  not  only  in  the  manual  train- 
ing rooms,  but  in  the  ordinary  studies  of  the  schools  in  which  Sloyd  work 
has  been  introduced.  The  testimony  of  teachers  and  parents  in  this  respect 
is  almost  unanimous. 

The  schools  at  Inches'  Ridge,  Musquash  and  Fredericton  were  supplied 
with  benches  and  tools  by  the  MacDonald  fund.  The  cost  of  equipment  at 
the  Norma!  School  has  been  paid  through  the  Public  Works  Department. 
Up  to  the  present  date  (Feb.,  1904)  the  sum  total  of  goverm3nt  grants  paid 
by  the  Chief  Superintendent  under  the  provisions  of  the  Manual  Training 
Act,  1902,  is  81,051.80  for  equipment,  and  $659.35  grants  to  teachers.  The 
detailed  statement  is  appended.

APPENDIX  D  (in)  — REPORT  OP  MR.  JOHN  BRITTAIX  INSTRUCTOR  IN  NATURE  LESSONS 
AND  SUPERVISION  OF  SCHOOL  GARDENS. 

As  stated  in  my  last  report,  Mr.  Brittain  was  appointed  by  Prof.  Robert- 
eon  with  the  consent  and  approval  of  the  Board  of  Education,  as  a  travelling 
instructor  to  inaugurate  a  system  of  school  gardens  and  to  supervise  the 
teaching  of  nature  lessons  with  special  reference  to  practical  agriculture. 
Mr.  Brittain  was  also  authorized  by  the  Board  of  Education  to  arrange,  in 
consultation  with  trustees  and  teachers,  the  time  tables  of  the  schools  with 
the  view  of  so  correlating  the  subjects  of  instruction  that,  while  due  atcen- 
tion  should  be  given  to  the  new  subjects,  the  other  subjects  should  not  be 
in  any  degree  neglected. 

Mr.  Brittain's  report  shows  that  he  has  entered  upon  his  work  with 
energy  and  success.  Land  for  school  gardens  at  Woodstock,  Hartland, 
Florenceville  and  Andover  has  been  secured,  and  the  necessary  preparations 
made  for  enclosing  and  cultivating  these  garden  plots  during  the  coming 
season.  The  province  has  incurred  no  expense  in  connection  with  Mr. 
Brittaio's  work,  the  whole  coat  both  for  salary  and  gardens  being  provided 
from  the  MacDonald  fund  except  the  amounts  contributed  towards  the  pur- 
chase  of  land  by  the  districts  interested.  If,  however,  the  work  as  is  now 
anticipated,  shall  prove  to  be  so  useful  as  to  call  ior  measures  to  ensure 
its  permanence,  provision  must  be  made  in  the  near  future  for  the 
training  and  remuneration  of  teachers  to  carry  it  on.  It  will  be  but 
reasonable  to  place  those  teachers  who  may  qualify  themselves  for 
imparting  special  horticultural  and  agricultural  instruction,  such  as  may  be 
illustrated  by  means  of  school  gardens,  on  the  same  footing  as  to  provincial 
grants,  as  the  law  now  places  teachers  of  Manual  Training  and  Domestic 
Science. 

CONSOLIDATED  SCHOOLS. 

The  suggested  uniting  of  Districts  for  the  purpose  of  forming  a  strong 
central  school  to  which  the  children  from  a  distance  may  be  conveyed  in 
vans  is  gradually  gaining  the  attention  of  progressive  School  Boards  in 
various  parts  of  the  province.  Inquiries  have  been  made  by  the  school 
officials  of  Districts  in  Carleton,  Charlotte,  Kings,  Queens,  Northnmbeiland 
Restigoucbe  and  York  as  to  the  merits  and  details  of  the  system,  and  the 
conditions  upon  which  Government  aid  will  be  given. 
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Id  Albert  CoiiDty  I  am  glad  to  report  that  matters  have  so  far  pro- 
gressed that  the  estahlishiDg  of  a  consolidated  school  is  assured.  At  a 
meeting  of  the  the  Trustees  and  other  representatives  of  School  Districts 
Nos,  1,  9  and  10,  Hopewell  and  Nos.  5  and  9  Harvey «  held  at  the  call  of 
the  Chief  Superintendent  on  the  ISth  of  November  last,  it  was  finally  decided 
to  unite  and  to  erect  a  school  building  between  Albert  and  Riverside  to 
accommodate  the  children  of  the  five  Districts.  The  school  is  to  have 
Manual  Training  and  Domestic  Science  Departments,  to  have  ample  play 
grounds  and  garden,  and  to  be  in  other  respects  equal  to  the  best  city 
schools.  It  will  be  the  Grammar  school  for  the  County,  and  will  probnbly 
have  from  300  to  4CC  pupils  from  the  united  Districts,  besides  attracting 
advanced  pupils  from  all  parts  of  the  County.  A  staff  of  seven  or  eight 
teachers  will  be  required.  A  central  Board  of  Trustees  in  which  all  the 
uniting  Districts  are  represented  has  been  appointed,  and  t^teps  will  be  taken 
to  commence  the  erection  of  a  building  in  the  spring  as  soon  ^s  the  frost- is 
out  of  the  ground.  The  Hon.  A.  R.  McClellan,  cx-Lieutenant-Governor«. 
has  promised  a  donation  of  $5000  towards  the  buildine  fund.  It  is  hoped 
to  have  the  school  opened  in  September.  The  outlook  is  very  promising, 
and  if  nothing  occurs  to  check  the  enterprise,  Albert  County  will  soon  have 
the  best  school  of  its  kind  m  the  Province. 

THE   MACDONALD   CONSOLIDATED   SCHOOL  AT   KINGSTON,   KI>fG8   CO. 

Under  the  provisions  of  an  Act  passed  by  the  Legislature  on  the  9th  of 
May,  1903,  six  School  Districts  in  the  Parish  of  Kingrston  and  one  District 
in  the  Parish  of  Rothesay  agreed  to  unite  for  three  years  into  one  District 
and  to  maintain  therein,  in  conjunction  with  Prof.  Robertson  ns  adminis- 
trator of  the  Sir  William  MacDonald  Rural  School  Fund,  a  graded  school 
with  special  branches  in  nature  study,  manual  training  and  household  science. 
At  the  annual  school  meetings  in  June  each  of  the  confederating  Districts 
elected  a  representative  as  member  of  a  Central  School  Board  to  be  known 
as  * 'The  Trustees  of  Kingston  Consolidated  School  District  No.  1."  The 
Board  is  now  organized  and  has  charge  of  the  property  of  the  Consolidated 
District. 

Plans  and  specifications  for  the  new  building  had  been  prepared,  when 
Prof.  Robertson's  health  broke  down  under  the  pressure  of  over-work,  and 
he  was  obliged  to  seek  rest  and  recuperation  on  the  other  side  of  the  Atlan- 
tic. Mr.  R.  H.  Cowley  of  Ottawa,  as  the  representative  of  Prof,  Robert- 
son, came  to  the  Maritime  Provinces  in  June  and  consulted  with  me  in  re- 
gard to  the  continuance  of  the  work.     At  Mr.  Cowley's  request  I  assumed 
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the  reBponsibility  of  advertisiog  for  tenders,  enteriog  into  a  contract  and 
supervising,  with  the  assistance  of  the  architect,  the  completion  of  the 
building. 

The  regrettable  illness  of  Prof.  Robertson  and  other  unforeseen  difficnities 
combined  to  delay  the  completion  of  the  school  building  in  time  for  occupancy 
during  the  present  school  year.  The  contract  was  not  awarded  until  the 
month  of  July,  and  the  completed  building  was  not  handed  over  to  the 
Kingston  School  Board  until  February,  1904.  It  was  then  deemed  prudent 
not  to  attempt  to  open  the  school  until  the  beginning  of  the  school  year  in 
August  next.  This  will  afford  ample  time  in  the  spring  and  early  summer 
to  furnish  and  equip  the  building  in  all  its  departments,  to  grade  the  grounds, 
to  make  the  walks  and  cultivate  the  garden  plot,  so  that  the  whole  institution 
may  be  /eady  for  an  auspicious  opening  at  the  beginning  of  the  term. 

The  building  presents  a  handsome  appearance,  as  will  be  seen  by  the 
cut  facing  this  page. 

It  occupies' a  commanding  site,  being  that  formerly  occupied  by  the  Kings 
County  Court  House,  on  the  summit  of  the  hill  upon  which  Kingston  is 
built. 

The  building  is  of  wood  of  two  and  a  half  stories,  and  a  brick  basement 
nine  and  a  half  feet  high.  The  roof  is  steep-pitched,  terminating  with 
ventilating  turrets,  and  is  shingled  with  creosote  stained  shingles.  The  walls 
are  covered  with  clapboards  and  fancy  cut  shingles. 

There  are  three  schoolrooms  of  26x33  feet,  and  a  teachers'  room  on  the 
ground  floor.  One  of  these  rooms  is  used  for  "manual  training"  and  will  be 
fitted  up  with  the  usual  appliances  for  that  purpose. 

The  second  floor  has  three  rooms  of  26x33  feet,  a  laboratory  and  a 
principal's  room,  to  be  fitted  up  as  a  library,  etc.  One  of  the  rooms  on  this 
floor  will  be  used  for  teaching  "household  science/'  and  will  be  fitted  up  lor 
that  purpose. 

In  the  halls  of  each  oi  these  two  floors  are  cloak  rooms,  made  of  wire,  six 
and  a  half  feet  high. 

The  assembly  hall,  80x27  feet,  is  on  the  third  floor,  and  there  is  also  on 
the  same  floor  a  spare  room  over  the  household  science  room. 

The  basement  contains  playrooms  for  wet  weather,  and  the  hot-air 
furnaces  and  fuel. 

The  sanitaries  are  in  a  separate  building,  the  dry  earth  system  being 
used. 

Messrs.  McKean  &  Dunn  were  the  architects,  and  the  contractor  was 
Mr.  J.  L.  Schiefer. 

The  total  expenditure  on  the  building,  grounds  and  school  vans  to  date 
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is  about  $16»000.  A  large  stable  or  shed  to  protect  the  vans  will  be  erected 
in  the  Spring.  The  complete  plant  when  furnished  and  equipped  will 
probably  cost  in  the  vicinity  of  $20,000. 

Seven  vans^will  be  required »  costing  about  $180  each  delivered  at 
Kingston.  Two  of  these  vans  have  already  been  forwarded,  the  others  are 
in  Ottawa  awaiting  orders  to  be  shipped.  I  have  obtained  a  photo-gravare 
of  one  of  the  vans,  loaded  with  school  children,  as  it  appeared  standing  in 
front  of  an  Ottawa  school.     The  cut  faces  page  Ixiv. 

The  McDonald  fund  is  chargeable  with  the  entire  cost  of  the  building 
furnished  and  equipped,  the  entire  cost  of  the  vans  delivered  at  Kingston, 
half  the  cost  of  conveying]the  children  to  the  school,  the  cost  of  maintaining 
the^scbool  and  paying  the  salaries  of  the  teachers  for  three  years — less  the 
usual  provincial  grants  to  the  teachers,  the  County  Fund  grant,  and  a  levy 
upon  the  united  Districts  tinnually,  eqaal  to  the  average  amount  voted  at 
the  school  meetings  for  school  maintenance  for  the  years  1899  to  1901 
inclusive.  ^ 

The  gentleman  appointed  as  Principal  of  the  school  is  Mr.  D.  W. 
Hamilton, ;M.  A.,  a  graduate  of  the  University  of  New  Brunswick,  and  an 
experienced  and  successful  teacher.  In  special  preparation  for  the  duties 
ot  his  new  position,  Mr.  Hamiliton  spent  last  year  taking  short  courses  at 
the  University  of  Chicago,  Cornell  University,  the  teachers'  college  of  the 
University  of  Columbia  and  at  Guelph  Agricultural  College.  Since  October 
last,  while  awaiting  the  opening  of  the  Kingston  school,  Mr.  Hamilton  has 
been  rendering  very  efficient  service  at  the  Normal  School. 

School  Boards  in  many  parts  of  the  Province  are  awaiting  with  interest 
the  outcome  of  the  educational  experioient  at  Kingston.  The  difficulties  to 
be  met  and  overcome  are  greater  at  Kingston  than  at  many  other  places 
that  might  have  been  selected.  The  success  ot  the  experiment  there  will 
ensure  the  establishing  of  other  schools  in  various  localities.  The  experience 
acquired  during  the  three  years'  management  under  the  MacDonald  plans 
will  furnish  School  Boards  elsewhere  with  valuable  lessons  by  means  of 
which  they  may  avoid  mistakes  inevitable  in  the  launching  of  a  now  enter- 
prise, and  by  which  economy  in  expenditure  without  the  imperiling  of 
educational  efficiency  may  be  secured. 

APPENDIX   E. — REPORTS   OP   lEiLCHBRS'   INSTITUTES   AND   SUMMER   SCHOOL   OP 

SCIENCE. 

These  annual  gatherings  of  teachers  for  mutual  improvement  and  dis* 
•Gussion  of  educational  topics  and  methods  have  proved  ot  special  advantage 
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to  the  teachiog  profession.  The  opinion  has  been  expressed  in  my  hearing 
that  their  chief  attraction  to.  the  majority  of  teachers  is  the  opportunity  af- 
forded for  a  pleasant  outing  and  social  intercourse  with  those  employed  in 
similar  pursuits.  If  this  opinion  were  correct  the  wisdom  of  holding 
teachers'  conventioLS  would  stilJ  be  justified ;  but  while  pleasant  outings 
and  social  intercourse  are  quite  as  necessary  and  beneficial  to  teachers  as  to 
other  classes,  much  more  is  aimed  at  and  much  more  is  gained  than  recrea- 
tivefand  social  pleasures.  The  educative  influence  of  such  associations  in 
the  interchange  of  experience,  in  the  comparison  and  illustration  of  methods, 
and  in  the  direct' instruction  imparted,  is  manifest  in  the  fact  that  the 
teachers  who  regularly  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Institutes  are,  as  a  whole, 
the  mostjprogressive  and  efilcient  teachers  we  have. 

The  Summer  School  of  Science,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  Secretary's  re- 
port, was  held  last  year  at  Chatham  with  an  enrolment  of  90.  The  Presi- 
dent, Prof.  L.  W.  fiailey,  LL.  D.,  of  the  University  of  New  Brunswick, 
with  &  staff  of  able  instructors  selected  from  the  prominent  teachers  of  the 
Atlantic  Provinces,  gave  courses  of  lectures  on  various  literary,  scientific 
and  pedagogical  subjects  to  large  classes  of  earnest  and  interested  students. 

The  next  session  of  the  school  is  to  be  held  at  Cbarlottetown,  P.  E.  I. 
opening  on  July  13th  and  closing  on  July  29th,  L904. 

THE  BEUOATIONAL  INSTITUTE  OF  NEW  BRUNSWICK 

The  Provincial  Institute  meets  biennially.  Its  last  meeting  was  held 
at  Fredcricton  in  June  1902.  The  next  meeting  will  be  held  in  the  High 
School,  Saint  John,  on  Tuesday.  June  28th,  1904,  and  the  two  following 
days.  It  is  expected  that  500  teachers  will  be  in  attendance,  that  ad- 
dressess  will  be  delivered  by  a  prominent  educationalist  from  the  United 
States,  AS  well  as  by  leading  teachers  and  public  men  of  our  own  and  other 
Provinces  of  the  Dominion,  and  that  subjects  of  vital  interest  to  all  interested 
in  educational  progress  will  be  discussed. 

THE    DOMINION   EDUCATIONAL   ASSOCIATION. 

The  next  meeting  of  the  Dominion  Educational  Association  will  be  held 
in  the  city  of  Winnepeg  during  the  hst  week  in  June.  Every  province 
aud  territory  from  ocean  to  ocean  will  be  represented  at  this  important 
gathering  of  teachers  convened  at  the  growing  centra]  city  of  the  wide 
Dominion.  It  is  hoped  that  many  New  Brunswick  teachers  will  avail  them- 
selves of  the  opportunity  which  this  convention  will  offer  to  become  better 
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acquainted  with  the  central  and  western  portions  of  Canada,  and  especially 
with  the  vigorous  'educational  movements  which  are  aiming  to  keep  pace 
with  the  rapid  settlement  of  the  country.  There  are  many  educational 
problems  which  are  not  merely  provincial  but  national ;  and  perhaps  there 
is  no  more  effective  agency  for  the  cultivation  of  a  national  spirit  and  the 
quickening  of  true  patriotism  than  an  interchange  of  thought  and  sentiment 
among  the  educators  of  widely  separated  provinces  of  the  united  country. 
Detailed  information  as  to  the  programme  of  the  convention,  railway  fares 
side  excursions,  etc.,  will  be  published  at^n  early  day. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Assosiaticn  was  held  in  the  city  of  Montreal  in 
1891.  Since  that  aate  meetings  have  been  held  in  Toronto,  Halifax  and 
Ottawa.     The  Association  will  probably  meet  triennially  hereafter. 

APPENDIX  P.-^THE  SCHOOL  FOB    THE    BLIND,  HALIFIX. 

This  eminently  successful  school  continues  to  develop  greater  efficiency 
year  after  year.  Though  the  school  is  situated  in  another  province,  and 
most  of  its  endowments  have  come  from  citizens  of  that  province,  yet  the 
blind  children  of  New  Brunswick  are  admitted  to  all  its  advantages  on 
equal  terms  with  the  blind  pupils  of  ISova  Scotia. 

For  the  first  term  of  the  school  year  which  ended  June  30th,  1903,  the 
number  of  pupils  in  attendance  from  New  Brunswick  was  31,  and  for  the 
second  term  30.  The  total  amount  paid  on  account  of  these  pupils  was 
$4,493.08,  of  which  one  halt  was  granted  from  the  provincial  revenues  and 
one  half  from  the  County  Fond  of  the  several  counties  in  which  the  pupils 
had  a  legal  settlement. 

Among  the  prize  winners  I  find  the  names  of  the  following  New  Bruns- 
wick pupils:  Leon  DaflFy,  Hillsboro*;  Edward  Legere,  Shediac ;  Arthur 
Lindsay,  St.  John ;  Hobert  Hankin,  Ghipman ;  Charles  Howell,  Grand 
Manan  ;  Frank  Banna,  Moncion .  Grover  Livingstone,  Harcourt ;  Alberta 
Kinsella,  St.  John. 

The  new  building  recently  completed,  at  a  cost  of  about  $60,000,  of 
which  the  Legislature  of  Nova  Scotia  contributed  $20,000  and  over  (20,000 
more  has  already  been  raised  by  private  subscriptions,  will  add  greatly  to 
the  comfort  of  the  pupils  and  the  success  of  the  several  departments  of 
literary  and  industrial  training. 

EDUCATiON  OP  DEAF  AND  DEAF  MUTE  PERSONS. 

Following  the  suggestions  in  my  last  annual  report,  the  provincial 
legislature  in  the  act  to  revise  and  consolidate  the  general  public  statutes, 
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passed  in  May  last,  embodied  a  chapter  authorizing  the  Board  of  Education 
to  make  an  arrangement  with  the'  Directors  of  the  Institution  for  the  deaf 
and  dumb  at  Halifax  to  admit  New  Brunswick  pupils  into  that  long  estab- 
h'shed  school.  In  pursuance  of  this  object  a  deputation  from  the  Board  of 
Education  held  a  conference  at  Halifax  with  the  President  and  Directors  of 
the  Institution  for  the  deaf  and  dumb,  and  came  to  an  agreement  by  which 
all  the  benefits  and  privileges  of  that  school  are  to  be  thrown  open  to  deaf 
and  deaf-mute  persons  from  New  Brunswick  on  precisely  the  same  conditions 
as  those  on  which  Nova  Scotia  persons  of  the  same  class  are  admitted. 
Immediately  after  these  arrangements  were  completed  the  following  notice 
was  inserted  in  the  Royal  Gazette,  and  a  copy  sent  to  all  the  parents  of  the 
children  who  had  been  in  attendance  at  the  school  for  the  deaf  and  dumb  in 
Fredericton  up  to  the  date  of  its  closing  in  June  1902^  so  far  as  their  addresses 
could  be  obtained : 

"The  parents  and  guardians  of  deaf  and  deaf  mute  children  in  the  Province  of 
New  Brunswick,  are  hereby  notified  that  the  Board  of  Education  has  made  arrange- 
ments with  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Institution  for  the  deaf  and  dumb  at  Halifax, 
Nova  Scotia,  for  the  admission  to  said  Institution  of  deaf  and  deaf-mute  pupils  from 
New  Brunswick.  Pupils  of  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  Institution  at  Fredericton,  who  on 
the  30th  of  June,  1902,  had  not  completed  at  that  Institution  the  full  term  of  years' 
attendance  to  which  they  were  entitled  by  statute,  will  be  admitted  to  the  Halifax 
School  for  the  completion  of  their  course,  on  the  presentation  of  a  certificate  signed 
by  the  Chief  Superintendent  of  Education  of  the  Province  of  New  Brunswick. 

"Application  on  behalf  of  any  other  deaf  or  deaf-mute  person  for  whom  admission 
is  desired  to  the  Halifax  School,  must  be  made  to  the  Warden  of  the  Municipalit}', 
or  the  Mayor  of  the  city,  within  which  such  deaf  or  deaf-mute  person  has  a  settlement 
under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  179  of  the  consolidated  statutes,  1903,  for  an  order 
for  the  admission  of  such  person  into  the  Institution  for  the  deaf  and  dumb  at  Halifax. 
On  receipt  of  such  application  the  said  Warden  or  Mayor,  on  being  satisfied  that  such 
deaf  or  deaf-mute  person  is  between  the  ages  of  six  and  twenty  years,  and  has  a  legal 
settlement  in  the  municipality  or  city,  shall  at  once  grant  such  order  for  admission 
under  his  hand  and  the  corporate  seal  of  the  municipality  or  city,  and  forward  the 
same  to  the  provincial  secretary  for  his  approval  to  be  eruiorsed  thereon. 

The  parents,  guardians  or  other  friends  of  deaf  and  deaf  mute  persons  for  whom 
admission  to  the  Halifax  School  is  desired,  are  requested  to  communicate  with  the 
Chief  Superintendent  of  Education,  Fredericton,  or  Mr.  James  Fearon,  principal  of 
the  Institution  for  the  deaf  and  dumb,  Halifax,  who  will  give  all  necessary  inlormation 
and  assistance.'* 

In  response  to  this  advertisement  many  letters  of  inquiry  were  received 
by  the  Chief  Superintendent,  and  it  was  confidently  expected  (hat  at  least 
twenty  New  Brunswick  children  would  enter  the  Halifax  school  at  its  open- 
ing in  September.  In  the  meantime  announcements  were  made  that  a 
school  for  the  deaf  and  dumb  was  to  be  established  at  Lancaster,  in  the 
County  of  St.  John,  chiefly  through  the  zealous  efforts  of  Mr.  Harvey 
Brown,  supported  by  the  generous  contributions  of  citizens  of  St.  John.  The 
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Lancaster  school  was  opened  in  the  aatumn,  and  most  of  the  parents  of  the 
deaf  and  dumb  children  were  induced  to  send  to  the  nearer  school.  For  the 
term  which  ended  in  December,  1903,  there  were  only  four  New  Brunswick 
children  at  the  Halifax  school. 

EDUCATION   OP    THE    FEEBLE  MINDED. 

There  is  another  class  of  defective  children  whose  guardianship  and 
training  have  hitherto  received  but  little  attention  in  Canada.  In  this  regard 
we  are  far  behind  Switzerland,  France,  Germany,  England  and  the  United 
States.  Large  institutions  for  the  education  and  care  of  feeble-minded 
children  have  been  in  successful  operation  for  many  years  in  the  States  of 
Massachusetts.  Connecticut,  New  York,  Pennsylvania,  New  Jersey,  Ohio, 
Indiana  and  probably  in  other  States.  The  results  of  these  efforts  in  behalf 
of  the  large  numbers  of  mentally  defective  children,  grading  in  point  of 
intelligence  from  the  weak-minded  to  the  idiotic,  have  been  on  the  whole 
satisfactory.  The  very  worst  cases  are  found  improvable  to  some  extent — 
usually  to  a  relatively  great  extent.  Their  physical  habits  are  trained. 
They  are  taught  decency ;  they  are  made  useful  in  many  humble  employ- 
ments ;  they  are  raised  to  the  level  of  social  beings,  and  the  tendency  to 
further  degeneration  in  mind  and  body  is  held  in  check.  A  considerable 
per  centage  become  capable,  with  friendly  oversight,  of  earning  their  own' 
living  and  becoming  useful  members  of  society. 

I  can  find  no  reliable  data  upon  which  the  number  of  imbecile,  semi- 
idiotic  and  idiotic  children  in  New  Brunswick  can  be  determined ;  but  there 
are  certainly  enough  to  appeal  to  the  sympathy  of  the  philanthropic  and  to 
the  protective  care  of  the  legislature.  This  unfortunate  class  is  not  only  a 
burden  but  sometimes  a  positive  danger  to  society.  For  want  of  a  more 
suitable  refuge  they  are  often  sent  to  the  Lunatic  Asylum  where  they  be- 
come a  permanent  charge  upon  the  country,  with  but  slight  chancea  of  any 
amelioration  of  their  wretched  condition. 

An  Institution  for  the  Maritime  Provinces  similar  to  that  at  Waltham, 
Mass.  might  be  established  acd  maintained  by  the  provinces  of  New  Bruns- 
wick, Nova  Scotia  and  Piince  Edward  Island,  without  imposing  too  heavy 
a  burden  upon  any  one  province.  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  such  an  In- 
stitution would  call  forth  the  benevolence  of  philanthropic  and  charitable 
people,  who  would  gladly  share  with  the  state  the  cost  of  its  maintenance. 
Ab  the  school  fur  the  Blind,  and  the  school  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb,  to  both 
of  which  this  province  contributes,  are  located  at  Halifax,  it  would  be  but 
reasonable  that  the  proposed  interprovincial  Institution  should  be  located  in 
New  Brunswick. 
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Suggestions  and  Recommendations. 

SALARIES  OF  TEACHERS- 

It  18  nDiversallj  admitted  that  the  salaries  of  teachers  arn  sbamefallj 
inadeqoate.  The  difficulty  ot  nndlDg  a  sufficient  Eopply  of  teachors  of  any 
class,  the  unhappy  alternative  that  constantly  presents  itself  ot  allowing 
schools  to  remain  closed  or  ot  placing  them  in  charge  of  untrained  and 
incompetent  teachers,  the  iter  liiat  male  teachers  are  being  gradually  but 
surely  forced  out  of  the  ppotcf^oion,  the  constant  exodus  oi  our  most  progres- 
siva teachers  ot  both  sexeM  into  other  employments  and  pursuits  or  to  other 
countries  where  they  hope  to  find  better  remuneration  in  theii  chosen  profes- 
sion,— all  these  indicate  the  gravity  of  the  crisis  through  which  we  are  passing* 
What  is  the  remedy?  It  is  easy  to  suggest  a  remedy,  perhaps  not  so  easy 
to  make  it  available. 

There  has  been  for  many  years  sufficient  financial  encouragement  held 
out  to  our  young  people  to  induce  them  to  enter  upon  the  work  of  teaching. 
The  Normal  School  has  been  crowded,  hundreds  yearly  pass  the  prescribed 
examinations,  and  most  of  them  enter  upon  the  work  of  teaching  for  a  few 
terms.  Then  they  drift  out,  and  other  novices  take  their  place.  Except  in 
the  cities,  towns  and  a  tew  of  the  larger  villages,  the  teachers'  salary  is  rarely 
if  ever,  increased.  Experience  counts  for  nothing  ;  the  novice  commands  as 
high  a  salary  as  the  teacher  who  has  gained  pedagogical  wisdom  by 
years  of  honest  toil  in  his  profession.  The  Board  of  Education  in  its  efforts 
to  raise  the  standard  by  requiring  candidates  for  the  teaching  profession 
to  undergo  professional  training  and  rigid  examinations  is  like  a  man  who 
dips  up  water  in  a  sieve  only  to  see  the  sparkling  drops  escape  nearlj  as 
fast  as  ne  has  lifted  them  from  the  source  of  their  supply. 

To  remedy  the  evil  we  must  make  it  worfh  while  for  the  successful 
teacher  to  remain  in  the  business  of  teaching  as  a  profession.  There  must 
be  jadvancement  to  look  forward  to,  prospects  of  gaining  positions  to  which 
salaries  are  attached  sufficient,  as  to  amount  and  permanence,  to  justify  a 
prudent  man  in  assuming  the  responsibility  oi  marrying.  For  female 
teachers  the  salaries  should  be  at  least  equal  to  the  amount  which  an  intelli- 
gent trained  nurse,  stenographer  or  shop  woman  can  now  command.  Further 
the  salary  should  be  progressive — that  is,  it  should  be  graded,  according  to 
experience  acquired  in  successful  teaching,  up  to  a  maximum,  say,  at  tbe 
end  of  the  seventh  year  of  service.  If,  in  addition  to  this,  a  retiring  allow- 
ance could  be  provided  for  all  teachers  after  twenty-five  years  of  faithful 
service,  there  would  be  no  occasion  to  complain  of  the  difficulty  of  finding 
good  teachers.

How  are  increased  salaries  to  be  provided  ?  By  an  increase  from  each 
ot  the  three  sources  which  now  contribute  towards  the  teachers'  salary — 
the  provincial  revenues,  the  county  fund  and  local  assessment. 

,  In  view  of  the  large  proportion  of  the  Provincial  revenues  now  appro- 
priated to  educational  purposes — an  amount  which  will  be  considerably  in- 
creased by  recent  legislation' for  the  promotion  of  Manual  Training  and  for 
the  encouragement  of  District  consolidation — it  is  doubtful  whether  much 
larger  appropriations  can  be  made  from  this  source.  Yet»  considering  the 
importance  and  urgency  of  the  case,  I  do  not  hesitate  to  press  upon  the  at- 
tention and  favorable  consideration  of  the  Government  and  Legislature  the  foI« 
lowing  recommendations : 

(a)  That  the  Provincial  Grant  to  teachers  of  the  first  and  second  Class, 

after  two  years  of  sevice  in  the  public  schools,  shall  be  increased  by  ten  per 

cent  for  the  third  year,  and  by  a  further  ten  per  ceut  each  additional  year 

thereafter  until  a  maximum  is  reached  of  $200  per  year  for  First  Class  Male 

Teachers;  $160  for  Second   Class   Male   Teachers;  $150   for   First   Class 

Female  Teachers,  and  $120  for  Second  Class  Female  Teachers. 

(b)  That  the  provision  now  in  force  authorizing  special  grants  to 
teachers  of  manual  training  and  domestic  economy  be  extended  to  include 
properly  qualified  and  certificated  teachers  of  horticulture  and  agriculture 
as  illustrated  by  school  gardens. 

It  will  he  seen  that  the  above  recommendation  does  not  contemplate 
the  increase  of  grants  to  Third  Class  Teachers,  or  to  the  teachers  of  Superior 
and  Grammar  Schools ;  nor  does  it  provide  for  increasing  the  amount  of  the 
present  grants  to  any  class  until  after  two  years  of  service.  Of  course,  all 
teachers  who  have  already  served  two  years  or  more  would  have  a  claim  for 
the  increase,  according  to  their  period  of  service,  as  soon  as  the  proposed 
law  is  brought  into  force. 

The  County  Fundi  I  recommend  further  that  the  sum  of  $10  per  year 
(instead  of  $30  as  at  present)  be  paid  directly  to  teachers  out  of  the  County 
Fund ;  and  that  in  order  to  meet  this  additional  claim  upon  the  Fund,  the 
amount  levied  upon  each  County  shall  be  equal  U>  Forty  cents  for  every 
inhabitant  of  the  county,  instead  of  Thirty  cents  as  at  prese.nt. 

Parish  Assessment :  1  recommend  further  that  each  Parish  (so  far  as 
may  be  found  practicable)  shall  constitute  a  single  School  District,  with  a 
School  Board  elected  or  appointed  as  ,the  Legislature  may  determine. 
Among  the  important  duties  of  the  Parish  School  Board  would  be  the  group- 
ing of  the  present  Districts  and  the  establishing  of  central  graded  schools 
wherever    the    conditions    would  permit,  the  appointment  of  competent 
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teachers,  and  the  local  supervision  of  all  the  ^schools  of  the  Parish  by  the 
agency  of  a  paid  secretary*  The  minimum  rate  of  assessment  should  not 
be  less  than  one  half  of  one  per  cent,  of  the  assessable  valuation  of  the 
Parish.  The  sum  thus  raised,  supplemented  by  the  County  Fund  Grant, 
and  a  special  Provincial  grant  to  poor  Parishes  equal  tj  the  amounts  now 
paid[to][Poor  Districts,  would,  in  my  opinion,  be  sufficient  to  provide  much 
better  school  privileges  for  all  the  children  than  many^  of  them  now  enjoy. 
It  would  assure  a  more  intelligent  and  effective  administration  of  the  law. 
It  would  take  the  management  of  the  schools  out  of  the  hands  of  illiterate 
and  incompetent  trustees,  and  would  diminish  the  dissensions  and  factious 
disturbances  which  in  not  a  few  Districts  make  the  annual  school  meeting  a 
scene  of  disorder*  It  would  enable  the  trustees  to  increase  the  local  salaries 
of  the  teachers  by  at  least  fifty  per  cent,  without  imposing  too  heavy  a 
burden  upon  any  locality. 

Unless  the  ratepayers  and  trustees  of  Districts  can  be  influenced  in 
some  way  to  recognize  the  necessity  of  contributing  much  more  liberally 
than  heretofore,  by  local  assessment,  to  the  salaries  of  teachers,  any  possible 
increases  from  the  Provincial  revenues  and  the  County  Fund  will  tail  to 
meet  the  exigencies  of  the  case.  In  some  localities  the  tendency  has  been 
iipparent  to  diminish  the  local  contribution  in  proportion  to  the  amount  of 
outside  aid  received.  Indeed  instances  have  not  been  unknown  in  which 
the  District  has  contributed  absolutely  nothing  to  the  support  of  the  teacher. 
It  might  be  well  to  require  a  minimum  sum  from  Districts  equal  to  the 
ampunt  of  the  Provincial  and  County  Fund  grants  combined. 

TREE   TEXT  BOOKS. 

The  question  has  been  raised  in  the  discussions  of  some  School  Boards 
as  to  the  expediency  of  providing  text  books  and  school  supplies  at  the  ex- 
pense of  the  district  and  distributing  them  free  to  the  school  children.  In 
twelve  states  and  many  of  the  cities  of  the  American  Republic  text 
books  are  required  to  be  furnished  free.  In  others  it  is  left  optional 
with  the  school  committees.  Plausible  arguments  may  be  urged  both  for 
and  against  the  practice.  In  my  opinion  permission  ought  tc  be  granted  to 
bchool  Boards  wishing  to  try  the  experiment.  I  beg,  therefore,  to  recom- 
mend that  at  the  approaching  session  of  the  legislature,  section  23  of  the 
Schools  Act  be  so  amended  as  to  authorize  any  district  to  provide  by  assess- 
ment  for  supplying  text  books  and  other  necessary  materials  for  the  nee  of 
the  pupils  in  the  school  or  schools  of  said  District.

GENERAL  INSTRUCTION 

The  subjects  of  the  course  prescribed  by  the  Board  of  Education — 
English  Language  and  Literature,  Reading,'  Vocal  Training  and  Physical 
Culture,  Mathematics,  Natural  Science,  Drawing  and  Music,  and  recently 
Sloyd« — received  due  attention.  An  important  feature  in  the  instruction, 
more  important  indeed  than  the  knowledge  itself  is  the  method  pursued  in 
its  acqusition.  Definitions,  rules,  laws,  &c.,  are  deduced  from  the  processes 
which  the  learner  is  guided  to  adopt  apd  thus  he  acquires  not  only  know- 
ledge but  the  valuable  habit  of  connected  thinking  which  will  serve  him  in 
good  stead  in  every  sphere  of  life.  When  a  student  is  taught  in  this  way 
there  is  good  reason  to  believe  that  he  will  carry  similar  processes  into  his 
own  work  when  he  teaches  others.  The  chief  object  in  view  in  prescribing 
academic  instruction  for  a  Normal  School  is  to  give  its  students  the  very 
best  opportunity  of  acquiring  an  intimate  and  practical  acquaintance  with 
principles  and  methods  of  teaching.  A  teacher  naturally  follows  the 
methods  undei  which  he  himself  has  received  instruction,  however  much  he 
may  bo  primed  with  professional  theory.  It  is  therefore  of  no  small  im- 
portance that  whatever  subject  he  is  called  upon  to  take  up  during  his 
course  in  training,  it  should  be  taught  according  to  principles  fully  estab- 
lished and  methods  based  upon  them.  The  recent  introduction  of  Sloyd  into 
the  course  has  been  of  much  service  in  many  respects  and  eminently  so  in 
regard  to  sound  methods.  The  method  that  must  necessarily  be  employed 
ID  this  subject  compels  the  student  to  form  clear  ideas  before  he  can  make 
bis  hand  express  them.  The  hand  tests  the  accuracy  of  the  conception  and 
goes  out  again,  if  there  is  error,  to  find  the  realand  the  true,  and  herein  lies 
at  least  one  of  the  educative  values  of  manual  training.  Accuracy  in  one 
department  of  study  will  tend  to  accuracy  in  another  and  to  beget  those 
valuable  habits  that  should  characterize  all  the  work  of  the  student. 

Many  of  the  students  come  from  rural  schools  where  the  conditions  are 
not  favourable  to  disciplinary  study,  and  where  the  short  cut  to  the  mini- 
mum of  knowledge  is  too  often  regarded  as  the  best.  Such  students  require 
direct  instruction,  and  through  this  instruction  to  be  taught  how  to  learn. 
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bow  to  find  out  their  defects,  and  how  to  remove  Ibei 
80  tar  as  it  goes,  is  ifitended  to  produce  habits  of  obser' 
thiokiog,  and  to  eerve  mutatis  mutandis  as  models  In 
well. 

PROFESSIONAL  INSTRUCTIOJ 

The  course  was  carried  out  in  the  usual  way — by  { 
the   principles   and    practice   of  teaching   and  school 
instruction  is  communicated  chiefly  by  lectures,  a  tes 
though  authors  are  recommended  to  be  read  or  consultc 
The  principles  upon  which  successful  methods  are  base 
methods,  unless  referable  to  well  established  principle 
Method  is  of  course  but  the  form  which  the  instruction 
with   the  individuclity  of  the  teacher,  but   unless  it  i 
principle  of  developing  and  cultivating  the  pupil's  intel 
educative  value  and  as  such  it  is  useless.     The  outer 
that  Psychology  and  its  applications  to  teaching  should 
in  the  training  of  the  teacher  has,  to  a  large  extent,  sul 
will  undoubtedly  find  that  a  knowledge  of  this  scienc< 
will  greatly  facilitate  his  work  and  prove  a  safe  guide  ii 
the  formal  study  of  this  subject  in  It  one  year's  couio«7,  v^op^vionj   wu^i^ 
none  of  the  students  have  any  acquaintance  with  it,  and  the  larger  number 
unprepared  to  take. it  up,  would  be  little  better  than  charlatanry.     All  that 
this  Institution,  or  any  other  similarly  conditioned,  can  do  in  this  regard, 
with   any  teasonable   prospect   of    success,  is    to  give  its  students  some 
acquaintance  with  the  well  established  results  of  mental  science,  so  that  the 
rationale   of  their  methods  may  be  fairly  apprehended.     To  the  students 
preparing  for  First  Class  License   I  have,  in  addition,  given  lectures  on 
representative    educational    reformers,    with    a   view    of    connecting   the 
principles  we  have  discussed  with   the  principles  of  the  educationists  or 
teachers  who  originated  them,  or   first  wrought  them  out  successfully  io 
practice.     Better  facilities  tiave  of  late  been  provided  for  observation  and 
practice. 

FRENCH  DEPARTMENT. 

The  number  in  attendance  in  this  Department  for  the  year  was.  as 
stated  above  26 — double  that  of  the  preceding  year.  Candidates  for 
admission  are  not  required  to  pass  the  regular  preliminary  examination, 
but  are  examined  at  the   Normal   School    for   the   purpose  of  ascertaining 
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whether  they  are  able  to  proceed  intelligently  with  the  work.  Though  alt 
who  are  admitted  are  not  fully  prepared  to  take  the  cnurse,  I  am  glad  to 
note  a  marked  improvement  in  the  attainments  of  nearly  all  of  them,  com- 
pared with  former  years.  Instroction  is  given  inthe'usual  subjects  of  the 
course  under  the  regular  lobtructor,  Mr.  Belltveau ;  their  professional 
instruction  and  practice  Is  under  the  immediate  charge  of  the  Principal. 
Sloyd  is  given  in  the  Sloyd  Department  and  Singing  by  the  Instructor  in 
music.  Natural  Science  has  heretofore  been  taught  from  a  text-book  which 
just  means  that  ** their  eyes  have  not  yet  been  opened. **  Arrangements  have 
now  been  made  to  teach  them  this  kubject  in  the  natural  way,  as  also  the 
ordinary  subjects  of  instruction. 

The  deportment  of  all  the  students  both  in  and  out  of  school  was  so  far 
as  known  to  roe,  correct  and  becoming.  Most  of  them,  it  was  evident  had 
come  with  a  seiious  purpose  and  accordingly  applied  themselves  with 
commendable  diligence  to  give  it  effect.  Their  health  was  generally. good, 
though  I  regret  to  say»  there  was  more  sickness  thai^  for  some  years  past. 
As  many  as  thirteen  had  to  leave  on  account  of  continueo  sickness — two  of 
.  whom  died.  Several  of  those  who  had  to  return  home  appeared  from  the 
ootset  delicate  and  sickly,  and  should  not  have  entered  upon  the  session's 
twork.  They  all  had,  however,  the  required  medical  certificate  of  health. 
There  was  also  more  sickness  in  the  Faculty  than  ufeual.  Nearly  every 
member  of  it  had  to  intermit  his  work  for  some  days  at  least.  Dr.  Creed, 
Instructor  in  English  Language  and  Literature,  was,  I  regret  to  say,  laid  up 
for  some  weeks,  but  throngb  the  kindly  consideration  of  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation his  place  was  lupplied  for  the  greater  part  of  the  time  by  Dr.  Scott  of 
the  University. 

The  Governor  General's  medals  for  the  highest  professional  standing  in 
the  Senior  and  the  Junior  Class  were  awarded  respectively  to  Miss  Margaret 
Belyea,  of  Greenwich,  Kings  Co.,  and  Mr.  George  Camp,  ot  Upper   Sheffield. 

Mr.  John  Brittain,  who  for  thirteen  years  occupied  the  position  of  In* 
strnctor  in  Natural  Science,  tendered  his  resignation  to  accept  another 
appointment,  shortly  after  the  commencement  of  the  session,  much  to  the 
regret  of  the  students  and  every  member  of  the  Faculty.  Mr.  Brittain's 
long  service  to  the  Institution  has  been  invaluable.  His  intimate  acquaint- 
ance with  his  subject,  and  skilful  methods  in  presenting  it,  combined  with 
biB  enthusiasm  and  personal  interest  in  the  students,  brought  them  in 
tborough  touch  both  with  himself  and  his  subject.  The  Institution  was 
fiingnlarly  fortunate  in  securing  the  services  of  H.  H.  Hagerman,  A.  M., 
teacher  of  Natural  Science  in  the  Fredericton  High  School,  who  has  already 
proved  himself  no  unworthy  successor  to  a  teacher  of'  such   rare  excellence

MODEL  DEPARTMENT, 

This  department  provides  iostractioD  in  the  first  eight  grades  of  the 
prescribed  school  coarse  and  has  a 'staff  of  four  regularly  liceDsed  teachers. 
The  schools  practically  form  a  part  of  the  city  school  system,  the  Board  of 
School  Trustees,  noder  agreement  with  the  Board  of  Education,  supplying 
the  pupils  to  the  number  of  about  200,  and  paying  a  part  of  the  teachers' 
salaries.  The  teacheis  are  1i'*\n>  ver  the  appointees  of  the  Board  of  Educa 
tion  and  are  under  its  cootroi  Mini  the  schools  are  arranged  and  conducted  so 
as  to  secure  to  the  teachein  in  training  facilities  for  observation  and  practice. 
The  first  two  departmeutrt,  tfuibracing  the  first  four  grade?,  are  of  course  in 
most  frequent  demand,  boih  for  illustrative  and  practice  lessons  and  have 
been  eminently  serviceable  in  these  respects.  The  neatness  iooaud  attract- 
ive appearance  of  these  class«rooms  cannot  but  have  a  refining  influence 
upon  those  whose  elementary  instruction  has  never  extended  beyond  the 
bounds  of  some  small  and  remote  rural  district.  The  third  department  of 
the  school  is  also  a  model  of  neatness  and  orderly  arrangements. 

The  accommodation  for  all  the  needs  of  the  Institution  is  now  too  limited 
especially  since  the  introduction  of  Sloyd.  I  would  respectfully  recommend 
that  an  ell  or  wing  be  added  to  the  building  to  accommodate  the  Sloyd 
Department,  and  having  also  a  class  room  with  appurtenances  and  laboratory 
foi  Natural  Science.  Some  such  provision  is  an  absolute  necessity  for 
effective  work  in  the  several  departments  of  the  school  and  I  hope  that  the 
Board  of  Education  will  be  pleased  to  take  the  matter  into  their  favourable 
consideration  at  as  early  a  date  as  practicable. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  all  the  Instructors  for  efficient  work  in  their  respec* 
five  departments  and  their  cordial  cooperation  in  the  management  of  the  Ins' 
titution,  and  to  yourself  for  your  kindly  interest.

Sir. — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  on  the  condition 
of  Public  Schools  in  Inspectorial  District  No.  1  for  the  year  1903. 

As  anticipated  in  my  last  report,  I  was  able  to  visit  nearly  every 
ungraded  school  in  my  Inspectorate  each  term  of  the  school  year  and  thus 
exercise  a  closer  supervision  than  formerly  and  to  give  more  time  where  the 
need  for  it  existed. 

I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  progress  has  been  made  in  every 
grade  of  school,  though  not  of  course  in  every  school^  To  my  mind  the 
ungraded  schools  have  made  the  most  decided  advance  during  the  year. 
Seveial  of  them  have  been  closed  because  suitable  teachers  could  not  be 
secured,  others  were  compelled  to  take  Local  Licensed  teachers,  but  even 
with  these  drawbacks  these  schools  have  done  better  work  than  ever  before 
in  my  experience.  To  define  that  improvement  is  not  easy  because  it  was 
not  the  same  in  any  two  Districts.  The  teachers  seem  to  have  broadened 
out,  to  have  caught  the  spirit  of  the  twentieth  century,  so  to  speak,  and  to 
have  thrown  aside  antiquated  methods  and  to  have  regarded  their  pupils, 
more  than  ever  before,  as  germs  to  be  cultivated  and  developed  rather  than 
<3istern8  to  be  filled.  This  spirit  was  manifested  in  diiferent  methods  of 
^liscipline  and  management,  and  diflferent  ways   of  presenting  lessons,  and 
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io  more  cordial  relations  between  teacher  and  popiU.     Power   to  think  and 
act  independently  neems  to  bo  more  the  aim  than  ever  before. 

I  have  no  new  buildings  to  report  this  year  except  at  Jardioe'd  Yard  in 
Rexton  where  (Ite  repairH  made  to  the  School  House  were  so  extensive  as 
piactically  to  make  it  a  new  building,  but  there  has  been  more  than  the  usual 
amount  of  repairs  done  and  furniture  and  appliances  supplied.  I  shall 
mention  the  most  important  items  of  this  kind  in  my  review  by  Parishes. 

KENT  COUNTY. 

The  Primary  room  of  'the  Harcourt  Superior  School  was  ceiled  through- 
out  and  walls  and  ceiling  painted  ^  8mithV  Corner  ceiled  the  school  room 
inside.  Railway  District  No.  6,  Harcourt  wa<  supplied  with  a  half  dozen 
desks  and  seats  by  means  of  a  Pie  Social  made  by  the  teacher,  Miss  Fannie 
Murray.  Adamsville  school  room  wns  finished  inside  in  wood.  In  Canaan, 
Xo.  20,^\Veldford,  the  outside  of  School  Housie  was  painted  and  anew  wire 
fence  erected'.  East  Brauch  No.  2}«  Weldford,  had  ten  new  double  desks, 
supplied.  South  Branch  No.  I,  Weldford  provided  seventeen  new  double 
desks.  The  Trustees  of  Richihucto  Town  repaired  the  Grammar  School 
quite  extensively,  and,  what  is  more  to  the  credit  of  the  people,  the  rate- 
payers incieased  the  salaries  of  all  the  teachers  of  the  town  by  an  almost 
unanimous  vote  of  a  largely  attended  annual  roeetinor.  In  Rexton  there  is 
one  of  the  best  primary  teachers  in  the  Province,  Miss  Mina  B.  Farrer, 
but  her  work  has  been  hindered  by  the  admission  of  pupils  to  the  Ist  grade 
at  any  and  all  times  of  year  down  to  the  middle  of  June,  in  violation  of 
Regulation  44.  I  \iu3  not  able  to  see  the  Trustees  at  the  time  of  my  last 
visit,  but  I  wrote  the  Secretary  quite  fully  and  trust  that  the  good  83nse  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  will  prevail  and  that  justice  will  be  done  in  this  matter 
both  to  teacher  and  pupils. 

RESTIGOUCHE  COUNTY. 

Durin^r  the  year  this  County  has  hardly  sustained  its  reputation  fbr 
progreesiveness  in  educational  work.  At  the  time  of  my  first  visit  in  Feb*y 
eleven  of  its  38  ungraded  schools  were  closed  for  various  reasons.  Six  of 
these  were  opened  in  April  and  May,  three  others  kept  closed  till  the  month 
of  August,  and  two  had  no  school  during  the  year,  but  that  was  beciuae 
teachers  could  not  be  found*  There  are,  however,  many  excellent  ungraded 
schools  in  the  County.  One  of  the  best  of  these  is  at  Shannon  Vale,  No.  6 
Dalhousie,  where  the  Trustees  supplied  one  dozen   Imperial   desks   and  an

oiled  hardwood  floor  at  a  cost  of  over  f'ne  hundred  dollars.  Credit  for  this 
is  lorgely  due  to  Mr.  James  Wright,  the  Secretary  to  Trusleet;,  and  to  Misa 
Susie  B.  MtcPhersun,  one  of  the  best  teachers  in  the  County.  The  school 
bouse  at  Rafting  Grounds,  No.  1«  Eldon,  was  ceiled  inside  and  painted 
during  summer  vacation.  The  School  House  at  Flat  Land,  No.  4  Adding- 
ton,  was  enlarged  during  the  summer  and  the  school  was  well  taught  during 
the  year  by  j^iss  Melissa  J.  Cook.  The  school  at  New  Mills,  i^To.  8» 
Durham,  was  very  satisfactorily  conducted  during  the  year  by  Miss  Jennie 
A.  Cook.  A  new  Dominion  flag,  twelve  feet  long,  and  an  InternattonHl 
dictionary  were  provided  at  River  Louison,  No.  G.  Durham,  by  the 
exertions  of  the  teacher,  Miss  Maude  Brown. 

NORTHUMBERLAND  COUNTY. 

As  I  reported  the  work  of  this  County  generally  last  year,  I  shall 
review  it  by  Parishes  this  year. 

Alnwick, — In  Bartibogue  Bridge  Dist.  the  school  room  was  wainscoted 
and  the  walls  and  ceiling  calsomined.  Oak  Point  Dist*  had  no  school 
during  the  year.  McRobbie  Road  bad  no  school  during  the  year  as  no- 
teacher  could  be  found.  Red  Pine  Island  bad  to  employ  a  local  licensee 
for  the  short  term.  Tabusintac,  North  Side,  had  a  good  school  during  ttie 
year  taught  by  Miss  Olive  B  Jardine.  Tabusintac,  South  Side,  could  not 
find  a  teacher  for  the  short  term.  New  Jersey  had  a  veiy  successful  school 
for  the  year  with  Miss  Josie  Gillies  as  teacher.  In  Burnt  Church  there  i& 
too  much  advanced  work  attempted  to  allow  the  teacher,  Miss  S.  Estellu 
Carruthers,  to  give  sufficient  attention  to  the  primary  work,  though  she 
overcame  the  difficulty,  to  a  large  extent,  by  employing  the  more  advanced 
pupils  as  monitors.  Portage  District  has  organized,  levied  an  assessment 
and  will,  I  hope,  be  ^eady  to  open  school  in  August  of  next  >ear, 

Blackville. — At  Blackvilie  Village  there  is  a  good  chance  for  a  consoli- 
dated school.  Within  a  radius  of  tour  miles  or  less,  there  are  six  small 
schools  making,  with  the  three  departments  of  the  village,  nine  schools  that 
could  be  brought  together.  Five  teachers  could  then  do  the  work  much 
better  than  nine  can  do  it  now,  with  ample  provision  for  Manual  Training, 
Kitchen  Garden,  etc.  I  have  mentioned  this  to  sonie-of  the  Trustees  and 
people*  and  am  not  without  hope  that  this  scheme  will  materialize  in  time. 
With  two  exceptions  all  the  surrounding  schools  are  small  and  poorly 
equipped  and  the  work  is  of  an  inferior  character.  It  would,  therefore,, 
be  of  great  advantage  to  them  to   enter   into  such   a   scheme.    The  Forka 
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school  is  kept  open  but  part  of  each  year  and  has  very  poor  accommoda- 
tioDs  and  equipment.  Renous Bridge  has  a  good  comfortable  school  house 
and  fair  equipment  but  a  small  attendance.  North  Renous  was  better  at« 
tended  this  year  than  for  some  time.  Upper  Renous  made  extensive  im- 
provements* to  its  Rchool  property  but  had  to  take  a  local  lioensed  teacher 
for  the  short  term.  Grainfield  has  a  good  school  house  well  furnished  but 
the  school  did  not  prosper  as  much  as  in  former  years,  partly  oo  account 
of  changing  teacher  each  term.  The  school  house  in  Underbill  District  is 
not  in  the  centre  of  the  District  and  cannot  bo  placed  to  greater  advantage 
till  a  part  of  the  District  is  joined  to  the  Village  District,  and  even  then  it 
will  be  difficult/^the  way  the  roads  are,  to  place  the  school  house  so  as  to  be 
equally  convenient  to  all  the  children. 

Bliasfield — Archibald,  No.  3}  is  one  of  the  moftt  unsatisfactory  of  schools. 
The  District  is  divided  by  the  river  and  the  pupils  on  the  north  side,  or 
*'  Storytown,''  attend  very  irregularly.  It  is  not  altogether  on  account  of  the 
danger  of  crossing,  as  a  ierry  is  provided  by  the  District,  and  the  distance 
is  no  hindrance.  The  people  seem  to  think  that  the  school  does  not  belong 
to  them  and  so  they  take  little  interest.  If  the  people  would  consent  I 
would  divide  the  District  by  the  river  and  join  the  part  on  the  aouth  side  to 
the  Doaktown  District  and  let  Storytown  have  a  school  of  its  own.  Bam« 
ford,  No.  3,  has  a  very  small  schooli  but  it  is  exceedingly  well  conducted  by 
Miss  Orace  E.  Mitchell.  It  would  be  to  the  advantage  of  the  pupils,  never- 
theless, to  have  them  conveyed  to  the  Doaktown  school.  Cain's  River,  No. 
\\,  is  doing  more  satisfactory  work  than  ever  before  under  Mr.  John  J. 
McKinnon.  In  the  Primary  Department  of  the  Doaktown  Superior  School 
excellent  work  is  being  done  by  Miss  Beatrice  L.  Ellis,  a  painstaking  and 
progressive  teacher,  who  takes  a  prominent  place  in  Institute  work  and  thus 
improves  from  year  to  year. 

Glenelg. — The  school  house  in  Black  River,  No.  1,  was  destroyed  by  a 
cyclone  on  Saturday,  Aug.  22nd.  It  was  a  fortunate  circumstance  that  the 
loss  occurred  on  Saturday,  as  t|ie  building  was  lifted  from  its  foundation, 
hurled  across  the  road  and  smashed  into  kindling  wood.  The  buildings  in 
Napan,  No.  1^,  Olenelg  and  Chatham,  are  kept  well  painted,  the  fences  in 
good  repair,  and  the  grounds  neat  and  tidy.  WeIdSeId|  No.  3,  has  a  good 
school  house,  fairly  furnished  and  some  of  the  pupils  are  doing  very  well  in 
their  work.  Lower'  Napan,  No.  4,  has  a  good  new  school  house,  but  they 
are  allowing  it  to  become  sadly  out  of  repair  for  the  lack  of  a  few  dollars 
Fpent  in  paint.  Little  Branch,  No.  7^,  has  an  excellent  school,  taught  by 
Kiss  Effie  A.  Edmunds.  Black  River  Bridge,  No.  7,  has  fine  buildings  viewed 
exteriorly.     Interiorly  there  is  much  to  be  desired.     A  fine  set  of  desks  was 
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provided  this  year  after  mach  needless  delay.  Too  much  advanced  work  is 
reqnired  of  the  teacher  to  allow  her  to  give  proper  attention  to  the  primary 
classes.  Point  an  Carr,  No.  6,  has  a  very  small  enrolment  bat  the  people 
think  they  cannot  convey  their  pupils  to  the  neighboring  District,  and  so 
they  do  their  utmost  to  keep  their  school  in  operation.  The  pupils  in 
Sweezy's  District,  No.  5,  were  veiy  poorly  graded  at  my  last  visit.  There 
were  pupils  in  Orade  Y.  unable  to  do  the  arithmetic  required  for  Grade  III. 
The  furniture  and  appliances  of  the  school  are  good  fpr  the  location  and  the 
school  should  improve  under  good  management. 

Hardwick. — Escuminac,  No.  1,  in  tliis  Parish  is  a  largely  attended  school 
that  has  been  well  taught  daring  the  year  by  Miss  S«  Watliog.  The  ceiling 
of  the  building  is  rather  low,  but  otherwise  the  classroom  is  fairly  comfort- 
able. The  outside  of  th<^  building  is  its  worst  feature.  It  is  badly  in  needof 
being  painted.  Hardwoods  No.  2,  had  a  good  teacher,  Miss  Ellen  M.  Donovan, 
but  a  small  attendance  at  my  last  visit.  The  small  attendance  was  due  partly 
to  measles  and  partly  to  it  being  the  berry  picking  season.  The  school  house 
is  greatly  in  need  of  repair.  Eel  River  No.  3,  has  a  good  school  house  kept  in 
good  repair.  The  children  were  nearly  all  engaged  in  berry  picking  at  the 
time  of  my  last  visit.  In  Hardwick  Village  No.  4,  Miss  Robina  Noble  has 
been  doing  excellent  work  for  the  past  four  years.  In  Bay  da  Yin  No.  5, 
a  native  of  the  District,  a  young  lady  with  very  little  experience  had  been 
engaged,  and  she,  though  only  at  work  a  few  days,  seemed  to  be  making  an 
excellent  beginning.  At  Bayside  No.  5^.  Miss  Emily  J.  Willistou  took  charge 
of  the  school  second  term  and  was  doing  excellent  work  at  the  time  of  my 
visit.  The  school  in  Bay  du  Yin  River,  District  No.  6,  after  being  closed  for 
two  years  after  the  loss  of  the  school  house  by  fire,  was  opened  again  at  the 
beginning  of  this  year,  and  continued  during  tlie  year. 

North  Esk. — Chaplin  Island  Road  No.  1,  is  a  small  District  but  has  a 
a  well  equipped  school;  well  conducted,  with  Miss  Maggie  T.  DaugLney  as 
teacher  the  last  four  years.  Trout  Brook  No.  2,  has  a  good  school  house 
and  is  well  attended  for  such  a  sparsely  peopled  District.  Three  Islands 
No.  3,  has  very  few  ratepayers — not  more  than  lour,  with  only  six  pupils, 
bat  are  not  near  enough  to  any  other  District  to  have  their  pupils  conveyed. 
Sevogle  No.  4,  has  a  comfortable  school  house  and  the  school  is  regularly 
attended.  Wild  Cat  Brook  No.  5,  had  no  school  throughout  the  year. 
Johnston's  Bridge  No.  6,  had  no  school  second  term  because  no  teacher  was 
available.  Allison  Settlement  No.  10,  is  a  large  populous  District  but  the 
school  is  so  badly  managed  that  little  benefit  is  derived  from  it.  Whitney- 
ville  No.  11,  has  a  large  enrolment  and  the  school  is  kept  open  steadily,  but 
the  best  results  are  not  attained  through  a  too  freqaent  change  of  teachers^ 
i  ft 
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Proteoticnville  No.  11^,  has  a   poor  school   house   and   a  sma 
pupils,  but  the  school  did  fairly  well  throughout   the   year.     I 
No.  12,  excellent  work  was  done  by  Miss  Katie  Troy   during 
Miss  Auuie  M.  Brander  second  term. 

South  Esk — Lyttleton,  No.  7,  and  Haloomb,  No.  8,  e 
licensees  during  second  term.  Siliiker,  No.  7^,  has  a  large  s< 
Emnia  M.  Barron  conducted  it  quite  successfully  during  tb 
Bank,  No.  9,  bad  no  school  during  first  term,  but  employed  lU 
Edgecombe,  B.  A.,  a  recent  graduate  of  the  University  of 
t)riB.  Miss  May  E.  Donovao  did  very  satisfactory  work  in  C 
throughout  the  year.  The  trustees  of  South  E:3k,  No.  14,  m 
repairs  on  their  school  house  during  summer  vacatiod.  Wil 
15,  closes  school  part  of  each  year,  and  the  few  pupils  have  Ion 
travel,  and  still  the  pupils  did  well  in  all  but  the  Natural  Qistc 

Derby. — Wilson's  Point,  No.  IJ.  has  been  taught  for  tl 
years  by  Miss  Mabel  E.  Glustoo,  and  during  that  time  the  sc 
increasing  in  efficiency.  Indiantown.  Nu.  3,  has  an  excellent 
built  by  the  exertions  of  Miss  Lottie  E.  Underbill,  who  left  the 
end  of  first  term.  T^be  schol  in  Bryenton,  No.  4,  has  a 
attendance  than  formerly.  Elm  Tree.  No.  2,  has  only  four  chi 
age  and  is  the  only  school  in  this  Inspectorate  closed  under  i 
the  School  Law. 

Nelson  — The  third  department  was  opened  in  Neisou  Village  school,  at 
the  beginning  of  the  fall  term.  Vye  Settlement  engaged  a  graduate  iu  Arts 
for  the  second  term.  Miss  Maggie  L.  Carmalt  has  done  excellent  work  in 
Chelmsford  District  for  the  past  five  terms.  This  District  has  a  good  school 
house,  well  cared  for  outside,  but  the  inside  walls  and  ceiling  should  receive 
more  attention.  Indiantown,  No.  9,  has  a  good  school  house  and  surround- 
ings but  few  pupils  and  the  school  is  closed  a  pait  of  every  year.  Baroaby 
River,  No.  5,  has  an  old  school  bouse  with  very  inferior  iurniture.  Barnaby, 
x>ro«  6^,  has  an  excellent  school  house,  well  furnished.  In  Semiwagan  Ridge 
the  old  school  bailding  has  been  repaired  and  made  comfortable.  Mouth  of 
Barnaby  has  a  very  cold  schoolhouse.  It  is  not  finished  outside  an  i  late  in 
December  v^as  not  banked. 

Newcasile — Miss  Margaret  J.  Phelan  did  a  good  year's  work  in  Lower 
Newcastle.  Little  Bartibogue  has  a  very  small  school  but  the  ratepayers 
have  no  intention  •  t  closing  it  even  for  a  m  nth.  The  Trustees  of  Big 
Baitibf  gue  District  in  end  to  keep  their  school  open  this  winter  though 
there  are  lul  s'lx  children  of  schcol  ajio  in  the  Distr  ct   and  a  few  that  come 
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from  Meadow  Brook  District,  a  distance  of  nearly  foar  miles.  Millbank 
No.  5  has  now  quite  a  large  enrollment.  Ferry ville  No.  8,  did  not  have  so 
'good  a  school  as  usual  this  year.  Miss  Nora  Cripps  conducted  the  Moor  fie  Id 
school  during  the  year  in  a  very  satisfactory  manner. 

Ludlow, — CarroIPs  Crossing  No.  1,  has  had  a  good  school  during  the- 
year  under  Miss  Estelle  Crammond.  McNamee  No.  1|  had  a  Local 
Licensee  during  second  term.  The  school  at  Ludlow,  South  Side  No.  2^ 
taught  by  Miss  Lilian  I.  Price,  hns  neither  a  good  school  house  nor  a 
generous  equipment,  but  the  pupils  are  clever  and  the  teacher  is  devoted  to* 
her  work,  a  combination  that  brings  success.  Boiestown  No.  8,  has  changed 
teachers  twice  during  the  year,  so  the  school  has  made  no  progress.  Ii> 
Ludlow,  North  Side,  the  number  of  pupils  is  so  small  and  the  ratepayers  sa 
non-progressive  that  the  school  is  closed  a  part  of  every  year,  making  the 
best  work  impossible,  though  the  children  arA  more  than  ordinarily  clever. 
Pleasant  Ridge  No.  5,  has  changed  teachers  too  often  of  late  to  have  a 
satisfactory  school. 

Chatham — Napan  River  No.  5,  made  some  improvements  in  its  scboo) 
equipment.  Chatham  Head  No,  4,  has  been  more  successful  since  the 
Trustees  employed  a  class  room  assistant.  Douglasfield  No.  6,  had  a  fair 
measure  of  success  during:  the  year,  though  a  change  of  teachers  was  made 
in  the  middle  of  it.  The  Trustees  of  Rock  Heads  No.  2,  made  extensive 
improvements  both  to  the  outside  and  the  inside  of  their  school  house. 
Their  teacher.  Miss  Sophia  G.  McDonald,  has  been  with  them  nearly  six 
years  and  her  zealous  services  are  evidently  appreciated  by  the  parents. 

YORK  COUNTY. 

There  are  only  five  schools  of  this  County  under  my  supervision,  They 
are  in  the  Parish  of  Stanley.  Parkor'ti  Ridge  No.  11,  has  a  very  large 
school,  with  n  good  school  house  and  equipment,  and  the  school  made 
satisfactory  progress  during  tho  year.  Hayesville  No.  13,  is  a  small  school 
but  the  work  during  the  year  was  most  satisfactory.  Miss  Sadie  A* 
Cameron  is  the  teacher.  Taxis  River  No.  10,  had  only  four  pupils  enrolled 
at  the  date  of  my  last  visit.  Avery's  Portage  No.  9,  has  a  poor  school 
house,  and  it  changed  teachers  during  the  year,  but  still  its  school  made  a 
fair  amount  of  progress. 

SUPERIOR  SCHOOLS. 

I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  there  has  been  increased  efficiency 
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in  all  these  schools  in  nay  Inspectorate.  The  Blackville  School,  which  was 
the  poorest  when  my  last  Annua)  Report  was  written,  has  made  considerable 
advance  under  Priucipal  M.R  Tuttle,  B.  A.  The  tone  is  better,  the  popila 
attend  better  and  the  parents  take  more  interest,  though  it  is  still  far  from 
what  Mr.  Tuttle  would  like  to  have  it.  Bj  Mr.  Tuttle's  exertions  a  achool 
library  has  been  started  with  sixty-seven  volumes  The  Douglastown  school, 
toO)  has  shown  great  improvement.  Mr.  Benn,  the  Principal,  has  lots  of  energy 
and  enthusiasm  and  where  these  two  elements  are  rightly  directed,  success 
€Dust  follow.  He  has  made  a  specialty  of  his  School  Library  and  has  secured 
the  greatest  number  of  volumes  ot  any  in  my  Inspectorate  and  is  adding  to  it 
every  term  The  Harcourt  Superior  School  made  rapid  progress  for  one 
term  under  Mr.  Angus  Dewar,  a  young  man  of  rare  teaching  'ability.  He  left 
the  school  at  the  close  of  the  year  and  I  have  not  been  informed  of  the  name 
of  his  successor.  The  Rexton  Superior  School  suffered  a  loss  at  the 
«nd  of  second  term  in  the  retirement  of  Mr.  R.  G.  Girvan  from  the  Priocipal- 
5hip,  which  he  had  filled  wont  acceptably  for  five  years.  He  was  succeeded  by 
Mr.  R.  B.  Masterton  who,  I  have  heard,  retired  on  account  of  failing  health 
at  t  be  close  of  the  year. 

GRAMMAR  SCHOOLS. 

Of  the  three  Grammar  Schools  in  this  Inspectorate  it  can  be  said  that  they 
all  maintained  their  efficiency  throughout  the  year,  did  excellent  work  along 
the  lines  pre»cribed,  and  each  made  some  improvment  on  the  work  of  former 
years.  The  Kent  County  Grammar  School,  located  in  Richibucto,  has.  hereto* 
fore,  been  admitting  pupils  to  the  8th  standard  that  were  very  deficient  in 
snost  subjects,  entailing  upon  the  Principal  an  amount  of  review  work  that 
made  it  impossible  for  him  to  prepare  them  well  on  the  8th  grade  work  dur- 
ing the  year.  The  consequence  was  that  many  failed  to  pass  to  the  9th 
standard  at  the  end  of  the  year  and  their  failure  was  credited  to  the  principal. 
By  my  advice  the  Trustees  insisted  on  a  higher  percentage  in  grading  into 
the  8tb  standard  and  the  school  has  become  more  workable  in  consequence. 
The  Northumberland  County  Grammar  School,  located  in  Chatham,  has  now 
the  second  Grammar  School  teacher  apd  will,  I  make  no  doubt,  do  even  better 
work  than  usual  in  grades  IX,  X  and  XI.  In  the  Restigouche  County  Gram* 
^ai  School,  located  in  Campbellton,  I  found  standards  X  and  XI  well  ground* 
ed  and  profiting  to  tho  fullest  extent  by  the  work  of  their  grade,  but  atand- 
ard  IX  seemed  to  take  little  interest  and  a  very  superficial  examination  dis* 
closed  the  reason  to  be  inadequate  preparation  to  enter  the  standard. 

ARBOR  DAY, 
Arbor  Day  was  observed  in  this  Inspectorate  on  Friday,  May  8th  1903. 
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It  was  too  early  in  the  season  for  a  great  part  of  Bestigouohe  CouDty,  where 
there  was  still  much  snow  in  the  woods  and  the  ground  in  the  school  yards- 
was  frozen*  Seventy*nine  Districts  and  Departments  observed  the  day  dar- 
ing which  289  trees  and  37  shrubs  were  planted  and  55  flowerbeds  were 
made,  besides  much  tidying  up  of  grounds,  decorating  of  rooms  and  gen* 
eral  improvements  were  indulged  in. 

TEACHERS'  INSTITUTES. 

It  was  my  good  iortui^e  to  attend  three  County  Institutes  daring  the 
year  and  all  in  the  short  term.  It  took  a  great  deal  of  time  from  my  other 
work,  but  they  were  all  profitable  seasous  and  I  did  not  begrudge  either  the 
time  or  expense  incurred.  1  am  convinced  that  much  more  good  could  be 
done  at  these  gatherings  were  the  inexperienced  and  unsuccessful  under  aa 
obligation  to  attend  and  the  time  spent  more  in  practical  work  than  in  read- 
ing papers  that  often  do  not  reach  the  need  of  teachers  who  wish  help  iu  their 
work.  I  have  noticed,  more  particularly  this  year,  that  it  is  only  the  more 
progressive  teachers  that  attend  these  meetings.  It  may  be  that  they  have 
reached  the  hetght  at  which  they  realize  their  need  of  help  or  it  may  be  that 
they  are  more  independent  financially,  whatever  the  cause,  there  were 
teachers  who  failed  to  attend  in  each  of  the  three  Counties  who  had  far  more 
need  of  help  than  any  in  attendance. 

At  the  Kent  County  Institute,  which  met  at  Richibucto,  there  were 
about  32  teachers  present  out  of  about  120  teachers  in, the  county,  a,  very 
poor  showing  indeed,  though  there  is  really  some  excuse  (or  this. 

In  Chatham  there  were  about  80  in  attendance  out  of  nearly  160  teachere 
in  the  county.     This  was  better,  but  not  nearly  so  good  as  it  should  be. 

Out  of  48  teachers  employed  in  the  County  of  Restigouche,  32  assembled 
at  Campbellton  to  attend  their  County  Institute  on  the  last  two  teaching  day» 
of  the  year. 

At  all  these  meetings  I  was  impressed  with  the  earnestness  of  the  teach- 
ers, the  interest  takan  in  the  various  discussions,  their  eagerness  to  ask 
questions  and  have  them  answered  and  their  promptness  to  take  part  at  the 
call  of  the  chair.  There  did  not  seem  to  be  any  of  that  disposition  to  come 
late  and  leave  early  that  I  have  observed  at  similar  gatherings  snd  which' 
does  more  than  any  other  one  thing  to  dishearten  aspiring  teachers,  make^ 
them  lose  interest  in  the  proceedings  and  turn  the  whole  afi^air  into  a  farc.& 
and  a  show.

Coverdale,  HiUshorough,  Hopewell  and  Harvey  in  Albert  County. 

OwiDg  to  the  protracted  illness  and  death  of  Inspector  Smith,  no  annual 
Teport  of  this  District  has  been  prepared.  Daring  the  first  part  of  the  month 
of  March  Inspector  Smith  visited  and  reported  npon  a  few  schools  in  the 
Parishes  of  Shediac,  Salisbury  and  Sackville,  but  was  unable  to  continue  his 
work. 

In  June  the  newly  appointed  Inspector,  Charles  D.  Hebert,  '«^as  in- 
structed to  vidit  as  many  of  the  schools  as  possible  in  Inspector  Smith's  Dis- 
trict In  accordance  with  these  instructions  Inspector  Hebort  visited  the 
iichools  of  the  Acadian  Districts  of  Kent  County,  the  schools  in  the  Parish  of 
Rogersville,  Northumberland  Co.,  the  schools  in  the  Parishes  of  Goverdale, 
Billsboro.  Hopewell  and  Harvey  in  Albert  Co.,  and  most  of  the  schools  in 
the  Parishes  of  Botsford,  Shediac,  Dorchester,  Moncton  and  Salisbury  in 
Westmorland  County. 

From  the  full  monthly  reports  made  to  the  Education  Office  by  Inspec- 
tor Hebert  the  following  extracts  are  given : 

(1)  Extracts  from  June  Report : — 

ALBERT  COUNTY. 

Pariah  of  Coverdale. — Bridgedale  No. 5  has  a  fair  ecbool  with  a  very  good 
attendance.  Miss  Nellie  McNaughton,  who  has  lately  taken  charge,  seems 
to  be  greatly  interested  in  her  woik  and  will  no  doubt  meet  with  suc- 
cess. There  is  room  yet  for  improvement  in  reading  and  arithmetic. 
Niagara  No.  6  is  trying  to  operate  a  school  with  an  enrolment  uf  7  and 
an  average  of  6  School  was  opened  daring  the  second  term  on  April  Ist. 
This  disrrict  is  a  very  remote  one  and  cannot  possibly  be  combined  with  any 
other  district.  The  work  done  in  No  7,  Turtle  Creek,  is  far  from  being  satis- 
factory. The  pupils  made  a  very  poor  showing  in  arithmetic,  reading  and  gram« 
cnar  The  result  of  the  examination  in  geography,  however,  was  very  good. 
"Colpitts,  No.  8,  though  a  poor  district,  deserves  credit  for  its  neat  school 
house,  its  clean  and  well  enclosed  grounds  nnd  its  excellent  furniture.  Miss 
Ella  Smith,  who  is  in  charge,  is  doing  g^od  work.  The  attendance  is  not 
very  large,  especially  in  winter,  owing  to  tfi  •  difficulty  experienced  by  the 
<;hildren  to  reach  the  school.  Leaman.  No  9  was  closed  during  the  term  for 
want  of  a  teacher.   No.  11,  Lower  Turtle  Cit «.  k,  has  a  fair  school.   The  exterior 
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of  the  building  18  very  good,  bat  the  ioterior  is  greatly  in  need  of  repairiog.  The 
apparatus  is  of  an  iuferior  qnalitj,  maps  are  torn  and  shabby  and  the  black- 
boards are  in  a  very  poor  state.  The  Trustees'  attention  has  been  called  to 
the  fact,  and  I  hope  the  necessary  improvements  will  be  made. 
Miss  E.  Goodhall  conducts  a  fair  school  at  No.  12,  Nixon  Settleaient.  The 
attendance  is  very  good  and  discipline  excellent.  A  good  painting  and  other 
necessary  repairs  would  greatly  improve  the  appearance  ot  the  buildings. 
The  house  at  Stoney  Greek,  No.  14,  is  badly  in  need  of  repairs.  The 
exterior  of  the  building  presents  a  miserable  appearance^ 

Parish  of  Ilillshoro. — No.  1,  Weldon,  has  a  very  good  school.  The  ap. 
paratuA  is  very  good,  furniture  new  and  maps  excellent.  Miss  Louisa  Ting- 
ley  is  doing  very  commendable  work.  General  repairs  and  a  good  painting 
would  be  of  the  greatest  benefit  to  the  school  house.  Mr  Arthur  N.  Foster 
is  doing  good  work  at  No.  4  Edgett's  Landing,  His  classes  gave  evidence 
of  good  training,  especially  in  grammar  and  analysis.  The  school  house  is 
small,  poorly  lighted  and  its  exterior  presents  a  most  wretched  appearance. 
The  schoDi  in  Salem,  No  7,  is  in  good  order.  The  pupils  acquitted  them- 
selves well  in  the  various  subjects.  The  buildings  require  d  good  painting 
and  (he  grounds  could  be  greatly  improved.  The  school  at  Odborno,  No.  8, 
is  not  up  to  the  required  standard.  .  It  is  in  charge  of  a  zealous  and  faithful, 
but  young  and  inexperienced  teacher.  New  iurniture  was  procured  last 
summer.  At  the  time  ot  my  visit,  Mr.  Judson  Sleeves,  the  Secretary,  was 
the  only  Trustee  m  the  district.  The  other  trustees  had  removed  from  the 
District  during  the  term.  The  school  at  Baltimore,  No.  9.  was  buroed  last 
winter.  Good  progress  is  being  made  in  the  erection  of  a  new  building, 
which  the  Trustees  hope  to  have  ready  for  the  coming  term.  No.  11,  Berry-, 
ton,  operates  a  satisfactory  school.  Much,  however,  could  be  accomplished 
by  regularity  of  attendance.  The  house  is  in  a  very  good  condition  and  the 
premises  well  kept.  Rosevale,  No.  t3,  has  a  very  good  school.  The  ordin- 
ary branches  are  very  well  taught.  A  few  of  the  pupils  worked  exercises 
in  geometry  and  arithmetic  very  well.  The  school  house  is  neatly 
painted  and  surrounded  by  clean  and  well  enclosed  grounds.  Miss 
Kierstead,  the  teacher,  is  to  be  commended  lor  the  interest  she 
seems  to  take  in  the  welfare  of  the  school.  Round  Hill,  No.  14, 
has  a  splendid  school  house  and  an  excellent  teacher,  Miss  Mary 
Smith.  The  tone  of  the  school  is  excellent  and  the  order  almost 
perfect.  The  pupUs  acquitted  themselves  in  a  very  creditable  manner. 
Children  from  the  Beech  Hill  District  attend  this  school.  The  school  at  No. 
15,  Lower  Hillsboro  13  in  charge  of  Miss  Rdoa  Floyd  a  very  successful 
teacher.     Dicipline  is  excellent.     The  pupils  acquitted  themselves  honorably 
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in  the  various  eubjects.  Although  the  attendance  is  not  very  large,  I  learn 
that  the  Trustees  take  a  great  interest  in  school  matters.  The  well  fenced 
grounds  and  the  neat  and  bright  appearance  of  the  buildings  reflect  great 
credit  on  the  District.  Caledonia  Settlement  No.  1 2,  has  barely  the  required 
number  of  pupils  to  keep  a  school  in  operation,  Caledonia  No.  5,  Hopewell 
Parish,  is  no  better  off  so  far  as  attendance  is  concerned.  I  understand  that 
there  is  a  movement  on  foot  to  combine  Nos.  5  and  12.  Although  the  schools 
are  doing  satisfactory  work,  the  uniting  of  the  two  Districts  might  ba  a  step  in 
the  right  direction.  The  attendance  is  small  in  both  and  the  children  ex* 
perience  great  difficulty  in  coming  to  school  in  winter.  The  matter  was  to 
be  discussed  at  the  annual  meeting. 

Parish  oj  Bopeieell. — Woodworth  No.  3,  the  result  of  the  examinatioa 
showed  that  in  all  subjects  the  pupils  were  wellaod  carefully  prepared.  The 
attendance  is  good,  five  of  the  scholars  having  a  perfect  attendance  certifi- 
cate. There  has  been  no  school  duripg  the  year  at  Memel  No.  4.  Reason 
assigned,  not  enough  pupils  to  attend.  Some  of  the  children  go  to  the 
Curryville  school.  Curryville  No.  8,  has  a  prosperous  and  well  equipped 
school,   Miss  Orpah  West  is  domg  very  efficient  work. 

Pariah  of  Harvey. — Waterside  No.  1,  seems  to  be  a  large  and  prosperous 
District,  yet  it  did  not  have  school  in  operation  during  the  last  year  owing 
to  neglect  on  the  part  of  the  Trustees  and  of  the  Secretary.  Money  was 
voted  in  1902  to  repair  the  school  house  and  keep  school  in  operation, 
Bepairs  were  made  but  the  school  was  closed.  Provisions  were  made  at 
this  year's  annual  meeting  to  operate  the  school  and  the  ratepayers  seem 
determined  to  see  the  provisions  carried  out.  No.  2f,  Lower  New  Horton 
did  not  have  its  school  in  operation  for  the  want  of  a  teacher.  School 
will  be  ro-opered  the  comiog  term.  Miss  Mildred  Milton  has  conducted 
the  school  at  Germantown  No.  4,  during  the  year  with  fair  success* 
The  attendance  however  is  most  irregular.  Beaver  Brook,  No.  5  has  a 
fair  school  house,  good  grounds  but  a  poor  School.  No.  8  Brookton, 
could  not  obtain  a  teacher  and  consequently  the  school  remained  closed. 
The  school  at  New  Midway,  No.  9,  is  greatly  in  need  of  general  repairs 
and  painting.  There  seems  to  be  a  lack  of  interest  in  school  matters  in  this 
District.  Miss  G.  McAnulty  is  meeting  with  fair  success.  Reading  is  well 
taught.  West  River,  No.  10  has  a  fair  school.  Twenty-eight  pupils  are 
enrolled  with  an  average  attendance  of  twenty.  Miss  W.Barbour  is  in  charge. 
The  ratepayers  of  Waterside  No.  1  send  their  children  to  the  number  of  7 
to  this  school.  MicB  Bnrbour  is  doing  as  well  as  could  be  expected  under 
this  arrangement.     Upper  New  Horton,  No.  12  has  u  fair  school,  a  good 
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hooae  and  good  grouods.  Miss  Ethel  Swaosoo  is  io  charge.  Pupils  from 
Lower  New  Horton  attend  school  here.  Miss  Swaneon  seems  to  take  great 
interest  in  her  work. 

Extracts  from  August  lieport : — 

KENT  COUNTY 

Dundas, — No.  7,  Graudigue.  The  school  bouse  in  this  District  is  in  anez-- 
oellentccnditioD.  Thegroundsare neat, well keptandenclosed by agood fence. 
The  school,  however,  is  not  up  to  the  required  standard.  Reading  was  very 
poor.  The  same  applies  to  Arithmetic.  The  house  in  No.  12  is  a  new  one 
^nd  presents  a  fine  appearance.  When  completed  and  furnished  with  all 
the  necessary  appliances,  this  school  house  will  be  a  credit  to  the  District. 
Extensive  imprx)vements  are  being  made  in  No.  8,  Cocagne  Cape.  The 
interior  of  the  building  is  also  badly  in  need  of  repaii'S,  a  new  floor  etc. 
The  blackboard  surface  is  very  poor  and  the  maps  are  torn  and  worthless,. 
I  wrote  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  called  their  attention  to  the  matter. 
No.  2.  Cocagne  River  South,  is  in  charge  of  Mr.  Alfred  Bourgeois,  a  very 
good  teacher.  The  school  house  and  outbuildings  should  be  painted  and 
the  grounds  enclosed.  The  blackboard  surface  is  not  what  it  ehould  be  and 
the  maps  are  very  poor.  No.  5^,  North  West  Branch,  had  a  very  small 
attendance  at  the  time  of  my  visit,  11  being  enrolled.  This  num'>er  does 
not  represent  the  regular  attendance.  Many  of  the  children  stay  away  fion> 
school  during  the  berry  season.  Elementary  Reading,  Writing  and  a  little- 
Arithmetio  are  the  only  subjects  receiving  attention.  Tbe  house  is  in  a 
poor  condition,  furniture  old  fashioned  and  necessary  appliances  wanting,, 
there  being  no  maps  in  the  school.  Miss  Viola  Murray  is  doing  excellent 
work  in  Hay  s  Settlement,  No.  5.  The  result  of  the  examination  was  very 
satisfactory.  The  ratepayers  seem  to  take  interest  in  the  welfare  ot  their 
school.  The  interior  of  the  building  has  been  plastered  and  wainscoted 
during  the  last  vacation  and  with  a  few  finishing  touches  will  be  highly 
creditable  to  the  District.  The  maps  and  other  appliances,  however,  are 
not  up  to  the  requirements.  The  Trustees  promised  to  see  to  the  matter 
and  will  provide  the  required  apparatus.  No.  10,  Trafalgar,  has  no  school  . 
in  operation.  The  Trustees  are  unable  to  secure  a  teacher.  They  are  in 
ihe  meantime  making  needed  repairs  to  their  school.  The  school  at  No.  4, 
Cocagne  River,  South,  is  in  charge  of  Mr.  &.ug.  E.  Daigle,  an  experienced 
and  capable  teacher.  He  is  unfortunately  handicapped  in  his  work  by  a 
poor  classification  of  the  pupils  by  a  former  teacher.     I  am  confident,  how- 
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ever,  that  Mr.  Daif;le  will  briog  the  school  to  its  required  standard.  The 
building  has  been  recently  painted  and  presents  a  neat  appearance.  No. 
13,  Cocagne  Bridge,  has  a  good  school.  The  interior  is  tastefully  decorated 
well  lighted  and  neatly  kept.  Both  languages  are  carefully  taught.  The 
pupils  gave  a  good  account  of  themselves  iu  the  examtuatiou.  At  Howard's 
Brook,  No.  6,  the  woik  is  not  quite  satisfactory.  The  result  is  due 
in  my  opinion,  to  a  poor  classification  of  the  pupils.  The  school  is  poorly 
furnished  and  badly  in  need  of  maps  and  other  appliances.  The  Trustees 
were  present  at  the  examination  and  I  called  their  attention  to  the  matter. 
They  seemed  willioof  to  carry  out  my  suggestions.  No.  1,  Cocagne,  has  a 
large  attendance  with  an  average  of  forty.  The  school  is  now  in  charge  of 
Miss  Lena  Melauson,  a  very  efficient  teacher.  The  pupils  answered  readily 
•and  intelligently  and  showed  a  good  knowledge  of  Grammar,  Arithmetic 
and  Geography.  Aiithmetic  was  especially  good.  Reading  a  little  below 
the  required  mark.  The  Trustees  a  nd  ratepayers  could  easily  give  a  sub- 
stantial proof  of  the  interest  they  take  in  the  school  affairs  by  furnishing 
the  school  with  maps  and  better  black  board  surface.  The  furniture  is 
excellent,  but  a  few  more  seats  are  needed.  Moreover  the  building  would 
not  suffer  from  the  effects  of  a  good  painting.  No.  11^,  Ohio,  Seven 
pupils  under  the  required  age  are  attending  this  school.  Sixty>seven  pupils 
enrolled,  average  forty-seven.  Mr.  Allain  the  teacher,  states  that  the 
attendance  is  as  high  as  75,  still  the  trustees  do  not  deem  it  necessary  to 
engage  an  assistant.  The  school  room  has  been  repaired,  ^wainscoted  and 
painted  since  Mr.  Doucett's  visit.  Furniture  is  eld  fashioned  and  accom- 
modation very  poor,  there  being  seven  scats  with  three  per  scat  at  the  time 
of  my  visit.  Some  parents  have  peculiar  ideas  and  in  some  cases  will  not 
allow  their  children  to  learn  English  Grammar. 

Dundas  and  Shediac. — No .  2^  Landry's  This  district  Las  a  fair  building 
with  well  kept  grounds.  The  iorniture  is  very  good  but  the  general  apparatus 
of  very  inferior  quality.  The  furniture  has  been  procured  since  Mr.  Doocett'a 
Tisit.  The  school  is  weak.  I  am  told  that  trustees  and  ratepayers  do  not  take 
much  interest  in  the  school.  At  the  time  of  my  visit,  No.  17  A  Shediac  Bridge, 
had  an  enrolment  of  forty  nine  with  an  averageot  thirty-five.  But  this  number 
I  am  told  does  not  repiesent  the  regular  enrolment.  As  many  as  sixty»five 
pupils  attend  this  school.  An  assistant  is  needed.  Something  mi  ; 
be  done  too  in  the  way  of  securing  more  comfortable  accommodation.  T  » 
•school  room  is  actually  crowded,  and  by  far  too  small  to  accommodate  tl  s 
number  of  pupils  in  the  district.  I  am  told  that  Inspector  Smith  had  pr  • 
viously  insisted  upon  better  accommodation  bat  no  action  has  been  takeo  I  f 
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the  trustees  Tlie  district  is  a  large  od&  and  the  taxes  are  low  per  caprta. 
The  ratepayers  could  easily  carry  out  the  suggestioos  made  them.  The 
building  is  poor,  apparatus  deficient  and  the  school  necessarily  a  poor  one. 

DiindoB  and  Moncion. — No.  6A,  is  closed  for  the  want  of  a  teacher. 
I  am  satisfied  that  the  trustees  did  all  in  their  power  to  engage  a  teacher,  but 
unfortunately  failed  in  the  attempt. 

No.  14A,  Poirier's,  is  operating  a  rery  weak  school;  twelve  enrolled^ 
average  eight,  bchool  house  and  appliances  are  poor  but  as  good  as  the  dis- 
trict can  afford.  The  pupils  are  all  young  and  the  only  subjects  taught  are 
Reading.  Arithmetic  and  Writing.  The  trustees  will  provide  maps  and  other 
apparatus. 

Dnndas  and  Wellington  No.  11.  Henaud's  Mills  has  a  fair  school  house 
but  needs  paint.     Grounds  are  rough. 

St.  Marys  No.  7.  Peleringi  is  a  new  district.  The  school  is  sadly  deficient 
in  maps  and  blackboard  surface.  The  furniture  is  old  fashioned.  It  is  a  weak 
school.  The  same  may  be  said  of  7|  St.  George.  This  school'seems  to  have 
been  neglected  in  the  past,  one  of  the  pupils  was  unusually  bright  This 
flchool  needs  maps  and  blackboards.  I  met  the  trustees  and  talked  the  matter 
over.     They  ordered  the  necessary  apparatus. 

No.  13  Upper  Buctouche  has  a  splendid  school  house.  Every  one  seems 
to  take  an  interest  in  educational  affairs  in  this  district.  The  children  take 
up  both  languages  with  facility,  and  are  greatly  devoted  to  their  work. 
No.  14.  Kings.  The  school  in  this  district  was  not  satisfactory.  Reading 
was  poor.  Little  attention  was  given  to  grammar  and  still  less  to  Geography. 
Arithmetic  was  below  the  average.  The  children  are  young  and  do  not  seem 
to  have  any  idea  of  what  they  are  doing 

Wellington, — The  school  house  at  Little  River  No  2,  needs  a  good  paint- 
ing. The  interior  is  in  a  fair  condition.  The  furniture  is  excellent  and  the 
eehool  supplied  with  all  the  necessary  equipments  Reading  was  especially 
good,  grammar  satisfactory,  but  arithmetic  somewhat  below  average. 

Dundas. — The  school  at  No.  3,  Scovirs  Mills  was  closed  early  in  the 
spring,  owing  to  the  prevalence  of  small-pox.  Progress  was  natcrally  re- 
tarded. At  the  time  of  my  visit  Mr.  E.  Williams  was  trying  to  readjust 
things  with  a  fair  chance  of  success.  Reading  aod  Geography  were  good 
but  grammar  and  arithmetic  fell  below  the  requirements.  The  school  house 
ehould  be  painted. 

APPARATUS,  SCHOOLS,  Ac. 

I  regret  to  have  to  state  that  generally,  schools  are  not  provided  with 
the  necessary  appliances.     Trustees  seem  to  think  that  a  box  of  chalk  and  a 
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bell  coDstitnte  the  general  apparatus  in  a  school  room,  maps  are  entirely  oat 
of  the  question  and  by  some  considered  as  laznries.  Blackboards  are  oomer- 
ons  but  in  some  instances  very  unsatisfactory.  In  many  caees  the  school 
houses,  grounds  and  out-buildings  are  not  well  cared  for.  A  little  lime  or 
paint  would  very  materially  improve  the  general  appearance  of  some  of  them. 
Some  school  lots  are  unfenced,  unimproved  and  entirely  neglected.  In  all 
cases  I  endeavoured  to  meet  Oih  Trustees  and  earnestly  called  their  atten- 
tion to  the  important  duties  v\tjich  the  law,  as  well  as  their  own  interests  \m» 
poses  upon  them. 

COUUSE  OP  INSTRUCTION. 

According  to  notes  taken  during  my  visits  the  results  in  the  several 
subjects  of  the  course  could  be  classified  as  follows, —  Reading,  in  very  many 
cases,  monotonous,  meaning  of  words  neglected,  and  not  enough  attention 
given  to  the  thought  expressed  in  the  lesson.  Grammar,  French  and  Eng- 
lish, only  fair,  too  much  text  book  and  not  enough  practical  work  Geog- 
raphy is  fair,  would  be  better  were  maps  £c.  provided.  Spelling  is  very 
satisfactory.  Writing  is  good  generally.  Arithmetic  is  below  the  average. 
Not  enough  oral  and  mental  work. 

Extract  from  September  Report: 

KENT  COUNTY.— Continued. 

Parish  of  8t  Paul. — No.  1,  Legerville has  a  good  school  and  an  excellent 
teacher  Mr.  Pierre  Belliveau.  The  pupils  gave  a  good  proof  of  their  care- 
ful training.  Arithmetic,  geography  and  reading  were  exoeptionaily  good. 
The  attendance  is  splendid.  Extensive  repairs  are  being  made  on  the  build- 
ings. The  grounds  are  to  be  surrounded  by  a  wire  fence.  This  is  surely 
a  progressive  district. 

No.  2,  S^veeneyville  ia  operating  a  fair  school.  Writing  was  not  satis- 
factory. More  time  and  attention  should  be  given  to  this  subject.  The  in- 
terior of  the  school  house  is  neat,  but  the  exterior  needs  repairing.  Sing- 
ing is  taught  here. 

The  interior  of  the  school  in  No.  3,  St.  Paul  is  in  a  most  disgracef"^ 
state.    The  attendance  is  most  irregular.     There  were  only  young  childr 
present  on  the  day  of  my  visit.     Many  pupils  were  without  books,  slates,  e 
The  grounds  are  in  a  miserable  condition.     I  wrote  to  the  trustees  and  calli   I 
their  attention  to  the  state  of  their  school. 

No.  4,   Ricbardville   has  a  good  house  and  a  fair  school.    A  few  of  tl   i 
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pupils  Hre  without  books  and  slates.  Orammir  is  receiving  very  lictle  atten* 
tioni  Tlie  school  is  very  poorly  provided  with  maps.  etc.  No.  5,  Belliveaa 
Sattlement  is  closed.  Conid  not  secure  a  teacher.  The  school  in  No.  6, 
Devarenues,  is  not  satisfactory.  The  pupils^  are  youug  aud  do  Dot  attend 
regularly.  Beading,  Writing  and  Arithmetic  are  the  only  subjects  receiving 
attention.  Miss  Louise  Murray  is  doing  excellent  work  at  No.  8,  McLaugh- 
lin Road.  There  exists  a  sad  deficisno/,  in  map3  and  g3neral  apparatus. 
The  pupils,  however,  have  a  proficient  knowledge  of  the  several  subjects  oi 
the  course.  The  teacher  with  the  help  of  the  pupils  manages  to  prepare  her 
own  maps  etc.  The  trusteed  were  present  aud  seemed  to  be  proud  of  their 
school.  They  had  recently  ordered  two  maps  and  other  necessary  appliances 
The  house  is  small  and  quite  well  finished.  No.  9,  Cormier's  Settlement  is 
closed.    A  teacher  cannot  be  procured. 

Si.  Paul  and  St^  Marys^ — No.  7,  McLean  Settlement,  has  a  new 
school  bouse.  The  interior  of  the  building  is  not  yet  finished.  This  is 
another  case  of  a  want,  of  books  and  slates.  As  a  result  Geography  and 
Grammar  are  receiving  no  attention.  The  pupils  are  not  up  to  date  in 
Arithmetic.     Maps  are  wanting. 

8L  Marys. — The  school  in  No.  8,  Coates'  Mills  is  closed  for  want  of  a 
teacher.  This  is  to  he  regretted  as  the  District  is  aLirge  and  important  one. 
No.  4,  Dollard  Settlement  is  operating  a  very  unsatisfactory  school.  The 
room  )s  crowded  with  children.  New  furniture  should  be  provided  as  that 
actuslly  in  use  is  entirely  out  of  date.  There  are  not  enough  seats  to 
accommodate  the  children  in  attendance.  Forty-five  pupils  are  enrolled, 
average  thirty-five,  and  still  the  enrolment  id  not  what  it  generally  is  in 
the  Dititfict.  The  Trustees  have  bought  the  necessary  material  to  finish  the 
interior  of  the  house  which  is  badly  in  need  of  repairs.  I  am  pleased  to 
note  that  new  maps  were  procured  recently.  Reading  in  English  very  poor ; 
Arithmetic  below  the  average.  No  Geography  aud  very  little  Grammar. 
Trout  Brook,  No.  3,  has  a  neat  little  house  and  excellent  grounds.  The 
interior  of  the  building  is  not  yet  completed  but  all  the  required  material  is 
on  hand.  The  District  does  not  feel  capable  of  bearing  the  expense  it 
would  incur  should  the  work  be  done  at  once.  The  ratepayers  claim  that 
this  District  should  be  classed  as  a  poor  one  in  consideration  of  its  low 
valuation.  I  gave  them  no  encouragement  as  I  understood  that  the  bound* 
aries  were  revised  some  time  ago  or  are  in  need  of  revision.  Miss  Sarah 
Bilodeau  is  doing  good  work  here.  Miss  Esther  Robichaud  is  doing  good 
work  at  Collet  Settlement,  No.  5.  This  is  her  seventh  term  in  the  District 
The  pupils  are  all  young.    The  attendance  is  very  good.    The  school  room 
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18  neflt^  but  the  furniture  is  old  fashioned.     More  seats  should  be  provided. 
Maria  de  Kent,  No.  14,  has  a  large    and    comoiodious    building.      The 
eDroIiuent  reaches  &{\y  with  an  average  of.  forty.     On  the  day  of  my  last 
visit  many  pupils  were  absent  for  good  reasons.     The  icterior  of  the  build- 
ing is  not  as  neat  as  it  should  be,     I  am   told   that   the   trustees   intend  to 
make  some  needed  repairs  in   the   spting.      Beading   was   not   up  to  the 
required  standard    but  Grammar  was    good,    Writing    poor,   attendance 
regular.     Ste.  Marie,  No.  1|  has  a  splendid  school  with  seventy  six  pupils 
enrolled,  average  sixty-^six.     There   is  a  class   room   attached    with  Miss 
Madeleine  Roy  as  assistant  teacher.     The  pupils  have  a  good  knowledge  of 
the  subjects  of  the  course.     Arithmetic,  however,  was  poor  in  Grade  V. 
Writing  was  poor  in   general.     A  report   was   made   to   the   Trustees.    I 
called  their  attention  to  the  present  state  of  the  school  buildings  and  insisted 
upon  the  necessity  of  better  blackboard  surface  and  a  map  of  the  world. 
The  interior  of  the  class  room  is  in  a  very  poor  condition. 

Wellington. — No.  11 1,  Mill,  has  a  good  school.     A  new  floor  has  beeo 
laid  and  other  needed  improvements  made  to  the  school  house.     General 
apparatus  is  good.     No.  15,  St.  Hilaire,  was  unable  to  secure  the  services  of 
a  teacher.     The  school  is  closed.     St.  Maurice  No.  12,  has  a  good  school, 
although  there  exists  a  sad  deficiency  in  maps  and  general  apparatus.   I  wrote 
to  the  Trustees  and  recommended  better  appliances.     No.  13,  St..  Irene,  has 
the  weakest  school  in  the  Parish,     The  children  seem  to  have  no  idea  of  what 
they  are  doing.     Heading,  or  the  attempt  the  pupils  make  at  reading  was  most 
uosatistactory.     Monotony,  indistinctness  and  bad  pronunciation  were  the 
special  features  in  this  subject.     Apparatus,  none ;  maps,  none ;  fuiniture  of 
the  most  inferior  quality.    I  wrote  to  the  Secretary  and  called  his  strict  at« 
tention  to  the  matter.     If  ho  does  not  heed  the  recommendation,  some  steps 
must  be  taken  to  awaken  the  interest  of  the  parties  concerned.     Tbe  TrustefS 
of  No.  K,  St.  Michael  wrote  to  me  wishing  to  place  tbeir  school  in  charge  of 
a  local  teacher,  I  did  not  think  this  proper,  as  the  District  was  to  operate  a 
school  for  the  first   time  and   stood    in   need  of  a  capable   and   experienced 
teacher.     I  consequently  refused  to  recommend  a  local  license  and  explained 
to  the  Trustees  thajt  it  was  in  their  interests  to   engage   a   trained   teacher. 
They  followed  my  instructions  and  on  the  day  of  my  visit  I  was  pleased  to 
find  Miss  Marie  Boudreau  in  charge.     No  work  was  being  done  in  advasc 
of  Grade  1.     The  needed  supply  of  apparatus   will   be   provided   in   time 
The  attendance  is  very  regular;  enrolled  twenty-seven,  average  tweuty*five 
present,  twenty-three .    Bay  District,  No.  9.  has  a  very  unsatisfactory  school 
No.  16,  St.  Gabriel,  is  operating  a  fair  school.     The  District  is  a  weak  ooe,onl;. 
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twelve  poll  taxes.  By  revising  the  present  boundaries  and  uoittQ^  S  avoie 
Settlement,  a  small  village,  with  St.  Gabriels,  a  suitable  District  could  be 
formed.  Savoie  is  about  one  mile  distant,  none  of  the  children  attend 
school.  The  ratepayers  told  me  it  was  their  intention  to  open  up  a  road 
joining  the  two  Districts  if  the  Government  would  grant  them  help. 

Carleton, — No.  8,  Sapin  Point. — Arrangements  had  been  made  with 
this  District  to  have  the  school  house  removed  to  the  centre  of  the  District 
and  then  repaiied.  Work  was  begun  but  had  to  be  stopped  as  the  deUpi- 
dated  state  of  the  builJing  did  not  permit  of  its  t>eing  removed.  A  special 
meeting  was  held.  The  ratepayers  decided  to  build  in  the  spring  ot  1904, 
a  very  wise  decision  indeed.  The  new  house  is  to  be  erected  on  a  site 
already  sanctioned  by  my  predecessor.  The  efficiency  of  the  work  done 
hero  was  impaired  by  irregularity  of  attendance  due  to  a  prevalence  of 
measles  in  the  district.  No.  10,  I^ortage  Biver. — The  building  in  this  Dis- 
trict is  new.  The  exterior  is  well  finished.  The  Trustees  expect  to  have 
the  interior  completed  next  Christmas,  The  school  is  in  a  satisfactory  con- 
dition and  all  the  children  are  well  provided  with  books  and  slates.  Al- 
though the  two  districts  just  mentioned  are  remote  and  very  poor  it  is 
pleasing  to  remark  that  great  interest  is  taken  by  the  ratepayers  in  the  wel- 
fare of  their  schools.  Unfoitunately  it  happens  that  in  consequence  of  the 
present  division  of  the  district  about  fourteen  families  are  outside  of  the  ex- 
isting boundaries  and  at  great  distances  irom  the  school.  No.  3,  Potter's 
Mills. — This  district  has  been  without  school  for  the  last  year,  I  am  pleased 
to  state  that  the  school  is  in  charge  of  Miss  Henrietta  Dutch,  an  excellent 
teacher;  The  district  is  divided  into  two  sections  by  the  Kuuchibouguac^ 
Some  children  can  attend  school  but  for  a  very  limited  put  of  the  year. 
The  attendance  is,  however,  regular.  Miss  Dutch,  by  her  enterpriding  and 
industrious  way  of  conducting  the  school  has  however  made  many  needed 
and  remarkable  improvements  to  the  interior  of  t'le  building  E/erything 
looks  neat  and  bright.  The  furniture  is  excellent.  The  pupil>4  are  intelligent 
and  well  mannered  and  take  a  great  interest  in  their  work,  ili**^  Dutch  intends 
organizing  a  concert  to  buy  necessary  appliances.  I  am  sorry  the  same  can- 
not be  said  of  N.  1,  KouchibDUguac,  so  far  as  the  interior  of  the  school  is 
concerned.  The  pupils  are  all  huddled  together.  Tbo  building  is  greatly 
in  need  of  repairs  and  conld  stand  a  vary  good  painting;  There  is  a  class 
room  attached,  but  not  enough  pupils  to  receive  an  assistant.  Notwith< 
standing  the  unpleasant  surroundings  the  pupils  gave  a  good  account  of  them- 
solves.  In  the  higher  grades  especially  the  axaminaiions  were  satisfactory* 
No.  4,  has  had  its  troubles  and  very  serious  ones.     The  school  bas  been  clos* 
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ed  for  the  last  two  yearS)  but  opened  up  about  three  weeks  ago.  The  former 
bailding  was  burned  under  suspicious  circaoistauces.  The  new  building  is 
well  finished  outside  the  interior  will  be  completed  soon.  Miss  Isabella  Caie 
is  doing  excellent  work  here.  The  pupils  are  highly  interested  in  their  stod- 
ies  and  show  proof  of  their  careful  training. 

Richibucto. —  fiicbibucto  yillnge,  a  special  report  was  sent  in  about 
this  school.  No.  6.  Cuockpisb  has  been  closed  for  the  last  two  terms.  I  met 
the  Trustees  and  enquired  into  the  condition  of  the  District.  It  was  a  very 
iireak  one,  about  six  children  of  the  required  ege.  The  ratepayers  are 
anxious  to  have  the  school  in  operation.  No.  )2,  Aldouane*  has  one  of  the 
best  schools  in  the  Parish,  All  the  subjects  of  the  course  are  receiving 
equal  attention.  Pupils  senm  to  ccquire  aknowledge  of  both  languages  with 
facility.  Reading  and  Grammar  were  excellent.  The  attendance  is  very 
regular.  Appliances  were  good.  The  bouse  needs  painting.  No.  II , 
<]!ape,  has  a  fairly  well  operated  school.  The  premises  are  nicely  kept  but 
the  buildmgs  would  require  a  coat  of  paint.  The  pupils  are  beginning  to 
take  up  Geography  and  Grammar,  but  very  slowly.  The  school  is  very 
{)oorly  furnished  and  deficient  in  apparatus.  No.  7,  Lee,  although  a  poor 
District,  manages  to  keep  the  premises  and  buildings  in  a  most  satisfactoiy 
•condition.  The  school  is  a  good  one  and  well  provided  with  maps,  black- 
board and  furniture.  The  attendance  is  fair.  The  echool  was  closed 
•during  the  last  term.  Gaspereau,  No.  3,  has  a  good  school  with  Miss 
Annie  Finnigau,  a  second  class  teacher  in  charge.  The  result  of  the  exami- 
nation was  satisfactory.  Arithmetic,  however,  was  not  up  to  date.  The 
pupils  of  this  District  have  not  been  vaccinated  as  required  by  the  regula- 
lions  and  instructions  of  the  Board  of  Health.  I  advised  the  school  oflScials 
in  the  District  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  law.  The  ratepayers 
would  agree  to  vaccination  but  considered  the  charge  too  high. 

S(.  Louis  and  Richibucto. — The  work  done  in  No,  7,  N,  W.  Church, 
is  satisfactory.  Tee  buildings  are  in  a  fair  condition.  The  grounds  are  far 
too  small.  The  house  needs  painting.  No.  6,  N.  W.  Bridge,  the  only 
subjects  receiving  attention  are  Reading,  Writing  and  Arithmetic.  Results 
can  hardly  be  classified  as  satisfactory.  Spelling  was  poor.  Furniture  is 
old  fashioned.  The  buildings  are  greatly  in  need  of  a  thorough  painting. 
There  is  only  one  map  in  the  school  and  that  is  of  no  value.  The  Trustee 
promised  to  see  to  the  matter  and  furnish  better  blackboard  service,  as  we 
as  maps  of  the  Maritime  Provinces. 

NORTHUMBERLAND  COUNTY. 
Hogersviile* — The  exterior  of  the  building  in  No.  8  presents  a  fine  ap^ 
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pearance.  The  District,  a  very  poor  one,  is  to  be  eoogratulated  od  having 
such  a  fine  house.  New  furniture  must  be  provided  before  long.  Maps 
and  blackboards  are  good.  The  school  is  a  fair  one  and  the  attendance 
good.  In  some  respects,  however,  the  pupils  are  not  up  to  the  required 
standard.  The  school  in  No.  3,  St.  Pierre,  has  been  in  operation  since  the 
8th  inst.  Repairs  are  now  being  made  on  the  building.  The  interior 
16  painted  and  wainscoted.  Furniture  is  good  but  a  few  more  seats  are 
needed.  The  appliances  are  good.  Miss  Marie  Doucett  is  doing  splendid 
work.  Grammar  and  Arithmetic  were  excellent.  Miss  Melvina  Godin 
deserves  special  mention  for  the  work  she  is  doing  in  No.  13,  St.  Marcel. 
The  pupils  are  intelligent  and  have  a  good  knowledge  of  the  ordinary  sub- 
jects of  the  course.  The  premises  are  neat  and  well  kept,  they  are  sur- 
rounded by  a  good  fence.  No.  14,  Pleasant  Ridge,  has  a  good  building  and 
well  enclosed  grounds.  The  school  is  a  satisfactory  one.  Arithmetic  was 
below  the  requirements.  Shediac  Cape,  No.  11,  the  school  house  is  well 
finished  inside  but  needs  painting.  The  school  is  well  provided  with 
necessary  appliances.  Tbe  furniture  is  excellent.  A  few  more  seats  are 
needed.  I  wrote  to  the  trustees  with  reference  to  this  matter.  The  work 
done  here  is  satisfactory.  No.  5  is  closed,  no  teacher  could  be  provided 
for  this  term.  No.  1  Collet,  a  remote  and  lonely  District.  Educational 
progress  partakes  of  the  nature  of  the  surroundings.  The  school  was 
closed  for  the  last  year.  The  pupils  are  consequently  below  the  average  in 
different  subjects.  The  teacher  is  painstaking  and  industrious  and  keeps 
tbe  school  in  perfect  condition.  Maps  and  blackboarcs  are  excellent.  New 
furniture  should  be  provided.  I  wrote  to  the  Trustees  in  regard  to  the 
furniture.  No.  15,  Yennor,  is  operating  a  poor  school.  The  results  of  the 
examination  were  unsatisfactory.  There  seems  to  bo  no  active  interest 
taken  in  the  school  work.  The  inside  of  the  house  is  in  good  condition,  but 
the  outside  needs  painting.  Grounds  are  neat  and  well  enclosed.  Furni- 
ture and  general  appliances  e.re  up  to  date.  No.  10^,  McCooFs,  this  school 
is  unsatisfactory.  The  teacher  is  making  efforts  to  bring  it  up  to  the  re* 
quired  standard,  but  is  meeting  with  very  little  encouragement.  Grammar 
and  £:eography  are  poor  and  reading  a  failure.  The  building  is  in  a  fair 
condition.  Ground.^  are  rough  and  neglected.  No.  2  is  closed;  could  not 
secure  a  teacher  for  the  present  term, 

Hogersville  and  Acadieville.— No.  7,  St.  Athanase,  has  erected  a  good 
building.     The  interior  has  been  partially  finished  in  sheathing.     The  furni- 
ture is  only  temporary.     The  Trustees  will  purchase  new  desks  and  seats 
during  the  summer  months.     A  map  has  been  ordeted  according  to  my  in- 
i  10 
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structions.  This  is  the  first  term  the  school  is  in  operation.  The  pupils  are 
youtjg,  but  seem  to  take  sreat  interest  in  their  work.  Writing  deserves  a 
special  notice.  The  school  in-  IGA  is  satisfactory.  Reading  was  good. 
There  exists  a  defi)iency  in  apparatus.  I  satv  the  trustees  and  called  their 
attention  to  the  need  of  maps  and  blackboards.  They  ordered  the  same  at 
once.  The  buildings  have  been  repaired  lately  and  are  in  a  satisfactory 
condition.     The  grounds  should  be  euclosed. 

RogersviUeand  Glen  — Rosaireville  No.  i,  has  a  school  in  operation  for  the 
first  time;  the  trustees  and  ratepayers  niay  well  take  pride  in  the  neat 
school  house  they  have  erected.  It  would  be  a  credit  to  many  a  larger  dis- 
trict. The  interior  will  be  finished  next  term  and  necessary  apparatus  sup- 
plied. The  atteudance  is  very  good.  A  few  of  the  pupils  have  already 
attended  school  in  other  districts.     Reading  and  writing  were  very  good. 

Acadieville — No  5,  Siding.  This  school  is  not  kept  in  operation  regularly. 
Sshool  closed  last  term.  Extensive  repairs  have  been  made  ou  the  bnildiogn 
during  the  last  summer.  The  interior  should  be  finished  and  better  furniture 
supplied.  Reading  and  writing  were  very  good.  Mclnnis  Brook,  No.  1, 
and  Village  St.  Jean,  No.  9.  have  unsatisfactory  schools.  Reading  was  a 
failure  in  No.  9.  but  a  little  better  in  No.  1.  Arithmetic  and  writing 
were  poor  in  both.  Geography  and  grammar  receive  no  attention.  This 
want  of  efficiency  is  due  to  a  poor  classification  of  the  pupils.  The  teachers 
were  consequently  instructed  to  put  back  pupils  who  bad  been  promoted  too 
hastily.  Furniture  is  needed  in  both  schools.  These  districts  are  weak 
and  experience  much  difficulty  in  keeping  their  schools  in  operation.  No. 
3,  the  school  in  this  district  is  a  very  weak  one.  Reading  and  arithmetic 
were  poor.  In  its  present  condition  the  house  is  not  fit  to  keep  school  io 
during  the  winter.  I  wrote  to  the  trustees  and  recommended  that  the  in* 
terior  be  finished.  No.  4  is  one  of  the  neatest  schooMiouses  in  the  parish. 
The  interior  is  wainscoted  and  well  finished.  The  exterior  puts  up  a  good 
appearance.  Better  furniture  should  be  provided.  A  blackboard  is  on 
hand  and  will  be  ic  use  soon,  Maps  have  been  ordered.  The  pupils  attend 
school  very  regularly  and  take  a  lively  interest  in  their  work. 

St.  Louis— ^o.  1,  Quimond,  I  am  pleased  to  state  that  Miss  Mary 
Guimoud  a  local  licensee  is  doing  excellent  work  here.  All  subjects  of  tbe 
course  are  receiving  due  attention  and  the  results  are  gratifying.  Tbe 
pupils  are  polite  and  intelligent.  Building  is  in  a  very  good  condition. 
Furniture  is  good  and  appliances  are  up  to  date.  Writing  was  a  feature. 
No.  2,  St.  Louis,  is  operating  a  fair  school.  The  grounds  are  neglectedr 
The  school  in  No.  10  of  theKnuchibouguac  Moulh,  is  >ati>fact(iry.  Some  ol 
the  pupils,  tiowever,  wete  rather  inclined  to  neglect  the  English    branches. 
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Tbey  will  henceforth  confine  themselves  to  instructions  given  them  and 
take  up  English  regularly*.  New  furniture  has  been  provided  as  well  as  a 
good  blackboard.     The  building  is  small  but  camfortable. 

Rogersville.—T^o.  10,  A  special  report  was  sent  in  about  the  state  of 
this  school.  No.  13,  St  Marvel,  has  a  splendid  school  with  Miss  Mary 
G.  Godin  in  charge.  The  pupils  are  bright  and  well  trained.  I  listened 
to  an  excellent  lesson  in  reading  for  beginners.  Writing  was  excellent,. 
Singing  is  one  of  the  pleasing  features.  The  school  had  been  closed  since 
last  December.      The  grounds   and  buildings   are   in   a  good   condition,. 

Extracts  from  October  lieport: 

KENT  COUNTY. 

Acadievilh, — At  the  time  of  my  visit  the  school  in  No.  2,  Acadieville^ 
was  closed  en  account  of  the  teacher's  illness.  The  buildings  were  in  good 
condition.  Repairs  were  made  in  connection  with  this  bchool  during  the 
past  year.  The  furniture  is  poor.  The  maps  and  ^tther  appliances  are  far 
from  being  satisfactory.     The  Trustees'  attention  was  called  to  the  matter. 

^  St.  Louis. — Upper  Bridge,  No.  4,  is  operating  a  fair  school.  The 
pupils  are  well  classified  and  seem  to  be  serious  about  their  work.  Read- 
ing and  writing  could  be  better.  The  other  subjects  are  satisfactory. 
Grounds  are  n^at  and  well  enclosed.  Building  in  good  condition.  Equip- 
ment good.  Cameron's  Mills,  No.  5,  has  a  weak  and  very  unsatisfactory 
school.  The  result  is  fully  in  accordance  viith  the  management  of  school 
affiirs  in  the  district.  The  school  is  generally  closed  from  Xmas  unti) 
April.  The  consequence  is  that  the  pupils  forget  all  they  can  possibly  learn 
during  the  term.  Progressist  therefore  greatly  retarded,  a  fact  which  was  clear- 
ly shown  by  the  result  of  tbe  examination.  I  wrote  to  the  Trustees  and 
gave  them  a  full  report  of  the  state  of  their    school. 

No.  3.J,  McLeod's  Mitls,  has  a  fair  school  house,  very  good 
appliances  and  neatly  enclosed  grounds.  The  teacher  is  very  much 
interested  in  her  work  and  her  labour  is  well  repaid.  Readings 
geography  and  grammar  were  good ;  arithmetic,  as  usual,  was  not  up  to 
date.  Babineau,  No.  11,  is  closed.  No  teacher  could  be  secured  for  this 
term.  McLeod's  Mills,  No.  3,  maintains  an  excellent  school.  The  work 
done  here  is  splendid  and  reflects  great  credit  upon  the  teacher,  Miss  Lucie 
E.  Richard.  .She  was  hindered  in  her  work  by  irregularity  of  attendance ; 
however,  the  results  were  gratifying.     Geography,  especially  map-drawing, 
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was  excelle;it.  The  childrec  are  good  writers  and  take  pride  in  tbeir  neat 
writing  und  drawing  books.  Bettor  furniture  is  needed.  The  school  is 
provided  with  hyloplate  and  good  maps.  General  repairs  will  be  made  in 
the  spring  to  the  exterior  of  the  building  and  good  furniture  provided. 

St.  Louis  and  Richibucto, — The  house  in  No.  8,  Up.  N.  W,  Bridge, 
19  unfit  for  school  purposes.  It  is  very  cold  during  the  winter  montbs. 
The  school  has  no  imaps,  no  bbckboards  and  no  apparatus.  Elementary 
work  is  beinor  done ;  attendance  is  very  good.  No.  9,  Lake  R^ad  is  in 
charge  of  Mr.  Honore  Maillet»  an  efficient  teacher.  One  pupil  is  doing 
Grade  VI.  work.  Results  in  the  other  grades  were  fair.  A  map  of  the 
Dorpinion  has  been  ordered  upon  my  recommendation.  Hyloplate  will  be 
supplied  in  the  near  future.  House  needs  paint.  Furniture  is  old- 
fashioned  and  should  be  replaced  by  a  more  modern  style  of  8e!it8  and 
desks.  Ratepayers  are  interested  in  school  affairs,  and,  with  a  little 
•encouragement,  will  readily  fall  in  line. 

Wellington. — The  school  in  No.  12^,  Upper  Chockpish,  is  satisfactory. 
The  higher  grades  made  a  good  showing.  Writing  and  drawing  deserve  special 
tuention.  Attendance  is  poor  owing  to  the  children  being  kept  home  for 
tiarve&t  work.  Building  is  in  need  of  repairs,  and  new  furniture  should  be 
provided.  There  exists  a  defiency  in  apparatus.  No.  8,  Black  River, 
operates  a  fair  school.  Attendance  is  not  very  regular.  New  blackboard 
surface,  excellent  maps  and  otner  appliances  have  been  procured  since  laet 
terra.  This  is  due  to  the  teacher's  generous  efforts.  Buildings  are  in  a  fair 
condition.  No.  TJ,  St.  Anselme,  and  No.  18,  St.  Croix,  are  poor  schools. 
No.  18  has  u  neat  little  house.  The  Trustees  met  me  and  petitioned  for 
aid  from  the  Board  lo  help  defray  expenses  on  the  buildings,  etc. 
Their  spirit  ot  enterprise  deserves  recognition,  and  I  would  beg  to  recom- 
tnend  that  a  sum  be  granted  the  District.  No.  4,  Little  River  Bridge,  is 
operating  a  school  with  an  enrolment  of  10.  Children  are  all  young.  So 
taras  the  state  of  affairs  in  the  school  is  concerned,  the  results  could  be 
classified  as  satisfactory,  but  the  exterior  of  the  building  is  wretched. 
Paint  and  general  repairs  are  needed.  Interior  of  the  house  corresponds 
with  the  exterior.  Furniture,  miserable;  maps,  shabby;  blackboards,  very 
poor.  District  is  in  debt  and  consequently  cannot  progress.  The  adjoin- 
ing District,  No.  5 J,  Dixon's  Point,  has  its  troubles.  They  relate  to  th< 
site  of  the  school  house. 

Dundas. — Cocagne  Bar,  No,  10]^.     I  take   pleasure  in  recommending 
this  sckool.     It  is  one  of  the  best  in  the  Parish.     Buildings  have  been  new- 
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ly  painted  aud  the  interior  of  the  house  renovated  and  provided  with  black- 
boards  and  excellent  furniture.  The  work  in  the  various  standards  is  iullj' 
up  to  the  requirements.  Children  are  intelligent,  well-mannered  and  give 
evidence  of  a  careful  training.  Miss  Leonie  Cormier  is  doing  commendable 
work.  To  iulfill  the  requirements  of  the  law,  this  District  should  employ 
an  assistant;  63  enrolled.  It  is  too  bad  that  more  room  was  net  provided 
when  the  house  was  repaired.  Low  average  was  due  to  irregularity  of  at- 
tendance during  harvest  time. 

WESTMORLAND  COUNTY. 

Shediac^ — Good  work  is  being  done  in  No.  4  and  No.  1 .  All  the 
subjects  of  the  course  are  receiving  due  attention  with  satisfactory  results. 
These  Districts,  after  many  years  of  wilful  neglect  and  want  of  enterprise 
have  suddenly  decided  to  keep  pace  with  progress  on  educational  lines. 
The  buildings  have  consequently  been  thoroughly  repaired  (in  No.  4)  aud 
provided  with  splendid  maps,  blackboards  (hyloplateinNo.  1)  and  excellent 
furniture.  Grounds  in  No.  1  are  enclosed  and  neatly  kept*  I  wish  I 
could  say  the  same  for  Dupuis  Cor.  No.  3.  The  school  is  fairly  well  con- 
ducted, enrolment  large  and  attendance  good«  Many  pupils  were  absent 
on  day  of  visit  for  special  reasons.  The  condition  of  the  buildings  and  the 
accommodation  provided  are  not  what  they  should  be.  The  District  is  a 
rich  and  popul)us  one  and  has  no  reason  whatever  of  being  backward  in 
school  affairs.  I  have  consequently  suggested  that  more  room  be  made, 
better  maps  procured  and  more  blackboard  euriace  be  provided.  New 
furniture  will  be  supplied  in  time.  The  Trustees  are  in  favor  of  improve- 
ments, and  only  need  to  be  encouraged.  St.  Andre,  No.  21,  is  operating 
a  weak  school.  Attendance  very  irregular.  No  interest  whatever  is  taken 
in  school  affairs,  and  children  are  allowed  to  stay  home  on  the  slightest 
pretense.  The  present  teacher  has  begun  work  over  again.  Success  is  fair. 
Arithmetic,  Reading  and  Geography  are  the  only  subjects  receiving  attention. 
House  needs  paint.  Interior  is  satiefaotory.  The  school  in  No.  2  is  very 
unsatisfactory.  There  is  a  serious  lack  of  discipline.  The  natural  conse* 
quences  are  loose  work,  lack  of  thoroughness  and  no  progress.  New  mapa> 
have  been  procured  lately  and  hyloplate  will  be  provided  in  the  near  future 
Furniture  poor,  house  needs  paint.  Rivervale,  No.  26,  is  in  charge  of  'a 
locil  licensee.  £lementary  work  is  being  done  with  poor  results.  The 
school  is  poorly  furnished  and  wanting  in  maps  and  blackboards.  I  was 
very  well  pleased  with  the  result  of  the  examination  in  No.  6,  but  not  with 
the  state  of  house   and    surroundings.       The  house  is  a  disgrace  to  this 
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DDe  populous  District.  The  exterior  is  badly  in  need  of  paint,  8ud  the 
interior  is  in  a  miserable  state.  No.  25,  Chapel,  maintains  a  very  good 
school.  Equal  attention  is  given  to  all  subjects  of  the  course,  and  the 
result  is  satisfactory.  I  called  on  the  Secretary  and  called  his  attention  to 
the  necessity  of  better  maps  and  more  suitable  blaclcboard  surface.  He 
(promised  to  make  the  required  improvements.  Buildings  are  in  good 
condition.     N^o.  5  is  closed.     Could  not  obtain  a  teacher. 

B^tsford^ — ^The  schools  in  No.  18,  Little   Cape,  and   No.   19,  Leger'e 
Brook,  are  satisfactory.     Both  schools  have   bright  aud   intelligent  pupiU, 
^apparently  very  much  interested  in  their  work.     Neatly  drawn  maps  of  the 
Provinces  and  of  the  Dominion  ornament  the  walls  and   give  proof  of  the 
Avork  done  in  that  line.     Both  schools  are   well  provided    with   maps   and 
furniture,  but  the  blackboard  surface  in  No.  18  is  only  fair.      Grounds  and 
•buildings  are  neatly  kept.     No.  20,  Lower  Cape   Bald,  has  a  poor  school, 
Avith  a  good  attendance.     Exterior  of  the  house  is  good   and   the  grounds 
well  enclosed.  The  school  in  No.  21,  Chapel,  is  up  to  date  In  all  respects.  t(r. 
Joseph  Comeau,  a  splendid  teacher,  is  in   charge.     No.  17,   Portage,   has  a 
poor  school  but  an  excellent  building.     I  was  not  sitisfied   wjth    the   result 
of  the  examination.     The  want  of  efEciency  is  due   to  a  poor   clas8i6cation 
•of  the  pupils.     No.   23,  Long  Lake,  does  not   operate  a  school   regularly. 
School  is  closed.     Bristol,  No.  16,  has  a  good  school   with  an    enihuaiastic 
teacher  in  charge.     Work  in  advance  of  Grade  V.  is   being  done,  but  does 
iiot  appear  to  interfere  with  the  general  work  of  the   school.      The   lack  of 
-discipline  was  a  feature  last  term,  but  good  order  now  prevails.     The  school 
is  well  equipt)ed  and  has    excellent  furniture.      Bayside,   No.  2,  has  a  fair 
school.     A  special  report  will  be    sent   in.     No.   12,   Cudman,  has    a  good 
school,  with  un  excellent  teacher  in    cbarga.     The  pupils  are  well  advanced 
in  all  grades.     Equipment  is  excellent.     Murray  Road,  No.  13,  and  Ou?too 
•Corner,  No.  14,  have  very  efficient  schools.     All  the  subjects  are  receiving 
due  attention   and    results   are   gratifying.      The  furniture  is  poor  in  both 
schools.     The  same  applies  to  maps  and   apparatus.     Both    Districts    have 
recently  ordered    maps,    blackboards,  globes  and  i)all    frames.     Miss  Eva 
Culliob  has  a   very   satisfiictory   school   in   No.    6,   Maiden,    40  pupils  are 
enroled,  but  the  attendance  is  poor.     The  school  is  fairly  well  equipped.    T   ^ 
school  is  closed  in  Melrose,  No.  4.

^ooA  hylo-plate  blackboard  will  be  supplied  ?-nou.     The  school  in  No.  3,  Upf  r 
Oape,  is  ably  conducted  by  Mr.  Stanley  1 .  ueman.     The  school  has  been  tb<  r* 
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OQgh]y  painted  and  repaired,  and  excellent  furniture  procured.  Gape  Spear, 
No.  7,  has  a  iair  scbool  and  an  excellent  teacher  in  Miss  Cora  Allen.  The 
pupils  are  joung  and  slowly  recovering  from  the  effects  of  a  former  very  poor 
classification.  The  bouse  needs  paint.  *  There  is  great  loora  lor  improve- 
ment so  far  as  equipment  is  concerned.  The  Cape,  No.  8,  and  bpence,  No. 
lOy  maintain  excellent  schools.  Splendid  work  is  being  done.  The  pupils 
gave  a  very  satisfactory  account  of  themselves  in  the  examination.  No.  10 
is  in  great  need  of  maps.  I  made  the  necessary  recommendations  to  the 
trustees.  The  condition  of  the  houses  in  both  districts  is  very  good. 
Murray  Corner,  No.  11,  has  a  satisfactory  school.  The  ordinary  branches 
are  very  well  taught  and  a  spirit  of  work  seems  to  animate  the  pupils.  New 
furniture  will  be  bought  and  the  house  painted.  The  buildings  in  No.  1, 
Woodside,  and  No.  5,  Melrose,  are  in  need  of  a  good  painting.  No.  5  should 
be  provided  with  maps,  blackboards,  etc.  The  furniture  in  No.  1  doeb  not 
meet  the  requirements  of  the  law  and  sho:3ld  be  replaced.  Good  work  is 
done  in  both  schools. 

In  bringing  this  report  to  a  close,  I  beg  leave  to  record  a  few  notes 
jotted  down  during  my  visit  to  the  different  schools  in  this  inspectorate : 

Beading  in  Acadian  Schools. 

As  I  have  already  stated,  this  eubject  is  receiving  the  lion's  share  of  at- 
tention, but  with  very  unsatisfactory  results,  especially  in  the  Acadian 
sections.  This  is  due,  I  think,  to  methods  generally  employed  by  the 
teachers.  The  majority  of  them  atttempt  to  have  young  children  learn  to 
read  English  before  their  young  minds  have  conquered  the  difficulties  at- 
tending their  learning  to  read  in  their  own  language.  As  a  result,  the  child 
becomes  confused,  takes  no  interest  in  a  subject  he  considers  as  a  drudgery 
and  adopts  a  careless,  indistinct  and  monotonous  way  of  reading.  If  extra 
attention  were  given  from  the  start  to  French  reading  only,  and  English 
reading  taken  up  after  the  child  bad  completed  Grade  1  or  so,  I  am  assured 
better  results  would  follow.  Where  this  system  Lnd  been  adopted  in  the 
schools  under  my  8upervit>ion,  the  results  were  characterized  by  good  and 
intelligent  reading. 

With  references  to  the  schools  in  the  Parishes  of  Shediac  and  Botsford, 
I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  state  that,  as  a  general  rule,  the  teachers  are 
zealous  and  industrious  and  doing  good  work.  There  exists,  in  these 
sctiools,  an  energetic  and  ambitious  way  of  accomplishing  work  which  indi- 
cates good  training  and  proper  discipline.  Prospects  are  encouraging.  A 
great  many  districts. still  have  furniture  which  is  old  fashioned  and  unsuit- 
able; but  there  is  a  decided  vfhh  on  the  part  of  the  Fchool  officers  to  make 
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improvements  ID  this  respect.  Maps  are  being  supplied  freely;  blackboard 
sorface,  especially  byluplate,  is  being  provided,  and  in  consequence  the 
teacher  is  encouraged  to  make  a  more  frequent  and  more  extensive  use  of 
this  important  appliance,  especially  in  the  primary  classes.  I  have  noticed 
that  not  a  few  of  the  ungraded  schools  are  doing  work  in  advance  of  Grade 
Y.  Teachers  should  be  cautious  in  this  respect,  as  parents  are  sometimes 
inclined  to  say  that  **  The  many  are  neglected  for  the  lew." 

Extracts  from  November  Report . 

WESTMORLAND  COUNTY. 

Salisbury -^t^o,  3,  Jones,  is  operating  a  fair  school.  The  appliances 
are  not  quite  up  to  date.  New  furniture  was  procured  some  time  ago. 
Better  blackboard  surface  is  needed.  Central  Pollet  River  No.  4, — 
the  ratepayers  have  erected  a  fine  new  building  which  would  certainly  be 
a  credit  to  many  a  larger  and  more  populous  district.  The  bouse  is  large 
and  roomy  and  built  according  to  modern  'plans.  The  interior  is  finished  in 
veneering  and  has  a  good  hardwood  floor.  School  will  be  occupied  next 
term.  The  school  is  well  supplied  with  excellent  maps,  has  a  globe  and  a. 
splendid  standard  dictionary.  Hyloplate  wilt  be  procured.  The  furniture 
is  good  ;  more  seats  will  be  added.  Miss  Eleanor  Fletcher  is  in  charge  and 
is  doing  good  work.  The  ratepayers  are  worthy  of  praise  for  the  active 
interest  they  take  in  their  school.  Kay  Settlement  No.  5, — a  special  report 
was  sent  in  concerning  this  district  The  house  in  No.  7,  Pride  of  the  Plains, 
puts  up  a  very  wretched  appearance.  Paint  should  be  used  unsparingly. 
The  inteiior  of  (he  building  was  sheathed,  painted  and  ceiled  during  the 
summer  holidays.  Fredericton  Road,  No.  8.  The  school  in  this  District 
has  been  closed  for  the  last  3  terms.  The  Trustees  have  secured  an 
efficient  teacher  in  the  person  of  Miss  Helena  Daly.  The  pupils  are  mostly 
young,  bright,  well-mannered  and  attend  school  very  regularly.  Good 
work  must  havo  been  going  on  since  the  beginning  of  the  term  in  order  to 
bring  the  school  to  such  a  high  standard.  The  building  has  been  thoroughly 
repaired  and  splendid  maps  and  blackboards  provided.  New  furniture  of  a 
modern  style  has  also  been  .secured  lately.  Harewood,  No.  9,  could  not 
secure  a  teacher. 

Affairs  in   No.  10,  Scott  Road,  must   be  noted   down   as   very   poor. 
There   exists  a  lack  of  thoroughness    in  school  work.     This    was   clearl 
shown  by  the  result  of  the  examination.     The  house    is    in    a    disgrace 
ful    condition   and    should    be    repaired    without     delay,      I    wrot«     tt. 
the    Trustees,    called     their    attention    to     the     state     of     their    schoo 
and  recommended  immediate  repairs.     The  schojl  in  No.  11,  Platform,  is  u 
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weak  one.  Reading  and  Spelling  were  fair,  but  Arithmetic,  Grammar  and 
Geography  were  below  the  requirements.  The  appliances  are  good.  New 
maps  were  procured  lately.  The  school  in  No.  12,  Wheaton  Settlement, 
is  in  an  unsatisfactory  condition.  The  prevalence  of  whooping-cough  in 
the  District  greatly  hindered  work  in  the  school.  The  school  is  well  supplied 
with  all  necessary  appliances.  The  honse  in  No.  13,  Lewis  Mountain,  should 
be  condemned.  It  is  not  fit  for  school  purposes  and  is  a  disgrace  to  the  District. 
Necessary  steps  should  be  taken  to  have  the  District  erect  a  new  house.  The 
school  IS  not  in  operation.  The  building  in  No.  14.  Constantino,  is  small  and 
greatly  in  need  of  painting.  The  furniture  is  out-of-date.  A  new  map  of 
the  Provinces  was  procured  lately.  The  school  was  closed  last  term  and 
the  usual  results  follow.  Reading  was  very  good  in  the  higher  grades. 
Elementary  work  was  being  done  in  all  the  other  subjects.  The  Trustees^ 
spoke  to  me  in  regard  to  vaccination.  I  recommended  that  the  regulations 
of  the  Board  of  Health  be  followed.  Steeves  Settlement,  No.  16,  is  operat- 
ing Q  fair  school.  The  teacher  had  much  difficulty  in  overcoming  the 
evil  effects  of  a  former  poor  classification.  The  result  of  the  examin- 
ation was  not  up  to  my  expectations.  All  the  appliances  are  up-to-date 
I  recommended  that  now  maps  of  the  Provinces  and  of  the  Dominion  bo 
procured.  My  suggestions  were  obeyed  and  maps  ordered.  The  Trustees 
of  No.  17,  Fawcett  Hill,  intend  building  a  new  house.  The  present  one  ia 
small  and  in  need  of  general  repairs.  The  room  is  poorly  lighted.  New 
furniture  should  be  procured.  Maps  are  new.  More  blackboard  surface  is 
needed.  The  school  is  a  weak  one.  Writing  was  very  good.  The  school 
in  Glenvale,  No.  20,  was  closed  on  the  day  of  my  visit.  The  building  is  in 
a  dilapidated  state.  Necessary  improvements  will  be  made  in  the  near 
future.  Furniture  is  poor.  The  same  must  be  said  in  regard  to  maps,  I 
did  not  like  the  tone  of  the  school  in  No.  21,  Alward.  There  seemed  to  be 
a  want  of  seriousness  about  the  work.  The  result  of  the  examination,  how- 
ever, was  fair.  The  house  was  painted  last  fall  and  a  new  floor  will  be  laid 
the  coming  holidays.  The  school  has  a  library  (81  vols.)  and  a  case  of 
minerals.  No.  25,  Blakeney  Road,  has  a  small  school,  old  fashioned  furni* 
ture,  excellent  maps,  and  very  poor  blackboards.  The  school  is  bel  )W  the 
average.  Readingwas  poor  and  the  same  should  be  said  of  Grammar  and 
Geography, 

Salisbury  and  HavelocJc. — Hicks,  No.  15.  This  District  should  not  be 
allowed  to  operate  a*  school  in  the  building  jn  actual  use.

The  interior  was  sheathed,  painted  and 
ceiled  recently.  The  bouse  puts  up  a  fine  appearance.  The  result  of  the 
examination  was  very  satisfactory.  No.  7,  Irishtown,  has  an  unsatisfactory 
school.  The  pupiU  did  not  show  up  well  in  the  examination.  Ritchie, 
No.  8,  has  no  school.  The  District  looks  poor  aod  is  thinly  settled.  The 
appliances  in  No.  11  are  very  poor.  More  blackboard  surface  and. better 
furniture  should  be  provided.  I  wrote  to  the  Trustees  with  reference  to 
the  deficiency  in  apparatus.  The  house  needs  shingling  and  paint.  The 
outhouses  are  in  very  poor  condition.  The  attendance  is  very  regular  and 
eatisfaccory  work  is  being  done.  The  teacher,  Miss  Lutz,  has  procured 
good  maps  by  means  of  entertainments.  No.  12,  Allison,  has  a  fine  house 
but  no  school  in  operation.  There  are  no  children  to  attend  school.  Two 
pupils  attend  Boundary  Creek  school.  Boundary  Creek,  No,  13,  has  a 
good  school  with  a  splendid  attendance.  The  pupils  are  interested  in  their 
work  and  gave  a  good  account  of  themselves  in  the  various  subjects.  The 
school  equipment  is  fair.  General  repairs  should  be  made  to  the  building. 
The  furniture  is  miserable  and  not  in  accordance  with  the  re^ulatiors.  I 
wrote  to  tne  trustees  in  regard  to  this  matter  and  hope  that  some  improve- 
ment will  be  made  in  the  near  future.  Some  pupils  are  in  attendance  from 
the  adjoining  district.  No.  14,  Steeves  Mountain,  has  a  good  school  with 
Mr.  A.  J.  Bannister  in  charge.  An  assistant  should  be  employed.  There 
is  an  enrolment  ol  67,  with  an  average  attendance  of  44.  There  is  a 
class-room  attached  but  it  is  rather  small.  Maps  are  out  of  date  and  should 
be  replaced.  The  blackboard  surface  and  furniture  are  very  good.  The 
pupils  are  bright  and  take  a  lively  interest  in  their  work.  Result  of  examina- 
tions was  gratifyingw  No.  21,  McLaughlin  Road,  has  no  school.  No.  23, 
Caledonia,  has  a  very  weak  school.  The  pupils  are  suffering  from  the  effects 
of  a  very  poor  classification .  Arithmetic  in  the  lower  grades  was  miserable. 
Guess  work  was  a  feature.  The  district  experienced  much  difficulty  in 
finding  a  teacher.  The  school  ia  in  operation  since  3  weeks.  The  building 
is     krge     and     commodious.      Furniture,    maps    and    boards    are    fair. 
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No.  2G,  Lake  SettlemeDt,  has  no  school  this  term.  The  school  in 
No.  27,  Lakeburn,  is  a  satisfactory  one.  The  pupUs  are  intelli^eDt 
and  greatly  taken  up  with  their  work.  Four  of  thena  have  certificates 
of  perfect  attendance.  The  results  in  the  different  grades  were  very  good. 
The  house  is  too  small  to  accommodate  the  present  number  of  pupils.  It 
is  neat,  clean,  and  very  well  kept.  I  wroto  to  the  Trustees  and  explained 
matters,  and  hope  to  report  prr^ress,  as  a  lively  interest  is  taken  in  school 
matters.  No.  30,  Painsec  K  •-il,  has  a  good  school.  I  was  greatly  pleased 
with  the  result  of  the  eximinaiion.  Reading  and  Grammar  were  good, 
Arithmetic  splendid  and  Drawing  far  above  anything  I  have  seen  in  any 
country  school.  The  interior  of  the  bouse  is  excellent.  Maps  are  fair,  but 
blackboards  very  poor.  I  wrote  to  the  Trustees,  congratulated  them  on 
the  state  of  their  school  and  asked  them  to  provide  good  blackboard  surface^ 
byloplate  if  possible.     The  Secretary  told  me  he  would  see  to  the  matter. 

NOTES. 

School  Houses. 

With  the  exception  of  3  or  4,  the  ifchool  houses  in  Salisbury  are  in  a 
very  poor  condition.  In  some  cases  new  buildings  should  be  erected,  and 
in  all  cases  lime  and  paint  should  be  used  more  freely.  New  buildings  are 
badly  needed  in  the  following  Districts :  No.  13,  Lewis  Mountain  ;  No.  5, 
Kay;  No  15,  Hicks;  No.  10,  Scott  Road  and  No.  17,  Fawcett  Hill.  The 
Parish  of  Monoton  and  Shediac  seem  to  keep  their  houses  in  satisfactory 
condition,  but  paint  could  be  used  with  excellent  results. 

Apparatus. 

Some  school  ofiScials  have  no  idea  of  the  importance  of  maps,  etc.,  and 
seem  to  think  that  teachers  and  inspectors  are  somewhat  reckless  in  their 
recommendations.  It  is  needless  to  say  that  progress  in  Geography  is 
retarded  wherever  maps  are  wanting  and  that  work  in  the  primary  grades 
especially  suffers  from  the  deficiency  in  blackboard  surface. 

Course  of  Instruction. 

Reading  and  spelling  are  well  taught  in  nearly  all  the  schools.  How- 
ever, some  teachers  follow  no  method  and  simply  let  the  pupils  do  the  work 
No  questions  are  asked  on  the  lesson.  Others  do  not  attach  any  importance 
to  the  following  :     Correct  posture,  meaning  of  words  and  good  expression. 
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The  AcMflian  schools  are  below  the  average  in  this  respect.  History, 
especially  Canadian,  is  taught  with  very  satisfactory  re£ults.  Progress  in 
Geography  is  retarded  in  schools  where  m^ips  are  considered  ns  luxuries  and 
ornaments  for  the  wal's.  I  note  with  pleasure  that  map  drawing  was  a 
feature  in  many  schools.  Too  much  text-book  work  is  being  done  in 
teaching  Grammar.  Arithmetic  as  usual  is  below  the  requirements  in  all 
the  schools.  I  have  met  pupils  in  the  VI.  and  VII.  grades  who  could  not 
do  problems  in  part  1st  of  Kennedy  and  O'Hearn.  More  practical  work 
should  be  taken  up  along  with  the  text-book.  Writing  and  Drawing  are 
fairly  well  taught  and  results  are  satisfactory. 

Extract  from  December  Report, 

WESTMORLAND  COUNTY. 

Parish  of  Dorchester, — The  house  in  No.  6,  Lake  District,  is  a  shabby 
looking  affair.  A  spirit  of  neglect  seems  to  pervade  this  district.  Some  of 
the  ratepayers  take  an  occasional  hand  in  matters  educational^  but  it  appears, 
only  when  diflSculties  are  rife.  The  school  is  badly  in  need  of  apparatus. 
Furniture  is  poor,  maps  are  deficient  and  black-board  surface  should  be  pro- 
vided. The  trustees  were  absent,  and  I  consequently  failed  to  meet  them. 
The  school  was  a  weakqne.  The  condition  ot  affairs  in  No.  7,  Lower  Bon- 
homme,  is  very  far  from  being  satisfactory..  The  buildings  are  greatly  in 
need  of  general  repairs.  Furniture  is  entirely  out  of  date  and  blackboard 
surface  very  poor.  The  work  done  here  partakes  of  the  nature  of  the 
durroundings.  The  teaching  is  not  up  to  the  required  standard.  In  the 
examination  the  pupils  gave  evident  proofs  of  their  want  of  trainiug,  and 
their  knowledge  bordered  on  ignorance.  The  well-marked  irregularity  of 
attendance  testifies  as  to  the  lack  of  interest  taken  in  school  matters.  I 
wrote  to  the  Secretary  of  Trustees  and  called  his  attention  to  these  matters. 
Other  measured  will  have  to  be  adopted  if  the  suggestions  are  not  heeded, 
Memramcook,  No.  8, — The  ratepayers  of  this  district  seem  to  take  but  very 
little  interest  in  the  welfare  of  their  school.  The  buildings  have  not  been 
repaired,  and  the  school  is  still  in  need  of  maps.  The  Board  of  Trustees  is 
now  composed  of  three  young  men  with  progressive  ideas  and  I  confidently 
anticipate  a  change  for  the  better.  Progress  in  school  work  was  satisfactory. 
Better  results  would  have  been  obtained  had  discipline  been  enforced  pro- 
perly. Work  in  advance  of  Grade  V  is  being  done  by  three  pupils,  with  lair, 
results.  Some  of  the  pupils  are  backward  in  arithmetic.  Reading  was  fair, 
writing  poor.  The  only  thing  worthy  of  notice  in  No.  10,  McGinley's,  is  its 
eplendid  attendance.    33  children  were  enrolled  with  an  average  of  32.     20 
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pupils  have  certificates  of  periect  atteadaDce.  The  teachiDg  is  below  the 
requirements  and  the  school  is  consequentlj  a  poor  one.  Buildings,  etc.,  are 
very  satisfactory.  No.  II  Mill  district  is  operating  a  fair  school.  Results 
ID  the  dififerent  ^ubjBct8  were  satisfactory.  The  school  is  sadly  in  need  of 
maps.  Recomiiiendations  made  last  year  in  regard  to  maps  were  not  heeded. 
I  saw  the  trustees  and  called  their  attention  to  their  neglect  in  this  respect 
Maps  were  ordered  at  once.  No.  12,  Mountain,  has  a  very  good  building 
and  a  fair  school.  Furniture  is  excellent.  New  maps  and  better  blackboard 
surface  should  be  provided.  I  wrote  to  the  trustees.  No.  13,  Chapel,  has 
one  of  the  best  schools  in  the  Parish.  The  attendance  is  splendid  and  very 
satisfactory  work  is  being  done.  Pupils  are  up  to  date  in  all  the  subjects. 
Buildings  are  in  an  excellent  condition  and  the  general  appliances  very  good. 
This  school  is  surely  a  credit  to  the  district.  Too  much  guess  work  is  being 
resorted  to  in  No.  16,  Belliveau  Village,  to  warrant  fair  results.  Pupils 
need  more  drill  io  the  diiSferent  subjects,  especially  in  arithmetic  and  geog- 
raphy. The  exterior  of  the  building  puts  up  a  bright  appearance,  but  the 
interior  needs  plaster  oi  sheathing.  Furniture  is  good,  blackboards  poor  and 
maps  are  needed.  I  recommended  a  ntiap  of  the  provinces  and  blackboard 
surface.  No.  17,  Gothro,  has  an  enrolment  of  89,  with  an  average  ot  67. 
No  work  is  being  done  in  advance  of  Grade  lY.  Results  are  only  fair. 
This  school  employs  an  assistant. 

No.  22,  Taylor  Villiage,  is  closed.  No  children  to  attend  school.  No. 
24,  Boudreau  Village,  is  operating  a  fair  school.  The  school  is  greatly  in 
Deed  ot^hetter  appliances.  The  house  needs  paint.  I  met  the  secretary 
and  insisted  upon  the  necessity  of  certain  improvements.  He  promised 
to  interest  his  co  workers  in  the  matter  and  act  according  to  my  sug- 
gestions. No.  26,  Upper  Bonhomme,  is  a  poor  district.  Its  taxable  valu- 
ation reaches  $6000.  Rates  are  $1.10  pr.  hundred.  Under  the  circum- 
stances, I  thought  it  better  to  encourage  rather  than  recommend.  House 
bus  been  shingled  lately  and  a  new  map  of  the  province  provided.  Better 
blackboard  surface  should  be  furnished.  Results  in  tl>e  diflerent  subjects 
may  be  classified  as  fair.  The  school  in  No.  25 .Upper  Memramcook  is  a  fair 
one.  Arithmetic,  geography  and  writing  were  good,  but  reading  was  a  little 
below  the  average.  In  this  district  as  in  many  others,  the  school  must  take 
care  of  itself.  Building  out  of  repair  and  very  cold.  On  certain  days  the 
school  has  to  be  closed :  the  room  was  not  heated  properly.  There  is  a 
sad  deficiency  in  all  necessary  applicances.  I  wrote  to  the  secretary  and 
called  his  strict  attention  to  this  wretched  state  of  affairs.  As  a  result  a 
good  provision  of  fuel  was  made  and  the  interested  parties  promised  to  make 
the  required  improvements,     Memramcook  No.  '11.    Conditions  inlhis  dis- 
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trict  remain  UDchauged.  Arrangementa  to  proceed  with  the  erectioD  of  a 
new  building  are  about  completed .  I  met  the  ratepayers.  Udual  difficulties 
on  band  ;  many  wished  to  have  the  school  at  their  own  door,  I  suggested 
that  three  parties  measure  the  districtand  report.  This  was  done.  lam 
told  by  one  of  the  trustees  that  they  all  agreed  to  the  old  site.  Under  the 
circumstances,  the  school  work  may  be  classified  as  fair.  Attendance  is 
excellent 

Shediac. — Affairs  now  seem  to  be  running  smoothly  in  No.  10 J.  Point  du 
Ghene  The  school  house  was  shingled  and  plastered  during  the  summer, 
and  more  improvements  wilt  be  made  during  the  Christmas  vacation.  Miss 
Kate  Murray,  a  seemingly  painstaking  teacher  is  in  charge.  She  reports  a 
good  attendance  and  a  much  increased  average.  The  school  in  No.  13,  Scou» 
douc  North  is  a  poor  one.  Reading  was  fair,  little  or  no  attention  given  to 
grammar,  geography  poor  and  arithoietic  good  in  higher  grades.  The  ex- 
terior of  the  building  put  up  a  poor  appearance,  but  the  interior  was  papered 
lately  and  looks  quite  bright.  Furniture  is  old-fashioned  but  fairly  good. 
I  met  the  trustees  and  recommended  maps,  blackboards  etc.

Sir, — The  following  is  my  report  on  the  condition  of  the  Public  Schools 
in  Inspectorate  No.  3  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1903 

New  school  houses,  replacing  old  and  worn  out  stiu'ctures,  have  been 
erected  in  Mechanic  District,  No.  6,  and  Collier  District,  No.  6,  both  in  the 
Parish  of  Elgin.  They  will  be  comfortably  furnished  and  reasonably  well 
equipped. 

In  Western  Narrows,  District,  No.  12,  Cambridge,  the  house  destroyed 
by  fire  over  a  year  ago  has  not  yet  been  replaced.  The  public  hall  is  still 
being  used  for  school  purposes « 

Summerfield  District,  No.  6,  Studholm,  voted  at  last  annual  meeting  to 
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build  a  new  house  during  tbe  fall;  but  owing  to  the  high  price  of  lumber  and 
scarcity  of  workmen,  the  building  will  not  be  completed  until  next  summer. 

A  large  portion  of  the  school  buildings  in  this  Inspectorate  are  kept  in 
very  satisfactory  repair.  There  has  been  from  year  to  year  a  marked  im. 
provement  in  this  respect.  Difficulty  has  been  experienced  this  year  by 
Trustees  in  getting  carpenters  for  repairing  bijiildings,  and  consequently 
some  work  has  stood  over  that  was  provided  tor  at  the  annual  meetings. 
Most  school  houses  present  a  neat  and  tidy  appearance,  but  some  Districts 
do  not  seem  to  recognize  the  importance  of  keeping  the  outside  well  painted. 
In  many  of  these  tbe  buildings  are  old  and  the  siding  much  weather  worn. 

I  am  able  to  report  that  much  has  been  done  in  respect  to  additions  of 
furniture,  maps,  blackboards  and  general  apparatus.  I  am  satisfied  that  the 
material  equipment  of  our  schools  warrants  the  opinion  that  they  are  now 
more  capa  ble  of  affording  a  better  education  to  the  youth  of  the  country 
than  at  any  time  in  the  past. 

Scarcity  of  teachers  still  continues,  and  a  number  of  schools  have  in 
consequence  been  closed  during  a  part  and  seme  for  the  whole  of  the  year. 
Districts  are  offering  better  salaries.  It  may  be  confidently  expected  that 
when  salaries  come  up  to  the  level  of  those  paid  in  other  professions  de. 
manding  equal  qualifications,  the  supply  of  efficient  teachers  will  be 
equal  to  the  demand. 

It  is  my  policy  to  resist  requests  frequently  made  by  trustees  to  recom- 
mend the  Chief  Snperintendent  to  issue  third  class  local  licenses.  Gods- 
quently  very  few  of  these  are  found  in  Inspectorate  No.  3,  only  three  I 
think  during  the  present  year.  The  work  done  by  such  licensees  is  usually 
of  a  poor  order  and  generally  unsatisfactory. 

As  a  rule  the  morals  of  the  schools  are  good.  In  some  sectioni  and  fre- 
quently where  one  would  least  expect  it,  negligence  is  apparent  on  the  part  of 
both  teachers  and  trustees  in  the  care  of  out  buildings.  Children  become 
habituated  to  unseemly  conditions,  and  as  a  result  frequently  too  indifferent 
'to  the  demands  of  modesty  and  decency.  Trustees  need  to  more  carefully 
observe  requirements  of  Reg.  9,  School  law  manual  and  teachers  to  see  that 
pupils  use  DO  bad  language  on  school  premises,  and  that  they  refrain  from 
writing  obscene  words  on  walls  of  out-buildings,  or  defacing  and  destroying 
school  property.  Ill  conditioned  premises  provoke  immoral  thoughts  and 
lead  up  to  vile  and  lawless  acts.  It  is  evident  that  teachers  should  know 
each  day  the  condition  of  out-buildings.  In  connection  with  thi*$  duty,  they 
will  learn  much  of  the  morels  of  their  pupils. 
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ARBOR  DAY. 

The  usually  large  number  of  schools  reported  observance  of  Arbor  Day 
this  year.  Although  on  the  notices  sent  out  the  attention  of  teachers  is 
directed  to  their  duty,  it  would  appear  from  reports  sent  in  that  ail  do  not 
read  over  Reg.  30,  Sec.  2,  (b),  School  Law  Manual.  It  is  my  intention  in 
the  future  to  exact  more  closely  than  in  the  past,  compliance  with  the  spirit 
as  well  as  the  letter  ot  the  Regulation.  In  view  of  the  fact,  that  for  eighteen 
years.  Arbor  Day  has  each  year  been  observed  in  this  province,  there 
should  be  a  very  much  larger  number  of  school  grouods  well  laid  out,  shaded 
and  ornamented  than  can  at  present  be  found. 

COUNTY  INSTITUTE. 

The  Teachers'  Institute  for  Kings  County  was  held  at  Sussex  on  the 
17th  and  18th  of  September.  A  larger  attendance  could  in  future  be  easily 
secured  if  the  Executive  Committee  would  send  out  the  notices  a  week 
earlier  than  has  been  done  of  late.  Many  teachets  have  not  had  sufficient 
notice  to  enable  them  to  make  arrangements  to  be  present. 

The  presence  of  Mr  D.  W«  Hamilton,  M  A,  Dr  G.  U  Hay  and  Mr. 
John  March  helped  to  increase  the  interest  of  the  several  sessions.  The 
reading  ot  carefully  prepared  and  excellent  papers,  followed  by  full  and  ani- 
mated discussion  profitably  occupied  the  attention  of  all  present.  The  public 
meeting  on  Thursday  evening  in  Medley  Memorial  Hall  was  addressed  by 
Principal  Hamilton,  Principal  Maggs,  Dr  Hay  and  others.  Music  was  fur- 
nished by  an  orchestra.  It  was  much  regretted  by  all  tbat  the  Chief 
Superintendent  of  Education  was  unavoidably  absent. 

Albert  Co  — No.  8,  Alma,  is  a  small  district,  and  there  seems  to  be  little 
disposition  on  the  part  of  the  Trustees  and  many  of  the  rate  payers  to  keep 
an  efficient  school.  No.  3.  Alma,  has,  during  the  year,  made  some  improve- 
ments in  eqaipment,  Sinclair  Hill,  No,  6  of  the  same  Parish,  has  a  very 
small  school.  The  pupils  are  within  moderate  distance  of  the  Grammar 
School  at  Alma.  Were  it  not  that  the  district  is  situated  on  a  hill,  up  which 
the  road  is  about  a  mile  long,  the  people  would  be  willing  to  unite  with 
bhore  District  No.  5.  Kerry,  No.  7,  has  had  a  school  the  summer  term,  the 
first  in  about  two  years.  Point  Wolf,  No  2,  has  added  some  new  furniture 
and  made  other  improvements.  The  Grammar  School  of  the  County,  which 
has  been  for  upwards  of  twenty  years  located  in  Shore  District  No  5,  Alma, 
during  all  of  which  time  Mr.  T.  E.  Gotpitts,  B.  A.,  has  been  principal,  will 
probably,  during  the  coming  year^  be  transferred  to  a  more  central  place. 
Principal  Colpitts  baa  proved  himself  to  be  an  earnest,  energetic  and  success- 
i  11 
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ful  teacher,  and  certaioly  is  among  the  very  few  in  the  province  who  have 
taught  for  a  similar  period  in  a  country  village  school.  Tl)e  high  esteem  in- 
which  he  is  held  by  the  people  of  Alma  attests  to  his  many  excellent 
qualities. 

The  Bchool  house  in  No.  7,  Elgin,  is  very  much  dilapidated.  Thia 
District  and  No.  14.  which  has  never  had  any  school,  should  be  united,  as 
should  also  Nos.  5  and  IG.  The  latter,  No.  16,  Elgin,  has  never  had  any 
school,  but  sends  several  pupils  each  term  to  the  school  in  No.  5.  Nos.  4 
and  15  have  again  opened  school. 

The  Superior  School  at  Elgin  Corner,  District  No  2.  is  very  large,  and 
in  respect  to  equipment  is  not  entirely  satisfactory.  This  District,  thougb 
large,  is  nut  wealthy,  and  therefore  the  effort  to  keep  dcwn  expenses  is 
persistent. 

Queens  Co. — All  the  schools  of  Waterborough,  ten  in  number,  have- 
been  in  operation  this  year.  District  No.  3  supplied  new  furniture,  better 
blackboards  and  maps. 

One  of  the  ten  districts  in  the  Parish  ot  Cambridge  has  had  no  school 
during  the  year.  Although  there  are  few  children  to  attend  in  this  District 
(No.  9)  school  will  probably  be  opent^d  tlje  coming  term. 

The  largest  aod  wealthiest  districts  in  the  Parish  of  Johnston  appear  ta 
be  the  ones  to  have  school  only  a  part  of  the  time,  although  there  are  large 
numbers  of  children  in  each.  The  smaller  and  poorer  districts  have  school 
more  regularly. 

All  the  schools  in  the  Pariah  of  Wickham  were  open  this  year.  Some 
of  them  are  fairly  well  equipped,  others  poorly. 

Only  four  schools  were  open  in  the  Parish  of  Brunswick  this  year.  On 
account  of  its  remote  position,  great  difficulty  is  experienced  in  securing 
teachers. 

Kings  Co. — The  school  at  Lower  Ridge,  No.  7,  Havelock,  has  been  grad- 
ed during  the  year.  The  sex^retary,  Mr.  John  McFarlaos  has  taken  a  great 
deal  of  interest  in  having  the  school  well  supplied  with  apparatus,  and  I 
confidently  expect  a  very  great  improvement  in  educational  work  in  that 
district. 

The  school  house  at  Norton  Station  has  been  enlarged  at  a  cost  of  about 
$2000,  and  three  departments  will  be  in  operation  next  year  instead  of  two, 
as  heretofore. 

The  school  at  Lower  Millstream  is  steadily,  growing  in  importance. 
Present  indications  point  to  the  necessity,  in  the  near  future,  of  grading 
the  school  into  two  departments. 

Several  districts  among  which  are  Conner  Stttlemfiut  No.  25,  UpbaiD> 
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etc.     LoudoDderry  No.  3,  Hammond,  and  Bunaell  No  22,  Stadholm,  having 
had  no  school  for  some  time,  are  making  arrangements  to  reopen  daring  the ' 
coming  year. 

Walbei,  No  5.  Waterford,  has  repaired  the  inside  of  its  sphcol  house  so 
that  now  it  is  a  very  comfortable  building. 

The  school  house  and  apparatus  in  Sprague's  Brook,  No.  13,  Springfield, 
are  now  quite  creditable.  This  district  is  an  example  to  be  followed  by 
many  others  of  greater  pretensions. 

Sprague*8  Point,  No.  1,  Springfield,  seems  to  have  no  intention  of  com« 
plying  with  the  requirements  of  the  school  law.  Almost  continual  pressure 
must  be  kept  up  to  get  sufficient  equipment  provided. 

New  furniture  has  been  supplied  in  the  following  districts:  Hampton 
Ferry,  No.  3,  Hampton  (one  department)*  Quispamsis,  No.  4,  Rothesay;  Titus. 
ville,  No.  3,  Upham;  Lower  Milistream,  No.  13,  Studhotm;  Lower  Ridge,  No.7 , 
Havelock;  East  Scotch  Settlement,  No.  5,  Springfield. 

It  would  unduly  lengthen  this  report  to  mention  all  the  districts  in  the' 
three  counties   contained  in  this  Inspectorate,  that  have    increased   their 
school  facilities.     The  above  statements  must  suffice. 

It  must  not  be  supposed  that  what  has  been  done  has  been  accomplished 
without  effort.  Recommendations  follow  recommendations.  Consultations 
with  trustees  and  secretaries,  letteis  pointing  out  necessities,  and  advising 
compliances  for  the  benefit  of  the  children,  and  now  and  then  v/arnings  of  a 
severer  nature,  all  are  needed  upon  occasion. 

The  teachers  are  an  important  factor  in  securing  improvements.  They 
are  always  on  the  ground  and  they  know  tho  needs.  Very  frequently 
appaiatus,  maps  and  general  equipment  Hre  tbe  result  of  the  teachers  skill 
and  effort  at  a  concert,  entertainment  or  social.  The  number  of  those  wbo 
do  not  interest  themselves  in  this  way  is  very  small. 

It  has  seemed  to  me  during  the  year  that  the  enrolment  of  pupils  was 
in  many  districts  smalier  than  in  previous  years,  but  that  in  these  smaller 
schools  a  better  average  is  maintained.  Evidently  there  is  a  persistent  effjTi 
made  to  make  the  best  average  possible. 

There  is  an  opinion  abroad,  entertained  by  many  of  the  districts  likely  to 
be  affected  by  union,  that  consolidation  of  districts  is  a  serious  evil  t  j  be  resi:»t  • 
ed  by  every  means  possible.  Probably  the  most  that  can  be  done  at  present 
is  to  prevent  further  cutting  up  of  districts  as  is  sometimes  suggested  by 
disafiected  ratepayers. 

Additions  are  being  made  to  school  libraries  and  to  supplies  of  chemical 
apparatus.  I  believe  in  many  cases  botb  the  above  are  taken  better  care  of 
and  used  to  better  purpose  each  year. 
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INSTRUCTION. 

In  many  schools  the  teaching  of  reading  appears  to  me  to  be  almost 
^entirely  of  a  routine  character.  Sometimes  a  teacher  remarks  apologetically, 
**My  Fourth  Reader  claes  is  just  in  Grade  IV  They  had  read  through  the 
Third  Reader  so  often  they  became  tired  of  it  "  In  sach  cases  I  almost 
invariably  find  poor  reading.  Sometimes  I  find  two  classes  in  the  same 
reader,  the  pupils  of  both  classes  varying  but  little  in  their  ability  to  read. 
While  the  teaching  of  elementary  reading — primer  work — is  generally  quite 
satisfactory,  the  class  of  work  done  above  the  First  Reader  is  not,  in  some 
-cases,  such  as  is  to  be  desired. 

Generally  arithmetic  is  taught  in  a  fairly  satisfactory  manner  and  the 
results  are  good.  Sometimes  I  find  that  no  class  work  is  provided  for  in 
this  subject  on  the  timetable,  especially  in  Standards  IV  and  Y  in  ungraded 
schools.  Pupil's  are  expected  to  work  at  Arithmetic  when  not  otherwise 
•employed.  This  practice  is  to  be  deprecated.  Regular  class  work  gives 
facility  and  rapidity  and  develops  the  power  of  accurate  expression  and 
<lefinition,  and* at  the  same  time  affords  to  the  teacher  the  best  opportunity  of 
testing  each  pupil's  knowledge  of  the  subject. 

Sufficient  attention  is  not  given  in  some  schools  to  oral  composition.  A 
:great  deal  of  written  work  is  required,  but  the  ability  to  orally  describOi 
explain  and  narrate  is  not  developed. 

Health  Reader  Lessons  are  frequently  merely  read  or  recited. 
On  the  whole,  however,  the  above  negative  remarks  apply  chiefly  to  a 
dmall  number  of  schools.  Thoughtful,  earnest  work  on  the  part  of  most 
teachers  is  given  to  the  faithful  dircharge  of  their  duties,  and  the  results  are 
-in  a  high  degree  encouraging.  With  better  school  houses,  with  larger  school 
grounds  more  tastefully  laid  out  and  cared  for,  with  more  complete  equipment 
especially  for  Science  teaching  aiad  Agriculture,  with  school  gardens  and 
Manual  Training  instruction,  and  with  more  thorough  Normal  School  training 
for  our  teachers,  our  schools  may  yet  do  more  signal  service  for  the  youth 
of  our  country,  and  give  them  greater  possibilities  for  happy  and  useful 
lives. 

Kingston  Consolidated  School. — A  magnificent  structure  surpassing 
anything  of  its  kind  in  any  country  section  of  the  Dominion,. is  the  school 
bouse  not  yet  quite  completed  at  Kingston  Yill^ge.  When  the  school  opens 
in  August  next,  as  is  contemplated,  the  pupils  of  seven  districts  will 
assemble  to  receive  instruction  from  Eve  carefully  selected  teachers.  The 
pupils  will  be  carried  in  comfortable  vans  from  their  bomea  in  the  morning 
.^nd  returned  in  the  evening.    In  addition  to  the  ordinary  subjects  of  inatrao- 
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tioD,  which  will  be  tanght  after  the  most  modern  and  approved  methodB, 
Manaal  Training,  Domestic  Economy  and  Hoosebold  Science,  School 
Gardening  and  Nature  Study  wi]I  be  given  a  prominent  place  on  the  time 
table.  The  attention  of  thoBe  interested  in  education  in  this  province  will 
no  doubt  closely  follow  the  course  of  the  experiment  that  is  being  worked 
out  by  this  school.  No  effort  will  be  spared  to  insuie  its  success.  It  is  to 
be  hoped  that  through  its  influence  many  such  schools  may  at  an  eaily  date 
be  established  throughout  the  province  and  that  they  may  become  centres  oi 
inspiration  and  usefulness,  in  advancing  the  cause  of  education.

Sir, — I  beg  to  submit  the  following  report  for  the  year  ended  Decen>- 
ber,  1903. 

In  accordance  with  my  practice  in  the  past,  I  will  give  in  this  report  a 
general  review  of  what  has  been  done  in  the  schools  of  each  parish  in  mj^ 
Inspectorate  in  the  last  two  years,  and  will  try  to  indicate  in  a  general  way 
what  has  been  done  in  the  way  of  advance  or  improvement. 

As  has  always  been  the  case,  the  teachers  have  been  identified  with 
some  of  the  more  important  improvements.  I  will  mention  their  names  and 
the  part  they  have  taken  with  apologies  for  any  omissions. 

Lepreaux. — Little  Lepreaux  has  had  scarcely  any  schooling  in  the  last 
two  years.  The  pupils  are  few  and  most  of  the  ratepayers  in(]ifferent.  At 
Lepreaux  Village  there  are  also  very  few  pupils,  but  the  revival  of  the  lum- 
bering industry  there  will,  I  hope,  bring  about  improvement.  A  school  wa& 
opened  again  last  term  and  the  teacher.  Miss  Sadie  Carson,  has  been  instru- 
mental in  providing  some  needed  apparatus. 

The  school  at  Mace's  Bay  is  a  largo  one.  Some  diflSculty  has  been  ex- 
perienced in  securing  a  teacher  at  all  times.     Miss  Laura  Boyd   has  added 
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much  new  apparataa*     The  bouse  needs  repairs  and  the  grounds  should  be 
fenced. 

The  school  house  at  New  River  Mills  was  burned  by  the  forest  fires  of 
last  Juoe.  It  was  not  insured.  There  are  at  present  less  than  a  half  dozen 
pupils  in  the  District,  but  later  I  hope  to  see  some  arrangement  made  by 
which  they  may  obtain  school  privileges. 

Peiwfield, — ^Peunfield  Centre  maiutains  a  very  regular  aud  satisfactory 
school.     The  house  has  been  repaired  and  a  flag  and   dictionary  procured. 

Beaver  Harbor  has  two  departments.  The  primary  is  kept  in  regular 
operation,  but  tae  advanced,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  larger  pupils  are  en- 
gaged in  the  factories,  does  not  open  until  late  in  the  first  term,  when  it  has 
not  always  been  possible  to  secure  a  teacher.  The  hduse  hite  been  painted 
and  much  improved,  and  through  the  initiative  of  the  teachers,  Mr.  King 
Maxwell  and  Miss  Bessie  Barry,  a  fine  standard  dictionary,  maps  and  other 
apparatus  have  been  added. 

The  school  at  Coldbrook  is  small  but  regular.  Miss  Eezia  Maxwell 
has  added  slates,  flag  pole,  dictionary  and  minerals. 

The  school  at  Ponnfield  Ridge  is  also  very  small.  Miss  Lottie  G. 
Thompson  has  been  instrumental  in  having  the  house  refitted  and  adding 
slates,  maps  and  other  apparatus.  Black's  Harbor  has  voted  for  a  new 
house,  which  would  have  been  completed  if  workmen  could  have  been  pro- 
cured Miss  Mary  Mitchell  took  much  interest  in  her  work  there  and  added 
to  the  apparatus.  Seely's  Cove  lost  its  house  in  the  forest  fires.  It  was 
well  equipped  in  all  respects.  They  have  lost  no  time,  and  have  a  new  one 
for  next  term. 

Bt.  George. — The  schools  in  the  village  have  been  efBciently  maintained 
and  have  been  provided  with  some  excellent  apparatus.  I  hope  in  the  near 
future  to  see  manual  training  provided  for.  Mr.  H.  E.  Sinclair  resigned  to 
accept  a  position  in  Milltown,  after  having  done  good  work,  and  has  been 
succeeded  by  Mr.  Chas.  Callaghan.  The  school  at  the  Head  of  Letang  has 
been  regularly  supported  and  has  added  some  useful  appliances.  BreadaU 
bane  has  a  small  school,  operated  fur  nine  months.  Miss  Agnes  Milieu  has 
added  a  flag^  table  and  repairs  to  house.  The  school  at  the  Canal  has  an 
enrolment  of  40  and  sittings  for  26.  The  house  is  poor  and  the  furniture 
worthless.  I  have  had  a  conference  with  the  Boa^d,  with  a  view  to  having 
a  new  house  and  I  hope  to  be  able  to  repoit  improvement  soon. 

The  house  at  Bonny  River  was  burneu  by  the  forest  fires.  I  do  not 
regret  the  house  so  much  as  the  excellent  appliances'  which  it  contained. 
The  trustees  had  no  insurance,  but  with  commendable  activity  they  have  a 
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new,  house  in  readiness  for  next  term.  They  have  done  this  in  addition  to 
their  own  building  concerns,  as  practically  the  whole  Settlement  was  burned 
The  school  at  Second  Falls  has  become  very  small  and  very  little  interest  is 
taken  in  providing  school  privileges.  The  Ecbools  at  Lee  Settlement, 
Somerville,  Bed  Rock  an4  Piakahegan  coutfiin  few  pupils  j^nd  are  operated 
"Very  irregularly.  It  is  often  very  difficult  to  get  teachers  fur  these  Districts. 
The  Caithness  school  has  not  been  entirely  satisfactory.  There  is  a  lack  of 
harmony  in  the  District.  The  house  has  been  painted.  Mascarene  has  had 
•as  us^ual  a  most  efficient  school.  On  the  initiative  of  Misses  Policy  and 
Bolt,  hardwood  floors  and  new  outbuildings  have  been  added.  Largely 
through  the  exertions  of  Miss  Harriet  Bolt,  this  District  has  been  one  of  the 
•first  in  the  Province  to  introduce  manual  training  and  three  benches  have 
been  supplied.  At  Letete  the  house  has  been  painted  and  much  exciUent 
apparatus  added  through  the  exertions  of  the  teacher,  Miss  Lizzie  Knight. 
Back  Bay  has  a  very  large  school,  Mr.  John  Clindinnin,  the  teacher,  has 
added  slates,  some  new  furniture  and  apparatus.  The  school  at  upper 
Letang  is  not  maintained  regularly.  There  are  few  pupils  and  the  house 
needs  repairs.  Mrs.  Eliza  Hines  has  returned  to  her  old  work  at  Letang, 
to  the  satisfaction  of  all.  A  flag  pole  and  flag  and  some  new  apparatus 
have  been  added.  A  new  house  is  needed  in  this  District  and  it  is  proposed 
to  build  it  soon. 

Dumbarton, — The  school  at  Pleasant  Ridge  has  been  maintained  as 
usual.  At  Flume  Bidge,  Miss  Fannie  Murphy  has  been  instrumental  in 
having  supplied  some  excellent  apparatus.  At  Tryon,  the  house  has  been 
repaired.  This  District  for  its  ability,  makes  most  commendable  effort  to 
maintain  a  school.  Mr.  James  Clatk  continues  to  be  the  efficient  Secretary. 
There  has  been  an  excellent  school  as  usual  at  Rolling  Dam.  The  house 
has  been  painted,  and  one  of  the  teachers,  Miss  Florence  Downing,  raised 
money  for  a  fence  in  front,  which  up  to  this  time  the  trustees  have  failed  to 
build.  The  death  of  the  Secretary.  J.  £.  Peacock,  is  regretted.  The 
schools  at  Greenock  and  Dumbarton  have  been  well  supported  and  tnrough 
the  exertions  ot  the  teachers,  Misses  Cecil  Hewitt  and  Mary  Irvine,  the 
houses  have  been  painted  and  much  new  apparatus  supplied. 

Whittier  Ridge  has  built  a  very  satisfactory  new  bouse.  The  grounds 
have  been  fenced  and  much  interest  has  been  taken, 

St.  David. — At  Upper  Tower  Hill  a  good  echool  has  been  operated. 
The  house  has-been  painted  and  the  grounds  improved.  Much  is  due  to 
the  teacher,  Miss  Annie  M,  Holt.  At  Lever  many  improvements  have  been 
made  both  to  buildings  and  apparatus.     The  teachers  who  lart^ely  contributed 
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to  these  results  were  Miss  Priscilla  Read  and  Miss  FaoDie  CuDDiDehaoi. 
The  school  at  Regan's  Corner  is  small  but  very  efficient.  A  flag  has  been 
provided.  The  house  and  grounds  at  Central  Tcwer  Hill  are  in  all  respects 
among  the  best  in  the  county  The  excellent  apparatus  has  been  materially 
added  to  by  the  exertions  of  the  teacher,  Miss  Mary  Hawkins.  At  Hill's 
Point,  a  good  school  is  maintained.  The  house  has  been  painted  and  some 
new  apparatus  provided.  Misses  Bertha  Dev^ar  and  Fannie  Murphy  have 
greatly  assisted  in  promoting  this.  At  Oak  Bay  there  is  an  excellent  school 
The  house  has  been  painted.  At  St.  David's  Hill  a  fairly  good  school  is 
maintained^  The  house  has  been  repaired  and  painted  Miss  Agnes  Boyd 
continues  to  discharge  the  duties  of  Secretary  most  efficiently.  At  Oak 
Haven,  the  house  has  been  repaired  and  new  furniture  and  apparatus 
supplied.  A  good  school  is  operated  at  Bay  Road  which  is  well  equipped 
with  needful  apparatus.  Miss  Blanche  Nesbitt  is  the  efficient  teacher.  She 
has  done  her  part  in  building  up  the  school. 

St.  Andrews.^The  town  is  now  incorporated  and  though  not  as  populous 
as  some  of  the  others  in  the  province,  it  has  ever  been  one  of  the  most  pro- 
gressive and  intelligent  in  the  conduct  of  its  schools.  I  have  had  occasion 
to  point  this  out  in  many  former  reports,  and  this  year  is  a  source  of  satis- 
faction to  me,  as  it  must  be  of  pride  to  St.  Andrews  that  it  was  the  first 
town  in  the  province  to  introduce  Manual  Training,  which  was  began  there 
the  first  of  the  year  under  the  excellent  tuition  of  Miss  Agnes  Lucas.  St 
Andrews  has  always  been  fortunate  in  its  selection  of  school  trnsfees.  and 
none  of  them  have  been  more  progressive  and  conscientious  in  the  discbarge 
of  their  duties  than  Mr.  W.  D.  Forster,  whose  services,  I  regret  to  say,  have 
been  lost  to  St.  Andrews  by  his  removal  to  St.  John.  Mr.  Forster  has 
been  a  trustee  ever  since  I  h^ve  held  office,  and  in  addition  to  giving  his 
time  and  attention  to  a  trustee's  duties  outside  the  schools,  he  visited  them 
regularly  and^ook  as  much  interest  during  the  last  year  he  held  office  as 
during  bis  fiv-st. 

The  school  at  Cbamcook  has  been  more  regularly  maintaicecT  than  form* 
erly.     The  house  needs  painting. 

St  Patrick. — The  school  at  Lower  Bocabec  has  been  greatly  improved 
in  appearance,  furnishing  and  apparatus.  The  teacher,  Miss  Annie  L. 
Adams,  has  greatly  assisted  in  this  work.  An  excellent  school  has  been 
maintained  at  Bocabec  Ridge,  nnder  the  tuition  of  Miss  Georgia  MoCreadyi 
who  has  procured  minerals  and  a  teacher's  table.  Miss  Jennie  Mclntire 
also  obtained  a  fl^g  and  added  to  the  library.  The  secretary,  Mr.  0.  E. 
Hanson,  is  a  mo^t  painstaking  officer.  McMinn  is  a  model  district  as  to  its 
school  grounds.     The  house  has  been  very  tastefully  painted  and  excellent 
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farniture  sopplied.  Miss  Florence  GnDDiDgbam  has  greatly  aided  in  the 
improvements  made.  The  school  at  Elmsvilie  is  now  a  small  one.  Miss 
Cecilia  Craig  has  added  to  the  library  fand.  A  flag  and  pole  have  been  pro- 
cured for  Clarence  Ridge.  The  house  at  McCalbm  has  been  renovated  and 
new  furniture  supplied.  Through  the  exertions  of  Miss  Evelyn  Boone  somo 
slate  blackboards  have  been  added.  Roix  has  painted  its  house  and  boilt 
new  outbuildings.  A  new  house  will  be  built  next  year  in  the  Burns  district. 
It  is  much  needed.  Some  excellent  maps  have  been  provided  by  Miss  Effi& 
Crawley. 

St.  Croix. — A  new  house  is  much  needed  at  Lower  Bayside.  A  fino 
book  case  has  been  added  by  Miss  Boone  and  some  maps  and  apparatus  by 
Miss  Margaret  Scullin.  The  house  at  Upper  Bayside  has  been  painted. 
Repairs  have  been  made  to  th0  house  at  Bartlett's  Mills,  but  new  furniture 
and  blackboard  surface  are  much  needed.  A  globe  and  dictionary  have 
been  added  to  the  apparatus  ot  Orr  by  Miss  Mabel  Jones.  The  nousc  at 
Waweig  has  been  painted  and  a  map  of  the  world  and  dictiocary  procured 
by  Miss  Margaret  Hyslop. 

Ditfferin, — Miss  Mary  Finley  has  been  indefatigable  in  her  efforts  to 
improve  Crocker  Hill.  The  house  has  been  decorated  and  a  globe,  standard 
dictionary,  maps  and  other  apparatus  supplied.  The  house  at  the  Ledge  has 
been  neatly  painted,  excellent  outbuildings  erected,  and  through  Miss 
Louise  Milliken  some  excellent  apparatus  procured. 

St.  James. — A  fine  new  house  has  been  built  at  DeWolf,  and  by  the 
efiforts  of  Miss  Kathleen  McPartland  a  fiag  and  pole  have  been  added.  This 
teacher  has  also  been  the  agent  in  purchasing  enlarged  school  grounds  for 
the  district.  Moore's  Mills  has  maintained  its  excellent  record  as  a  prepara- 
tory school,  sending  to  the  Normal  School  larger  classes  than  any  other  in 
the  county.  The  house  is  getting  out  of  repair  and  the  apparatus  needs 
renewing.  Mr.  Howard  Moore  of  Somerville,  Mass.,  has  presented  eighty 
volumes  to  the  school  library.  The  house  at  Baillie  has  been  repaired  and 
painted  inside.  The  house  at  Lawrence  has  been  painted  and  new  furniture 
supplied  through  the  efiforts  of  Miss  Mildred  McCann.  The  bouse  at  Ander- 
son has  been  painted  and  through  the  efforts  ot  Miss  Margaret  M.  Seely, 
slates,  and  some  excellent  appararud,  have  been  added  to  the  equipment. 
The  house  at  Lynnfield  needs  repairs  and  furniture.  Some  apparatus  has> 
been  supplied  by  Miss  Margaret  Hyslop.  The  Robinson  district  needs 
apparatus  and  repairs  to  house.  New  outbuildings  have  been  built  at  Oak 
Hill'  but  maps  and  apparatus  are  needed.  BasswooJ  Ridge  puts  forth  a 
greater  effort  to  support  a  first  class  school  than  many  other  districts  of  larger 
meansjand  the  returns  have  been  commensurate  with  the  effort.  I  am  informed' 
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by  DrCrocket,  Principal  of  the  Normal  Scbool.  that  one  oi  bis  most  promisiog 
papiU  last  year  was  Mr.  Vernard  Sioclair  ot  tbis  school.  It  is  a  matter  of 
deep  regret  to  all  who  kuew  bim  that  failing  health  prevented  him  from 
finishing  Lis  course  there,  and  that  he  died  not  long  after  leaving  Ihe  Normal 
School.  The  schools  of  Canons  and  Beaconsfield  are  not  operated  re^alarly 
^nd  teachers  cannot  always  be  procured  for  them.  The  school  at  Gleason 
Road  is  a  very  attractive  one,  though  the  house  is  now  rather  small  for  the 
increasing  number  of  pupils.  The  houee  has  been  painted,  repaired  and 
new  furniture  provided .  The  house  and  grounds  of  Little  Ridgeton  are  among 
the  most  attractive  in  my  district.  The  school  is  very  large  and  the  district 
aims  to  secure  the  best  service.  A  new  houbo  is  needed  on  Pomroy  Ridge, 
or  it  would  be  better  to  convey  the  few  pupils  to  Scotch  Ridge.  Misa  Nellie 
Folley  has  added  to  the  apparatus  of  the  district.  Miss  Rosa  B.  Gray  has 
done  much  for  bcotch  Ridge,  having  provided  maps,  dictionary  and  chairs. 
The  bouse  has  been  repaired  and  painted  and  new  outhouses  built.  There 
is  a  good  opportunity  for  centralization  in  this  part  of  the  Parish. 

St.  Stephen  (Parish)  The  school  at  May  field  has  been  fairly  well  main- 
tained. Barterville  has  a  very  small  attendance  and  should  unite  with  No.  I 
The  number  of  pupils  in  Upper  Old  Ridge  is  small,  but  their  regularity  is  un- 
rivalled. The  house  at  Moannes  has  been  painted  and  also  that  at  Upper 
Mills.  In  the  latter  district,  through  the  exertions  of  Miss  Mildred  McOaoii 
a  fine  flag  and  pole  have  been  provided.  Miss  Mildred  Moore  has  provided 
Heathland  with  slates^  dictionary  and  a  map  of  the  Dominion.  The  house  at 
Old  Ridge  has  been  painted.  The  house  at  Valley  Park  has  been  repaired 
and  the  school  again  opened. 

CampobeUo. — The  schools  in  district  No.  1,  are  in  good  order  aa  aaaal. 
The  grounds  have  been  further  improved.  The  oonveyauce  of  pupils  con- 
tinues to  give  satisfaction.  The  scbools  at  Wilson's  Beach  and  Head  Harbor 
«re  both  large.  It  would  be  in  their  interest  to  unite  and  grade  the  pupils. 
There  are  enough  for  three  good  graded  departments. 

West  Isles, — Repairs  have  been  made  to  the  school  on  Indian  Island  and 
Miss  Agnes  Commiugs  procured  a  flag  and  pole.  Repairs  have  also  been 
made  to  the  house  at  Chocolate  Cove  and  a  dictionary,  Minerals  and  maps 
added.  Messrs  Bleakney  and  Mitchell  assisted  in  this  work.  The  house  at 
Leonardsville  has  been  painted  and  the  fence  and  grounds  improved.  Some 
new  apparatus  has  been  added.  Miss  Gertrude  Morrell  procured  a  globe  for 
the  school  at  Richardson.  The  schools  at  Lord*e  Cove,  Lambert's  Gove  and 
and  Lambert  Town  have  been  well  maintained.  Miss  Margaret  S.  Mc  Nabb 
has  added  much    to  the  apparatus  of  the  school  at  Fair  Haven — a  globe. 
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diclioDary  and  staod,  maps  of  bemispheres  and  Europe  and  books  for  lib- 
rary. 

Grand  Manan. — A  fine  fence  has  been  made  aroond  the  grounds  at 
North  Head  and  tbe, schools  have  improved.  At  the  time  of  my  visit  a  very 
largely  attended  public  educational  meeting  was  held  in  the  church  hall  in 
the  place.  Dr  R.  S.  MacDougall  of  New  York  university  gave  valuable 
assistance.  I  hope  that  Manual  training  will  soon  be  introduced  in  this 
aud  other  districts  on  the  island.  Castalia  has  supported  its  school  as  usual. 
The  school  at  Woodward's  Cove  has  not  been  satisfactory  through  no  fault 
of  the  trustees.  A  new  department  is  much  needed  at  Orand  Harbor. 
The  trustees  seem  slow  to  take  action.  The  house  at  Seal  Gove  has  been 
pafnted.  Through  the  exertions  of  Mr.  Jas.  A.  Edmonds,  150  volumes  have 
been  added  to  the  library.  The  schools  at  Whitehead  under  the  skilful 
management  of  Misses  Maxwell  and  Garleton,  have  been  of  more  than  usual 
excellence.  The  house  has  been  painted  and  a  flag  and  pole  procured.  Ex- 
tensive repairs  have  been  made  to  the  house  and  outbuildings  on  Two 
Islands.  Deep  Cove  has  a  tidy  little  school,  which  is  well  equipped  for  the 
ability  of  the  district.  Mr  W.  B.  McLaughlin  still  gives  of  his  time  and 
attention  to  the  duties  of  secretary. 

MilUown. — Owing  to  the  strike  in  the  cotton  mill  and  the  removal  of 
many  families  from  the  town,  the  attendance  at  the  schools  was  smaller  at 
my  last  visit  than  formerly  and  it  was  deemed  expedient  to  reduce  the  staff 
of  teachers  by  one.  Milltown  sustains  its  record  for  attendance  and  the 
School  Board  continues  its  active  and  intelligent  interest  in  the  welfare  of 
the  schools.  In  conjlinction  with  St.  Stephen,  Mr.  Whitney  has  been  en- 
gaged as  instructor  in  manual  .training,  giving  two  days  in  the  week  to 
llilltown  and  three  to  St.  Stephen,  The  Cotton  Mill  Co.  very  thoughtfully 
gave  a  building  for  a  work  room  to  Milltown.  It  has  been  moved  to  the 
school  grounds  and  thoroughly  equipped  for  the  purpose.  During  the  year 
the  schools  of  this  town  suffered  severe  loss  by  the  sudden  and  tragic  death 
of  their  Principal,  Mr.  J.  B.  Sutherland.  He  occupied  a  pla^e  in  the 
esteem  and  confidence  of  the  community  that  will  be  difficult  to  supply. 
He  was  succeeded  by  Mr.  H.  B.  McGill,  who  later  retiring  has  been  suc- 
ceeded by  Mr.  H.  E.  Sinclair,  formerly  principal  at  St.  George.  During 
the  year  two  excellent  teachers  resigned  from  the  staff.  Misses  Isabella  Caie 
and  Amy  Young. 

>5^  Stephen, — The  schools  of  St.  Stephen  continue  to  do  the  best  class 
of  work  and  maintain  their  high  standard  of  efficiency.  The  most  notable 
step  in  advance  during  the  year  has  been  the  establishment  of  a  department 
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for  lUBDual  traioing.     There  have  been  few  changes  on  the  staff.     Liast^ear 
.Miss  Jessie  Whitlock  retired  after  haviogr  giveo  unvaried  satisfaction  in  her 
work,  both  in  town  and   country  districts.     6he   was  succeeded   by  Mist 
Ethel  Jarvis* 

Musquash, — The  house  at  Prince  of  Wales  has  been  extensively  re- 
paired and  newly  furnished.  It  had  a  narrow  escape  from  forest  fires,  aod 
the  teacher,  Miss  Annie  M.  H^yter,  lost  all  her  effects  and  barely  escaped 
with  her  life.  The  house  nt  iVIu&quash  was  burned.  It  was  well  equipped^ 
not  only  with  an  excellent  Lbinry  and  apparatus,  but  had  been  one  of  the 
few  couDtry  districts  to  ii  iruduce  manual  training.  I  bad  hoped  that  a 
new  house  would  have  beeu  in  readiness  oefore  this,  but  all  have  been  so 
absorbed  in  replacing  their  own  buildings,  that  there  has  not  been  time  t> 
give  attention  to  the  school  house. 

Dipper  Harbor  has  added  some  apparatus,  and  Chance  Harbor,  in  ad- 
dition to  painting,  has  added  to  its  library.  Miss  Nita  Gregory  has  taken 
the  lead  in  this  work. 

Lancaster. — The  attendance  in  the  advanced  department  in  BeacooB- 
field  has  become  small.  This  is  partly  owing  to  the  proximity  of  the  better 
graded  schools  of  St.  John  City,  and  the  easy  terms  on  which  outside  pupils 
are  admitted  to  them. 

The  schools  in  Fairville  have  been  greatly  overcrowded  of  late.  Steps 
have  b^en  taken  which  I  hope  will  insure  a  new  building  at  the  beginoifig 
of  next  summer  term.  The  house  has  been  painted  and  some  new  apparatus 
supplied.  Mahogany  has  bad  a  good  school.  Both  the  Pisaricco  scbouls 
have  been  regularly  maintained.  Miss  Katie  Gird  wood  has  supplied  No. 
12  with  a  globe  and  some  excellent  apparatus.  The  schools  in  Miliord  are 
most  efficiently  man:iged  though  the  district  has  been  crippled  with  some 
severe  property  losses.  A  fine  new  fence  has  been  built  around  the  grounds. 
I  would  like  to  see  Fairville,  Milford,  Beaconsfield  and  Mahogany  and  pos- 
sibly Randolph  united  m  one  district,  with  schools  thoroughly  graded  and  a 
central  high  school.  It  would  be  one  of  the  finest  districts  in  the  Province. 
I  think  at  least  some  of  these  districts  might  unite  to  introduce  maoasl 
training  as  has  been  done  in  St.  Stephen  and  Milltown.  Repairs  have  been 
made  to  the  house  at  Randolph  and  slates  added.  The  house  at  Sutton  has 
been  painted. 

Simonds, — The  schools  at  Coldbrook  are  under  much  more  energetic 
management  than  formerly,  and  the  financial  condition  of  the  district  has 
not  only  been  improved,  but  many  additions  have  been  made  to  apparatus. 
A  globe   and  dictionary   have  been   supplied  by  Miss  Elizabeth  Maguire. 
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There  Ia  ft  good  prospect  of  No.  2  uniting  with  this  district  and  conveying 
its  pupils  to  the  central  school.  At  Golden  Grove  Miss  Isabell  Patchell 
has  been  instrumental  in  having  the  grounds  graded  and  fenced  and  in  pro- 
viding furniture,  slates  end  apparatus.  At  Silver  Falls  the  house  has  been 
painted,  grounds  fenced  and  man>  improvements  made.  The  bouse  at 
Lakewood  has  been  painted*  It  is  too  small.  I  attended  a  school  meeting 
this  term  at  Lattimore  Lake  and  hope  tbat  the  school  may  soon  open 
again.  At  Lit  le  River  many  repairs  have  been  madQ  and  a  piano  supplied 
largely  through  the  exertions  of  Miss  Mildred  Black.  Miss  May  Wattera 
has  done  much  in  the  way  ot  improving  her  apparatus  and  surroundings 
at  Red  Head,  and  at  Mispec  the  house  has  been  repaired,  newly  fnrnished 
and  blackboards  supplied.  Miss  J.  Maud  Kee  is  the  teacher.  Black  River 
and  Gardmer's  Creek  have  not  had  regular  schools,  partly  owing  to  the 
acarcity  of  teachers.  Both  districts  have  fenced  their  grounds.  Garnet 
needs  a  new  house  badly  and  has  agreed  to  build  one  in  three  years.  A 
very  excellent  school  is  maintained  at  Willow  Grove  under  the  tuition  of 
Miss  Anna  K.  Miller,  who  has  been  in  chaige  for  some  years.  The  build- 
ing, grounds  and  appointments  are  all,  owing  to  her  exertions,  of  the  best. 
The  gchool  at  Otter  Lake  has  been  irregular  and  the  house  needs  repairs. 
Grove  Hill  needs  a  better  house,  but  it  has  added  furniture,  blackboards 
and  maps.  Fairfield  is  a  model  district  in  all  respects.  It  has  had  a  sue- 
oessiou  of  good  teachers  who  have  interested  themselves  in  its  welfare  and 
the  house,  outside  and  inside,  furniture,  apparatus,  library,  garden  and 
grounds  are  unsurpassed.  Miss  Hannah  Floyd,  as  a  pupil  and  teacher,  in 
this  district,  has  contributed  greatly  to  this  resultj  and  I  regret  that  ill- 
health  has  caused  her  to  resign. 

St.  Martins. — Bain's  Corner  is  another  model  district  in  all  respects. 
Its  grounds  are  the  best  in  the  County.  The  people  take  much  interest  in 
their  school.  Miss  Kathleen  McPartland  has  been  largely  instrumental  in 
bnilding  up  the  district.  There  has  been  a  decided  advance  in  the  condition 
of  the  schools  in  Quaco.  The  houses  have  been  painted  and  much  new  ap- 
paratus supplied.  The  financial  condition  of  the  district  has  also  greatly 
improved.  I  doubt  if  the  present  standard  of  efficiency  can  be  maintained 
under  the  low  salaries  at  present  paid.  East  Quaco  has  enlarged  and  fenced 
its  school  grounds  and  laid  out  a  garden.  This  has  been  due  chiefly  to  the 
interest  taken  by  the  teacher,  Miss  Alberta  M.  Brown.  Mr.  Geo.  J. 
Charlton  has  done  much  for  Greer  in  the  last  year.  The  grounds  have  been 
fenced  and  slate  blackboards  and  apparatus  supplied.  At  Wood  Lake  Misa 
Florence  Debow  raised  money  to  paint  the  house.    The  trustees  interpret* 
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iDg  this  liberally  whitewashed  it.  This  is  the  second  whitewashed  school- 
bouse  in  my  d  strict  and  i  am  not  desirous  of  having  the  number  added  to. 
Miss  Alice  M.  Dohaney  has  added  slates  and  a  map  of  the  Maritime  ProT- 
inces  to  the  ap[mratus  of  Hanford  Brook,  and  Mi£s  Florence  Roberts  hae 
supplied  a  dictionary  and  maps  to  the  equipment  of  Shankliu.  A  new 
house  is  needed  in  this  district.  There  is  a  fiood  chance  to  centralise 
Shanklin,  Bain's  Corner,  Fairfield  and  Tynemoulh  Creek. 

Citt/  of  SL  John, — I  think  there  are  few  cities  of  the  size  of  St.  John, 
in  which  the  pupils  are  more  comfortably   housed.     I  have  reported  the 
Aberdeen,  Alexandra  and  La  Tour  schools  and  this  year   I  am  glad    to  be 
able  to  report  the  equal  of  any  in  the  city,  and  which  has  been  more  needed 
than  any  other  new  one — the  Duflferin,  which  takes  the  place  of  the  old 
Madras,  so  often  condemned  in  previous  reports.     The  new  building  con- 
tains ten  rooms  and  an  exhibition  ball.     It  is  heated  with  hot  water.     The 
cloak  rooms  are  after  the  same  plan  as  those  in  the  Alexandra  and  the  sani- 
tary arrangements  are  up   to  date.     The  rooms  are  not  all  as  yet  occupied 
but  there  seems  to  be  plenty  of  pupils  to  fill  thorn  as  some  of  the  schools  in 
the  North  End  of  the  city  have  an  enrolment  as  high   as  seventy.     During 
my  visits  to  some  of  the  rooms  in  December,  the  temperature  was  much  too 
low  for  school  rooms.     The  reason  given  by  the  janitors  was  that  the  cotl 
supplied  was  not  up  to   specification,  and  that  much  of  it  was  unfit  for  use. 
St.  John  is  scarcely  abreast   ot   cities   of  the   same  size  in  the  mutters  of 
modern  business   educUion,   manual    training,    domestic   science,    musical 
instruction   or  physical  training.     No  systematic  provision  is  made  for  any 
of  these.     I  do  not  know  whether  visiting  the  schools  on  the  part  of  parents 
and  trustees  has  gone  out  of  fashion,  but   often — I  may    eay  usually — ^the 
visitation  column  in  the  registers  devoted  to  these  is  a  blauk  at  the  time  of 
my  visits. 

I  have  called  attention  more  than  once  in  previous  reports  to  the  neces- 
ity  of  more  systematic  fire  drill  in  all  the  large  buildings.  In  few  of  them 
is  very  much  attentiongiven  to  this  very  important  matter.  While  St. John  has 
added  many  fine  new  buildings  and  provided  much  excellent  apparatus,  the 
salaries  of  the  rank  and  file  teachers  have  increased  little,  if  any,  since  the 
school  law.  I  am  BUte,  if  the  School  Board  could  see  its  way  clear  lo 
give  substantial  increases  to  its  teachers,  public  sentiment  would  heartily 
support  its  action. 

Since  my  last  report  what  seems  to  be  a  very  vigorous  Teacher's 
Association  has  been  formed  in  St.  John — indeed  it  is  rather  surprising  that 
such  a  society  was  not  organized  long  ago.     It  is  too  soon  to  form  an  opinion 
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as  to  its  work,  but  I  feel  sure  it  has  a  wide  iSeld  for  usefulness  and  that  it 
Bbould  become  an  inoportant  factor  in  the  community. 

I  rej[rct  to  report  the  death  of  Mr.  John  McKinnon,  principal  of  the 
Leioster  St.  School.  Principals  Dill  and  Armstrong:  of  the  Douglas  Avenue 
aod  Latour  schools  retired  because  they  considered  they  had  not  been  fairly 
treated.  These  men  have  all  been  gnost  efficient  in  the  discharge  of  their 
duties. 

During  the  year  also,  Mr.  James  Barry  retired  from  the  principulsbip 
of  St  Malachi'a  to  accept  the  position  of  Inspector  of  Weights  and  Measures 
All  regret  Mr.  Barry's  retirement*  but  are  gratified  by  his  promotion  to  a 
more  lucrative  position.  Messrs  W.  L.  McDiarmid,  W.  A.  Nelson ,  Miles 
F.  McCutcheon,  Angus  Dewar  and  Maurice  D.  Coll,  have  been  appointed  to 
supply  the  vacancies. 

Teachers. — Teachers  have  been  scarce  during  at  least  two  years  aod 
many  schools  have  been  closed  in  consequence.  The  reason  is  plain.  Wages 
ill  every  other  employment  have  increased.  I  am  glad  to'repoit  that  there 
18  a  decided  upward  tendency  in  salaries  especially  in  rural  districts,  and  in 
as  far  as  I  am  able  to  judge,  the  increases  are  given  cheerfully.  It  seems 
strange  that  the  increases  should  begin  in  country  districts  rather  than  in 
the  town  which  will  have  to  give  corresponding  sftHries  or  lower  their 
standard.  In  some  of  them  where  only  first-class  teachers  are  supposed  to 
be  employed,  I  notice  that  second-clas?  teachers  are  being  engaged. 

Some  local  licenses  have  to  be  issued  to  provide  for  the  poorer  districts 
I  think  it  would  be  well  to  insist  as  far  as  possible  that  all  candidates  for 
this  license  shall  have  passed  the  preliminary  examination  for  third  class ^ 
I  thick  also  that  the  regulation  denying  third-class  teachers  the  privilege  of 
teaching  in  districts  of  over  $15,000  valuation  should  be  insisted  upon. 

The  School  District. — There  is  much  sentiment  in  favor  of  centraliza- 
tion, but  few  districts  cure  to  take  the  plunge  and  unite  with  others  without 
experimenting  a  little,  and  I  think  it'  the  present  law  were  altered  so  as  to 
allow  each  district  to  retain  its  autonomy  tor  two  or  three  years  before  be- 
coming finally  united,  that  better  results  would  follow.  I  am  also  convinced 
that  local  jealousies  will  prevent  much  centralization  until  we  have  Parish 
School  Boards  aud  I  trust  that  your  recommendations  regarding  them  and 
an  increased  county  fund  may  soon  be  carried  into  effect. 

1  hope  also  that  .permission  may  be  given  to  any  vSchool  Board  to 
obtain  a  vote  of  the  school  meeting  to  provide  free  text  books.  I  feel  sure 
that  the  vote  would  bo  favorable  in  many  districts. 

CourUy  Insdtuies. — Excellent  institutes  were   held    in    both   counties 
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In  Charlotte  at  Milltown  and  in  St.  John  in  St.  John  City.  Your  attendance 
at  both  places  was  much  appreciated  and  added  greatly  to  the  interest.  Iq 
St.  John  a  valuable  paper  was  read  by  Dr.  Crocket,  whom  we  were  all  glad 
to  greet  ac^ain.

Fib  — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year  ending  Slat 
Dec,  1903. 

I  have  in  two  iormer  reports  B]X)ken  oi  the  difficulty  which  is  experi- 
enced by  trustees  in  some  school  districts  in  obtaining  regularly  licensed 
teachers.  The  same  difficulty  still  exists,  and  has  been  rather  augmented, 
and  while  no  local  licenses  have  been  recommended  until  the  supply  of 
regularly  licensed  teachers  was  exhausted,  the  number  of  such  licenses  issued 
during  the  year  has  been  greater.  In  the  County  of  York,  owing  to  the  Pro- 
vincial Normal  School  being  within  easy  distance,  for  this  county  sends 
teachers  to  every  county  in  the  Province,  comparatively  few  local  licenses 
have  been  issued  ;  but  in  Queens  Co.  the  demand  for  such  licenses  is  greater. 
I  have  tried  to  confine  such  recommendations  to  those  who  possess  an  ex- 
pired 3rd  class  license,  those  who  have  passed  the  preliminary  examination, 
nnd  some  who  have  signified  their  intention  of  becoming  regularly  licensed 
teachers.  It  is  altogether  too  obvious,  however,  that  we  are  losing  partica- 
latly  in  our  ungraded  schools,  from  tbe  active  work  of  teaching  in  the  Pro* 
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vince,  many  teachers  of  large  experience,  and  who  possees  many  high  qaali* 
ficatioDS  for  the  work  in  which  they  have  hitherto  been  employed. 

Iq  many  districts  the  ratepayers  are  beginning  to  realize  that  the 
efficiency  of  their  schools  is  to  be  maintained  only  by  paying  larger  salaries 
to  the  teacher,  but  of  course  there  are  still  many  who  are  slow  indeed  to 
4ippreciate  thi^  fact. 

One  cannot  help  noting  also  the  fact  that  there  is  a  greater  tendency 
among  teachers  themselves  towards  organization  and  professional  spirit,  and 
I  think  any  movement  along  this  direction  should  be  recognized,  as  it  will 
ultimately  advance  salaries,  increase  the  usefulness,  command  greater  re- 
spect, and  cultivate  a  fraternal  feeling  among  teachers.  I  have  submitted 
a  statement  of  valuations  of  school  districts  under  my  supervision  with 
amounts  of  money  voted  at  last  annual  meeting,  for  which  there  is  hardly 
room  in  a  report  of  this  length,  but  which  may  prove  of  some  use  in  any 
movement  towards  establishing  parish  boundaries  instead  of  the  small  dis- 
trict system. 

Following  will  be  found  a  statement  of  a  number  of  schools  and  depart- 
ments in  this  Inspectoral  District  in  different  parishes^  and  also  number 
imaintaining  school  during  whole  or  part  of  each  school  term  of  the  year.

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Id  No.  2,  Clarendon,  a  new  building  was  begun  and  will  be  completed 
next  Bummer.     No  school  has  as  yet  been  operated  in  this  distiict. 

In  No.  6,  Hampstead  and  Greenwich,  Hamilton  Moun^aiit  the  ratepayers 
voted  money  for  the  erection  of  a  new  building,  but  the  trustees  do  not 
state  very  satisfactory  reasons  ior  the  delay.  The  contract'^  has  been  let, 
however,  and  the  house  will  be  completed  next  summer. 

A  handsome  new  building  has  alto  been  contracted  for  at  Hoyt  Station, 
and  it  will  be  completed  next  vacation. 

More  than  the  usual  amount  of  repairs  have  been  made  upon  school- 
bouses,  and  the  following  list  will  give  some  idea  of  the  extent  of  the  work. 
I  have  not  thought  worth  while  to  particularlize  in  each  case,  but  the  cost  of 
repairfl  or  providing  new  furniture,  would  vary  from  |50  to  $200.

GRADED   SCHOOLS— YORK   CO. 

Ciiij  of  Frederidon , — The  efficiency  of  the  schools,  I  am  happy  to 
report,  bas  been  steadily  cDaiutained.  The  excellent  Teacners'  Association 
which  has  been  establishea  for  several  years,  has  undoubtedly  had  a  very 
beneficial  effect  on  the  character  of  the  work  of  the  different  teachers,  and 
there  is  certainly  greater  uniformity  in  the  teaching  in  the  same  grades  of 
the  different  schools.  Mr.  Good,  ol  Woodstock,  succeeded  Mr,  Prank  Pat- 
tersou,  B,  A.,  as  teacher  of  Science  and  French  in  the  High  School.  With 
this  exception  the   different  departmeuts  are    under   the   same    control   as 
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formerly.     The  character  of  the  teachiog  from  primary  department  to  High 
School,  seemed  to  me  fitly  expressed  by  the  word  "thorough." 

Maryaville. — Miss  Stella  Clayton  resigned  at  the  close  of  the  year  her 
position  as  teacher  of  the  department  comprising  Y  and  YI  Grades.  I  have 
bad  frequent  occasion  to  report  upon  the  good  work  done  by  Miss  Clayton, 
as  for  years  I  have  regarded  her  as  one  of  the  very  best  teachers  of  these 
irrades  in  my  district.  Her  resignation  is  a  distinot  loss  to  the  school.  Miss 
Fisher  who  has  done  excellent  w#rk  in  grades  II  and  III  has  also  given  up 
the  work  of  teaching.  These  positions  have  been  filled  by  the  appointment 
of  Miss  Minnie  T.  Day,  who  has  had  some  years  successful  experiece  in 
teaching,  and  Miss  Bird  a  recent  graduate  of  the  Fredericton  High  School. 
No  improvement  has  as  yet  been  made  in  the  character  of  the  school  build- 
ings, but  it  i3  to  be  hoped  that  before  long  a  primary  department  will  be 
opened  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  Nasbwaak  Stream,  as  the  distance  is  too 
great  for  small  pupils  in  cold  weather.  The  enrollment  in  the  Superior 
School  under  Mr.  Day  is  increasing,  although,  it  is  interfered  with  by  the 
€pirit  of  work  and  wage  earning  which  is  characteristic  of  the  thriving  town. 

St.  Marys  and  Gibson, — The  Superior  School  during  the  year,  was  under 
the  control  of  Miss  Ida  Myles  who  was  very  successful  in  her  work,  but  at 
che  close  of  the  year  was  obliged  to  resign  on  account  of  ill  health.  The 
trustees  have  made  a  temporary  appointment  in  the  hope  that  perhaps  she 
might  again  be  able  to  resume  charge.  The  other  departments  of  this  school 
bave  also  been  well  conducted,  but  Miss  Bell  Miles  in  the  primary  depart- 
zneut  has  altogether  too  large  an  enrollment. 

Harvey  Station. — Mr.  J.  P.  Bulyea  resigned  his  position  to  take  up  the 
work  of  life  insurance,  and  was  succeeded  by  Miss  Agnes  Alward  B.  A,  of 
•Fredericton.     I  regret  to  report  that  the  eurollcoent  is  not  increasing. 

Kesivick  Bidge. — Mr.  .William  M.  Barker  has  had  charge  of  the  Superior 
School,  and  is  doing  good  work.  There  is  a  prospect  of  a  good  attendance 
during  the  winter  months.  Mins  Mary  Mitchell  who  once  before  taught  the 
primary  department  successfully  is  again  in  charge. 

Stanley  Village. — As  yet  there  is  no  Superior  School  in  this  Parish,  Miss  M, 
McKee  B.  A.  was  in  charge  of  advanced  department  during  first  term. 
31ias  Mildred  Black  and  Miss  McLeod  have  now  charge  of  the  two  depart- 
ments. Some  necessary  changes  have  been  made  in  the  seating  of  the 
departments,  and  a  new  globe  provided  from  proceeds  of  an  entertainment 
^t  close  of  term. 

QUEENS  COUNTY. 

Gagetovm. — Mr;  D.  L.  Mitchell  B.  A.  who  for  several  years  has  worked 
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faithfully  as  principal  of  the  Grammar  School  resigned  to  stady  law. 
Mr.  E.  G.  Weyipan  B.  A.  has  since  assumed  charge  of  the  school,  and  has 
entered  upon  the  work  with  energy  and  enthusiasm. 

Chipman — The  departments  of  this  school  were  closed  during  the 
winter  for  several  weeks  owing  to  the  outbreak  of  smallpox  in  the  vicinity. 
Mr.  A.  C.  M.  Lawfion  resigned  the  principalship  of  the  Superior  School  to 
engage  in  the  work  of  life  insurance.  Mr.  Frank  N.  Patterson  6.  A.  was 
appointed  his  successor  who  is  ably  assisted  in  the  primary  department  by 
Miss  Emma  Porter  of  Predericton. 

SDNfeURY  COUNTY. 

The  Superior  School  at  Fredericton  Junction  continues  well  atteqded. 
During  the  first  term  it  was  in  charge  of  Mr.  Holland  McGill,  and  is  now 
taught  by  Mr.  Olindinnin.  Miss  Addie  Hartt  continues  her  faithful  work  in 
the  primary  department.    Thia  is  the  only  graded  school  in  the  county. 

UNGRADED  SCHOOLS. 

I  have  frequently  reported  somewhat  in  detail  as  to  the  work  that  is 
being  done  in  tijese  schools  in  the  different  parishes,  and  also  with  regard  to 
the  success  that  is  being  met  with  in  teaching  the  different  subjects  of  the 
course  of  instruction.  It  hardly  seems  necessary  to  go  over  the  same 
ground  so  soon  again,  There  is  the  danger,  in  schools  that  are  for  the 
most  part  in  the  hands  of  teachers  of  little  experience,  of  the  pupils  being 
pushed  too  fast,  faster  than  they  can  appreciate  or  assimilate.  Of  course 
promotion  is  popular,  both  to  pupil  and  parent,  because  it  suggests  progress  ^ 
even  though  the  teacher  who  should  be  the  judge  knows  that  it  does  not 
always  imply  this.  The  teacher  should  be  the  educational  expert,  and 
should  not  yield  to  outside  pressure  in  the  promotion  of  pupils;  but  it 
requires  experience  and  considerable  moral  courage  to  refuse  to  do  what  ia 
known  to  be  popular  and  would  satisfy  parents. 

There  is  far  more  .danger  in  too  rapid  thau  in  too  tardy  promotion,  for 
the  former  is  a  pleasurable  act  for  the  teacher,  and  tne  latter  is  frequently  a 
disagreeable  one.  We  would  get  on  much  better  .and  there  would  be  les& 
friction  between  parent  and  teacher  it  parents  would  learn  to  regard  our 
teachers  as  the  proper  judge  of  promotion,  and  that  the  best  good  of  the 
child  is  subserved  only  when  he  is  placed  in  the  grade  which  calls  forth  all 
the  effort  of  which  he  is  capable,  not  beyond  his  power,  so  as  to  discourage 
him,  nor  below  his  power,  so  as  to  make  him  feel  that  no  effoit  is  necessary. 
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DuriDg  the  year  I  have  visited  all  the  ungraded  schools  ia  my  district 
twice,  and  I  have  very  mach  pleasure  in  stating  that  I  do  not  think  that 
I 'have  ever  visited  these  schools  when  I  felt  that  they  were  doing  better 
work  than  at  the  present  time. 

ARBOR  DAY. 

About  the  same  pumber  of  districts  celebrated  this  day  as  usual.  Un« 
fortunately  the  day  proved  very  cold  and  windy,  and  programmes  prepared 
in  many  instances  were  thereby  prevented  from  being  carried  out.  The 
tnidtake  was  made  lofag  ago  in  this  connection  that  ptoperly  fenced  grounds 
we^re  not  first  insisted  upon  before  the  work  of  setting  out  trees  was  begun. 
Much  of  the  work  that  has  proved  so  unavailing  would  now  have  ahowa 
more  visible  results. 

A  Teachers'  Institute  was  held  in  FrederictoU  on  the  Friday  and  Satur- 
day preceding  the  24th  of  May,  and  was  largely  attended  by  the  teachers  of 
York,  Sunbury  and  Queens.  An  excellent  programme  was  carried  out  and  keen 
interest  wasmanifested  throughout.  An  excursion  in  the  Steamer  Aberdeen 
up  the  river  above  Gurrie's  Mountain  was  by  no  means  the  least  attractive 
part  of  the  programme.  The  members  of  the  Institute  divided  into  parties 
and  listened  to  instructive  talks  on  rock  formation  by  Dr.  Bailey,  on  plants 
by  Dr.  Hay,  and  on  birds  by  Mr  William  Moore.  The  Institute  for  these 
three  counties  will  probably  convene  at  the  same  time  and  place  next  year.

Sir  : — I  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report  for  the  year  1903 : 
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The  scarcity  of  trained  teaobers  baa  been  severely  felt  during  tbe  year 
in  this  Icspectorate. 

Owing  to  tbis  scardty  a  number  of  small  ungraded  schools  have  either 
l^en  closed  or  placed  in  charge  of  local  licensees.  This  latter  course  is 
open  to  so  many  objections  that  it  is  almost  a  question  whether  it  is  better 
to  adopt  it  or  to  allow  the  schools  to  remain  closed,  I  have  at  least  tried  to 
comfine  my  recommendations  to  remote  and  isolated  districts  where  trained 
teachers  are  ordinarily  unwilling  to  go»  and  when  tbe  issue  of  local  licenses 
can  in  no  way  conflict  with  their  interests. 

The  parsimonious  support  given  to  their  schools  by  the  ratepayers  of 
•a  large  number  of  districts  is  undoubtedly  the  cause  of  this  diminution  in 
the  ranks  of  the  teaching  profession,  for  teachers  are  gradually  taking  up 
more  profitable  occupations,  and  net  until  more  liberal  wages  be  given 
them,  can  we  hope  to  retain  them  in  sufficient  numbers  to  effect  a  proper 
adjustment  between  the  supply  and  the  demand. 

On  the  other  hand  I  can  say  with  certainty  that  never  before  during  my 
term  of  office  has  there  been  such  a  manifest  improvement  in  the  condition 
of  the  schools  at  large  throughout  this  territory  as  in  the  past  year.  I 
attribute  this  in  pait  to  the  establishment  of  schools  for  manual  training,  and 
to  the  stimulus  given  to  the  study  of  Natural.  Science  by  Instructor  Brittain 
in  his  visits  to  the  centres  which  be  has  selected  iu  Carleton  and  Victoria 
Counties,  but  the  main  cause  lies  in  the  teachers  themselves,  many  of  whom 
are  exhibiting  a  surprising  degree  of  energy  and  enthusiasm  in  the  improve-* 
ment  of  their  school  environments,  in  the  establishment  of  school  libraries, 
and  in  the  procuring  of  needed  apparatus  by  their  own  efforts.  Nor  are  the 
evidences  lackio'gof  a  corresponding  improvement  in  the  internal  educational 
work,  so  that  viewed  from  any  standpoint,  it  seems  to  be  evident  that  im- 
portant and  progressive  influences  are  operating  in  tbe  development  of  the 
echools,  and  this  year  I  shall  look  for  a  still  further  increase  of  educational 
activity. 

On  examining  tbe  following  table  it  will  be  seen  that  out  of  a  grand 
total  of  266  schools  tbe  average  number  closed  during  tbe  year  was  thirty- 
one.  In  Carleton  Co.,  tbe  average  number  was  fourteen ;  in  Victoria  Co., 
eleven,  and  in  that  section  of  York  Co.,  whieb  has  been  placed  under  my 
supervision,  the  average  number  was  seven.  The  majority  of  these  schools 
would  have  been  in  operation  if  teachers  could  have  been  procured.  I 
might  also  add  that  tbe  238  districts  given  in  tbe  table  extend  from  Grand 
Falls  and  remote  Nictau  on  the  North,  to  tbe  Nackawick  and  Forest  City  on 
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the  south,  inoludiog  also  the  schools  in  the  Parish  of  McAdara,  so  that  some 
idea  mny  be  gained  of  the  groaod  gone  over  io  my  semi-annaal  tour  of 
visitatioD.  In  one  ease  I  have  to  drive  thirty-four  miles  to  visit  two  schools^ 
in  another,  fifty  to  visit  five,  and  so  on.  With  schools  scattered  in  this  way- 
over  a  great  extent  of  territory,  it  is  practically  impossible  for  me  to  com- 
plete my  work  in  the  first  or  short  term  of  the  school  year.

— The  rooms  occupied  by  tbe  primary  aud  advanced  departmeots 
of  tbe  graded  scbool  at  Bristol  have  been  thoroughly  repaired,  and  are  not 
^  only  more  comfortable  but  present  a  much  better  appearance.     The  present 

vA  principal  is  Mr.  Abram  Gronkhite. 

Rartland, — Mr.  John  Page,  B.  A.,  after  a  period  of  successful  service 
as  principal  of  tbe  Superior  School  at  Hartland,  has  resigned,  having  been 
appointed  Principal  of  tbe  Model  Scbool  at  Fredericton.  A  vacant  school* 
room  is  being  fitted  up  as  a  laboratory  by  Inspector  Brittaiu,  in  which  lessons 
'  will  be  given  in*  natural  science,  and  tbe  material  for  the  school  garden 
stored.  Near  the  schoolhouse  land  bas  been  set  apart  for  a  school  garden 
and  public  park.  A  good  start  is  thus  being  made  in  the  way  of  nature 
t;  study  aud  improvement  of  tbe  school  environments. 

Woodstock — During  tbe  year  a  number  of  changes  have  taken  place  in

%  Some  important  changes  have  lately  been  made  in  tbe  arrangement  and 
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difltribntion  of  the  work  in  the  two  departments  of  the  Grammar  School, 
'which,  I  am  informed,  are  giving  good  satisfaction  A  department  for  manual 
training  has  been  established  under  the  management  of  Miss  A.  Oertrude 
O'Brien.  This  department  is  meeting  with  much  success,  and  is  continually 
growing  in  favor  amongst  the  pupils.  Next  spring  two  school  gardens  will 
be  started  under  the  supervision  of  Instructor  Brittain.  so  that  the  outlook 
from  every  point  of  view  is  quite  bright.  In  very  few  places  are  such 
exceptional  educational  advantages  being  extended  to  the  cbildfen  of  the 
public  schools  as  in  the  town  of  Woodstook,  but  more  teachers  are  needed 
and  more  schoolroom  accommodation  should  be  provided,  as  some  of  the 
departments  are  overcrowded. 

LaJcevtUe  and  Upper  Woodstock. — There  are  good  schools  at  these 
places.  The  principal  at  Lakeville,  Miss  Lena  B.  McLeod,  has  done  excellent 
work.  Through  her  efforts  a  school  library  has  been  established,  and  appar- 
atus procured.  This  year  Miss  McLeod  will  have  charge  of  the  school  at 
Bloomfield  Corner. 

Mr.  1.  N.  Draper,  the  principal  at  Upper  Woodstock,  has  also  been  di]i« 
gentin  the  way  of  procuring  school  appliances,  and  has  deservedly  earned 
the  reputation  of  being  an  efficient  teacher. 

Andover. — Miss  Bessie  £.  Scott,  after  a  number  of  years  of  faithful  and 
efficient  service  in  the  primary  department  of  the  Grammar  School  at  And- 
over,  retired  at  the  close  of  the  last  school  year,  and  was  succeeded  by  Miss 
Jennie  M.  Gurry.  Mr.  W.  M.  Yeazey,  B.  A.,  is  still  the  principal  and  is  do- 
ing good  work.  Andover  is  included  in  the  group  of  schools  visited  by  In- 
structor Brittain. 

The  Superior  School  at  Grand  Falls  has  four  departments  under  the 
principalsbip  of  Mr.  J.  C.  Carruthers.  Miss  O'Brien  succeeded  Miss  Allen 
in  the  primary  department.  The  school  grounds  should  be  enlarged  and  I 
ttust  that  certain  other  recommendations  which  I  have  made  to  the  Board  of 
Trustees  will  be  put  into  effect. 

Canterbury. — The  many  changes  that  are  taking  place  in  the  principal- 
ship  ot  the  graded  school  at  Canterbury  cannot  bat  have  a  detrimental  effect. 
The  loss  ot  Mr.  Maurice  Goirs  services  is  greatly  felt  as  he  was  a  very 
earnest  and  capable  teacher. 

I  regret  that  Mr.  Alfred  A.  Schriever  has  also  retired.  He  will  be 
Bucoeeded  by  Mr.  James  Steeves. 

McAdam — In  retiring  from  the  principalship  of  the  Superior  School  at 
McAdam.  Mr.  H.  F  Perkins  carries  with  him  the  regrets  of  all  concerned. 
His  SQCcessor  is  Mr.  H.  B.  McGill,  formerly  principal  of  the  Milltown  schools. 
The  primary  and  intermediate  departUiCnts  are  being  conducted  rebpectively 
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by  Mrs.  E.  J.  Steeves  and  Miss  Ella  Mersereau,  and  on  the  whole  satisfact- 
ory work  is  being  done.

Arbor  Day  was  observed  by  the  usual  number  of  districts  in  this 
Inspectorate.  A  number  of  trees  and  shrubs  were  planted  with  fairly  good 
results  in  many  cases.  Generally  speaking  neither  trustees  nor  ratepayers 
participate  in  the  observance  of  the  day,  and  until  they  do  so  its  full  measure 
of  utility  and  educational  value  cannot  be  attained. 

Teachers'  Institutes. 

Teachers'  Institutes  were  held  during  the  year  at  Grand  Falls  and  at 
Woodstock.  At  Grand  Falls  the  presence  of  the  Chief  Superintendent  and 
Instructor  Brittaio  contributed  greatly  to  the  interest  of  the  proceedings^ 
Under  the  guidance  of  the  latter,  a  trip  was  made  to  the  wells  and  rocks 
below  the  Falls,  and  an  object  lesson  in  nature  given.  The  public  meeting 
was  addressed  by  the  Chiet  Superintendent,  Rev.  Mr.  Maiman,  Instructor 
Brittain  and  others. 

Over  eighty  teachers  were  present  at  Woodstock.  A  number  of  valuable 
papers  were  read  and  thoughtful  discussions  ensued,  in  some  of  which  Mr. 
D.  W.  Hamilton,  B.  A.,  took  an  interesting  and  instructive  part. 

The  public  meeting  was  addressed  by  Mayor  Belyea,  H.  Paxton  Baird, 
chairman  of  the  Woodstock  Board  of  Trustees,  Instructor  Brittain  and 
Wendell  P.  Jones,  M.  P.  P.

SiE^ — I  beg  respectfully  to  submit  for  your  information  ray  second 
annual  report  of  the  educational  condition  of  Inspectoral  District  No.  7,  for 
the  year  ended  December  Slst,  1903. 

During  the  first  term  of  the  year,  when  I  bad  the  larger  part  of  Kent 
County  under  my  supervision,  I  was  unable^  accomplish  all  the  work  as- 
signed to  me,  and  as  a  consequence,  many  schools  in  the  Counties  of  Kent 
and  Gloucester  remain  ULvisited.  During  the  second  term,  having  beeo 
relieved  of  Kent  County,  I  have,  with  but  a  few  exceptions,  been  enabled 
to  visit  every  school  and  district  and  to  become  acquainted  with  the  state  of 
educational  affairs  throughout  the  whole  extent  of  my  Inspectoral  Division. 

In  the  course  of  the  year,  nine  new  school  houses  have  been  erected  in 
the  following  districts,  namely: — No.  lA,  Belledune  River;  No.  3,  Water- 
loo, in  the  Parish  of  New  Bandon ;  No.  4,  Upper  St.  Simon,  in  the  Pariih 
of  Caraquet;  No.  8,  Gagnon,  in  the  Parish  of  St.  Isidore;  No.  3,  Quisibis, 
in  the  Parish  of  St,  Ann;  No.  lOJ,  Wilson's  Point,  in  the  Parish  of  Ship- 
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pegan ;  No.  9,  Combe's  Road,  in  the  Parish  of  St,  Leonard ;  No«  3,  St. 
Basil,  and  No.  2.^,  Lower  Caraquet. 

The  new  building  at  St.  Basil  comprises  five  departments  and  has  been 
built  at  a  cost  of  about  $4«000.  The  rooms  are  spacious,  well  lighted  and 
-well  equipped.  The  new  school  house  at  Belledune  River  is  a  handsome 
and  commodious  building.  The  one  at  Quisibis  is  not  yet  finished  inside. 
The  last  two  have  taken  the  place  of  old  and  worn  out  buildings  which 
"were  very  uncomfortable  and  totally  inadequate  to  the  requirements  of  these 
districts.  Schools  have  been  opened  for  the  first  time  at  Upper  St.  Simon, 
Gagnon  and  Combe's  Road,  and  for  the  first  time  since  several  years  at 
Waterloo. 

A  new  school  house  is  in  course  of  construction  at  Boat  Landing,  No. 
6,  Drummond, 

As  scon  as  a  site  is  agreed  upon,  the  people  of  No.  14,  Salmon  Beach» 
will  begin  the  construction  of  a  larger  school  house. 

In  No.  4,  Saumarez,  a  contract  has  been  given  for  the  erection  of  a 
new  school  house  to  replace  the  one  destroyed  by  fire  last  year.  The  new 
building  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  next  August. 

In  No.  2,  Shippegan  Gully,  a  larger  school  house  i."  needed,  and  I  am 
pleased  t»  know  that  there  is  a  strong  desire  ic  the  district  in  favor  of  re- 
building. New  school  houses  are  also  needed  in  Lower  Madawaska,  No. 
3;  Beresford,  No.  2;  and  St.  Isidore,  No.  7.  The  present  buildings  are 
small  and  quite  dilapidated  and  do  not  compare  favorably  with  the  other 
buildings  in  these  sections. 

No  new  oistricts  have  been  laid  cfTdnrincr  the  year.  Applications  have 
been  made  by  the  people  of  St.  Raphael  Village,  a  part  of  District  No.  4, 
Parish  of  Shippegan,  and  by  the  people  living  in  the  southern  portion  of 
District  No.  13,  B^thurst,  locally  known  as  Ste.  Marie,  but  on  account  of 
the  disabilities  of  section  6  (3),  their  request  cannot  be  granted  at  present. 

In  the  month  of  Septemoer  the  two  Dumfries  Districts,  Nos  7^  and 
and  8^,  Beresford  and  Bathnrst,  were  united.  The  two  districts  together 
are  not  four  miles  in  lengtb.  The  people  will  find  it  less  onerous  to  sup- 
porta  good  school.  It  is  the  intention  of  the  Trustees  to  engage  a  second 
or  first  class  teacher. 

Grammar,  Superioe  and  Graded  Schools. 

I  have  been  very  favorably  impressed  with  the  quality  of  the  work  done 
in  the  several  departments  of  the  schools  in  the  town  of  Buthurst.  The  ex- 
cellence of  the  mathematical   subjects  in  the  principal's  room  and  of  the 
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primary  work  in  Sister  StepheD'a  department  deserve  special  meDtlon.  The 
FriDcipaly  Mr.  R.  D.  HaosoD,  B.  A«,  is  a  very  enthusiastic,  thorough  and 
^■'r-\^  popular  teacher.  Much  to  the  regret  of  all  concerned,  Miss  Laura  Meahan, 
'^-  who  for  several  years  had  conducted,  with  eminent  success,  the  intsrmedi- 

''^ii^_  ate  department  of  the  grammar  school,  was  compelled  «n  account  of  failing 

>^'j  health  to  tender  her  resignation  in  the  month  of  May.     Her  many  friends 

:;i;;  will  be  pleased  to  hear  of  her  restoration  to  health.     She  has  been  sucoeeded 

v>)fv  ed  by  Miss  Emma  C.  A.  Stout,  late  of  the  Primary  Department,  which  is

Village,  which  is  a  creditable  structure,  the  other  school  houses  of  these 

4^  two  districts,  five  in  number,  are  in  an  advanced  state  of  dilapidation.     Mr. 

Joseph  X,  Doucet  has  rendered  good  service  for  the  last  live  years  in  the 

department  at  Sheila.     He  resigned  his  school  in  August  to  accept  a  more 

;v  lucrative  position. 

:  .  The   convent  at  St.  Basil  operates  six  departments,  all  of  which  are 

giving  excellent  satisfaction.  A  seventh  department  will  perhaps  be  opened 
during  the  next  year  to  accommodate  the  ever  increasing  attendance.  Too 
much  encomium  cannot  be  bestowed  on  tbese  teachers  for  the  wonderfol 
development  of  their  institution  and  for  the  services  which  they  render  to 
the  County  of  Madawaska. 

An  expenditure  of  about  $200  on  the  school  house  at  St.  Leonard  has 
made  it  very  pleasant  and  comfortable.  The  walls  and  ceiling  of  both 
departments  have  been  sheathed  and  painted.  The  outside  should  now  be 
painted  and  the  grounds  enclosedj    The  school  is  under  the  management  of 
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Mr.  J.  G.  Delagarde,  B.  A.,  who  is  slowly  but  surely  briugicg  the  school  to 
the  froDt. 

An  extensioQ  has  been  built  to  the  school  house  at  Lower  Caraquet, 
and  a  primary  department  opened  in  August 

Besides  these,  there  are  graded  schools  of  two  departments  each,  at 
Nipisiquit  Bridge,  Nipisiquit  West,  St.  Peter's  Village  No.  15,  Garaquet| 
Middle  Garaquet  and  Shippegan  Village, 

UNGRADED  SGHOOLS. 

As  I  have  over  180  of  these  schools  they  take  up  the  larger  part  of  my 
time.  My  monthly  and  special  reports  during  the  year  have  dealt  so  minutely 
with  individual  cases  and  have  exhibited  so  fully  the  points  of  excellence 
and  the  defects  that  I  do  not  think  it  necessary  to  go  into  details  here  again. 

The  school  house  at  Portage  River,  No.  lOA,  has  been  thoroughly 
renovated.  The  building  has  been  enlarged  by  an  addition  of  ten  feet  and 
painted  inside  and  outside.  The  grounds  have  also  been  enclosed  by  a  neat 
wire  fence. 

Extensive  repairs  have  also  been  made  on  the  houses  in  the  following 
districts,  viz. : — Clair,  No.  2 ;  New  Denmark,  No.  1 ;  South  Tetagouche^ 
No.  6;  Upper  Rose  Hill,  No.  4;  Garaquet,  No.  10;  St.  Basil,  No.  8;  St. 
Leonard,  Nos.  7  and  14 ;  New  Bandon,  No.  4}  ;  Miramichi  Road,  Big  River, 
Janeville  and  Blue  Cove. 

At  my  visits  1  made  it  a  point  to  see  the  trustees,  where  I  found  it 
necessary,  and  impress  upon  them  the  necessity  of  supplying  their  schools 
with  the  required  apparatus.  I  am  pleased  to  say  that  I  found  the  Trustees 
usually  willing  to  carry  out  my  recommendations.  A  good  number  of  the 
schools  are  well  supplied  with  maps,  byloplate  and  slate  blackboards,  globes, 
etc.    Some  are  models  in  this  respect.

ACADIAN  SCHOOLS- 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  the  progress  which  tbn  Acadian  schools  of  this 
Inspectorate  are  making.  A  plain  evidence  of  the  interest  which  the 
Acadians  take  in  education,  and  of  the  many  efforts  and  aacriooes  which 
they  make  to  keep  their  schools  in  operation  is  the  fact  that  during  the  year 
just  terminated  all  the  schools  in  Gloucester  County,  with  only  one  exception, 
and  64  out  of  68  departments  in  Madawaska  were  kept  open  for  some 
part  of  the  year,  nearly  all  of  them  for  the  whole  year.  There  are  yet  some 
remote  localities  where  schools  are  wanted,  but  the  inhabitants  of  these 
places  will  no  doubt  eventually  wake  up  to  the  importance  of  education. 

In  Gloucester  County  the  number  of  teachers  is  equal  to  the  demand 
but  wo  need  more  second  and  Brst-clase  teachers.  In  Madawaska  County, 
such  was  the  paucity  of  teachers  that  during  the  last  term  I  had  to  recom- 
mend more  than  the  usual  number  of  local  licenses.  Discouraging  as  this  ia 
it  is  pleasing  to  know  that  at  the  time  of  my  last  visit  at  St  Basil  Convent 
last  September,  there  were  thirteen  young  ladies  in  Grade  VIII.  preparing 
themselves  te  attend  Normal  School.  If  a  like  contingent  from  this  county 
could  be  sent  out  every  year,  we  would  soon  have  u  sufficient  number  of 
trained  teachers  for  this  county  and  the  progress  of  the  schools  would  not  be 
retarded  by  the  employment  of  unlicensed  teachers. 

With  your  approval,  I  have  advised  the  teachers  to  adopt  a  more  rational 
method  of  teaching  reading  to  beginners.  They  are  not  to  attempt  the 
teaching  of  English  before  the  pcpil  has  mastered  the  chief  difficulties  of 
learning  to  read  in  his  own  language.  This  he  has  fairly  well  accomplished 
when  be  has  completed  his  becond  French  Reader.     It  is  now  time  to  begio 
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EDglish  reading  in  the  primer.  Experience  as  a  teacher  and  as  inspector 
has  convinced  me  that  where  this  method  is  followed  the  pupil  will  learn  to 
read  his  own  language  in  a  shorter  time  and  that  when  he  takes  up  the 
study  of  English  he  is  enabled  to  learn  it  more  intelligently.  I  have  in  my 
mind  several  schools  where  this  method  has  been  adopted  and  far  better  re* 
suits  have  been  obtained  than  where  the  two  languages  have  been  learned 
conjointly . 

There  in  a  danger,  however,  which  the  teachers  following  this  plan  must 
guard  against,  and  that  is  iu  ''going  through''  the  book  too  rapidly.  Many 
teachers  are  also  wasting  tiiue  in  attempting  to  teach  the  elements  of  Eng- 
lish Grammar  to  grade  III  as  required  by  the  course  of  instruction  for  un- 
graded schools.  I  am  of  opinion  that  more  practical  results  would  follow  if 
the  elements  of  French  Grammar  were  taught  to  pupils  in  the  second  and 
third  French  Readers  before  they  take  up  English  Grammar. 

INSTITUTE. 

The  Gloucester  County  Teachers'  Institute  was  held  at  Grand  Anse  this 
year  on  the  24  th  and  25  th  September.  The  next  meeting  will  be  held  at 
Batharst.  I  happened  to  be  in  Madawaska  then,  and  much  to  my  regret,, 
was  unable  to  be  present.  By  reports  received,  the  papers  and  discussions 
were  lively  and  practical.  The  public  meeting  was  well  attended  and  was 
addressed  by  the  chaiiman,  Mr.  J.  E.  DeGrace,  Rev'd  S.  J.  Doucet,  Mr.  J. 
Poirier,  M.  P.  P.,  and  others. 

MISCELLANEOUS  NOTES. 

The  "'  Educational  Review"  is  much  read  by  the  teachers  of  this  district. 
Some  also  subscribe  to  the  '*  Canadian  Teacher  "  and  to  '*  L'Enseignement 
Primaire/'  published  at  Quebec. 

During  the  year  two  of  our  toachers  passed  away,  Ubalde  Cyr  of  Ed- 
munston,  and  Theodore  Daiagarde  of  Shippegan.  The  latter,  though  a 
young  teacher,  had  baeu  very  successful  in  teaching  and  enjjyed  the  esteem 
of  the  community,

Sir. — The  Board  of  School  Trustees  beg  to  submit  fcr  your  coosidera- 
<!iticn  the  following  Report  on  the  schools  of  the  city  of  Fredericton, 

We  have  concluded  the  work  of  another  year  and  its  character  was 
probably  as  varied  as  that  of  any  preceding  it.  Several  changes  occurred 
iti  our  staff  of  teachers  during  the  year.  The  work  in  the  High  School  was 
Just  getting  into  form  when  Mr.  Hagerman  of  the  Science  department  was 
asked  to  accept  the  position  vacated  by  Mr.  Brittain  m  the  Normal  School. 
His  resignation  was  accepted*  and  Mr.  Frank  N.  Patterson,  A.  B.  was 
appointed  to  succeed  him.  The  vacancy  in  the  sixth  department  of  York 
«treet  school  created  by  the  resignation  of  Miss  Tibbits  was  filled  by  the 
transfer  of  Miss  Sarah  Thompson  from  Morrison  Mill  School.  Miss  Frances 
UcNally  was  then  appointed  to  the  charge  of  the  Mill  school. '  Miss  Holland, 
teacher  of  the  second  department  in  Regent  Street  School,  straggled  long 
and  bravely  with  failing  health  bat  at  last  saccambed  to  disease.    This  de- 
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partment  is  now  id  charge  of  Miss  Ellen  McKenDa,  (Sr.  Estelle)  a  former 
member  of  our  staff.  The  first  department  in  this  school,  vacated  by  the 
resignation  of  JUiss  Duffy  who  tor  more  than  twentv  years  was  on  the  siaff^ 
is  now  in  charge  of  Miss  Gertrude  M.  Reid. 

These  changes  in  the  staff  are  very  apt  to  endanger  the  steady  progress 
of  the  work,  bnt  they  are  unavoidable  and  occur  year  after  year.  Notwilh- 
Btanding  the  fact-  that  tlie  interruptions  during  the  year  were  unusually  numer* 
ous  we  anticipate  good  results.  In  the  early  part  of  the  year  children's* 
diseases  prevailed  so  generally  that  for  weeks  the  primary  departments  were 
largely  deserted,  and  thus  the  ground  work  of  the  year  was  greatly  retarded. 
Then  later  the  other  departments  were  affected  more  or  less  until  the  outbreak 
of  smallpox  in  the  city  precipitated  an  order  for  general  vaccination.  This  bad 
a  discouraging  effect  for  many  of  the  pupils  absented  themselves  from  the 
school  room  expecting  to  avoid  tne  health  officer.  By  order  of  the  Board  of 
Health  the  High  and  York  Street  School  and  the  Model  School  were  closed  for 
a  week  while  being  fumigated.  The  attendance  at  the  manual  training  de* 
partment  has  been  well  maintained,  the  interest  taken  by  the  pupils  and  the 
progress  made  have  been  very  satisfactory,  and  this  condition  of  things  we 
have  no  doubt  is  largely  due  to  the  tact,  the  skill,  and  genial  management  of 
Prof.  MacCready  and  his  associates.  Through  munificence  of  Sir  Wiiliana 
Macdonald  this  branch  of  work  has  been  open  to  the  children  of  our  scbooie 
for  three  years,  during  which  period  some  five  hundred  boys  have  had  the 
benefits  of  sloyd  work.  This  board  is  now  making  arrangements  to  open  a 
manual  training  department  in  direct  connection  with  the  city  schools  and 
we  hope  to  have  it  established  upon  the  re-openings  of  the  schools  after  the 
summer  vacation. 

General  repairs  hav^  been  made  on  the  different  school  buildings,  and 
in  addition  to  the  repairs  at  Charlotte  Street  School  the  building  was  sop* 
plied  with  a  number  of  modern  desks  and  seats.  For  two  years  and  a  half 
Mr.  Jos.  Mills  has  been  the  successful  principal  of  this  important  school, and 
the  Board  regretted  his  withdrawal  from  the  staff  at  the  close  of  the  present ' 
year.  Nothing  very  practical  was  done  this  year  in  celebration  of  Arbor 
Day.  However,  lessons  bearing  on  the  objects  of  the  day  were  given  in  the 
different  schools,  and  subsequently  half  a  dozen  trees  were  planted.  The 
continuous  instruction  through  lessons  on  nature  given  to  the  child  fron  ad- 
mission to  Grade  I  enables  him  to  ii.teliigently  participate  in  any  practical 
work  while  celebrating  Arbor  Day. 

For  several  years  past  very  little  change  has  taken  place  in  the  number 
of  pupils  in  attendance  at  our  schools.  That  the  city  is  broadening  out  and 
steadily  improving  in  appearance  is  generally  admitted,  and  the  increase  ioi 
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population  must  certaiDly  be  io  keeping  with  its  eDviroDmeDt.  Oar  annual 
registered  attendance  varies  very  little,  and  it  is  jast  possible  this  may  be 
caused  by  a  growing  carelessosss  on  the  part  of  parents  and  gnardians  tO'See 
'that  those  committed  to  their  care  take  advantage  of  the  means  provided  by 
the  state  for  the  education  of  its  youth.  It  is  the  registered  popils  only  for 
^vhom  the  teachers  can  be  expected  to  accept  any  responsibility  for  attend^ 
acce  ^t  schco^^and  many  of  cur  teachers  make  frequfnt  calls  upon  parents  id 
their  efforts  to  secure  the  presence  of  their  children,  but  unsatisfactory 
results  frequently  follow.  The  teachers'  duties  are  onerous  and  often  moat 
discouraging,  but  be  who  does  not  prepare  for  each,  day's  work  beforehand 
<;anDot  expect  to  interest  his  classes  or  attain  the  progress  so  necessary 
when  the  test  of  grading  is  applied.  Witb  fine  school  buildings,  attractive 
<^lass- rooms,  modern  appliances,  and  a  staff  of  teachers  wh^se  experience  is 
extended  and  practical,  it  would  seem  to  be  the  grossest  carelessness  that 
causes  children  to  be  deprived  of  school  privileges  so  bountifully  provided  at 
the  public  expense.  The  minimum  age  for  admission  to  school  having  been 
placed  at  six  years  caused  some  local  opposition,  but  our  experience  has 
largely  borne  out  the  statement  that  the  majority  of  children  beginning  their 
eJucational  course  at  five  years 'of  age  were  not  matured  enough  to  success- 
fully grapple  with  the  problems  presented  to  them  five  years  later. 

IntereFt  in  educational  matters  in  this  community  is  well  maintained,  as 
shown  by  the  large  attendance  of  the  general  public  at  the  terminal  examin- 
ations every  year.  The  large  assembly  hall  of  the  High  School  is  usually 
crowded  with  visitors  at  each  closing,  and  genuine  interest  is  manifested  in 
the  proceedings.  This  year  the  graduating  class  numbered  twenty-four,  and 
the  prize  winners  were  as  follows  :

The  graduation  exercises  of  the  High  Schodl  were  held  as  usual  in 
the  Rink  and  each  year  are  attracting  more  public  attention.

SiB» — We  have  the  hooor  to  present  for  your  consideration  oar  report 
on  the  public  schools  of  the  City  of  Saint  John  for  the  year  ending  June* 
30th,  1903,  being  the  thirty-second  report  of  this  Board. 

At  the  beginning  ef  the  school  year  Mrs.  Skinner  was  reappointed  by 
the  Lieutenant  Governor  in  Council,  and  H.  J.  Olive  by  the  Common  Council 
of  the  city.  Shortly  after  Mr.  Olive  departed  from  the  city  for  Washington 
State  in  the  neighbouring  Republic,  after  five  years  of  fiaithful  and  unremit- 
ting service  at  this  Board. 

Mr.  C.  Berton  Lockhart,  who  had  previously  been  a  member  of  the- 
Board,  was  appointed  by  the  Common  Council  to  take  Mr.  Olive's  place. 

The  B:>ard  met  regularly  on  the  second  Monday  of  each  month,  and  also 
held  eight  special  meetings.  Besides  this  the  different  committees  and  sub- 
committees have  held  several  meetings  on  matters  of  local  or  immediate- 
requirements.  The  chairmen  of  the  Building  and  Finauce  Committees  were- 
reappointed  at  the  beginning  of  the  year.

Besides  the  above  changes  in  the  staff  a  vacancy  in  the  Priacipalship  of 
Leinster  St.  School  was  caused  by  the  death  of  Mr.  John  McKinuon  in 
May  last.  Mr.  McKinnon  bad  been  in  the  service  of  the  Board  for  nearly 
twenty  years  and  had  proved  himself  a  faithful,  painstaking  and  successfal 
teacher,  and  his  death  was  sincerely  regretted  by  his  fellow-teachers  and 
the  members  of  the  Board.  Mr.  A.  L.  Dykeman  was  transfered  from  the 
Victoria  Annex  to  take  bis  placA.  The  withdrawal  of  Miss  Amy  Iddles,  one 
of  our  best  teachers,  who  went  to  Johannesburg  to  accept  a  position  in  the 
educational  department  of  the  Transvaal  Government,  as  well  as  that  of  Mr. 
Jas.  Barry  who  had  been  the  e£Scient  principal  of  St.  Malachi's  School  since 
1879  were  regarded  as  discinct  losses  to  the  teaching  staff  of  the  city. 

The  lady  Trustees  ha^e,  as  in  previous  years  visited  all  the  schoola^ 
and  have  exercised  a  special  supervision  ever  the  comfort  and  welfare  of 
teachers  and  pupils.  Dr.  Bridges  also  has  pfBoiently  performed  his  duties 
as  Superintendent  and  Principal  of  the  High  School,  and  has  given  entire 
satisfaction  to  the  Board. 
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The  esaminatioDS  at  the  high  school  at  Midsammer  showed  the  following 
resnlts : — 

Winner  oi  corporation  glod  medal,  dux  of  the  school William  Woods. 

Parker  silver  medal,  dux  in  mathematics Clara  Fritz. 

Ooveroor  General's  silver  medal  for  grade  X E.  Stanley  Bridges. 

Chairman's  gold  medal  for  grades  VIII  (whole  city.) Lyle  Kennedy 

Hod.  J.  Y.  Ellis  gold  medal  for  essay Francis  Bell.  * 

No  bonds  matured  this  year,  but  the  Board  paid  92051.26  on  the  sinking 
€uDd  account,  making  the  amount  to  its  credit  in  this  fund  $11,840.21. 

The  Board,  as  intimated  in  several  previous  annual  reports,  has  long 
had  in  mind  the  project  of  replacing  the  old  Madras  School  building  in  Elm 
Street  by  a  modern  building.  Before  the  beginning  of  the  present  school 
year  they  had  obtained  from  the  Provincial  Government  authorization  to 
issue  bonds  for  this  purpose. 

Accordingly,  on  July  15th,  1902,  an  issue  of  $35,000  bonds  at  3j^  per 
cent,  interest  was  published,  which  sold  as  follows :

500  at  par. 
Half  of  the  issue  still  remains  unsold. 

The  erection  of  a  fine  building  containing  ten  rooms  and  assembly  hall 
on  Elm  Street  called  the  Dufferin  school,  was  the  event  of  the  year. 

The  lot  on  which  the  building  is  placed  is  on  Elm  Street,  North  End, 
<near  its  junction  with  Military  road  and  is  of  an  irregular  shape,  having,  a 
frontage  on  Elm  Street  of  about  264  feet,  and  a  width  at  the  back  of  about  73 
^eet  with  a  total  depth  of  195  feet,  containiqg  nearly  three  fourths  of  an  acre. 
The  building  is  three  stories  and  a  baaement,  the  upper  storey  being 
mainly  in  the  mansard  roof. 

The  arrangement  of  the  rooms  i^  in  the   manner  of  the  '^Gart  Wheel"  plan 
each  room  being  so  placed  as  to  bring  the  burst  of  light  on  the  left  side  of 
the  pupil. 

There  are  four  school  rooms  on  the  first  floor  and  four  on  the  second 
floor  of  28zS2feet  each  and  two  on  the  third  floor  of  26  x  30  feet  each  and 
12|  feet  high.  On  the  third  floor  is. an  Exhibition  Hall,  running  from  front 
to  rear,  28  x  IH  feet  and  13^  feet  high.  A  small  teachers'  room  is  attached 
to  each  room,  fitted  up  with  cupboards. 

The  Prlncipars  room,  12  x  13)feet,  is  on  the  second  floor  and  a  Teachers 
room,  16  x  20  feet,  is  on  the  third  floor.

The  entrance  hall,  12  feet  wide^  rang  from  front  to  rear  with  doois  at 
each  end. 

At  each  end  of  this  ball  are  the  stairs  from  the  second  to  the  third  floor. 

A  cross  ball,  sixteen  feet  wide,  terminating  at  each  end  in  a  semicircular 
projection,  contains  the  stairs  from  the  first  to  the  second  floor  and  also  to 
the  basement.  Id  this  hall  are  the  cloak  rooms  which  are  of  steel  wire  griDe 
work  6^  feet  high. 

The  floors  are  deafened  with  "  Cabot's  double  thick  qailt." 

The  sloping  roofs  are  of  copper  and  the  deck  roof  of  gravel,  the  water 
being  carried  down  through  the  building. 

The  walls  are  built  of  stock  brick  faced  with  selected  stock.  The 
window  heads  are  flat  arches  of  buff  colored  brick  with  red  freestone  skew- 
backs.  The  main  entrance  having  semicircular  arches  of  buff  brick  3  feet 
wide  and  a  stone  label  mould  1  foot  wide,  with  dentils. 

The  floors  are  of  brick  and  the  walls  are  wainscoted  with  whitewood, 
about  three  feet  high  in  rooms  and  five  feet  high  in  halls. 

The  stairs  are  built  with  solid  strings  on  the  slow  burning  plan. 

The  building  is  piped  for  gas. 

There  are  slate  blackboards  and  electric  T^ells  in  each  room. 

The  room  ie  heated  by  hot  water  and  ample  provision  is  made  for  venti- 
lation. 

Large  ventilatiog  turrets  terminate  the  two  circular  projections  and  the 
one  on  front. 

The  Sanitaries  are  in  the  basement  and  are  of  the  latest  approved  style* 

Large  play  rooms,  with  outside  entrances  are  provided  in  the  basement, 
with  asphalted  floors. 

Building  began  early  in  the  fall  and  continued  throughout  the  school 
year.  The  contract  for  the  mason's  work  was  $15,470 ;  for  the  carpenter's, 
$11,788  ;  for  the  painter's,  $1,000  ;  for  the  metal  work,  $3,768  and  for  the 
heating  and  plumbing,  $4,966.  The  whole  amount' expended  on  the  build- 
ing and  lot  up  to  date  of  this  report  is  $39,632.04. 

The  improvements  carried  out  during  the  year  in  the  schools  were : 

At  Albert  school  a  new  roof  was  provided,  the  walls  and  ceiling  re- 
paired, three  new  hardwood  floors  laid  down  and  the  outside  repaired  and 
painted. 

The  Douglas  Avenue  yard  was  levelled  and  made  fit  for  its  purpose. 

At  Aberdeen  School  new  sanitaries  for  the  girls  were  placed  in  the 
basement. 

At  Victoria  the  roof  was  mended,  fire  escapes  provided  and  the  build* 
ing  painted  and  kalsomined. 
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At  the  High  Sebool  additional  heating  surface  was  provided. 

The  Leioster  Street  School  was  kalsomined  and  painted. 

At  Centennial  a  stone  retaininf;  wall  was  built  in  front. 

The  apparatus  of  all  the  schools  has  been  much  improved,  new  desks 
to  the  number  of  at  least  100,  maps,  wall  slates,  teachers'  cabinets,  chairs 
for  the  school  assembly  halls  have  been  provided,  in  short,  whatever  seemed 
necessary  for  the  due  improvement  of  the  school  work. 

There  remains  now  to  complete  the  task  which  the  Board  set  itself 
some  few  years  ago  viz.  to  provide  the  city  with  proper  school  buildings, 
the  erection  of  a  school  buildiogon  the  Weldon  lot  which  has  been  owned 
by  the  Board  almost  since  the  inaurguration  of  the  school  law.  but  never 
occupied  since  the  the  great  fire  of  1877  destroyed  the^former  school  there. 
When  this  is  done  our  community  will  possess  a  series  of  buildings  of  which 
it  need  not  be  ashamed  and  which  will  compare  favorably  with  any  city  of 
similar  size  and  resources.  It  is  also  desirable  to  enclose  the  different  school 
grounds  and  put  them  in  order  for  the  childrens'  use,  as  well  as  to  enlarge 
and  improve  the  furniture  and  apparatus.  That  their  efforts  may  result  in 
/solid  advantage  to  the  rising  generation  of  the  city  is  the  hearty  desire  and 
aim  of  the  Board.

To  His  Honour  the  Honourable  Jabez  Bunting  SnoivbaU,  D,  C.  L^  Lieuten- 
ant Governor  of  the  Province  of  New  Brunswick.

Id  coDformity  with  the  act  establiBhicg  the  ODiversity  ot  New  Brunswick. 
I  beg  to  submit  most  respectfally  to  yoar  HoDoar,  for  the  iuformation  of  the 
legislature,  the  following  report : — 

One  ot  the  most  important  educational  events  of  the  past  year  was  the 
•establishment  of  the  Rhodes  scholarships.  The  Srst  election  of  scholars  qd- 
•der  the  Rhodes  bequest  will  be  made  between  Februaiy  and  Hay  1904.  It 
is  a  matter  of  pardonable  pride  to  the  alumni  and  friends  of  the  University  of 
New  Brunswick  that  the  Commissioner  appointed  by  the  Trustees  of  the  will  of 
the  late  Mr.  C.  J.  Rhodes  to  visit  all  the  countries  mentioned  in  his  bequest  for 
the  purpose  of  formulating  recommendations  for  the  awarding  of  scholarships 
is  Dr.  G.  R.  Parkin  G.  M.  G.  a  native  of  New  Brunswick  and  a  graduate  of 
<mr  own  Provincial  University.  In  the  cases  of  Ontario,  Quebec,  Nova  Scotia 
and  New  Brunswick  it  has  been  determined  that  nominations  to  the  scholar^ 
ships  shall  be  made  by  the  chartered  universities  and  Colleges  of  these  prov- 
inces in  a  fixed  rotation  based  upon  the  number  of  students  in  attendance. 
The  nominations  for  1904  and  1905  will  be  made  as  follows : 

Ontario.  ,  Quebec. 

1904,  by  Toronto  University,  1904,  by  McGill  University, 

1905,  by  Queen's  University,  1905,  by  Laval  University,  ^ 

Nova  Scotia.  New  Brunswick. 

1904,  by  Dalhousie  University  1904,  by  the  University  ot  N.  B., 

1905,  by  Acadia  University  1905,  by  Mt.  Allison  Uoiver^ty. 

The  one  thing  that  Mr.  Rhodes  thought  with  regard  to  Oxford  was  that 
the  "Studeot  should  enjoy  Oxford  itself."     What  has  Oxford  to  offer?    It 
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has  been  well  answered,  '*  she  offers  herself/'  There  she  stands  in  all  her 
beauty  casting  a  spell  and  a  glamour ;  ''whispering  from  her  towers  the  last 
•enchantments  of  the  middle  age .  I 

*'One  of  the  great  advantages  there  is  this,  that  yoo  have  students 
of  all  kinds*  of  all  ages,  of  all  conditions,  some  rich,  some  poor,  some  older, 
some  younger,  coming  from  all  parts  of  the  world  mixing  absolutely  freely, 
pursuing  different  studies  but  with  a  common  aim,  the  advancement  of  know* 
ledge.  It  is  to  the  best  interests  of  the  Empire  that  these  students  should 
rub  up  against  each  other,  and  should  meet  and  should  clash  in  friendly 
collision  and  rivalry  at  the  Union  society  and  in  college  debates  and  so  on. 

'* Where  can  you  study  so  well  English  history  and  English  language  as  in 
Oxiord  where  you  are  surrounded  with  the  past,  where  you  have  the  traces 
and  the  relics  and  the  remnants  of  the  past  round  you,  where  the  historical 
spirit  and  inspiration  of  the  great  men,  poets  and  writers  who  have  lived  in 
these  ancient  halls  and  colleges  seem  still  to  be  about  us." 

Such  words  were  uttered  by  the  Oxford  representative  at  the  Allied 
Colonial  Universities  Conference  at  Burlington  House  in  London  in  July  last. 

I  had  the  honor  and  privilege  of  representing  the  University  of  New 
Brunswick  on  that  memorable  occasion,  and  I  was  glad  to  be  able  to  say  that 
this  University  is  affiliated  with  the  ancient  Universities  of  Oxford,  Cambridire 
and  Dublin,  and  that  our  graduates  are  admitted  by  all  three  of  them  to  ad- 
vanced standing  without  examination.  The  Principal  of  the  University  of 
London  stated  in  the  clearest  way  what  he  regarded  as  the  corner  stones  on 
which  the  conference  should  build.  The  first  was  absolute  freedom  for  the 
individual  University  ;  another  he  took  to  be  absolute  reciprocity  among  the 
Universities.  Id  the  third  place  it  is  very  desirable  that  at  some  central 
point  there  should  be  a  knowledge  of  what  is  going  on  in  all  the  Universities 
of  the  Empire. 

The  following  resolution  was  carried  unanimously : 

''That  in  the  opinion  of  this  Conference  it  is  desirable  that  such  relations 
should  be  established  between  the  principal  teaching  Universities  of  the  Em- 
pire as  will  secure  that  special  or  local  advantages  of  study,  and 
in  particular  for  post  graduate  study  and  research,  be  made  as  accessible  as 
possible  to  students  from  all  parts  of  the  King's  Dominions." 

Daring  the  past  year  the  University  of  New  Brunswick  has  quietly  and 
efficiently  done  its  work  with  a  staff  of  seven  Professors  and  with  a  gratify- 
ing increase  in  the  number  ot  students. 

The   complete  list  appended  to  this   report  shows  that  there  are  one 

'  hundred  and  thirty  four  students  now  in  attendance.    Twenty-eight  of  these 

are  women.    The  litst  shows  the  counties  and  churches  represented  and  also 
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the  line  of  study  parsoed  by  each  etud^Dt.  There  are  now  fifty-Dine  in  the 
Engineering  Departooent.  Forty-seven  new  students  came  to  the  University 
at  the  beginning  of  1903,-19Q4. 

Of  the  seven  candidates  who  stood  in  the  First  Division  at  the  Jaly  en- 
trance from  the  High  Schools  of  the  whole  Province  all  entered  the  Provin- 
cial University.  These  facts  tend  to  show  that  a  goodly  namber  of  the  pick 
and  flower  of  New  Brunswick  youth  are  to  be  found  in  the  University  of 
NewBrunswick.  In  several  depnitmeuts  the  limit  of  the  seating  capacity  of 
our  lecture  rooms  has  been  reHolied. 

The  annua!  reports  f^f  the  Professors  to  the  Senate  testify  to  eztnir 
ordinary  activity  in  every  branch  of  the  undergraduate  course. 

An  Agricultural  College  and  a  School  of  Forestry  would  prove  most  valu- 
able adjuncts  to  the  University. 

In  order  to  make  a  beginning,  a  Professor  of  Chemistry  including  Agri- 
cultural Chemistry,  and  a  Professor  of  Forestry  along  with  the  existing  staff 
might  do  excellent  work  in  these  popular  and  useful  directions.  It  was 
thought  at  the  Allied  Colonial  Universities  Conference  above  referred  to  that 
Forestry  as  a  branch  of  applied  science  would  receive  a  completer  develop- 
ment in  the  colonies  than  elsewhere,  inasmuch  as  the  forests  are  larger  and 
forostal  administration  is  more  needed  in  the  colonies. 

The  generous  donation  of  four  thousand  dollars  to  the  university  by  a 
lady  of  St.  John  who  is  so  anxious  to  avoid  every  personal  connection  in  the 
matter  that  she  does  not  wish  even  her  name  to  appear  in  any  report  that  :9 
to  be  published,  deserves  the  most  grateful  acknowledgment  and  indicates 
that  the  work  of  the  university  meets  with  approval  among  ladies  of  higii 
intelligence. 

As  to  our  needs  it  is  admitted  on  all  hands  that  the  salaries  of  our  Pro- 
iessors  are  too  low,  our  laboratories  need  further  equipment,  our  library  needs 
more  books,  a  new  gymnasium  is  a  pressing  necessity.  The  needs  of  tbe 
engineering  department  have  increased  with  increasing  numbers. 

The  various  items  of  income  and  expenditure  during  the  past  year  will 
be  found  in  the  Bursar's  statement  which  accompanies  this  report.

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II.— Report  of  the  Director  of  Manual  Tralnlngf . 

J.  R.  Inch  LL.  D.,

Sir, — I  beg  to  submit  the  toUowing  report  on  Maoaal  Training  in  New 
Brunswick  for  the  year  1903. 

Since  my  report  of  a  year  ago  there  has  been  considerable  advancement^ 
in  manual  training  in  New  Brunswick^ 

One  important  change  has  taken  place.  The  three  years  during  which 
Sir  Wm.  McDonald  has  borne  all  expenses  in  connection  with  manual  train- 
ing in  Fredericton,  for  both  the  student-teachers  at  the  Normal  School  and 
the  boys  of  the  city  schools,  expired  in  June  1903.  During  these  three  years 
Professor  Robertson,  who  has  been  the  leader  in  this  advance  educational 
movement,  as  he  is  also  the  leader  in  the  movement  for  the  consolidation  of 
rural  schools  in  Canada,  gave  much  time  and  thought  to  make  the  work  as 
eifective  as  possible.  His  desire  was  to  give  such  an  object  lesson  of  the 
advantages  of  manual  training  through  the  boys'  classes  that  all  who  saw 
would  believe  in  it  and  would  work  for  its  establishment  in  other  schools; 
and,  by  means  of  the  student  teachers  of  the  Normal  Schools,  to  spread  a 
knowledge  of  the  work  throughout  the  land.  This,  I  am  happy  to  say,  is 
being  accomplished  in  New  Brunswick. 

When  the  MacDonald  Fund  ceased  to  support  the  work  in  Fredericton 
it  was  only  necessary  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  to  the 
matter:  they  voted  unanimuonsly  to  provide  accommodations  for  carrying  on 
the  work  at  their  own  expense.  The  provincial  government  made  arrange • 
ments  for  continuing  the  manual  training  at  the  Normal  School  and  for  spec- 
ial courses  for  teachers ;  also  for  a  director  of  manual  training  for  the  Prov- 
ince ;  so  that  the  work  has  continued  without  a  break. 

A  year  ago,  outside  of  Fredericton,  only  two  towns  (Campbellton  and 
Saint  Andrews)  and  three  rural  district8(IncheB  Ridge,  Musquash  and 
Mascarene)  had  introduced  manual  training  into  their  schools.  During  the 
past  year  St.  Stephen,  Milltown,  Woodstock,  Plorenceville  and  Sackville  have 
all  established  departments  of  manual  training,  making,  in  all,  eleven  districts 
in  different  parts  of  the  province  where  manual  training  has  been  established; 
with  about  nine  hundred  and  fifty  students  taking  the  work  at  the  present 
time. 

At  Inches  Ridge  the  school  is  taught,  with  much  success,  by  Miss  Bessie 
Kelly  who  is  completing  her  second  year  as  teacher  there.  Many  improve- 
ments have  been  made  in  this  school  since  the  introduction  of  manual  train* 
ing  though  it  is  a  ''  poor  district." 
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DoriDg  the  past  year  the  school  house  has  been  painted,  two  new  hvlo- 
plate  blackboards  have  been  put  up,  a  few  new  desks  have  been  added  and 
the  woodshed  has  been  shingled  and  painted.  This  school  sent  an  excellent 
exhibit  of  manual  training  work  to  the  Fiedericton  exhibition,  second  onljto 
that  ot  the  Fredericton  school?,  and  received  a  diploma.  The  interest  in 
regular  studies  is  greater  and  the  percentage  of  attendance  is  higher  than 
before  manual  training  was  introduced. 

At  Musquash  the  disastrous  fire  of  last  summer  destroyed  the  school 
house,  and  no  part  of  the  manual  training  equipment  was  saved.  The  school 
house  has  not  been  rebuilt. 

At  Mascarene  the  school  was  taught  last  year  by  Miss  Harriette  Bolt  who 
was  instrumental  in  starting  the  manual  training  work  there.  Miss  Bolt  says, 
*''  having  been  in  this  school  before  and  after  manual  training  was  introduced, 
1  am  fnlly  convinced  that  the  energy  and  zeal  with  which  the  pupils  entered 
into  all  their  studies  are  due  to  the  new  interest  which  the  manual  training 
created.-'  The  trustees,  also,  say  that  a  great  advancement  ha?  been  made 
since  manual  training  was  introduced.  Many  improvements  have  here  also^ 
been  made  in  the  school  building  and  furnishings. 

At  Saint  Andrews  tbe  manual  tiaining  department  was  opened  in  Jan-  . 
uary,  1903,  with  Miss  Agnes  Lucas  as  teacher.  The  work  was  effectively 
carried  on  by  her  for  one  term  at  the  end  of  which  time  she  was  called  to 
take  a  position  in  Fredericton.  Miss  Ethel  Duffy  was  appointed  by  the 
school  trustees  of  Saint  Andrews  to  take  charge  of  this  department  iu  Sep- 
tember (1903)  and  she  has  been  very  successful  with  the  work.  The  child- 
ren are  showing  unusual  interest  and  marked  improvement.  Some  excellent 
work  was  sent  to  the  Fredericton  exhibition  and  a  diploma  was  given  to  the 
school.  Here  the  teacher  of  manual  training  devotes  the  forenoons  only  to 
the  work,  relieving  some  of  the  regular  teachers  of  instruction  in  certain  sub- 
jects during  the  aiternuous. 

In  Gampbellton  manual  training  was  establidhed  January  1903  with  Miss 
Ethel  I.  Merctereau  as  teacher.  After  one  term  of  very  successful  work  Mies 
Mersereau  resigned  and  Miss  Louise  Wetmore  was  appointed  to 
take  her  place.  Miss  Wetmore  has  been  very  successful  and  the 
Board  of  Trustees  are  well  pleased  with  this  department  and  the 
work  which  it  is  doing.  The  members  of  the  Buard  are  folly  alive  to  the 
educational  needs  of  the  times  and  we  expect  that  the  subject  of  domestic 
science  for  girls  will  soon  receive  their  special  consideration. 

At  St.  Stephen  and  at  Milltown  manual  training  was  started  early  in 
September  of  this  year,  A  special  room  has  been  well  equipped  in  each 
town  and  one  teacher,  Mr.  Will  Whitney,  is  employed  by  both  towus.     Mr. 
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Whitney  teaches  three  days  id  St.  Stephen  and  two  days  in  Milltown.    The 
interebtof  the  boys  is  very  great  .  Tba  Average  attendance  for  the  term  was 
92  per  cent.    Not  onlv  are  the  boys  delighted  with  the  work  bat  the  citizens  « 
generally  have  shown  their  interest  and  approval .     In  Milltown  alone  more 
than  one  hundred  persons  have  visited  the  school  during  the  term. 

Woodstock  established  a  department  of  mannal  training  and  started 
work  in  September  with  Miss  A.  Gertrude  O'Brieo  as  teacher.  The  work 
progresses  well.  Some  of  the  regular  teachers,  who,  through  a  misunder- 
standing of  the  work,  ha4  opposed  its  introduction,  have  now  become  its 
strong  supporters.  The  Board  of  Trustees  say  that  their  only  regret  is 
that  they  did  not  introduce  manual  training  years  ago. 

In  Florenceville  manual  training  was  started,  early  in  September,  Miss 
Marjorie  F.  Mair,  the  principal  of  the  school,  devoting  a  few  hours  each  week 
to  the  work.  The  trustees  had  an  addition  made  to  the  school  building,  pro- 
viding a  fine  room  large  enough  for  ten  benches  and  equipment.  Both  pupils 
and  parents  seem  well  pleased  with  tlie  department.  Miss  Mair  says  that  she 
is  enabled  to  get  into  closer  touch  with  the  pupils  through  the  manual  train- 
ing work,  and  that  the  attendance  has  increased  sixteen  per  cent  over  that  of 
the  corresponding  term  of  last  year  when  they  had  no  manual  training. 

At  Sackville  the  school  Trustees  have  provided  equipment  for  manual 
training,  and  have  made  arrangements  with  Professor  Sweetser  to  teach  the 
work  during  the  present  term.   Professor  Sweetser  has  recently  been  appoint, 
ed  to  take  charge  of  this  department  in  Mount  Allison  University.     We  ex. 
peot  some  excellent  results  at  SackviUe. 

I  have  already  referred  to  the  action  of  the  Fredericton  Board  of  School 
Trustees  in  roakiug  provision  for  manual  Iraioiug,  and  to  the  appointment  of 
Miss  Agnes  E.  Lucas  an  teacher  of  the  department.  The  work  continues  with 
as  great  success  as  before.  An  excellent  exhibit  of  the  work  of  the  Frederic- 
ton  boys  was  shown  at  the  Fredericton  exhihitioh  last  fall,  and  a  few  boys 
were  asked  to  work  at  thier  benches  there  to  give  visitors  a  better  under- 
standing of  the  methods  employed,  The  exhibition  management  awarded 
medals  to  eight  Freoericton  boys  who  showed  the  best  work,  and  a  cup  to 
the  school  in  appreciation  of  the  excellent  work  shown. 

The  manual  training  work  for  the  student  teachers  at  the  Normal 
School  continues  about  the  same  as  in  previous  years.  Mr.  George  M, 
Morris,  who  was  employed  in  this  department  under  the  MacDonald  fund 
has  left  to  take  charge  of  manual  training  in  Nantucket,  Massachusetts. 
Mr.  J.  V.  Lynn  and  Miss  Iva  A.  Baxter,  who  were  appointed  by  the  Pro- 
vincial Board  of  Education  are  both  doing  good  work. 

In  the  first  ot  the  three  months'  courses  for  teachers  of  rural  districts 
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there  were  ten  enrolled  but  only  eix  completed  the  course.  Eight  teachers 
liOw  attend  the  second  course  and  three  others  have  made  application  to  at- 
tend the  third  course. 

Pt  ThereJ^is  a  demand  for  male  teachers  with  a  knowledge  of  manual 
.training  to  act  as  principals  of  village  schools  of  two  or  three  departmentB, 
and  devote  a  few  hours  per  week  to  teaching  manual  training.  In  one  such 
district  more  than  six  months  ago  the  trustees  voted  to  establish  the  work 
and  voted  ample  money  to  purchase  equipment ;  but  as  yet  they  have  been 
unable  to  secure  a  principal  who  could  teach  this  subject.  We  hope  that 
iu'^future  more  male  teachers  will  avail  themselves  of  ihese  special  courses 
and^prepare  for  manual  (raining  work. 

The  outlook,  both  for  consolidation  of  rural  schools  and  for  manual 
training,  has  never  been  so  bright^as  it  is  now.  In  addition  to  the  Kingston 
Consolidated  School  and  the  one  being  arranged  for  in  Albert  County,  it  is 
expected^that  (others  will  soon  follow  in  Charlotte  and  Carleton  Counties 
In  these  schools  manual  training  and  school  gardens  will  be  prominent 
features.  Several  other  schools  are  planning  to  open  departments  of 
manual  training  in  September,  and  we  look  forward  with  confidence  to  tiie 
steady  growtb|of  these  movements  in  New  Brunswick. 

I^wish  here  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  help  which,  in  many 
ways,  the  School  Inspectors  have  given  me  in  my  work.

Sir,  —  Having  been  selected  by  Professor  Robertson ,  with  your 
approval  and  that  of  the  Board  of  Education,  as  travelling  instructor  and 
supervisor  of  school  gardening  and  nature  study  in  a  group  of  schools  in  the 
Counties  of  Carleton  and  Victoria,  I  entered  upon  my  regular  duties  in  that 
capacity  in  August,  at  the  beginning  of  the  school  term. 

The  teachers  in  all  the  schools  I  visited  have  received  me  in  the  most 
kindly  manner  and  have  continued  to  give  md  their  most  hearty  co-oper- 
ation. As  yet  I  have  done  most  of  the  teaching  myself — only  asking  the 
regular  teachers  lo  review  the  lessons  with  the  children  and  to  give  a  few 
iesBt)ns  themselves. 

As  soon  as  the  work  has  extended  to  all  the  grades  I  hope  that  the 
regular  teachers,  in  the  lower  grades,  at  least,  will  be  found  willing  to  as- 
sume the  responsibility  of  the  teaching  with  such  assistance  as  I  may  be  able 
to  give  them  in  the  short  time  which  I  will  be  able  to  spend  in  each  depart- 
ment. 

Five  school  gardens  have  been  established — two  at  Woodstock,  one  at 
Hartland,  one  at  Florenceville  and  one  at  Andover,  mainly  at  the  expense 
of  the  MacDonald  Rural  Schools  Fund,  although  at  Woodstock  and  Hartland 
the  people  have  contributed  a  large  part  of  the  expense.  At  Woodstock  the 
school  board  provided  the  ground  for  one  of  the  gardens  and  gave  $100  to- 
wards the  other.  At  Hartland,  a  plot  containing  over  two  acres  for  garden 
and  recreation  ground  was  purchased  at  a  cost  of  $600.  The  school  district 
voted  $175  towards  the  purchase,  the  MacDonald  Fund  gave  $125,  and  the 
remaining  $300  was  raised  by  subcription,  mainly  through  the  efforts  of  John 
Barnett,  Esq. 

These  gardens  will  be  made  the   basis  of  nature   study  work  in  the 
lower   grades,  supplemented   in   the   higher    grades   by  elementary  stud- 
ies in  the  principles  of  agriculture  and  horticulture.     The  adjoining  grounds 
will  be  adorned,  with  the  assistance  of  the  teachers  and  pupils,  with  trees 
shrubs,  and  beautiful  perennial  herbs. 

From  my  experience  so  far,  and  from  what  I  have  seen  elsewhere^  lam 
i  18 
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convinced  that  this  work  offers  a  valuable  mc^ans  of  varying  the  monotony 
of  echool  life  by  studies  which  will  contribute  much  to  render  the  children, 
more  accurate  and  intelligent  observers,  more  resourceful  and  self  reliant, 
and  more  appreciative  of  the  pleasures,  advantages  and  possibilities  of  rural 
life. 

But  if  school  gardens  and  nature  study  are  ever  to  become  factors  of 
any  importance  in  our  public  schoob,  some  means  must  be  found  to  induce  a 
sufficient  number  of  teachers  to  qualify  thea>9elves  for  conducting  the  work, 
and  to  this  end  I  beg  to  suggest  that  a  grant  equal  to  that  now  given  to 
teachers  who  qualify  for  teaching  manual  training  in  the  rural  schools  ($50 
per  year)  be  offered  to  teachers  who  qualify  by  a  special  course  of  study  and 
practice  for  teaching  school  gardening  and  nature  study  in  schools  which 
provide  a  suitable  garden  plot  and  the  other  facilities  required  for  the  work. 
A  much  larger  grant  than  this  is  given  in  the  Province  of  Nova  Scotia  to  those 
teachers  who  take  a  similar  course.  Such  a  grant  would  encourage  teachers 
who  love  teaching  to  add  to  their  Normal  School  training  this  special 
course,  and  would  help  to  lengthen  the  term  of  service  of  a  desirable  class 
of  teachers — to  the  advantage  of  the  country,  for  no  one  would  go  to#>tbe 
expense  and  labor  of  qualifying  unless  he  intended  to  teach  for  a  considerable 
period  thereafter.  As  the  number  to  claim  the  grant  would  not  be  large,  at 
least  not.befoie  the  lapse  of  many  years,  the  annual  expense  to  the  province 
would  not  be  great. 

Besides,  this  seems  to  be  a  more  effectivn  means  of  improving  the  per- 
sonnel of  the  teaching  body  than  would  be  the  increase  of  the  provincial 
grant  to  all  teachers,  irrespective  of  merit  or  of  special  qualification.  It 
would  also  appear  to  be  only  a  fair  offset  to  the  grants  now  given  to  teachers 
who  possess  special  qualificatiofts  in  classics  and  other  academic  subjects. 

Such  a  policy  would  tend  to  retain  in  the  teaching  service  men  of  dif- 
Jerent  tastes  and  ideals,  and  to  save  public  education  from  becoming  exclu- 
sively formal,  bookish  and  conventional — tendencies  toward  which  are  still 
strong  and  persistent,  as  history  shows  they  have  always  l)een  in   the  past. 

If  the  Board  of  Education  could  afford  ,to  offer,  as  was  done  last  year 
in  Ontario,  a  small  sum  to  aid  School  Districts  in  providing  school  gardens, 
the  difficulty  of  securing  and  preparing  the  necessary  land  would  be  much 
diminished.

CARLETON  COUNTY. 

The  twenty-sixth  annual  session  of  the  Carleton  County  Teachers* 
Institute  met  io  Graham's  Opera  House,  Woodstock,  Thursday,  December 
11th,  1903,  at  10  a.  m.,  President  Draper  in  the  chair.  The  enrolment  fee 
was  placed  at  twenty-five  cents. 

Committees  were  appointed  as  follows  : 

Nominating — J.  £•  Page,  C.  H.  Gray,  A.  Gertrude  O'Brien. 
Audit — H.  B.  Logie,  J.  M.  Keefe,  A.  Cronkite. 

The  President  made  an  address,  after  which  Inspector  Meagher,  Mr. 
Page  and  Mr.  Logio  addressed  the  Institute. 

Murray  H.  Manuel  read  a  paper  on  ^'Multiples  and  Measures."  An  in- 
teresting discussion  followed  and  w^s  participated  in  by  Inspector  Meagher, 
John  Brittain,  D.  W.  Hamilton,  J.  M.  Keefe,  H.  B.  Logie  and  J.  £.  Page. 

Thursday  afternoon  the  session  opened  at  1.30  p.  m.  After  roll  call 
and  reading  of  minutes  Aaron  Perry  read  a  paper  on  ^'English  Literature 
in  Our  Schools."  Mr.  Page  opened  the  discussion  and  those  taking  part 
were  the  President,  Mr.  Hamilton  and  Mr.  B.  Perkins. 

Mr.  Brittain  read  a  paper*on  ''Gardening  and  Nature  Study.**  D.  W. 
Hamilton  gave  the  first  address  on  this  paper  and  Inspector  Meagher  con- 
tinued the  discussion .  Rev.  L.  L«  Fash  and  Messrs.  Murphy  and  Chas. 
Appleby,  visitors,  all  addressed  the  Instit^ite.  This  paper  and  discussioa 
was  one  of  the  important  features  of  the  Institute. 

The  third  session  opened  Friday  morning  at  nine  o'clock.  The  roll 
was  called  and  the  minutes  of  pievious  session  were  confirmed.  Owing  to 
the  illness  of  Miss  Alexander  her  lesson  was  abandoned.  A  question  box 
was  substituted  for  this  and  questions  answered  by  the  Inspector,  Mr. 
Brittain  and  others. 

Miss  O'Brien  read  a  paper  on  ''The  Place  of  Manual  Training  in  Our 
Schools."  Miss  Marj^rie  Mair  opened  the  discussion  in  a  brief  paper  and 
Messrs.  Harrison,  Ltgie  and  Hamilton  continued  the  discussion. 

At  Friday  afternoon  session  after  the  preliminary  work  John  M.  Keefe 
discussed  the  ^'Teaching  of  Arithmetic."  Mr.  Gray  and  Inspector  Meagher 
gave  addresses  on  this  subject.  The  Audit  Committee  reported  the  ac-» 
<;ounts  correct  with  a  balance  on  hand  of  $14.16. 

The  following  oflGicers  were  elected  for  the  present  year :  President, 
C  H.  Gray;  Vice  President,  Julia  Neales;  Secretary,  G.  H.  Harrison; 
additional  members  of  the  Executive,  Aaron  Perry,  Inez  Bradley.  It  was 
resolved  to  meet  at  Woodstock  next  year,  the  date  of  meeting  being  left  in 
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the  baoda  of  the  Executive  Committee.  Votes  of  thanks  were  presented  to 
Messrs,  Brittain  and  Uamilton  for  their  presence  and  assistance.  The  at- 
tendance at  this  annual  session  has  never  been  exceeded  in  the  history  of 
the  Carleton  County  Institute,  there  being  eighty-eight  enrolments.  Much 
regret  was  expressed  that  the  Chief  Superintendent  of  Eduoation  was  unable- 
to  be  present.

CHARLOTTE  COUNTY. 

The  Charlotte  County  Teachers'  Institute  met  at  Milltown  on  Thursday 
and  Friday,  Oct. Ist  and  2nd.    The  attendance  was  a  little  over  a  hundred. 

The  President,  Mrs  Irving  R.  Todd  of  Milltown,  gave  a  brief  but  earnest 
address  to  the  teachers  assembled.  Principal  Girdwood,  of  Grand  Manan, 
read  a  paper  on  the  lights  and  shades  of  the  Teacher's  Life,  characterized  by 
a  broad  sympathy  with  the  life  both  of  teacher  and  student.  Miss  Ethel  H. 
Jarvis,  of  the  King  Street  School,  St.  Stephen,  gave  a  lesson  in  primary  read- 
ing to  a  class  of  children  who  had  been  in  the  school  only  for  a  month.  The 
teacher  was  bright  and  held  the  interest  of  the  pupils  throughout.  The  ad« 
dress  of  Mr.  J.  F.  Ryan,  superintendent  of  city  schools,  Calais,  Me.,  on**  What 
may  be  Gained  by  the  Study  of  History,"  was  a  fine  interpretation  of  the 
value  of  history  as  a  disciplinary  study.  The  discussion  on  the  Metric  Sys- 
tem,  conducted  by  Charles  A.  Richardson,  was  taken  part  in  by  a  large  num* 
ber  of  teachers. 

The  public  educational  meeting  on  Thursday  evening  was  held  in  th& 
school  room  of  the  Congregational  Church,  and  was  presided  over  by  Mr.. 
H.  £.  Sinclair,  Vice-president  of  the  Institute.  Addresses  were  given  by 
the  Secretary  of  School  Trustees,  Mr.'Balkam,  Chief  Supt.  Dr.  Inch,  and 
by  G.  U.  Hay.  Music,  and  refreshments  served  at  the  close  by  the  ladies 
of  the  congregation,  formed  a  pleasant  feature  of  the  evening. 

At  the  Friday  morning  session,  Mr.  H.  E.  Sinclair  read  a  paper  on 
*'  Accuracy,"  which  led  to  a  profitable  discussion ;  and  an  illustrative  lesson* 
on  the  use  of  the  globe  was  given  by  Mr.  F.  O.  Sullivan,  followed  by  some 
valuable  hints  upon  the  care  of  globes  and  maps.  A  discussion  on  **  Home 
Study/'  introduced  by  short  papers  on  the  subject  from  Mr.  J.M.Clindinnin, 
Fredericton  Junction;  Miss  Annie  L.  Richardson,  St.  Andrews;  Miss  Mary 
E.  Caswell,  Basswood  Ridge;  and  Mr.  P.  S.  Bailey,  Moore's  Mills,  brought 
out  the  fact  that  the  teachers  generally  approved  of  home  lessons,  while 
willing  to  admit  that  great  care  should  be  used  in  assigning  them,  so  that 
they  may  not  do  more  harm  than  good. 
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Mr.  £.  E.  MacCready,  who  is  inspecting  the  manual  training  depart- 
ments of  the  Charlotte  County  schools,  gave  a  short  address*  in  which  be 
spoke  of  making  schoolrooms  attractive  by  pictures  and  other  decorations, 
and  closed  with  an  appeal  to  teachers  to  increase  their  salaries  by  taking 
advantage  of  the  additional  government  allowance  to  qualified  teachers  who 
add  manual  training  to  their  other  work. 

A  paper  on  •'  Good  English  in  the  School,"  by  Mrs.  McGibbon,  of  St. 
Stephen  school  board,  opened  the  afternoon  session.  Among  those  taking 
part  in  the  discussion  that  followed  was  Mr.  J.  A.  Allen,  of  Charlotte 
County  Grammar  School,  who  very  strongly  condemned  carelessness  in  the 
^very-day  language  of  teachers,  especially  when  in  the  presence  of  their 
pupils. 

A  paper  by  Inspector  Carter  on  Co-operation  Among  Teachers,  completed 
the  work  of  the  session,  taking  the  place  of  a  nature  lesson  which  had  been 
announced  in  the  programme.  Mr.  Carter  pointed  out  in  a  most  convincing 
way  the  advantages  that  might  come  to  teachers  from  mutual  help  and 
sympathy ;  and  advocated  the  formation  of  social  and  literary  clubs,  and 
the  establishment  of  funds  for  old  age  pensions,  and  for  the  payment  of 
teachers  during  illness.  He  also  urged  that  teachers  acting  together  could 
have  more  influence  upon  legislation,  in  respect  to  factory  laws,  compulsory 
education  and  other  matters  that  tiffect  the  welfare  of  children  of  school  age, 
and  that  a  teachers'  library  and  meeting  room  might  make  the  public  school 
the  educational  centre  of  the  district,  to  which  winter  lectures  and  other 
attractions  would  briog  the  grown  people  of  the  community,  for  pleasure 
and  profit,  and  where  the  antagonism  too  often  existing  between  teacher  and 
parent  would  disappear.  He  approved  of  professijnal  courtesy  among 
teachers,  and  ot  associations  that  would  promote  this,  increasing  the  interest 
of  teachers  through  a  mutual  underetauding  and  a  common  course  of  action  ; 
but  did  not  approve  of  a  union  to  opppose  others  and  comp&l  submission  to 
its  terms. 

The  time  and  place  of  next  meeting  of  the  Institute  were  left  to  the 
Executive  Committee.  The  officers  elect  are  Miss  Annie  L.  Richardson, 
St.  Andrews,  President ;  Mr,  Chas.  J.  Callaghan,  St.  George,  Vice-president ; 
Mr.  J.  Vroom,  St.  Stephen,  Secretary  ;  Mr.  J,  Aubrey  Allen,  St.  Anorews, 
Miss  Laura  E.  Boyd,  Mace's  Bay  and  Mr.  P.  Girdwood,  Grand  Manan, 
members  of  Executive  Committee. 

GLOUCESTER  CJUNTY. 
The  Gloucester,  N.  B.,  County  Instil ute  at  Grand  Anse,  met  September 
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24th  and  25th,  with  a  large  number  of  teachers  present  from  all  parts  of  the 
county.  President  J.  Edward  De  Grace  occupied  the  chair.  Four  well 
prepared  papers  were  read  and  discussed :  The  Relation  that  Should  Exist 
Between  Parents  and  Teachers,  by  Mr.  D.  T.  Robichaud ;  Attention,  by 
Principal  R.  D.  Hanson,  of  the  Grammar  school ;  a  bright  paper  read  in 
French,  on  La  Bonne  Institutrice,  by  Miss  Lama  Cormier,  of  Caraquet ; 
Reading  for  beginners,  by  Miss  Gosnell  of  Bathurst  A  public  meeting  was 
held  on  the  evening  of  the  24th,  addressed  by  Rev.  S.  J.  Doucet,  Mr.  Joseph 
Pdirier,  M.  P.  P.,  Principal  J.  E,  O'Brien.

The  observance  of  arbor  day,  better  methods  of  nature-study,  a  mor^earnest 
preparation  for  their  work  on  the  part  of  ieachers  were  dwelt  upon  in  the 
discussion  that  followed  by  Inspector  Steeves,  R.  B.  Cormier,  D.  W 
Hamilton,  G.  U,  Hay  and  J.  March. 

A  stimulating  paper  on  Literature  was  read  by  G.  P.  McCrea,  principal 
of  the  Apohaqui  schools;  and  D.  W,  Hamilton,  principal  of  the  MacDooald 
Consolidated  School,  Kingston,  dealt  in  a  very  suggestive  and  comprehen- 
sive manner  with  the  nature-study  movement.  Both  papers  were  fully  dis- 
cussed. Miss  Ella  Seely  (Hampton)  gave  a  lesson  to  a  Grade  III  class  on 
local  geography,  taking  Sussex  as  a  centre,  and  bringing  out  in  a -very  inter- 
esting way  the  pupils'  ideas  on  natural  features,  resources,  industries,  modes 
of  travel,  exports,  imports  and  other  topics. 

Inspector  Stceves  presided  at  tho  evening  meeting,  which  was  enlivened 
by  the  music  of  the  Sussex  orchestra,  and  by  the  presence  ot  many  red- 
coated  volunteers  from  the  military  camp  above  Sussex.  Addresses  were 
given  by  the  Inspector,  by  Messrs.  D.  W.  Hamilton,  Principal  A.  B.  Maggs, 
of  the  Sussex  Grammar  School,  G.  U.  Hay,  editer  of  the  Keview,  and  by 
John  March. 

On  Friday  morning  a  nature-study  excursion  to  the  Bluffs  a  few  miles 
above  Sussex,  had  to  be  abandoned  on  account  of  threatening  weather. 
The  question  box  gave  material  for  many  helpful  suggestions.     Mr.  W.  N» 
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Biggar  read  a  paper  oq  Discipline,  drawing  a  fine  distinction  between  in- 
struction and  discipline.  This  was  followed  by  two  short  papers  on 
Correlation,  and  Mr.  Hamilton  gave  an  outline  of  nature-work  and  books 
thereon  for  schools. 

A  Teachers*  Union  for  Kings  County  was  formed  with  the  following 
officers:  W.  N.,  Biggar,  President;  Mrs.  M.  S.  Cox,  Vice-president; 
A.  B.  Maggs,  Secretary-treasurer;  D.  P.  Kirkpatrick,  R.  R.  Cormier, 
Frances  Pritchard,  Helen  S.  Raymond,  additional  members  of  the  managing 
committee. 

Thirty-seven  members  joined  the  Union,  which  will  soon  no  doubt  be 
largely  increased.  The  union  has  not  yet  committed  itself  to  any  action  in 
regard  to  salaries  further  than  an  understanding  among  its  members  not  to 
underbid. 

At  the  close  of  the  Institute  on  Friday  afternoon  the  lady  teachers  of 
Sussex  entertained  the  visitors  with  a  generous  repast  in  one  of  the  rooms 
of  the  Grammar  school.

NORTHUMBERLAND  COUNTY. 

The  teachers  of  Northumberland  County,  N.  B.,  met  at  the  Chatham 
Grammar  School  on  the  8tb  and  9tb  ot  October.  Inspector  Meisereaa  ad- 
dressed the  Institute  in  stirring  and  effective  words.  The  following  papers 
were  read  ;  on  the  teaching  of  English,  by  principal  M.  R.  Tuttle,  of 
Blackville ;  on  discipline,  by  Mr.  C.  J.  Mersereau,  M.  A.  of  the  grammar 
school ;  on  Nature  work  in  primary  grades,  by  Miss  Smith,  Chatham ;  on  the 
use  of  the  imagination,  by  principal  A.  E  C  MacKenzie,  of  Harkins' 
Academy,  Newcastle  ;  on  Geometry,  by  Pr,  P.  Cox,  principal  of  the  Gram- 
mar school.  Inspector  Mersereau  gave  a  talk  on  the  Practical  in  Education^ 
in  which  he  recommended  more  attention  to  manners,  facility  of  expression 
in  English  and  accuracy  in  arithemetic.  The  following  officers  were  elect- 
ed for  the  year:  President  James  Macintosh  ;  Yice-PreRident,  Miss  Beatiice 
Ellis;  Secretary- treasurer,  A.  E.  G.  MacKenzie ;  additional  members  of 
executive,  Miss  Stella  Garruthers  and  C.  J.  Mersereau,  M.  A.  A  North- 
umberland County  Teachers*  Union  was  formed,  with  Dr*  Cox,  President; 
J.  Brown,  Vice-president;  and  M.  R.  Tuttle,  M.  A.,  Secretary. 
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QUEENS,  SUNBURY  AND  YORK  COUNTIES. 

The  teachers  of  York,  Suobury  and  Queens  Counties  held  a  Joint 
lostitute  in  the  assembly  room  of  the  Fredericton  High  School  od  the  21sl 
and  22nd  days  of  May  last. 

The  Institute  was  opened  by  the  President  with  an  address  of  welcome 
to  the  teachers;  this  was  followed  by  the  enrolment,  which  showed  that  103 
teachers  from  York  aLd  34  from  Sunbury  and  Queens  were  present.  Afler 
the  completion  of  enrolment  and  miscellaneous  business,  the  President,  Jas. 
A.  Hughes,  read  a  paper  on  «*The  Teacher  and  His  Mission."  The  Chief 
Superintendent  of  Education  followed  with  aq  address  of  much  interest  to 
teachers,  in  which  amongst  other  things  of  importance  he  spoke  of  the  re- 
recent  petitions  for  advance  of  salary,  and  the  course  to  be  pursued  by  the 
Government  for  the  encouragement  of  Manual  Training  in  this  Pro'^ince. 

During  the  second  session,  His  Honour  Lieutenant  Governor  Snowball, 
accompanied  by  Dr.  Inch,  honoured  the  Institute  with  a  visit,  and  at  the 
end  of  a  very  excellent  lesson  by.  Miss  Harvey  of  the  Model  School,  on 
''The  Effects  ot  Alcohol  on  the  Heart,"  addressed  the  assembly.  His 
Honour  remained  to  hear  the  very  carefully  prepared  paper  on  ^'Grammar," 
read  by  Mr.  Geo.  A.  Inch  of  tha  Normal  School  staff. 

On  Friday  morning  Inspector  Bridges  delighted  the  Institute  by  read- 
ing a  most  excellent  and  exhaustive  papet  on  ''Hints  on  Questioning," 
which  called  forth  a  great  deal  of  favourable  comment  and  much  discussion. 
Mr.  Amos  O'Blenes,  Principal  of  the  Model  School,  also  gave  a  very  inter- 
esting lesson  on  ''Arithmetic,"  with  illustrations  on  the  blackboard. 

I  think  the  discussions  which  followed  the  different  papers  were  of 
great  value ;  and  teachers  preparing  papers  for  an  Institute  would  do  well 
to  make  them  short  and  compact  ho  as  to  allow  of  more  extended  time  for 
these  discussions. 

The  last  session  was  devoted  to  "Field  Work."  The  Institute  wanton 
an  excursion  by  steamer  to  Currie's  Mountain  and  there  divided  into  three 
sections.  One  led  by  Dr.  L.  W.  Bailey  studied  Geology;  a  second 
led  by  Mr.  William  Moore  studied  Birds ;  and  a  third  led  by  Dr.  G.  U. 
Hay,  studied  Botany.  This  was  a  most  enjoyable  and  at  the  same  time 
beneficial  session.

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Report  of  Summer  School  of  Science.

Sib  :  I  have  the  honor  to  subrait  the  following  report  of  the  seven- 
teenth session  of  the  Summer  School  of  Science  for  the  Atlantic  Provioces 
of  Canada,  which  met  at  Chatham,  N.  B.,  July  SLst  to  August  7th,  1903. 

The  session  was  opened  by  a  public  meeting  held  in  the  spacious 
assembly  hall  of  the  Chatham  school,  L,  W.  Bailey,  LL.  D.,  President  of 
the  School  presided.  Interesting  and  enthusiastic  addresses  were  given  by 
His  Honor  Lieut.  Governor  Snowball,  Mayor  Murdock,  Inspector  Mersereau 
Dr.  P.  Cox.  Dr.  J.  McG.  Baxter,  the  city  clergy  and  others. 

The  enrolment  of  the  school  for  this  sedsion  was  ninety — not  so  large 
as  on  some  previous  occassions,  but  there  uever  was  more  interest  manifested 
in(the  work  by  the  student  teachers  present.  This  was  a  great  source  of 
pleasure  to  the  instructors. 

The  sessions  of  the  school  were  held  in  the  fine  new  school  building  at 
Chatham,  which  is  a  source  ot  pride  to  its  citizens.  Its  cool  and  well- 
equipped  rooms  afforded  pleasant  and  comfortable  accommodation  for  the 
several  classes. 

The  courtesies  extended  to  the  school  by  His  Honor  Lieut.  Governor 
Snowball,  by  Mrs.  Tweedie,  wife  of  Premier  Tweedie,  by  the  members  of 
the  Miramichi  Natural  History  Association,  whose  rooms  and  collections 
were  open  to  the  visitors,  and  the  many  attentions  bestowed  by  the  citizens 
of  Chatham  will  always  be  a  pleasant  recollection  to  the  members  of  the 
school. 

The  excursions  on  the  broad  Miramichi  river,  with  its  fertile  fields 
gently  sloping  to  the  forest  beyond  the  towns  and  villages  along  its  batiks 
throbbing  with  the  hum  of  industry,  and  the  opportunity  to  recall  many 
scenes  in  the  early  history  of  this  portion  of  the  province,  were  eagerly 
taken  advantage  of  by  the  visitors. 

This  session  of  the  Summer  School  was  characterized  by  the  diligence 
of  the  students  and|the  marked  improvement  made  by  them.  As  in  the  past 
great  prominence  was  given  to  field  work,  the  success  of  which  wac  largely 
contributed  to  by  the  presence  of  Dr.  Bailey,  Dr.  Hay,  Dr.  Cox,  and  Mr. 
Mcintosh,

INTRODUCTION. 


The  Board  of  Managers  have  great  pleasure  in  submittiDg  to  the 
Members  of  the  Corporation,  to  the  Provincial  Oovernments  and  Legislatures 
interested^  and^to  the  many  (friends  of  the  Blind,  the  thirty-third  annual 
report  and^  in  so  doing,  they  desire  to  express  their  gratitude  to  a  kind  Pro- 
vidence for  the  many  blessings^vonchsafed  to  the  school|  and  their  apprecia- 
tion of  the  kindness  and  generosity  of  its  many  friends. 

SUPERIMTENDENT'S   BEPORT. 

The  Superintendent's  report  hereto  appended,  deals  falfy  with  the 
several  departments  of  the  school.  It  chronicles  the  changes  that  have  taken 
place  during  the  past  year  and  gives  a  concise  account  of  the  work  accom- 
plished. The  members  of  the  teaching  staff  have  faithfully  discharged  their 
duties  and  have  worked  unceasingly  for  the  advancement  of  the  school. 
Their  efforts  to  further  the  interests  of  their  pupils  have  been  most  success- 
ful and  the  Board  desires  to^ezpress  its  hearty  appreciation  of  the  zeal  and 
ability  they  have  shown  in  their  respective  departments  . 

Personal  Visits. 

There  are  |many  people  in  the  city  of  Halifax,  as  well  as  in  other 
parts  of  the  Maritime  Provinces  and  Newfoundland,  who  have  little  or 
no  id^a  of  what  goes  on  in  a  school  for  the  blind.  Some  people  imagine 
that  it  is  a  home^in  which  blind  people  are  cared  for  during  life;  others,  that 
it  is  a  school  in  which  blind  people  are  taught  and  trained  by  some  mystical 
methods  unknown  to  the  professional  educationist.  Some  persons  imagine 
that  the  atmosphere  of  a  school  for  the  blind  must  be  sad  and  depressing 
and  that  the  consciousness  of  lack  of  sight  must  ever  be  uppermost  in  the 
i  19 
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cuiDcIs  of  the  pupils.     Others   again   have  no  adequate   conception  of  the 
capabilities  of  the  blind  individually  or  collectively  and  when  a  person  de- 
prived of  sight  comes  before  the  public  and  excels  in  any  particular  respect 
they  at  once  regard  him  as  a  prodigy  and   look  upon   his  attainments  aa 
phenomenal.     The  best  and  surest  way  of  obtaining  a  correct  idea  ot  the 
school  and  of  the  work  it  is  doing  is  to  visit  the  institution  and  thoroughly 
inspect  its  several  departments.     Such  an  inspection  would  at  once  satisfy 
the  visitor  that  this  is  not  an  asylum  or  place  of  refuge  for  aged  blind  personis ; 
that  the  methods  of  teaching  are  precisely  the  same  as  those  employed  ia 
schools  tor  children  with  sight ;  and  that  the  only  difference  worthy  of  note 
is  the  substitution  ot  appliances  suited  to  the  sense  of  touch  for  those  adapt. 
«dto  the  sense  of  sight.     The  visitor  would  at  once  be  impressed  with  the 
bright  and  cheery  atmosphere  of  the  school,  and  when  he  fully  realized  that 
blindness  has  come  to  be  second  nature  to  the  pupils,  and  that  not  for  one 
minute  in  the  course  of  the  day  did  they  fret  or  mourn  over  their  lack  ot 
^ight.  he  would  begin  to  think,  and  thinking,  he  would  come  to  understand, 
that  with  education  tour  senses  may  be  trained  to  do  the  work  ot  five,  and 
x:hat  the  beauties  of  the  world  about  us  may  be  apprehended^  appreciated  and 
thoroughly  enjoyed  by  one  deprived  of  sight.     If  the  visitor  had  time  for 
periodical  inspection  of  the  departments  of  the  school,  he  would  learo  that 
there   is  practically  little  or  no  difference  in  the  temperament  or  capacity 
between  one  hundred  girls  and  boys  with  sight  and  an  equal  number  of  blind 
children.     He  would  realize  that  the  curriculum  of  the  bchool  covers  all  the 
<$ubjects  taught  in  our  public  schools,  and  that,  in  addition,  the   pupils  are 
receiving  a  practical  training  in  special  lines  of  work,  so  as  to  enable  tbem 
to  take  their  place  in  the  world  as  useful  men  and  women. 

Your  board  is  desirous  that  the  school  and  its  work  should  be  fully 
understood  and  now  that  the  new  and  commodious  building  for  school 
purposes  is  about  to  be  occupied  they  are  particularly  anxious  that  onr 
business  and  professional  men  should  visit  the  institution  and  see  for 
themselves  what  is  being  done  for  the  education  of  those  deprived  of  sight. 

LEGISLATIVE   SUPPORT. 

It  is  now  twenty- one  years  since  the  Legislature  of  Nova  Scotia  adopted 
the  Act  making  education  free  to  blind  children  of  this  province.  The  Act 
has  worked  smoothly  and  satisfactorily  and  has  proved  a  blessing  to  many 
boys  and  girls  who  would  otherwise  have  been  debarred  from  educational 
privileges.  The  Act  for  the^free  education  of  the  blind  in  New  Brunswick 
was  adopted   eleven  years  ago.     Its  provisions  are  practically  the  same  as

those  of  Nova  Scotia  and  its  results  have  been  equally  advantageous  to  the- 
blind  youth  of  our  sister  province. 

The  Government  and  Legislature  of  Prince  Edward  Island  have  not  as 
yet  made  education  free  to  the  blind  of  that  province,  as  it  is  to  those  with 
sight,  but  a  small  annual  grant  is  made  to  this  institution  which*  with  a 
grant  from  the  City  of  Charlottetown»  amounted  for  the  past  school  year  to 
six  hundred  dollars.  In  view  of  the  increased  attendance  of  Prince  EdwarJ 
Island  pupils,  and  the  inadequacy  of  the  past  grant,  your  board  sincerely 
trusts  that  the  Prince  Edward  Island  Government  will  give  the  matter  of 
the  education  of  the  blind  their  earnest  consideration,  and  that  legislation 
may  be  enacted 'which  will  place  the  blind  of  the  Island  Province  on  the 
same  footing  as  those  in  Nova  Scotia  and  New  Brunswick. 

Your  board  is  pleased  to  report  an  increase  in  the  number  of  pupils 
from  Newfoundland  attending  the  school.  The  number  of  schoolable  blind 
persons  iit  Newfoundland  will  not  exceed  twenty-four,  and  it  is  a  satisfac- 
tion to  know  that  nearly  one-half  of  these  are  under  instruction.  The 
people  of  Newfoundland  have  evinced  a  deep  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the 
blind,  and  the  Government  has  agreed  to  give  the  matter  of  the  education 
uf  the  blind  their  fullest  consideration  and  to  take  such  steps  as  will  place 
the  education  within  reach  of  every  blind  child  in  the  colony. 

LATE  MEMBERS  OF  THE  BOABD, 

During  the  past  year  your  board  has  lost  by  death  two  of  its  most 
prominent  members:  the  President,  Mr.  W.  C.  Silver;  and  the    Treasurer, 
Mr.  John  Duf  us.     These  gentlemen  were  appointed  members  of"  the  Board 
of  Managers  at  the  first  meetmg  of  this  corporation  held  in  the  City  Council 
chamber,  Halifax,  on  Monday,  April  27tb,  1868. 

Mr.  Silver  had  been  President  of  the  Board  of  Managers  for  the  past 
fouiteen  years  and  had  given  to  the  work  of  edi  eating  the  blind  a  large 
share  of  his  time  and  attention.  By  his  death  the  school  loses  a  warm  sup- 
porter and  the  blind  a  kind  and  sympathetic  friend. 

Mr.  John  Duffus  took  a  very  deep  interest  in  the  afTdirs  of  the  institu- 
tion and  for  ten  years  prior  to  his  death  discharged  the  official  duties  oi 
Treasurer  of  the  School  in  a  most  satisfactory  manner. 

THE  NEW  SCHOOL  BUILDING. 

Our  new  school  building,  which  is  so  much  required,  will  be  ready  for 
accupation  early  in  the  new  year.     It  is  a  substantial  brick  structure,  on© 
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handred  and  thirty  feet  in  length  by  eeventy-one  in  breadth,  and  contains 
fonr  fitorieSy  incIodiDg  the  basement.  The  building  is  faced  with  pressed 
brick  and  trimmed  with  freestone.  It  presents  a  handsome  appearance  and 
is  a  fine  addition  to  the  property  of  the  schoo].  The  support  that  has  been 
given  to  ns  by  the  Legislature  of  Nova  Scotia,  and  by  the  friends  of  the 
blind,  in  carrying  out  this  work  has  been  most  timely  and  has  enabled  ns  to 
make  a  great  step  forward  in  the  education  of  the  blind. 

THE  SUPERINTENnENT. 

Our  Superintendent,  Dr.   G.   F.  Eraser,  has  contioued  to  give  to  the 
institution  that  whole-hearted,  methodical,  businesslike   supervision    which 
has  characterized  his  long  period  of  incumbency  and  which  has,  under  God's 
blessing,  brought  the  school  to  a  state  of  efficiency  unsurpassed  by  any  other 
institution  for  the  blind  on  this   contiuent,  or  perhaps  in  the  world.     He 
possesses  in  an  eminent  degree  the  respect,  confidence,  and  affection  of  the 
managers,  teachers  and  pupils,  and  of  all  interested  in  the  welfare  of  the 
blind,  and  his  efforts  on  their  behalf  have  placed  his  name  in  the  fore*front  of 
the  philanthropists  of  his  native  province,  and  his  work  will  be  a  standing 
monument  for  many    generations  to  his  ability,  energy  and  unselfishness. 
The  tour  made  by  him  during  the  year  in  Nova  Scotia,  New  Brunswick^ 
and  Newfoundlaod,  accompanied  by  a  number,  of  the  teachera  and    pupils, 
resulted   in  a  grand   success  and    will  be  fully  dealt  with  in  his  report. 
Your  Board  greatly  rejoice  in  the  improved  condition  of  the  health  of  Mrs. 
Fraser,  to  whom  the  school  is  so  deeply  indebted,  and  they  earnestly  hope 
that  she  may  soon  be  completely  restored  and,  with  her  husband,  spared 
many  years  to  minister  to  the  welfare  of  the  blind.

'Jo  the  President  and  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Sdiool  for  the  Blind : 

Gentlemen  : — The  table  of  attendance  herewith  submitted  shows  that 
142  blind  persons  have  been  under  instruction  during  the  past  year,  of  whom 
'87  were  males  and  55  females.  Of  these,  18  have  since  graduated  or  remain- 
ed at  home,  making  th^  total  number  registered  December  Ist,  1903, 124  of 
whom  77  are  males  and  47  females.  Of  these.  77  are  from  the  province  of 
Nova  Scotia,  28  from  New  Brunswick,  8  from  Prince  Edward  Island,  and  11 
from  Newfoundland.

LITERARY   DEPARTMENT. 

The  feature  of  the  year  so  far  as  this  department  is  concerned  has  been 
the  carrying  out  of  a  long  cherished  plan  for  the  better  grading  of  the  pupils. 
Under  the  new  arrangement  six  divisions  have  been  formed,  the  work  of 
each  division  covering  a  period  of  two  years.  The  primary  work,  including 
kindergarten  training,  will  occupy  four  years;  the  three  grammar  school 
grades,  six  years,  and  the  high  school  course,  tWo  years.  Ungraded  classes 
Lave  been  established  for  the  benefit  of  such  pupils  as  cannot  follow  to  ad- 
vantage the  regular  course  of  study.  Pupils  entering  between  six  and  ten 
years  of  age  will  be  placed  in  the  kindergarten  or  primary  grades.  Those 
entering  between  ten  and  fifteen  years  of  age  will  be  placed  in  the  ungraded 
classes  and  be  taught  to  read  and  write  in  the  Braille  System  before  entering 
the  graded  classes  of  the  school.  This  re-organization  of  our  Literary 
Department  will  stimulate  the  pupils  to  incrisased  effort,  will  ensure  their 
more  steady  and  rapid  progress,  and  will  certainly  raise  the  general  standard 
of  the  education  imparted  in  the  school. 

TEACHING    STAFF. 

The  success  or  non-success  of  the  woik  in  a  school  for  the  blind  depends 
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largely  upon  the  members  of  its  teacbiog  staff.  Half- hearted  ness,  pessimism, 
or  indifference  upon  the  part  of  the  instructors  is  speedily  reflected  in  tae 
work  of  their  pupils  and  hence  no  such  teachers  should  be  retained  on  the 
staff  in  a  school  of  this  character.  The  ideal  teacher  requires  to  be 
thoroughly  educated,  to  be  zealous,  patient  and  preseverving.  He  requires 
to  be  imbued  with  a  spirit  of  hopefulness,  to  appreciate  the  special  difficulties 
with  which  the  pupils  have  to  contend,  and  to  keep  ever  before  him  the 
purpose  tor  which  the  school  has  been  established.  Teachers  of  this  stamp 
are  always  prepared  to  devote  the  greater  part  of  their  time  and  attention 
to  the  pupils  placed  in  their  care,  and  if  they  have  sound  judgment,  high 
.  ideals,  and  deep  sympathies,  the  school  cannot  fail  to  accomplish  satisfactory 
results  and  to  make  for  itself  and  its  graduates  an  enviable  record.  The 
members  of  our  teaching  staff  have  proved  by  their  energy  and  devotion,  by 
their  thoughtfulness  and  zeal,  that  they  are  well  qualified  to  carry  on  the 
great  work  entrusted  to  them,  and  it  is  with  pleasure  that  I  take  this  oppor- 
tunity of  expressing  my  personal  appreciation  of  the  spirit  of  loyal  co- 
operation with  which  they  are  imbued  and  of  the  intelligent  iuotruction 
which  they  have  given  in  their  respective  classes. 

OUR   PURPOSE. 

The  purpose  of  this  school  is  to  give  to  its  pupils  such  a  training  as 
will  enable  them  to  become  self  supporting.  To  those  familiar  with  the 
work  of  this  institution,  and  with  the  after  success  of  the  great  majority  of 
its  graduates,  it  will  not  appear  in  any  way  surprising  to  learn  that  eighty 
out  of  every  hundred  pupils  trained  in  the  school  have  been  able  to  earn 
their  ownjivelihood.  This  triumph  of  modern  education  has  been  the  out- 
come of  long  years  of  patient  experiment  upon  the  part  of  the  instructors  of 
the  blind  both  here  and  elsewhere.  It  has  required  much  thought  and  long 
practical  experience  to  determine  what  callings  are  adapted  to  the  special 
needs  of  th^se  who  are  deprived  of  sight.  In  our  experience  the  teaching 
of  vocal  and  instrumental  music  and  the  tuninorof  pianofortes  can  be  followed 
with  eminent  success  by  blind  persons.  A  fair  percentage  may  be  trained 
for  commercial  life.  A  still  smaller  percentage  may  be  trained  successfully 
so  as  to  earn  their  living  by  such  handicrafts  as  basket-making,  brush-making 
and  chair-seating.  The  practice  of  massage  and  shampooing  has  opened  a 
new  field  of  occupation  for  a  limited  number. 

Other  callings  there  may  be,  and  doubtless  are,  which  the  blind  could 
follow  successfully,  but  they  require  individual  aptitude  and  specific  training 
such  as  is  far  beyond  the  scope  of  an  institution  of  this  character. 
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HEALTH. 

The  health  of  the  pupils  during  the  past  year  has  maiDtaioed  its  usual 
fair  average.  Where  such  a  large  number  of  young  people  are  gathered 
together  some  delicate  children  will  airways  be  found  and  occasionally  the 
shadow  of  death  will  cross  our  threshold.  During  the  past  year  a  young 
boy  named  Frederick  McDougall,  of  Indiantown,  N.  B.,  died  at  the  school 
from  meningitis  after  a  short  illness.  Eleven  cases  of  measles  and  two  of 
chickenpox  made  their  appearance  during  last  month.  Owing  to  the  crowd- 
ed state  of  the  building,  the  proper  isolation  of  the  infected  pupils  was  im- 
possible/ but  this  difficulty  will  be  overcome  when  the  increased  accommo- 
dation of  the  new  building  becomes  available.  Dr.  A.  W.  H.  Lindsay,  the 
attending  physician,  has  been  most  untiring  in  looking  after  the  health  of 
the  pupils.  Dr.  Lindsay's  services  to  the  school  have  now  extended  over  a 
period  of  twenty  years.  These  services  have  been  given  without  remunera- 
tion and  in  a  spirit  of  kindly  interest  which  merits  public  approbation.  Dr. 
Lindsay's  name  well  deserves  to  be  enrolled  among  those  of  the  benefactors 
of  the  school,  and  the  recent  action  of  your  Board  in  this  direction  is  a  grace- 
ful recognition  of  his  years  of  service  to  the  blind. 

GRADUATES. 

Among  the  graduates  of  the  past  year  the  following  deserve  special 
mention : 

Miss  Jennie  Muise,  of  Yarmouth,  N.  S.,  graduated  as  a  teacher  of  vocal 
music,  and  is  now  taking  a  special  course  in  singing  from  Professor  Saenger 
of  New  York. 

Miss  Lulu  Curtis,  of  Onslow,  N.  S.,  graduated  as  a  teacher  of  vocal  and 
instrumental  mucic  and  bas  been  engaged  as  an  assistant  in  the  girls'  musical 
department  of  this  schooL 

Miss  Mary  McDonald,  of  Welsford,  N,  B.,  received  a  certificate  as  a 
competent  masseuse  and  bas  settled  in  St.  John,  N.  B. 

J.  Hollis  Lindsay,  of  Woodstock,  N.  B.,  received  a  first-class  certificate 
as  a  teacher  of  music  and  as  a  pianoforte  tuner.  In  order  to  further  his 
studies  as  a  church  organist  he  bas  been  granted  an  additional  year  for  a  post 
graduate  course. 

Paul  Dufiy,  of  Hillsboro,  N.  B.,  was  awarded  a  first-class  certificate  as  a 
.music  teacher  and  as  a  pianoforte  tuner,  and  has  settled  in  his  native  town. 

John  A.  McDonald,  of  Glassburn  N.,  S.,  who  graduated  from  our  Liter- 
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ary  department,  is  now  in  Boston  taking  supplementary  courses  in  the  Fosse^ll 
Institute  and  in  the  Emmerson  School  of  Oratory.  ^^^ 

Augustus  Morgan,  of  Salmon  Gove,  Nfld.,  was  awarded  a  certificate  as  a'v^ 
teacher  of  music  and  has  received  a  temporary  appointment  in  the  school, 

E.  Chapman,  of  Amhersj;,  N.  S.  graduated  from  the  work  shop  as  a  brosH  !

PUBLIC  MEETINGS. 


During  the  past  year  thirty-one  public  meetings  in  the  interests  of  the 
blind  were  held  in  Nova  Scotia,  New  Brunswick  and  Newfoundland.  Our  *5S 
reception  in  the  cities  and  towns  visited  was  most  gratifying.  The  audi*  .  i^h 
ences  were  invariably  large  and  appreciative  and  great  interest  was  evinced  >j: 
in  the  school  and  musical  exercises  performed  by  the  pupils.  Such  meetings 
as  these  keep  the  school  well  before  the  public.  They  show  far  better  thaji  ^^^ 
written  reports  can  ever  do  what  can  be  accomplished  by  those  who  are-  y^ 
deprived  of  sight.  They  widen  the  interest  in  the  work  of  the  institution  :^ 
and  pave  the  way  for  the  success  of  our  graduates.

BUILEING   FUND.  \:^

Through  the  kindness  of  our  many  friends  the  subscriptions  towards 
our  new  building  have  now  leached  the  sum  of  $20,769.56,  of  which 
$12,480.80  have  so  far  been  paid  in.  These  subscriptions  and  the  payments 
on  accoant,  which  have  been  given  with  such  open-banded  generosity,  prove 
beyond  question  the  breadth  and  depth  of  the  interest  that  is  taken  in  the 
welfare  of  the  blind  throughout  the  Maritime  Provinces  and  Newfoundland. 
The  public  have  been  told  of  the  liberality  of  the  Legislature  of  Nova  Scotia 
in  appropriating  twenty  thousand  dollars  towards  the  building  now  nearing 
completion,,  and  tbey  have  been  a^ked  to  supplement  this  grant  to  the  best 
of  their  ability  so  that  the  work  of  the  institution  should  not  in  any  way  be 
checked  or  hampered  by  too  great  a  burden  of  debt.  While  still  more 
money  is  required,  the  response  of  the  public  to  date  has  been  most  encourage 
ing.  They  have  approved  of  the  undertaking  we  have  in  hand  and  have 
signified  their  willingness  to  co-operate  with  the  authorities  of  the  school  in 
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aDy  roovemeDt  having  for  its  purpose  the   improvemeot  of  the  edacational 
facilities  provided  for  those  who  are  bliod. 

The  public  mandate  requires  that  this  school  shall  be  kept  in  the  verj 
front  rank  of  schools  for  the  blind  on  this  continent,  and  this  mandate  is  net 
to  be  disregarded. 

INCREASED    ACCOMMODATION. 

The  new  building,  which  will  be  ready  for  occupation  in  a'^few  weeks' 
time,  will  greatly  taciiitate  tbe  work  of  the  school  and  will  give  scope  for 
the  carrying  into  effect  of  many  contemplated  improvements  in  the  Literary 
Musical,  and  Industrial  Departments.  The  plan  of  the  building  has  been 
carefully  considered  and  it  will  be  found  admirably  adapted  to  the  require- 
ments of  the  school.  The  present  buildings  will  be  used  for  lesidence 
purposes,  and  the  removal  of  all  the  work  of  the  school  to  the  new  building 
will  make  it  possible  to  provide  much  more  comfortable  home  quarters  for 
our  staff  and  pupils  during  tb^ir  leisure  hours. 

The  residence  buildings  contain  fifty  sleeping  rooms  and  dormitories  for 
teachers,  pupils  and  domestic  staff,  with  adequate  lavatory  and  hospital 
accommodation,  in  addition  to  which  there  are  reading,  sitting  and  reception 
rooms.  The  building  also  contains  the  Superintendent's  apartments,  the 
Soard  room  and  office,  kitchen,  dining  rooms,  pantries  and  store  rooms. 

The  new  building  will  contain  two  play  rooms  or  gymnasiums,  a  swim- 
ming  pool  and  lavatories,  a  manual  training  room,  a  workshop,  a  printing 
office,  eight  school  rooms,  a  museum,  an  assembly  hall,  twenty-eight  practice 
rooms  and  iour  tuning  rooms.  It  also  contains  sleeping  rooms 'and  dormi- 
tories for  the  accommodation  of  forty  pupils. 
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I  am  deeply  grateful  to  the  friends  of  the  blind  for  the  kind  interest  they 
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thanks  are  due  to  tbe  gentlemen  who  have  aided  me  in  carrying  out  the 
preparations  for  the  numerous  public  meetings  to  which  I  have  alluded,  and 
to  the  gentlemen  who  acted  as  chairmen  at  these  meetings.  Much  of  the 
success  that  has  been  achieved  has  been  due  to  the  able  and  impressive 
speeches  made  at  the  meetings  by  the  chairmen,  and  in  this  connection  I 
might  partio.ularly  mention  the  admirable  and  sympathetic  address  delivered 
at  our  first  meeting  in  St.  Johns  by  the  chairman,  Sir  Cavendish  Boyle, 
overnor  of  Ne  wfoundland. 
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CONCLUSION. 

Id  conclusion,  gentlemen,  I  desire  to  express  a  word  of  appreciation  for 
the  grand  work  done  on  behalf  of  the  school  by  the  late  President  of  the 
Board  of  Managers,  Mr.  W.  C.  Silver,  and  the  late  Treasurer,  Mr.  John 
Duffus.  I  have  been  intimately  associated  with  these  gentlemen  for  the 
past  thirty  years  and  I  can  speak  from  personal  knowledge  of  their  kind 
interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  blind,  and  their  deep  affection  for  the  school 
and  for  its  work. 

I  sincerely  trust  that  the  happy  relations  which  have  existed  between 
the  Board  of  Managers  and  myself  will  continue  to  exist  in  the  future  as  in 
the  past,  and  that  with  your  help,  your  support^  and  your  encouragement,  I 
may  be  of  real  service  in  my  day  and  generation  to  those  who  are  deprived 
of  sight.
